And  herein  due  praife 
muft  needs  be  afcribed 
unto  Hiftorie.,  the  life  of 
mernorie  j  and  the  mir- 
ronr  of  mans  life,  ma- 
king thofe  Heroick  adls 
to  live  againe^  which  o- 
therwife  would  be  buri- 
ed in  eternall  forgetful- 
nefle,,  whereby  the  minde 
("  a  greedy  Hunter  after 
knowledge)  is  enflamed^ 
by  affe&ing  the  feverall 
perfe&ions  of  others,  to 

feck  ! 
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feek  after  excellet  things^ 
and  by  fervent  imitation 
to  attaine  to  that  glory 
which  is  gotten  by  ver- 
tue. 

For  thefe  caufes  5  (mofl 
renowned  Soveraigne  J 
when  I  considered  Plu- 
tarke  3  laying  afide  the 
fludieof  Pliilofophie^  to 
thinkethe  time  well  im- 
ployed  in  writing  the 
lives  of  Thefeus.j  ofdri- 
ftides,  and  of  other  infe- 
rior perfons ;  and  know- 
ing how  farre  the  Jnflre 
and  fplendar  of  Princes 
fhineth  beyod  the  bright- 
A  4       nefle 
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nefle  of  others^  every  one 
{landing  for  a  million  of 
the  common  people  : 
And  being  fenfible  that  it 
is  inf  uied  even  by  nature,, 
every  man  to  defire3  and 
to  be  delighted  with  the 
relation  and  ftory  of  his 
o  wne  Anceflors  and  pre- 
deceflbrs  : 

For  thefe  regions  J  pre- 
fumed  to  prefent  unto 
your  Highnefle  thisTrea- 
tifeofthe  life  and  death 
of  your  Royall  Mother, 
the  Lady  MARY  STV- 
ART  Queeneof  Scetland^ 
A  Hiftorie  mod  fit  for 

this 
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this  your   Jbfendian  of 
Great  BritaineD  and  yet 
never  publiihed  m  the 
Englifli  tongue  before : 
Wherein3although  1  con- 
fefle  the  flendernefle  of 
my  skill  in  the  exornati- 
on  &  beautifying  of  the 
flile.,  and  thereby  may 
worthily  incurre  the  re- 
proofe  of  the  learned  :y.et 
if  your  Majeftie  vouch- 
fafe  your  gracious  and 
Princely  acceptation.,  all 
faults  therein  {hall  eafjly 
be  covered  and  blotted 
out.

PREFACE  TO 

THE  ENSUING 
HI  S  TORI  E. 

T  i#  a  thing  mofi 
true  j  and  fome 
find  it  by  experi- 
ence\>that here be* 
low  in  this  worlds 
there  is  nothing  et  email :  And 
how  can  it  be  otherwife^when  the 
great  Kings  and  Princes  of  the 
earth,  whofeemeto  be  created  of 
the  mofi  pure  fob  fiance  of  the  E- 
lementsyofa  matter \  as  may  he 
f  aidy  for  their  excellency  incor* 
rttptibti9  ofthefinefpldofYLvl- 
lath,  and  of  the  befi  mould,  to 

the 
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the  patterns  of  the  faired  Ideas, 
and  bear e  and  carry  the  Image 
and  Seale  of  all  puijjana ?3  as 
the  chiefe  imprepon  of  natures 
worke,  in  the  plaint  greatnefje 
tfM&jeftyjvbick  engrave$b  their 
forehead  with  a  gracious  ftateli* 
n&ffe.  Yet  doe  we  fee  them  every 
dayy  who  feeme  unto  men  to  be 
lajfing  and  durable,  asetemitie 
itfilfe,  to  quit  the  arches  of  tri- 
umph 5  and  to  yeeld  themfehes 
unto  the  triumph  of  death.  And 
more  than  that,  the  mofipart  of 
themfinijh  fheirdayes^notinthe 
fweet  and  calme  waters ,  like 
PourcontreUs,,  but  by  a  death 
dijfeafoned^  fometimes  in  their 
greene  youth  y  md  flour ifhing 
agt,  by  iheformzs  and  tempers ^ 
as  doe  the  Dolphins,,  within  the 
torrents  s  billowes,  or  waves  of 
;  the  Seajoffediy  divers fifttons. 
Anditfeemeththat  this  fat  ditie 

pur 
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purfuetb  ordinarily  the  mojl  wor- 
thy and  vertuQw  per  fins  :fo  that 
tbeyfinifb  their  lives  many  times 
with  violence  or  precipitation  y 
and  not  tegoe  unU  their  death  in 
afmoothpath^bm  whe  interrup- 
ted with  fume  firings  accident  5 
which eclipftth  the  bright  joining 
lujlre$f  their  greatneffe,  which 
dafelithe  minds  ofmenjhatfrem 
below  beheld  them  fitting  aloft 
on  the  throne  of  Makefile.  All 
which  appeared  mojl plainly  and 
evidently  to  be  true  in  the  moji 
wort  Ay  andreyall  PrinceJfeMA- 
ry  S  t  v  a  r  t  gueeue  of  Scot- 
hndjvho  in  ail  her  life  being  r  of 
fed  and  tur  moiled  with  mfinite 
misfortunes  $  concluded  h  with 
an  untimely  deaths  asfillowetb 
in  thefequeU  of  this  Hijlorie  of 
her  life  and  death. 

Mary  Stu akt ghteeneof 
Scotland  3  was  daughter  unto 
.  James 
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James  thefiftjting  o/Seotlamd, 
a  wife  and  valiant  Prince y  and  of 
the  Lady  Mar  Y^fthe  iUufiri- 
ou*  family  of  the  Dukes  <?/Lor- 
raine3  (whofefame for  valour  is 
renowned  thorovp  all  Chriflen- 
dome, )  was  borne  on  the  eighth 
day  of  December  in  the  yeare  of 
our  Lord  1 54 1 .  Shee  was  not  a- 
bove  eight  dayes  old  when  her  fa- 
ther died :  being  left  thus  youngs 
the  Noblemen  of  Scotland  being 
divided  (  whereof  the  family  of 
>Jbe  Hamilton's  and  theEarleof 
Lynnox  being  the  heads^ )  the 
one  fide fupported  byKingHen* 
ry  the  eighth  $f  England*  out 
tht  other  by  the  French  K.  Hen- 
ry thefecond^fhe  was  by  the  dire 
of  her  Mother^  who  inclined  unto 
the  French  King,  at  the  age  of 
fix  yeares  or  thereabout  s>  fent 
into  France  in  the  G allies  of 
VilJagagnon,  a  Knight  of  the 
I  Rhodes 
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SLhodes  appointed  by  the  Freeh 
King  unto  this  fervice  5  in  the 
which  voyage  by  the  Weft  Seas 
fir  in  the  other  pajfage  mere  the 
Straits  ^Calice,  fkEnglilh- 
tnen  had  laid  aftrong  Navy  to 
intercept  her)fhe  hardly  efcaped 
drowning  by  meanes  of  a  ftorme 
or  tempeft  that  happened,  neere 
unto  the  Go  aft  of  little  Britaine 
in  France,  where  fhe  afterward 
tookeland,  from  whence  jbe  was 
conveyed  unto  the  Court  of 
France,  where  fhe  was  brought 
up  under  her  Curators  the  Freeh 
King  and  the  Dukes  ofGxAic, 
and  by  their  exquifite  care  jkee 
drew  in  with  the  ay  re  the  fweet- 
neffeofthe  humours  of  the  conn- 
trey ,  and  in  the  end  by  theftngu- 
lar  grace  of  nature,  and  cartful- 
neffe  of htr friends  and  kinsfolks, 
became  with  her  age  the  fair  eft  & 
goodliefl  Trincejfe  of  our  time. 

And 
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And  befide  this  her  rare  beauty 
fhe  had  her  underftanding  and 
intendment fi  pure  andperfeB^ 
her  judgement  fi  certaine^  fur- 
mountings  and  above  the  condi- 
tion of  her  age  and  fex^  that  it 
bred  and  caufid  inker  a  great- 
neffe  of  courage^  which  -was  jet 
tnixt  and  qualified  with  fitch 
fwettnefft&nd  modejly^  that  you 
could  not  fie  any  thing  men  Roy- 
all,  any  thing  more  gracious. 
Her  manners  and  private  alli- 
en $  werefuch,  and  were  fi  well 
liked  of  generally ,  that  it  caufed 
King  Henry  the  fecondaf  France 
and  his  J$hteene(wke  was  admi- 
red for  her  prudence  )  to  marry 
their  eldeftfinns,  Daulphin  of 
France  andheire  of  their  €ro\vn0 
unto  this  Lady5  a$  unto  one  well 
dtferving  t%  bejoyned  in  marru 
a$e  unto  their  finne,  heire  appa~ 
r&nt  ofthegreatcjl  Kingdome  in 
Europe : 
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Europe :  Andfi  upon  the  f our e 
and  twentieth  day  of  A  prill,  in 
the yeare  of  our  Lord  I  5  5  $. 
Francis  f^Daulphin  0/France 
and  Mary  Stuart  gueeneof 
Scotland,  mn  married  in  the 
Church  ofNoftraDamz  5/sPa- 
xis.One cannot  declare  mthwhat 
applaufe  of  all  the  people^  with 
what  congratulation  of  all  the 
neighbour  Princes  9  with  what 
Magnificence^  this  marriage  was 
f&lemmzed.By  this  her  marriage 
her  husband  obtained  not  tnely 
ths  ThUofKtng  0/  Scotland  in 
the  right  of  his  wife,  but  alfo  an- 
other more  rich  and  great,  which 
was  ^of  the  moft  contented  Prince 
the  earth  then  beheld,  for  that  he 
was  joyned  in  marriage  with  a 
Priticeffe  who  be  fides  many  other 
greap  vertues  compofedher  felfe 
wholly  tophafe  and  to  give  con- 
tent unto  her  husba  nd9andther 


tn 
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in  ufed  not  the  ordinary  care  of  a 
Prince jfe,  but  more  travell  and 
foUicitude  than  doe  the  women 
ofmeane  condition  andquditie 
married  unto  great  Princes  3  as 
alfi  appeared  after  his  death 
(which befell not  Ung  after)  by 
her  immeasurable  mouming^not 
being  able  tofindeany  confotati- 
on  for  her  forrew  in  that  place 
where  [bee  had  loft  that  which 
fhee  had  loved  better  than  her 
felfe9  fo  much  that  the  amitie  of 
her  kinsfolks  and  allies  could  not 
retains  her >  nor  thefemw  and 
regret  of  all  France  could  not 
sail  her  backe^  nortbefweetnejfe 
ofthatGourt  which  invited  her 
could  nopftay  her ^  but  thatfhee 
would  depart  from  thence. 

After  thif  on  the  feventeenth 
day  of 'November  the  fame  year 
deceafed  Mary  of  England  $  at 
which  time  the  Parliament  was 

helden 
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hdden  at  Weftminfter,  being 
certified  of  bet  death  ^pith  a  uni- 
verfdl  confeW)  in  regard  of  her 
rxoft  certaine  right  unto  thcj 
Crowne  c/England  {of  the  which 
none  could  doubt ,)  both  the  Pre- 
lates and  Nobles  with  the  Com- 
mens  agreed  to  have  the  Lady  E- 
lizabeth  proclaimed  §h*eene$ 
which  was  done  with  the  general/ 
applaufe  and  confent  of  them  and 
fill  the  people. 

1  g^ueene  Elizabeth  being 
ejtablijhed  and  having  taken  or- 
der for  things  at  horne^  and  do- 
mejticaff  affaires  9  applied  her 
minde  next  to  fettle  her  affaires 
abroad  :  For  which  end  it  waf 
thought  fit  to  fendEmbajfadors 
untoPrinces  to  fignifie  unto  them 
the  death  ofgjieene  Mar  y,  and 
herjucceffion  unto  the  Kingdom: 
Vnto  Ferdinand  the  Emperour 
was  fent  Thomas  Challenor 
.    with 
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teitb  leners^wherein  the  ghieene 
under  her  owne  hmd^  certified, 
him  that  her  fijler  §)ueene  M  a- 
r  y  was  deadend  that  fhe  by  the 
goodnejfe  of  God  war  fucceeded 
as  ker  rightfull  heire^  and  with 
the  genera ff  confent  of  her  Sub* 
jeBs,  in  the  government  of  the 
Redme  $  and  that  floe  defired  w~ 
thingmorejhanthat  the  ancient 
League  and  amine  betweene  the 
families  ^/England  &  Auftria 
might  not  omly  be  conferyedbm 
alfo increafed.  Vnt$  the Kingof 
Spaine,  heinginhis  Lore-  Coun- 
triesjzasfent  the  Lor  dCobh&m 
with  infiruBions  to  thefamc^ 
purpofe. 

Khg^hilipmderjlandingthe 
deceafeofgrveen  Mary  his  wife, 
fearing  left  England  ^Scotland, 
and  Irehndifhouldbe  tidjoyned 
unto  France  by  meanes  of  the 
6>ueene  of  Scotland  her  Title0 

delt 
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deltferioujly  with  gueene  E  l  i> 
zabeth  by t he Conde 0/Fe- 
ria,  whom  he  had  [em before  to 
vifit  his  fich  wife,  and  the  then 
Lady  Elizabeth  alfo, about hk 
marriage  with  her,  promifingto 
procure  a  difyen-fation  for  the 
fame.  Thismotian  troubled  her 
much, for  to  rejeft  the  wojl  migh- 
tieKing  <?/Europe  (havingde- 
fcrved  well  ofhtr)&fuing  to  her 
for  marriage  upon  his  own  moti- 
omthis  thing  no  kjjedifquieted 
theVrcnch  king,  who  was  alf$ 
fearfuUthat  England  &  Spain 
fhould  be  conioynedagzine  in  one 
by  marriage .  therefore  he  did  aU 
th&t  was  pofible  to  be  done  at 
Rome,  by  the  Bifhop  of  Angu- 
lefme,  that  no  fetch  dffenfition 
fhould  be  granted,  but  yet  very 
fecmly,  lei  he  fhould  provoke  j 
the  Englishmen  againfi  him : 
bmfheput  him  tjfwitb  a  moieft 

and 
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andfhamefafi  anfwtr.And  when 
hefaw  that  he  could  not  obiaine 
his  fuit  for  bwfelfey  and  had al- 
fo  given  it  quite  over,  being  a- 
greed  with  the  French  King  to 
marry  his  daughter  ,yet  that  the 
Kingdoms  of  England  might  be 
ret&ined  in  his  family  ftitly  hee 
moved  the  EmperourY erdinand 
to  commend  one  of  his  fonnes  to 
be  afmter  unto  gucene  Eliza- 
beth, which  motion  he  wittingly 
entertained^andfor  thatpurpofe 
fent  unto  her  very  lovingletters^ 
and  by  Gafpar  Preynerus3/Wtf 
Baron  in  St\\)\n%)dili gently  fol- 
lowed andprofecutedthe  fame^ 
the  King  0/Spaine  himfdfe  alfo0 
to  bring  it  the  fooner  topiffe^ 
and  to  further  it9  mofl  courte- 
oujly  offering  andpromifxng  un- 
to (Queene  Elizabeth  hisjin- 
gular  love^  kindnejfe^  and  affc- 
Bknm

He  Fra«&  King, 
JFfeory  the  fecond, 
for  the  benefit  of 
hisfennethelM- 
j>hin  King ,  and 
Marie  Queene

fand) did  not  withdraw  his  French 
Souldiers  omtof -SW/tf/a^as  he  had 

pro- 
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promised,  bnt  foat  fecretly  more 
daily  into  Scotland,  and  dealt  ve- 
hemently with  the  Pope,  to  pro-* 
nounce  Qaeene  Elizabeth  an  He- 
retike,  and  illegitimate, which  the 
Emperour  and  the  King  of  Spaing 
raoft  diligeatly,  but  covertly, 
fought  to  hinder  :  yet  had  the  | 
GHifesdrzwnc  the  French  King  in-  j 
to  liich  a  fweet  hope  of  adjoy- 
ning  England  unto  the  Crowne  of 
France,  by  the  title  of  their  Niece 
the  Qaeene  of  Scots,  that  he  open- 
ly claimed  the  lame  in  the  right  of 
his  f@nne  and  daughter  in  law : 
And  commanded  them,  when  he 
could  notobtaine  his  purpofeat 
Rome,  to  ufe  this  title  in  all  their 
Letters  patents  ;FRANcisand 
M  a  r  i  e  by  the  grace  of  God,  of 
ScotUnd^England^nd  hdmd,  King 
and  Queene,  and  cauied  the  amies 
of£»gW,together  with  thearmes 
of  Scotland,  to  be  painted  in  the 
walls,  buildings,  and  in  the  houfc 
hold-ftuffe :  and  alfb  to  be  put  in- 
to the  Heralds  coats.  The  EngHJh

Ambaffador  in  vame  complaincd5 
that  herein  great  wrong  was  done 
unto  Queen  Elizabeth 5with  whom 
he  had  made  lately  a  leagae5  and 
had  not  done  this  to  Queene  M  a- 
rie  of  England,  who  had  pro~ 
claimed  warre  againft  him.  But 
Henries  fudden  death,  which  hap- 
pened (hortly  afcer3  made  an  end 
of  his  attempts. 

But  FraxcU  the  fecond  (who 
fbceecded  hira)  2nd  Maty  Queene 
of  Scot;  his  wife  (by  the  conn  (ell 
of  the  Guijes^  who  were  then  of 
great  authorise  in  France )  bore 
themfelves  openly  as  Kings  of 
England  and  Ireland^  neither  did 
they  ahftaine  from  chiming  the 
armes3  but  fet  them  out  more  and 
more.  And  unto  Nicholas  T'hrog* 
morton  the  Lieger  Ambaffador5  a 
man  both  wife  and  ftoutyt  was  firft 
aniwered :  That  it  was  lawfull  for 
the  Queene  of  Scots  to  beare  them 
with  fame  little  difference^©  (hew 
the  nearenefle  of  her  bloud  unto 
the  royali  line  of  England.  He  ftifly 
£  denied 
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denied  it,  faying  that  by  the  Law 
of  Armes^none  who  was  not  begot 
of  thecercaine  Heire,  might  beare 
the  armes  of  any  family.  Afterward 
they  (aid  they  bore  the  armes  for 
no  other  caufe,  than  to  caufe  the 
Qweene  of  England  to  abftainfrom 
bearing  the  armes  oiFrance.Yet  at 
length  he  obtained  at  the  interce£ 
fion  o£Mont  MoraNcy,  who  loved 
not  the  Guifes,  that  they  left  off  | 
the  armes  of  England  and  Ireland  j 
altogether.  But  yet"  from  this  ti-  | 
tie  and  nfurpation  of  armes,  which  ! 
Heme  made  the  young  Qneene  of 
Scets  to  take  on  her(moved  there-  \ 
to  by  the  Guifis)  proceeded  all  the 
evils,  which  came  ib  thicke  upon  | 
her  afterward,  as  from  the  origi-  j 
nail  caufe.  For  from  hence  Queene  I 
Elizabeth  was  an  open  and  profe£  I 
1  fed  enemy  to  the  GwjeM>  and  bare  a  j 
\  fecretbate  againft  her,  which  the  j 
craftie  malice  of  men  did  fo  nOu- 
rifh,  the  emulation  increafing  be- 
tvveene  them,  and  new  occaiions  a- 
rifing  daily,  that  they  could  not  be

T Hen  followed  theTreatie  of 
Eetenburgb,  wherein  amongft 
many  other  things*  it  was  agreed, 
that  the  King  of  France  &Queenc 
Marie  mould  leave  offthe  bea- 
ring of  the  title  and  armes  of  Eng- 
land and  Fr ehnd:but  when  the  time 
of  confirming  the  fime  came^  and 
Queene  Elizabeth  fent  into  France 
to  have  it  ratified  (  as  fhee  had 
done  )  Tbrogtnorton  the  Leiger  Em- 
baffidor  could  not  bring  them  to 
doc  it  by  any  meanes  5  and  whileft 
the  matters  hung  in  fofpence3  and 
refted  vndetermined^Fm^cw'  the  fe« 
cond,  King  of  France,  mot  being 
eighteen©  yeare  old5  and  in  the  ft- 
cond  yeare  of  his  reigne*,  decea« 
fed,  and  left  the  Queene  otScatt  a 
widow  9  whether  to  the  greater 
griefeoftheRoraanifts3  or  foyof 
the  Fmeftmts  in  Britam^  I  cannot 
fiy, 
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Anno  1^5  L" 

FR  A  N  c  1  s  Eark  of  Bedford, 
was  fcnt  into  France,  to  de- 
plore the  death  of  King  Francis, 
and  to  gratulate  Charles  the  ninths 
his  fueceffar,  and  by  himfelfe,  and 
together  with  Tbrogmorton  the  or- 
dinary Embaflador,he  importuned 
the  Queene  of  Scots  to  confirms 
the  Treatie  of  Edinburgh,  but  in 
vaine,  for  (hee  anfwered  no  other 
thing,  but  that  (hee  could  not,  nor 
would  not  determine  on  fo  great 
a  matter  5  without  the  con  lent  of 
the  Nobilitie  of Scotland. 

The  Queene  of  Scots  cntznd'mg  \ 
to  returne  into  Scatlandfinz  Mon-*  j 
fkur  d^OyftU  to  requeft  a  fafe  con-  j 
du£t  of  Queene  Elizabeth  for  to 
pafle  by  Sea,  and  for  cPOjfeM,  to 
page  thorow  England.  Queene  E-  ! 
li&abetb  before  a  great  multitude  of  j 
people,  denied  both  the  one,  and  I 
the  other,  for  this  eaufe,  me  (aid ! 
that  (he  had  not  ratified  the  treatie 

of 
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o£  Edinburgh,  which  If  fhe  did3  fhee 
promifed  to  ftiew  all  kindnefle  that 
might  be  expe&ed  from  a  Queene, 
from  a  Counn,  and  from  a  Neigh- 
bour, The  Queene  of  Scots  be- 
ing vexedat  thisrepulfe,  lent  for 
TbrogmertW)  with  whom  fhee  had 
long  fpeeches  about  this  matter, 
which  I  will  briefly  fee  downe 
©IK  of  the  Letters  oilhrogmntm, 
( though  I  (hall  make  reher&Il  of 
fbrae  things  already  faid  )  that  the 
original!  and  progrefle  of  the  pri- 
vie  malice  which  was  between  the 
greateft  and  wifeft  Princeffes  efoar 
time  or  age,  may  more  evidently 
appeare.  Shee  fending  all  the  Gan- 
ders by  away,  faid  thus  to  Tbrog* 
nmttn  :  What  is  my  womanly 
weakneffe,  and  how  farre  the  pa£ 
fion  of  my  minde  may  carrie  me, 
I  know  not,  yet  it  liketh  me  not 
to  have  fo  many  witnefles  of  my 
weaknefle,  as  your  Lady  lately  had 
when  fhee  talked  with  Mwfiw 
d'Oyfeli  my  Embaflador  2  nothing  i 
grieveth  me  fo  mach  as  that  I  did 
B  x  «ke 
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askethofe  things  which  were  not 
needfull :  by  Gods  favour  I  can  re- 
turne  into  my  Gountrie,  without 
asking  her  leave,  asl  came  hither 
in  defpight  of  her  brother  Edward* 
Neither  want  I  friends  which  can 
and  will  bring  rae  home,  as  they 
brought  me  hither ;  but  I  had  ra- 
ther have  ufed  her  friendship,  than 
of  any  other.  I  have  often  heard 
you%,  that  the  amitie  betweene 
her  and  me  was  neceffary  t©  both 
our  Kingdon^yet  it  feemeth  that  \ 
(hee  thinketh  otherwi/e,or  elfe  flie ' 
,  had  not  given  me  the  repulie  in  fo 
imall  a  matter  :  but  perhaps  (hee 
beareth  more  favour  unto  the 
Scot*  9  which  rebel!  agalnft  me, 
than  to  me  the  Queenc  of  Scots, 
equali  to  her  in  princely  royaltie, 
Kerneareft  kinfwoman,  and  moft 
certaine  heire  unto  her.Doeft  thou 
thinks  that  that  good  will  and 
love  can  be  between  my  rebellious 
ftbje&s  and  her,  that  may  be  be- 

I"  tweene  her  and  me  >  What>  Doth 
/hee  thinke  that  I  (hall  bedeftitute 
of 
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offriends  >  Aflliredly  (he  hath  dri- 
ven me  to  aske  helpe  of  them  of 
whom  I  would  not  willingly.  And 
they  cannot  wonder  enough  for 
what  purpofe  fhee  gave  ayd  lately  j 
unto  my  fubje&s,  and  now  to  hin- 
der the  returne  of  me  a  widow  un- 
to my  fubje&s.  I  aske  nothing  of 
her  but  amitie,  I  procure  no  trou- 
ble unto  her,  nor  meddle  not  with 
the  affaires  of  England.  But  yet  I 
am  not  ignorant  that  there  be  ma- 
ny in  England  who  are  noteontent 
with  the  eftate  as  it  is  now.  Shee 
twitteth  me,  and  faith,  that  I  have 
fmall  experience  ;  I  confefle  it: 
Age  bringeth  experience  with  it  $ 
yet  I  am  fo  old,  that  I  can  behave 
my  felfe  friendly,  kindly,  and 
juftly  toward  my  kinsfolkes  and 
friends,  and  keepe  my  tongue 
from  fpeaking  any  thing,  not  be- 
ieeming  a  Queene  ard  a  kinfwo* 
man.  But  by  her  leave,  I  may  fay, 
that  as  well  as  free  I  am  a  Qaeene, 
neither  deftkutc  of  friends,  and  t© 
beare  no  lefle  high  minde  than  £he, 
B  4  and 
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and  it  may  be&eme  us  t*  mea&re 
our  fielves  with  a  certaine  cquali- 
cie  :  but  I  forbeare  companion, 
which  is  Utile  better  than  conten- 
tion, and  wanteth  not  evill  will. 
As  for  the  area  tie  of  Edenktr^^  it 
was  made  in  the  life  of  the  King 
my  husband,  whom  it  was  my  cfu- 
tie  taobey  in  all  things,  and  fince 
that  he  delaied  the  confirmation  of 
the  fame,  let  the  blame  reraaine  in 
him,  and  not  in  me. 

After  his  death,the  Couniellon 
of  France  left  me  to  mine  owne 
Counfellors,  neither  would  mine 
Vncles  meddle  with  the  affaires  of 
Sc§tland)  becaufc  they  would  not 
offend  Queene  Elizabeth,  nor  the 
Scotr.  The  Scots  that  be  with  me 
be  private  men,  nor  fuch  fit  men 
that  I  fhould  aske  counfell  of  them 
in  fuch  great  matters.  As  fbone  as 
1  /hall  have  the  advice  of  the  Eftates 
of  my  Realme,  I  will  make  a  reaso- 
nable anfwerj  and  I  will  make  all  I 
the  hafte  I  can  home,  to  give  it  the  L 
fooner»  But  fhee  detcrmineth  tof 
I     - ftopj 
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£#p  my  way,  left  I  fhould  give  it, 
fo  fliee  is  the  caufe  that  I  cannot 
fatisfie  her  $  or  elfe  fhee  would  not 
be  ft  risked perhaps,  for  the  intent 
that  there  may  be  no  end  of  difcord 
betweene  us.  Shee  eaftcth  often  in 
my  teeth,  that  I  am  a  young  girle, 
as  a  reproach,  and  truly  fhee  may 
juftly  thinke  me  anuawife  girleif 
I  dealt  in  thefe  weightie  affaires, 
without  the  advice  of  the  Eftates. 
A  wife  is  not  bound,  as  I  |&ve 
heard,  with  the  deeds  of  her  hefc 
band5neither  in  her  hononr,nor  ia 
conscience :  but  I  doe  not  difpute 
this  thing,  yet  I  may  fay  this  thing 
truly  5 1  have  done  nothing  to  my 
deareft  lifter,  which  I  would  not 
have  done  to  my  felfe  3 1  have  ufed 
all  offices  of  courtefie  and  kindred^ 
but  (hee  either  belecvtth  not,  or 
contemncth  them:T  would  to  God, 
I  were  fo  dearc  to  Her  as  I  am  neare 
of  blond,  for  this  were  apretieras 
kind  of  kindred.  God  forgive  them 
that  fbw  the  feeds  of diffcitionbe* 
tweeiie  us  (if there  be  any  fuch.) 
.     B$  But. 
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But  thou  who  art  an  Embaffador, 
tell  me  in  good  Tooth,  for  what 
caufe  fhee  is  ib  difpleafed  with  me, 
who  nevet  hurt  her  hitherto  ei- 
ther in  word  or  deed. 

To  thefe  fpeeches  Hbregmortm 
made  anfwer  :  Ihavenocommiffi* 
on  to  anfwer  you3  but  to  heare 
what  your  anfwer  is  ,  about  the 
confirmation  of  the  treatie  of  E- 
denhirgk  But  if  it  pleafe  you  to 
heare  the  caufe  of  difgleafure,,  I 
will  lay  it  downe  in  tew  words 
(laying  afide  the  perfen  of  an  Enir 
baflador.)  As  (bone  as  the  Queene 
my  Ladie  and  Miftrene  was  crow- 
ned, you  did  ufiirpe  the  title  and 
amies  of  England,  which  you  did 
not  take  in  the  reigne  of  Qaeene 
Mari  e  5  Judge  you  in  your  dit 
cretionif  a  greater  wrong  can  be 
offered  unto  a  Prince :  Such  inju- 
ries as  tbis,private  men  cannot  di£ 
geft5  m«ch  leife  Princes* 

Bur,  (aid  (he,  my  husbands  &» 
ther ,  and  my  husband  himfelfc 
would  haye it  done^  and  comman- 
ded 
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dedit  to  be  fb.After  their  deceafey. 
when  I  was  at  mine  owne  hand^  J 
left  off  wholly  both  thole  armes, 
and  the  title.,  but  yet  I  know  Hot 
how  it  can  be  any  wrong  to  the 
Queene5  if  I  alio  a  Qneene5whofe 
Grand-mother:  was cldeit  fifter  un- 
to Henry  the  eight5doe  beare  thefe 
armes3  fince  others  farther  off  than 
I  bore  them  :  I  am  furcr  Courtney 
Marquefle  of  Exceter3and  the  Da-' 
chefle  oiSuff&lkey  Niece  unto  Hen* 
iy  the  eighty  by  his  younger  fifter> 
did  beare  the  armes  of  England^ 
with  borders  for  a  difference.,  by  a 
fpeciall  favour. 

When  thefe  things  did  not ia- 
ftishe  Queene  Elizabeth^  who  was 
fully  periwaded  that  (lie  put  in  de- 
lates (till  upon  ibsie  more  hopes5 
Snce  fhee  had  not  propo  fed  unto 
the  Eitates  of  Smlandy  who  had 
once  or  twice  aflembied  fince  her 
husbands  deaths  any  thin£  about 
the  confirmation  of  the  Treatie; 
She  being  vpon^her  way,  (bit  for 
1-brogmmon  agalaeunto  AfrbeviUej. 

where 
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where  (he  courteoufly  asked  him, 
how  ftie  might  fatishe  Queene  £- 
/isj&fHn  word  or  deed;  he.&id, 
by  ratifying  the  treatie  of  Eden- 
bxrgb^&s  I  have  often  faid)  unto 
whom  (he  laid  :  Now  heare  and 
judge,  if there  be  not  moft  juftrea- 
fbns,  which  (he  calleth  delaies  and  . 
vaine  excufes :  The  firft  Article  in 
it,  of  ratifying  the  treatie  o£Cha- 
fem  Cambrefyi  between?  England 
and  Fr^«,pertaineth  nothing  on- 
to me.  The  fecond^of  ratifying  the 
treatie  betweene  England  md  Scot- 
land,  was  ratified  by  my  husband  i 
and  me  $  neither  can  it  be  ratified 
againe,  when  my  husband  is  ex- 
preffedly  named  in  it.  The  Articles 
3,4,  and  5,  are  already  performed, 
for  the  preparations  for  warre  are 
ceafed.  The  French  Souldiers  are 
called  backe  one  of  Scotland,  and 
the  Fortrcffir  o&Ajpnmth  is  demo- 
lished, I  have  not  borne  nor  ufed 
the  title  nor  armes  of  England  fince. 
my  husbands  death.  It  is  not  in 
my  power  to  put  them  otwt  of  the 
houftold 
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houfhold  ftaffCjbuildingSjand  Let- 
ters patents  through  Ft oncers  it  is 
not  in  my  power  to  fend  into  JE>g- 
/  W  the  Bifhop  of  Vahn€e  and  &*»- 
^#3  who  are  not  my  fobjeSs,  to 
dilute  about  the  fixth  Article : 
And  for  the  laft  Article,T  hope  my 
{editions  fubje&s  (hall  not  have 
eaufe  to  complaine  of  my  feveritie. 
But  as  I  perceive3ftiee  will  prevent 
me  by  flopping  roy  returne,  that 
theylhall  not  have  trial!  of  my  cle- 
mencie  :  what  rexnaineth  now  in 
this  trea tie,  which  may  be  wrong 
to  the  Qoeene  >  Yet  that  I  may 
give  her  fatisfacYion  more  abun- 
dantly, I  will  wrhe  larger  Letters 
of  this  bufinefle  with  wine  owne 
handjthough  Ihec  doth  not  vouch- 
safe to  write  backe  vkto  me,  but  by 
her  Secretary  i  But  I  pray  you  my 
Lord  Embaflidor,  doe  the  part  of 
an  Embaflador,  that  is,rather  mol- 
Me  than  exafpeiate  the  matter. 

But  yetQaeene  Elizabeth  was 
notfatisfied  with  chefe  Letters,  in 
whofe  minde  the  injuric  foriche  o- 
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fing  of  the  armes  and  tide  ofEng- 
landwz%  deeply  irnprinted,and  ftill 
(hee  was  afraid ,  left  fliee  fliould 
challenge  them  againe,  if  (he  were 
not  bound  and  tyed  thereto  by  the 
confirmation  of  the  treatie  and  the 
religion  ofan  oath. 

In  the  meane  while  the  Qi_of 
Scotland  getting  a.  good-  gale  of 
wind,  departed  from  Calice,  and  m 
a  foggie  mift  palling  by  the  £«g- 
lijb  fhips ,  which  fome  thought 
were  fent  to  Sea  to  convey  her 
with  honour ;  others, to  fappreffe 
Pirates,andas  others  faid,to  inter- 
cept and  take  her,  arrived  fafein 
Scotland:  For  James  the  Baftard 
very  lately  returning  by  England* 
had  lecretly  willed  Queene  E/ws*- 
beth  to  take  he#by  the  way,  if  fhee 
had  a  defire  to  provide  for  Religi- 
on, and  her  owne  fecuritie.  And 
Lidkgton  being  glad  that  d'Oyfell 
was  detained  in  England,  perfwa- 
ded  it  alfb.   Shee  being  returned 
kto  ScBtland,   uied  her  fubje&s 
with  all  courtefie ,  changed  not 
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their  Religion  (though  it  had  bin 
brought  in  by  tumults  )  and  began 
to  fettle  the  Common-wealth  by 
ena&ing  good  Lawes  :  But  unto 
Queene  Elizabeth  fhee  fent  Liding- 
un  with  her  owne3and  the  Letters 
of  the  Scottijh  Nobilitie,  in  the 
which  (hec  promiied  all  care  to 
make  Stconferve  amitie  with  her  5 
and  requefted  that  a  certain  forme 
of  peace  might  be  made  betweene 
England  St  Scotland,  and  that  there 
was  none  more  certaine,  than  if 
Queene  Elizabeth  (  if  fhee  ftiouW 
havenoiflue)  would  declare  her 
by  the  authoritie  of  Parliament, 
the  next  heire  to  fizcceed  her  in 
the  Realme  of  England. 

This  thing  teemed  ftrange  unto 
Queene  Elizabeth9who  looked  for 
the  confirmation  of  the  treatie  of 
Edinburgh,  promifed  by  word,  and 
by  her  hand  writing;  yet  fhee  an- 
fwcred ;  As  concerning  the  fucceffion, 
fiee.  hoped  the  Qutmtof  Scotland 
would  mt  \q  violence  tafy  her  Crorcw 
away  from  her  snd  be*  children  jfjkee 
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had  any ; fhee  promifed  not  to  derogate 
anything  of  her  right  unto  the  Crowne 
of  England,  although fhee  hadehimed 
the  title  &  armis  vf  England, through 
the  too  much  haftie  ambition  of  other 
mm,  for  which  itmtrie  it  was  meet 
that  jhee  made  fatisfaUim*  By  fitting 
down*  her  fucceffor,  free  feared  left 
their friendfiipfhotdd  he  rather  dijje- 
vered  than  conJoHdated,  for  that  unto 
men  efiabkfhed  in  government,  their 
fitcceffors  are  alwayes  fufpeBed  and 
hated:  the  people,  fitch  is  their  incon- 
flmcii  upon  s  dijlikg  ofprefint  things, 
doe  hoki  after  we  rifing  Sunn*,  and 
foffakgthe  Smut  fitting  ;  and  the  fits- 
ceffors  deftpied  cannot  fyepc  within  the 
bounds  of  lufiice  and  truth, their  owm 
hopes  and  other  mens  lewd  de fires  : 
Moreover,  iffoeepmUcmfirmt  the 
fitcceffion  unto  her,  fhee jhould  thereby 
cut  off  the  hope  of  her  owm  ficuritie. 
and  being  alive  ,  bang  her  winding* 
fhee*  before  her  cwne  eyes^jea^mal^  her 
vwnefuneraSfeafi  ahvt)  and  fie  the 
fame. 

After  fcee  had  anfwered  thde 
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things  thus,  (bee  did  againe5  fen- 
ding her  Letters  unto  her  by  ftttr 
Meivtsf)  mildly  will  her  tocon- 
firrne  the  treatie.  Neither  did  the 
other  dire&ly  deny  it^but  iBfiaua- 
ted,  thatftiee  could  not  doe  it,un- 
till  ihee  had  fet  the  affaires  of  8cet- 
land'm  good  order,

MAtgaret  Countefle  of  Lf* 
noxy  Niece  to  King  Henry 
the  eight  by  his  eldeft  fifler,  was 
delivered  as  prifoner  to  Richard 
S*?^*#,and  her  husband  the  Eirle 
of  Lennox  was  afllgned  unto  the 
Mafter  of  the  Rolls  in  the  like 
manner,  for  that  he  had  feeret  in- 
telligence by  Letters ,  with  the 
Qneene  ok*  Scots  ^  in  which  cuftodie 
both  of  them  were  kept  a  good 
(pace. 

Not  long  after JHenry  Sidnty  was 
fent  unto  the  Queene  of  Scots, 
whole  iseffage  was3  that  the  enter* 

view 
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view  which  he  had  defired  to  have 
with  Qaeene  Elizabeth,  might  be 
put  off  unto  the  nextyeare^or  un- 
till  the  French  warres  were  waxen 
colder. 

At  this  time  it  was  confblted,, 
whether  it  was  for  any  good  pur- 
pole  ,  that  thefe  two  Princefles 
mould  come  unto  an  enterviewor 
conference :  For,  that  the  Queene 
of  Scotland  required  it ,  bred  a  fu(- 


pition3 


that  fhee  did  it  for  fame 


commoditie  or  benefit,  and  to  e- 
ipie  fbme  advantage,  either  to 
ftrengthen  her  right  in  England, 
©r  elfe  to  give  a  hope,and  ereft  the 
minds  of  the  Papifts  in  England, 
and  her  Coufens  the  Guifes  in 
France.  On  the  other  fide,  others 
thought  hereby  a  moil  fir  me  ami- 
tie  might  be  concluded  betweeae 
them ,  the  league  bet  wee  ne  the 
French  and  the  Scots  weakened  by 
little  and  little,and  the  Queene  of 
•W/wonne  byfaire  words  unto 
the  Religion  of  the  Protectants, 
Others  noted, that  out  of  fuch  en- 
ter- 
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terviewes  or  conferences,grew  the 
feeds  rather  of  emulation,  than  of 
love,  when  one  (hould  hate  and  re- 
pine at  the  oftentatioi*  of  the  o- 
thers  braverie,  wealth^andpower, 
and  for  that  many  times  the  pre- 
sence and  view  is  not  anfwerable 
unto  report  and  opinion  5  and  fo 
of  the  comelkeffe  of  the  body,  of 
thebeautie  of  the  face,  and  of  the 
gifts  of  the  rainde  :  And  that  one 
might  have  caufe  and  occafion  to 
finde  fault  with  the  other  .Neither 
did  the  Qucene  of  Sctfknd  thinke 
it  fife  to  deliver  her  felfe  into  the 
hands  of  Qtaeene  Elizabeth,  with 
whom  fhee  had  contended  for  the 
right  of  the  Kingdome :  It  made 
her  to  ftagger,  and  to  doubt  in  the 
matter,  and  alfo  to  which  fide  to 
incline  and  (way,  when  (hee  heard 
that  Queene  Elizdetk  flood  open- 
ly for  the  Proteftants  in  France : 
whileft  (hee  confidered  (  as  (hee 
wrote  her  felfe  )  that  fhee  came  by 
her  father  from  the  Englifb  blond, 
and  by  her  mother  from  the  French, 
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that  fiiec  was  crowned  Queene, 
and  Dowager  of  France,  and  the 
mod  r  ightrall  Heire  of  England, 
and  withail  expe&ed  the  King- 
dome  thereof  :  That  (hee  was 
much  indebted  unt©  her  Vncles  in 
Franccy  which  had  brought  her  up, 
and  that  wee  much  defired  the  love 
of  Queene  Elizabeth. 

Yet  fhee  feared,  fuch  was  has 
piercing  underftanding,le(!  if  mee 
joyned  her  felfe  wish  her  in  a  very 
ftrift  kinde  of  ami  tie,  mee  might 
procure  the  cyHI  will  of  the  Freheb 
King,  be  abandoned  by  her  Vncles, 
and  loft  her  dowrie  oat  ofFrane^ 
by  preferring  the  uncertain  friend- 
fliip  of  Queene EE&afotk  (which, 
to  ufe  her  owne  words,  pafled  not 
beyond  the  perfon)  before  the  ccr- 
taine  love  of  the  Fren  ^.Hereupon 
the  conference  (  which  had  beene 
treated  of  many  moneths,  and  the 
Articles  alio  drawnc  )  came  to  no- 
thing, efpecially  when  fhee  by  her 
Letters  did  utterly  refute  to  come 
onto  the  enterview,  except  mee  f 

might'

might  be  deiigned  hdre  apparant 
ofEnglandhy  authoririe  of  Parlia- 
ment^ elfe  be  adopted  by  Qaeene 
Elizabeth  to  be  her  daughter  ,  to 
lay  a  foundation  of  a  moft  cer~ 
taine  peace  and  anion  of  both  the 
Realmes,  fo  often  defired.  If the(e 
tilings  were  granted,  (hee  promi- 
sed to  addift  her  ielfe  wholly  to 
Qaeene  Elizabeth,  yea,  and  not  to 
relpeft  and  regard  her  Vncles  the 
Gmfis.  Alio  in  thefe  Letters  face 
insinuated  that  fhee  urged  thefe 
things  the  more  vehemently,  for 
that  fliee  had  heard  that  many  did 
iecretly  devife  to  fet  in  another 
fncceflbr ,  and  that  onely  for  the 
caufe  of  Religion ,  though  fhce 
did  tolerate  jn  Scotland  the  Religi- 
on of  the  Proteftants. 

But  when  the  Gardiiiall  of  Lor- 
raine, at  the  fame  time  dealt  with 
the  Emperour  Ferdinand,  that  fhee 
might  marrie  with  his  fbn  Charles 
the  Archduke,  who  then  fued  unto 
QJEliziketh  for  marriage  -Queene 
Elizabeth  threatned  her  by  7hm%as 
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Randolph,  that  if  fhec  did  content 
unto  the  Cardinall  ( the  mortall  e- 
nemy  oi  England)  about  that  mar- 
riage j  both  that  the  amitie  be- 
tween England  and  Scotland might 
be  di(Tolved,and  perhaps  (he  exclu- 
ded from  her  hope  of  theRealme 
of  England:  and  if  (he  would  not 
mifle  thereof,  me  in  friendly  man- 
ner willed  her  to  choofe  luch  a 
husband  in  England,  in  whole 
choice  dhee  might  principally  give 
her  felfe  content,  and  then  give 
fttisfa&ion  to  her  owne  Subje&s^ 
and  alfo  to  the  EngUfi  men,  in  the 
conlervation  of  the  peace  ,  and 
make  the  way  Ikiqother  and  plai- 
ner vnto  her  allured  lucceflion  in 
England,  which  cannot  be  pub- 
liflied  and  made  knowne  untill  it 
was  certainly  knowne  whom  Ihee 
would  take  to  her  husband.

Duke  of  Guife,  Vnclc  unto  the  Q- 
o£  Scotland,  was  flaine,  her  dowrie 
out  of 'France  was  not  paid,  HamiU 
ton  D.  ofChafleauleroy  was  deprived 
of  his  Duchie,  and  the  Scots  were 
difplaced  from  the  Captain  (hip  of 
the  Guard,  which  things  (hetooke 
in  very  evill  part: The  Cardinall  of 
Lorraine,  another  of  her  Vncles,. 
fearing  left  hereupon  fhee  leaving 
the  French^  mould  cleave  unto  the 
amitie  of  England,  he  prop  o fed  a- 
gaine  by  Croats,  the  marriage  with 
Charles  d%  Anuria,  offering  to  her 
the  Countie  o£Tyrck  for  her  dow- 
rie. Shee  acquainted  Queene  JE/i- 
zabeth  with  the  matter,  who  by 
Randolph  gave  her  thofe  former  ad- 
monitions about  the  choofing  of  a 
husband  (as  I  have  faidbefore)and 
then  in  plainer  tcrmes  commended 
Robert  Dudley  (whole  wife  being 
the  heire  of  Robfirt,  was  killed  a 
good  while  fince,by  falling  do wne 
a  paire  of  ftaires)and  promifed  that 
if  fliec  would  marry  him,{he  mould 
be  declared  by  the  auchorkk  of 
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Parliament,  fifter,or  daughter,and 
heire  apparant  of  England,  \{  ihee 
died  without  iffae.  As  foone  as 
the  Queene-mother  and  herVhcles 
heard  this  by  Folxim  the  French 
Embaflador  in  England,  they  did 
fo  difdaine  the  marriage  with  Dud- 
ley, as  altogether  unequal!  and  on- 
worthy  to  match  in  a  royall  ftocke 
and  linage,  as  they  promifed  not 
onely  to  pay  her  dowrie,  but  alio 
to  reftore  unto  the  Scats  all  their 
former  liberties 3  and  more  large  \ 
alio,  if  file  lyould  perfift  firmely  in 
the  rriendfhipof  France,  and  refule 
the  marriage  offered  unto  her:  and 
alio  they  (uggetted  and  put  in  her 
head,  that  Queen e  Elizabeth  did 
propofe  this  marriage  not  feri- 
oufly,  but  colourably,  as  though 
ffieeThad  affigned  Dudley  for  her 
owne  husband  :  And  that  there 
was  no  ca&&  why  fhee  (hould  pat 
any  truft  or  confidence  in  the  au- 
thorise of  a  Parliamentjfince  that 
in  England  one  Parliament  may  re- 
peals thatwhich  another  hath  en- 
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acted.  Moreover,  that  the  purpo- 
fesof  the  EngHJb  mm  were  no  o- 
ther,-  but  by  one  meanes  or  other 
to  keepe  her  alwayes  from  marri- 
age. But  yet  (he  referred,  this  mat- 
ter unto  conference,  being  won- 
derfully vexed  and  troubled  at 
home,  when  Mitrrty  caft  into  pri- 
fbn  the  Archbiihop  of  Saint  ji/i~ 
dreweSy  becaufe  he  abitained  not 
from  faying  Maffe,  unto  whom  flie 
hardly  got  pardon,  with  fhedding 
of  teares .  And  the  hot  fpirited 
Minifters  of  the  Church,  bolftered 
by  the  authoritie  of  Mnrrej,  offe- 
red violence  (  without  any  con- 
trolment)  unto  a-Prieft  who  had 
fa  id  Mafle  in  the  Court  (which 
was  permitted  by  the  Law.)  Nei- 
ther was  fhee  able  to  reprefle  the 
tumultuous  perfbns,  though  fhee 
applied  all  her  minde  about  the 
good  of  the  Common-wealthy  by 
granting  a  generall  pardon,increa- 
fingthe  fees  or  wages  of  the  Jud- 
ges, by  making  wholfbmeLawes5 
as  making  Adulterie  to  be  death3 
C  and 
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and  fitting  her  fHfc  in  judgement 
thereby  to  make  by  Law  the  high- 
eft  equall  with  the  lowed

IN  this  yeare  Queene  Elizabeth 
created  Robert  Dudley  Matter  of 
her  Horfe,  a  man'  in  high  favour 
with  her,  whom  (he  had  in  herfe- 
'  cret  purpofe  appointed  husband 
for  the  Queene  of  Scotland,  that 
he  might  be  more  worthy  of  that 
match  t,  Baron  of  Denbigh,  giving 
unto  him  DenhSj^  with  the  de- 
Eiefnes.  and  the  next  day  Earle  of 
Leicefier9  to  birn  and  bis  be  ires  males 
lawfully  lighten  :  For  who/e  fake 
alfb  fh.ee  had  before  created  his  el- 
der brother  Amhofe  Baron  Lijle, 
and  Earle  ofWarwicke ;  and  to  bis 
beires  males  lawfully  begotten,  and  t9 
Robert  bis  brother,  and  to  bis  beires 
males  tf  bis  body  lawfully  begotten, 
Dvd'.ey  advanced  to  theie  honours, 
to  purchase  favour  and  grace  with 
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the  Queen  of  Scothnd^imto  whom 
he  made  fiiit  m  marriage.*  ftudied 
with  all  kinde  of  offices  to  deferve 
well  of  her,  and  forthwith  accafed 
Bacon  keeper  of  the  great  Seale3un- 
to  the  Queene,  that  he  had  dealt 
in  the  matter  of  fucceffion  againft 
the  Queene  of  Scotland,  and  that 
he  was  privie  and  acceffary  unto  a 
Pamphlet  made  by  one  Hales,  who 
endevoured  to  prove  the  right  of 
the  Growne  o{~Engla?id,  to  belong 
unto  thefamilie  of  Suffolke^  if  the 
Queene  died  without  Heire:  for 
the  which  he  had  beene  put  in  Pri- 
(on ;  but  Bacon  (though  he  denied 
the  fame  )  was  with  ranch  adoe? 
and  after  a  long  time  refxored  un- 
to the  Queenes  favour  by  CeciH^ 
who  kept  his  owne  judgement  in 
this  point  fecret  to  himfelfe^  and 
alwaies  determined  Co  to  doe3  un- 
lefie  the  Queene(as  he  would  fay) 
commanded  him  to  fp^ake  his 
minde5  for  (he  could  sot  endure 
of  all  things  to  have  the  right  of 
fucceffion  called  into  qncltioa  and 
C  2  dif- 
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dispute  :  bat  the  wifer  and  the  ri- 
cher men,  were  troubled  with  no- 
thing more,  whileft  in  the  contro- 
verfie  of  Religion  the  hot  Prote- 
ctants thought  the  Q^of  Scotland 
was  to  be  put  by3  and  rejected,  be- 
caufe  fhee  was  of  another  Religi- 
on, though  her  right  was  undoub- 
ted (  out  of  fome  queries  &  words 
of  their  Law  bookes. )  Some  of  the 
Romani(ts,and  moft  that  regarded 
equine  and  juftice,  thought  fiiee 
was  to  be  received,  as  the  true  and 
certaine  Heire  by  the  Law.  And 
many  preferred  Margaret,  Aunt  to 
the  Qweene  o$  Scotland,  the  wife  of 
Matthew  Stewart  Earle  of  Lennox, 
and  her  children,as  thofe  of  whom 
they  hoped  the  belt,  as  borne  in 
England.  Thefe  things  were  not 
unknowne  unto  the  Q^of  Sau 
land,  who  to  prevent  it  as  much 
as  fhee  could,  by  the  advice  of  the 
Counteile  of  Lennox  her  Aunt, 
fern  for  Adaitbew  Earle  of 'Lennox, 
to  come  into  Scotland \  under  pre- 
tence to  reflore  him  into  his  anci- 
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ent  Patrimonie,but  indeed  to  aske 
him  counfell  in  thefe  affaires,who 
by  lis  wives  nieanes  ,  obtained 
leave,  and  alfo  Letters  of  commen- 
dations from  Queene  Elizabeth^ 
after  he  had  beene  banifhed  from 
his  native  Country  now  fall  twen- 
tieyeares. 

He  (for  I  will  for  more  perfpi- 
cuitieand  light  to  the  matter,  re- 
hearfe  the  fame  fomewhat  higher) 
was  borne  of  the  fame  ftocke  of 
the  Stewart j)  as  theroyali  familie 
of  the  Scots  was :  For  Mary  daugh- 
ter unto  Jams  the  fecond,  King 
of  Scotland,  bore  unto  James  Ha- 
\milton,  James  the  rlrft  of  this 
ftocke,  Earle  of  Anon,  mdJlfim 
his  daughter,  wife  unto  Matthew 
Stewart  Earle  of  Lennox,  the  firft 
of  this  Chriftian  name.  James 
Earle  of  An  an,  his  firft  wife  beiflg 
divorced,  and  yet  living,  married 
Jenet  Beton,  Aunt  to  Cardinall  Be- 
ton,  by  whom  he  had  James  D.  of 
Chafteaukroy ,  whom  his  adverfa- 
ries  hereupon  accounted  a  Baftard. 
C  3  Ma» 
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Mark  Mer  to  the  Earle  ofArran, 
bore  unco  Matthew,  J@hn  Earle  ot 
Lennox,  who  being  ihine  by  the 
HmiltwsjLt  flich  time  as  he  would 
have  reftored  lames  the  fourth  to 
his  libertie,  left  this  fecond  Mat- 
thew Stewaft(x£w\iQxn  we  fpeake) 
Earle  of  Lenmx,  moft  deare  to 
lames  the  fift,  jn  regard  of  his  fa- 
ther. But  Matthew  ( the  King  be- 
ing dead,  and  the Hamtitons  having 
all  the  government  in  their  pow- 
er) departed  (ecretly  into  France,  J 
from  whence  he  was  fent  by  Henry ' 
the  fecond,  the  Trench  King,  to  fee 
that  the  Common-wealth  of  Scot- 
land tooks  no  harmc  by  Hamilton 
the  Regent  5  and  herein  he  beha- 
ved hiralclfe  worthily:  but  being 
a  plains  and  honeft  minded  man, 
(and  entangled  by  the  craft  and 
policie  of  Gardinall  Bettn,zr\d  Ha- 
milton,) he  fell  out  of  the  favour  of 
the  French  King  in  a  fhort  time  : 
And  when  he  could  neither  tarrje 
at  home,  nor  returne  into-J'rance, 
he  came  into  EngkmLmdfuhmi- 
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ted  himfelfe  to  King  Henry  the 
eighth,  who  accepted  him  as  a 
man  well  beloved  in  the  Weft  bor- 
ders, and  acknowledged  him  as 
next  heire  to  the  Crowne  of 'Scot- 
land^ after  Marie  then  an  in- 
fant, ( though  the  Hamlltons  con- 
fifcated  all  his  poSetfions,  as  of  a 
Traytor  condemned  )  and  married 
him  unto  the  Lady  Margaret  Dou- 
glashis  Niece,  by  his  eldeft  fitter, 
giving  him  lands  in  England^vonh 
yearly  of  the  old  rent  lyoo.Marks, 
he  promising  for  his  part,  to  deli- 
ver into  the  hands  of  the  King  of 
England,  the  Caftles  ofVunbrittor?, 
thelleof&^k,  and  the  Caftleof 
&othfayy  which  peeces  being  c@&- 
ragioufly  and  valiantly  attempted, 
could  not  yet  be  gotten. 

This  man,  the  Queene  of  Sect- 
land  (  a  woman  prudent  and  cir- 
cumfpeft,  and  who  applied  all  her 
ftudies  upon  the  hopes  of  Eng- 
land) fent  for  to  come  into  Sc9t~ 
land  (  as  I  have  faid)  pardoned  his 
banithment,  reftored  him  unto  his 
C  4  anci- 
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ancient  pofleifions,as  well  that  foe 
might  oppofe  him  agaiaft  the  at- 
tempts oi  lames  the  Baftard-,  as  alio 
to  put  other  folkes  out  of  hope  of 
the  fucceffion  of  England,  by  his 
fonne,  Henry  Parly.   For  if  that 
young  man  borae  of  the  royall 
bloud  in  England,  and  well  belo- 
ved of  the  Enghjh  Nation,  fliould 
marrie  with  ibme  of  the  great  fa- 
milies of  England,  fhee  fecretly  to 
herielfe  feared,  that  he  bolftercd 
up  with  the  power  of  England^ 
might  be  a  blocke  in  her  way,  in 
the  right  of  her  iucceffion  in  Eng. 
land,  fince  he  was  accounted  in 
moft  mens  opinion ,  the  fecond 
heire  of  the  Crowne  of  England 
after  her:  and  there  was  nothing 
fhee  more  wiflied,  than  that  the 
Realmcs  of  England  and  Scotland 
might  divolve  by  her  meane6  unto 
fome  of  the  ScotHJb  race,  and  by 
him  might  be  propagated  unto' 
pofteritie,  in  the  ancient  furname  ] 
of  the  Stewarts.                                i 
This  came  to  the  knowledge  off 
Queene  [ 
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Queene  Elizabeth,  and  to  prevent 
her  purpofe,  fhee  declared  unto 
her  by  Randolph}  that  that  marri- 
age was  (b  univerfally  difallowed 
by  the  Evglijh  men,  that  fhee  ad- 
journed the  Parliament  againft  the 
will  of  her  Councell  untill  ano* 
thertime,  left  the  Eftates3  moved 
unto  wrath  for  this  caufe3  mould 
make  fome  aft  againft  her  right  in 
ftcceffion  :  which  left  it  mould  af- 
terward come  to  pafle,  fhee  willed 
her  not  to  doe  fo3  but  to  give  fa- 
tisfi&ion  unto  the  Englijb  men^  by 
thinking  upon  fbrne other  match. 
And  now  againe  fhee  commended 
Luccfter^  (whom  fhee  had  advan- 
ced unto  the  degree  of  an  Earle3 
and  eipe~ially  for  that  caufe)  with 
more  earneftnefle,  to  be  her  hus- 
band. 

Upon  thisoccafion  at  "B^ftptck^ 
in  the  monesh  of  Novemher3  there 
talked  together  «bout  the  marrare 
with  Lticeflcr^  the  Earle  of  Bedford 
and  Randolph  y  and  for  her  were 
Mnncy  and  hidmptm  Comrmlfio- 
G %      '         ner«. 
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ners.  The  Englijb  men  promised 
firrae  auntie.,  perpetuall  peace,  and 
certain©  hope  of  the  fuccdfton,  if 
free  would  marrie  with  Leicefter, 
for  upon  this  condition,,  Queene 
EHzabrtb  hadpromifcd  to  declare 
her  daughter  adoptive ,  or  fifter 
by  authoritie  of.  Parliament.  The 
Swts  ftoodbard  tolt,  that  it  was 
not  for  the  dignitie  of  a  Queenc 
defiredfor  wife  by  Chirks,  the  Con 
of  the  Emperour  Ferdinand  ,  the 
King  otErancfa  the  Prince  o££on~ 
4j)  and  the  Duke  of  F  crura,  to  a- 
bafeher  felfe  unt©  the  marriage  of 
anew-made  Earle,  and  a  iubjeft  of 
Engh^uppn  a.hope  onely,  and 
nodowrie  being  offered,  frying  al- 
io it  was  neither  honourable  unto 
the Queen  e  of  England,  to  com- 
mend fb  mCane  a  husband  to  fo 
great  a  Princefle,  her  next  kin  A 
woman  5  but  that  this  mould  be  a 
raoft  certaine  argument  of  love,  if 
ftee  would  permit  her  at  hecowse 
choice  to  ele&  her  fclfca  husband, 
who  fcall  keepe  peace  with  E#g- 
•  land* 
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landyxnd  withall  affigne  a  good  an- 
nuitie  unto  her3  and  confirms,  the 
right  of  fucceffion  by  the  author!* 
tie  of  Parliament.  In  all  this  bufr* 
neffie  Queene  Elizabeth  carneftly 
defired,  that  the  fucceflion  of  both 
the  Kingdomes  might  be  eftabli* 
ihed  in  the  EngUJb  Nation, though 
fee  was  flow  in  the  feme,.  The 
Qneene  of  Scotland  (  when  the 
matter  had  hung  thus  in  talke  for 
the  {pace  of  two  y  cares-);  now  de- 
termined to  take  Barlj  unto  her 
husband,  did  fufpelfc  that  Queene 
Elizabeth  did  not  deale  fincerely 
with  her,  but  that  ffiee  did  pro- 
pound this  marriage  for  no  other 
end  and  purpofe,.  but  that  (hec 
might  make  the  firft  choice  of  the 
itft  (biter  or, wooer  for  her  felfe, 
or  ehe  might  marrie  with  better 
excnie  unto  Leice ft  er. "But  the  Ssot- 
^Delegates  looking  alfb  for 
their  owae  purposes,  determined 
by  one  way  or  other  to  thtuft  feme 
obilacle  or. other  is  an-ymarrm^ 
that  they  might  retake  ftiHVnar 
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authorine  with  the  Queene. 
Queene  Elizabeth  had  willed  the 
CoHimiffioners  to  hinder  the  mar- 
riage with  Parly ;  mdLekefte?  him- 
felfe,  accounting  bimfelfe  rnoft 
Cure  of  Queene  Elizsbethy  willed 
Bedford  fecretly  by  his  Letters,  not 
to  urge  the  matter  much.  And  up- 
on this  hope  it  is  thought  he  fa- 
voured Varly  in  fecret.

IN  the  raeane  time,  Darly  got 
leave  with  much  adoe  to  goe 
into  §mlandy&ad  to  ftay  therethree 
I  rnoneths,  by  the  earneft  and  hum- 
ble fait  his  mother  made  unto 
Queene  Elizahetk^  under  the  €0- 
lour,  that  he  might  be  present  at 
the  reftoring  of  his  father  :  and  fo 
he  came  unto  Edetih^trgb^  in  the 
moneth  of  Februarie.  *  He  was  a 
young  mas  9  of  perfohage  rnoft 
worthy  of  an  Empire,  of  a  comely 
ftature,  of  a  mo(lmildenature5an 
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fweet  behavio  or.  As  footle  as  the 
Queette  of  Scotland  law  him3  fiiee 
fell  in  love  with  him,  aad  to  cover 
her  love  fiiee  talked  now  and  then 
with  Randolph  the  Englifb  Emba£- 
fador  in  Scotland,  about  the  marri- 
age with  Lekefter,  and  at  the  fame 
time  lent  to  Rome,  for  a  dispensati- 
on, beGaufeD^  andfhee  were  fo 
neare  of  kinne,  thatadiipenfaticn 
was  neceflary  by  the  Canon  Lawes. 
But  when  thefe  things  came  to 
Iight5  fhee  tent  Lidington  unto 
Queene  Elizabeth,  that  fliee  might 
marrie  with  Parly  by  her  content^ 
and  not  be  kept  any  longer  un- 
married upon  vaine  expectations. 
Qneene  Eliz  A^propounded  the  1 
matter  to  her  privie  Councell9 
who  out  of  the  fecret  fuggeftiens! 
of  Murrey  >eafily beleeved3that  the 
ptarpofe  of  the  Queene  of  Scotland 
tended  by  this  man  iage  to  Streng- 
then, and  againe  to  claime  the  ti- 
de, and  her  right  unto  the  Realme 
of  E  gland,  and  withall  to  deduce 
it  unto  the  Romane  Religion  a- 
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gaine,and  that  many  Would  incline 
unto  themy  upon  thecertaintieof 
their  fucceflion  cornraing  of  this 
marriage ,  and  others  out  of  the 
love  unto  the  Romane  Religion., 
and  forafmuch  as  they  underftood, 
th^tmoftofthe  Juftices  of  Peace 
were  addi&ed  unto  it.  To  preuent 
thefe  things^  they  thought  kraoft 
p  ncceflarie,firft  to  win  the  Qucencs 
good  willjto  marry  fpeedily  feme 
husband,  that  out  of  the  ccrtaintie 
of  fucceffion  by  her  and  her  iflue, 
and  from  none  other*  the  affaires 
and  hopes  of  Englifh  men  might 
^depend,  for  they  feared  that  if  the 
Queene  ©f  Scotland carried  firft, 
and  had  iflue,  the  moft  of  the  peo- 
ple would  incline  and  bend  toward 
her  fide,  becaufe  of  the  certaintie 
of  the  feccelTion  and  fecoritie.  Se- 
condly, tharthe^profeflion  of  the 
i  Romane  Religion  fhould  be  in~ 
fringed,  or  weakened,  a&  much  as 
might  be :  and  that  of  the  refor- 
med, diligently  advanced  and  >e~ 
ftabliihcd ..;  this  by  dealing  snore 
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moderately  with  fbrae  hot  fpirited 
Proteftants  about  things  indiffe* 
rent  5  andtheother3  by  calling  in 
the  deprived  Bifhops  unto  tbeir 
prifons  (  for-  they  had  beene  dif- 
perfed  into  the  Countries  in  the 
time  of  the  great,  plague  )  by  gi» 
ving  unto  the  Bifhops*  more  ample 
authorities  to  exerciiie  the  Eccle- 
fiafticall  Lawes  againft  that  terri- 
fying bug ge  of  the  Premunire, 
( which  the  Lawyers  ob)e&ed  a* 
gainft  them)  by  fuppreffing  bookes 
comming  from  the  Low^ountries 
into  Englmd,  iet  out  by  Harding^ 
and  the  Divines  that  were  fled  o- 
ver  the  Seas,  by  remooving  away 
eertainc  ScQttijh  Priefts  that  lur- 
ked in  iLwgland  5  by  depriving  the 
Engfifk  fugitives  of  their  Ecclcfia- 
fticall  liviBgSjWhich  they  enjoyed 
uHtill  this  time;  by  compelling  the 
Judges  of  the  land,  who  for  the 
moft  part  were  Papifts ,  to  take  the 
oath  of  Supremacie.  But  to  di* 
ftnrbe  the  marriage  with  Varfait 
^as  thought  beft  to  put  them  in 
-__  feare , 
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feare,  by  muftering  Souldiers  up- 
on the  borders  coward  Sc6tlnndi 
and  by  putting  a  greater  Garrifbn 
into  B*rmck£ :  that  the  Ouuteffe 
of  Lenrnx  mother  toD^,  and 
Charles  her  ibnne  mould  be  com- 
mitted uHtoPrifbn:  the  Earle  of 
Lennox 5and  2^*/'/yhis  fbnne,fhould 
be  recalled  out  of  Scotland,  upon 
paine  to  forfeit  all  their  goods, 
before  that  any  league  could  be 
made  by  them  with  the  Kings  of 
France^  or  Spaim  :  that  the  Scots 
enemies  to  the  raarriage,fhould  be 
maintained,  and  Catharine  Gray , 
with  the  Earle  of  Hertfirty  mould 
be  received  into  fome  favour,  of 
whom  as  of  her  competitor  in  the 
mcceftion  of  the  Kingdome,  mee 
feemed  feme  what  to  bee  afraid. 
And  this  was  all  that  they  could 
devife  to  hinder  the  marriage, 

'  Hereupon  Nicholas  Ibrogmorton

alwayes  followed  haftie  marriage, 
and  co  commend  inftantly  the  mar- 
riage with  Leicefter,  and  that  the 
marriage  with  her  Aunts  fbnne 
was  contrary  unto  the  Canon  law: 
for  Qtieene  Elizabeth  very  much' 
defired,  that  by  her,  feme  of  the 
Engifb  Nation  might  fecceed  in 
both  the  Realmes :  although  fbme 
men  there  were,  that  thought  it 
would  be  the  bed:  for  Religion, 
and  both  the  Realmes,  iffheedied 
without  itfue.  Shee  anfwered,  the 
matter  could  not  be  recalled,  and 
that  Queen  'Elizabeth  had  no  caufe 
to  be  angry,  when  according  to 
her  connfell,  fliee  had  chofen  not  a 
ftranger  but  an  Engltfh  man,  and 
one  borne  of  the  royall  bloud  of 
both  the  Kingdomes,  and  the  no- 
bleftmanof  birth  of  all  Brit  tame. 
Lidingtm  lying  in  England,  did  of- 
ten propofe  the  marriage  of  the 
Queene  of  Scotland  unto  Leioejler 
colourably,  and  alfb  to  the  D.  of 
Norfolk?,  as  to  one  more  worthy  of 
a  Hdncefies  marriage,  who  at  that 
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time  put  off  the  fame  with  a  mo- 
deft  refufcll.. 

The  Quecne  of  England,  to  in- 
terpofe  fbme  impedimeut  unto 
this  haftcned  marriage,  called  back 
LemoxmdVarly,  as  her  fabjects, 
according  to  the  times  expreSed 
in  their  Licence.  The  father  excu- 
fed  himfelfe  moft  modeftly  in  his 
Letters :  the  f@nne  defired  that  flic 
would  sot  be  againft  his  prefer- 
ment, and  iniinuated,  that  it  may 
be  that  he  may  be  profitable  to  his 
deare  Countrie  of  England:  and  o- 
penly  profefied  himielfe  a  lover 
and  honourer  of  the  Qneene  of 
Scotland  above  all  others,  who  to 
give  correfpondencie  to  his  love, 
firft  made  him  Knight,  and  after- 
ward Lord  Ardmanocb  y  Earle  of 
RoJ[e3 and  Duke o£EjstbJay9md  the 
fife  moneth  after  his  comming  into 
Scotland,  tooke  him  to  her  huf~ 
band,  with  the  confent  of  the  moft 
of  the  Noble  men,  and  proclaimed 
him  King.  Murrey^  who  applied 
all  his  wit  to  his  owne  private  am- 
bition 
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bition  (and  under  the  goodly  pre- 
tence of  Religion  )  had  drawne  in 
the  Duke  of  Chafleaukroy,  an  ho- 
ncit  minded  man,  unto  his  fide, 
fretting,  8c  others  railing  tumult s, 
and  arguing  thefe  snicftions : 

Whether  a  Papift  was  to  be  recei- 
vedto  be  their  King  ? 

tifljether  the  jQucene  af  Scotland 
might  chosfe  kerfelfe  ahusbandatber 
owne  ek&im  ? 

Whether  the  Noblemen  of  the  Land, 
might  not  by  their  mthoritie  appoint 
her  a  husband? 

The  Queen e  of  England,  who 
knew  the  milde  nature  o$T)zrlj, 
and  the  plaine  and  honeft  minde  of 
the  father,  taking  companion  of 
the  young  man  her  Coufin,  and  of 
the  Queene  a  young  woman  al  fb, 
who  had  to  deale  with  moft  tur- 
bulent perfbns,  who  being  above 
this  twentie  yeares  looted  from 
the  government  of  Kings,  could 
not  now  endure  any  Kings,  tooke 
it  more  quietly. 

Neither 
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Neither  had  fhce  any  feare  of 
them,  when  (he  faw  the  power  of 
the  Quecne  her  advenarie  n'ot  in* 
|  created  by  that  rneane  match,  and 
had  the  mother  of.ZX*rJ>'  m  her 
hand :  and  foreftw,  that  troubles 
would  arife  hereupon  in  Seoxhnd, 
which  began  incontinently  :  for 
many  Noblemen  of  Scotland  y  as 
Hamilton  and  Murrey,  chafing  and 
fretting  at  the  marriage,  this  man 
for  that  the  marriage  was  made 
without  the  content  of  the  Qneene 
vtEnglmdjht  other  upon  a  fpight 
or  privie  malice  againft  the  familie 
ofLetmex,  but  both  of  them  under 
the  pretext  of  the  conservation  of 
Religion,  displayed  their  banners 
in  manner  of  warre,  todifturbe  the 
marriage,  fo  that  the  Queene  was 
of  neceifi tie  enforced  to  levie  for- 
ces, that  the  marriage  might  be 
celebrated  with  fecuritierand  then 
i  fhee  did  (o  fiercely-purliie  the  re- 
bels, by  thehelpeotthe  King  her 
husband,  that  fhee  made  themflie 
into  EngLnd}  before  the  bands  of  j 
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Englife  men  3  promifed  to  them., 
could  ceme  $  but  the  Queene  of 
Enghnddld  covertly  grant  a  lur- 
king place  vnto  Murrey,  who  was 
wholly  addicted  unto  the  Englijb, 
and  fecretly  maintained  him  with 
money  by  Bedford,  untiJl  he  retur- 
ned into  Scotland,  which  was  the 
day  after  the  murder  of  VavidRu 
ziui\  The  caufes  which  Queene 
Elizabeth  alleaged,  why  fhee  ad- 
mitted A&irrey,  and  the  Sc&ttifh  re- 
bels into  Engla}td,vitxe,for  that  the 
Queene  of  Scnland  had  received 
Yaxley,  Standen,  and  fVeJJh,  Englijb 
fugitives,  into  Scotland,  and  recei- 
ved O-Neak,  a  great  man  of 'Ireland, 
into  her  protection  >  had  intelli- 
gence with  the  Pope  againft£?7g- 
hnd,  and  had  not  done  jultice  on 
the  theeves  on  the  borders.,  and  on 
Pirates. 

Queene  Elizabeth  not  forgetfull 
of  the  Scottzjb  afBireSyi  mone  h  or 
two  after  the  marriage,  fenc  Tarn- 
worth,  a  Gentleman  of  her  privie 
Chamber,  unto  the  Q^etne  0? Scot- 
land, 
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bnd,io  warne  her  not  to  violate  the 
peace,  and  to  expoftulate  with  her, 
tor  her  haftie  marriage  with  thev 
native  fubjeft  of  England,  with-, 
oat  her  content,  and  withall,to  re- 
quell:  that  Lennox  and  Burly  might 
be  tent  backe  into  England,  accor- 
ding to  the  league,  and  that  Mur- 
rey might  be  received  againe  into 
favour.  Shee  fmelling  his  arrand, 
admitted  him  not  to  her  pretence, 
but  in  Articles  delivered  in  wri- 
tmf*,pr&mifedm  the  word  of  a  Prince, 
that  neither  foe  nor  her  husband  would 
attempt  any  thing  to  wrong  the  @)ueene 
tf/ England,  or  her  children  lawfully 
begotten,  or  the  quiet  of  the  Kealme, 
either  by  receivingfugitims,  vr  by  ma- 
king league  with  f  rangers,  or  by  my  o~ 
thermeaties-yea,  mof  willingh  that 
they  would  make  fuch  league  with  the 
Queene  and  Realme  of  England, 
which  might  be  profitable  and  honoura- 
ble for  both  the  Realmes,  neither  that' 
they  would  innovate  any  thing  in  the 
Religion^Lawes,  and  liberties  <?/Eng- 
landj  if  at  any  time  thy  fbouldpojfejjh 
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the  Kingdome  of  England  $yet  upon 
this  condition^  that  Queene  Elizabeth 
would  fully  performe  this thing  on  h&t 
part  toward  her  and  her  husband :  viz. 
by  Parliament  eftablijh  the  fucceJfio?i 
oftheCrowne of England  in  her  per- 
fonyandher  lawfuUiJfut^  and  if  that 
failed^  in  Margaret  Countejfe  of  Levi- 
noXj  her  husbands  mother 5  and  her 
children  lawfully  begotten.  As  for  the 
other  things,  fliee  anfwered :  That 
jhee  had  acquainted  the  Queem  with 
her  marriage  with  Darly  (  asfoone  as 
f?ee  was  fully  determined  to  marrie 
him  )  and  had  received  no  anfwer 
from  her :  That  pee  badfatisfied  the 
Qucenes  demands  ^fos  as  much  as  jhee 
had  not  married  a  &  ranger  3  but  an 
EngUJh  man  bomey  who  was  the  no- 
ble ft  in  birth  ^and  mo  ft  worthkft  sfber 
in  all  Britaine  that  pee  knew :  But  it 
feemed  ft range  ?  that  Jhee  might  not 
kgefe  with  her  Darly,  whom  jhee  had 
matried^mot  keepe  Lennox  in  Scot- 
land ,  who  was  a  Native  Eark  »f 
Scotland.  As  for  Mnncy^whomfhee 
had  trytd  t@  be  her  mortall  mmiey  Jhee 
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in  fain  words  befougbt  her  to  kave  k&  : 
fubjecls  unto  her  ovene  difcretion^fince 
that  Jhee  did  not  imetmeddle  in  t]yt 
caufes  of  the  fidje&s  of  England. 
With  thisanfwer  T ammrfk  retur- 
ned not  refpc&cd  (as  he  thought) 
according  to  his  eftate  and  place 
(tor  to  fay  the  truth,  the  malapert 
fellow  had  touched  the  reputation 
and  credit  of  the  Qneene  of  Scot* 
land,  with  I  know  not  what  (lan- 
der, and  had  net  vouchfafed  te 
give  her  husbad  the  title  of  King.)

IN  June  the  Qneene  of Scotland 
in  a  happie  houre,  and  to  the 
perpetuall  felicitie  ofBritame^VteS 
delivered  of  her  fonne  James 
(  who  is  now  the  Monarch  of  Bri<* 
taint)  which  (hee  ignified  forth- 
with unto  Queetoe  Elizabeth  by 
James  Meluw.  Who  although  {he 
was  grieved  at  the  heart,  that  the 
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honour  to  be  a  mother  was  borne 
away  .before  her  by  her  adver&rie, 
yet  (he  fent  Henry  KiBigrtw  incon- 
tinently to  congratulate  with  her 
for  her  fafe  deliverance,  and  the 
birth  of  a  fbnne  :  And  to  will  her 
not  to  favour  any  more  Shan  O- 
Neale3  then  rebelling  in  Ireland^ 
nor  to  entertaine  CbriftopkerRfikgf- 
by  fled  out  of  EngUnd,  and  to  pu- 
tt ifh  certaine  theeves  vpori  the 
borders. 

Shortly  after  the  eftates  of  the 
Realme  in  the  Parliament  holders 
at  Lond&ri}  moved  the  Q^eene  ear* 
neftly  to  marry,  and  to  fet  do  wise' 
and  nominate  her  fucceflbr :  but  &e 
bynomeanes  couki  be  drawne  to 
it.  Yet  that  it  might  appeare  to 
the  world,  whom  fliee  thought 
moft  rightfull  mcceffor,  fhee  c&fk 
into  prifbn  Thornton  the  Reader 
of  the  Law,  "at  Lincolnes  Inne  in 
London ,  at  that  time,  of  whom  the 
Queene  of  Scotland  had  complai- 
ned, that  he  in  his  reading  had  cal- 
led too  queftiofly  Sc  made  a  doubt 
~    D  ofl 
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of  the  right  of  her  focceftion. 

The  time  being  come  for  the 
baptizing  of  the  Prince  of  Scot-* 
■landy  the  Queene  of  England  being : 
requeued  to  be  God-mother,  fent 
the  Earle  of  Bedford  with  a  Font 
of  maftie  gold  for  a  gift,  and  com- 
manded exprefly,  that  neither  he 
nor  any  Englijb  men  that  accompa~ 
nied,him,  mould  vcuchfafe  to  call 
Varfy  by  the  name  of  King. 

That  Ceremonie  being  finiflied, 
the  Earle  of  Bedford  dealt  with  the 
Queene  of  Scotland  about  other 
things  contained  in  his.commifli- 
on :  that  is  to  wit,  That  the  dame- 
iBcall  contentions  between®  her 
and  her  husband  might  be  com- 
pounded (  for  fome  malicious 
iworne  enemies  to  them  both,  had 
( craftily  broken  afander  that  moil: 
pleafant  focietie  of  life  and  love 
betweene  them  )and  the  treatie  of 
}  Edetiburgbmi&ed.  This  laft  thing 
flie  utterly  denied,  alleaging,  that 
in  the  treatie  was  much  matter  that 
might  impeach  and  derogate  from 
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her  owne  and  her  childrens  right 
unco  the  Crowne  of  England.  Yet 
fhee  promifed  to  fend  GommhTi- 
oners  into  England,  who  mould 
talke  about,  the  confirmation  there- 
of changing  fome  words,namely, 
that  fhee  mould  forbeare  to  ufe  the 
title  and  armes  of  England  whileft 
Qneene  Elizabeth  lived,  and  her 
children:  As  though  it  were  meant 
in  the  treatie,  that  fhee  mould  for- 
beare to  ufe  them  for  ever.  And 
alio  mould  declare  unto  her,  how 
injur ipufly  mee  was  ufed  by  their 
vi  llano  us  devices,  thatabufed  the 
fimplicitie  and  credulitie  of  her 
husband,  more  than  was  to  be  fof- 
fered.  And  now  fliee  being  flckly 
and  weake,  in  her  letters  comaaen- 
ded  heryong  fbnne  unto  the  fide- 
litie  and  prote&ion  of  Quccne  E- 
lizakth :  in  which  letters  ( though 
fie  fyewj.  ufe  the  words  of  the  let- 
ters, that  fie  *f  the  undoubted  right-* 
full  hem  of  England,  */£er  QueeneE- 
Uzabeth  5  mid  that  many  imagine  and 
devifefhndiy  things  againfi  that  right*) 
D2  free 
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(hee  promifed  that  fhee  would  not 
urge  any  mote  any.  declaration  of, 
her  right,  but  that  (bee  will  helpe, 
aM3  and  cleave  unto  her  alwayes 
with  all  her  power,againft  all  per- 
j  ions.

Bllt  before  thofe  Comraiflffo- 
ners  came  from  the  Queene  of 
Smlandy  and  a  moncth  or  two  after! 
the  Prince  was  Chriftened  $  the' 
King  her  husband  in  the  one  and  j 
twentieth  yeare  of  his  age,  in  the  1 1 
dead  time  of  the  night,  by  afeate- 
full  andabominable  vilLmie  (which 
all  good  men  do  deteft)was  ftrang- 
hi'm  his  bed,  and  cattinto  agar- 
den^nd  the  houfe  blowneup  wi  th 
Gun-powder.  A  rumo&r  forthwith 
was  divulged  in  all  Britaine,  and 
the  fault  h  id  upon  Mtotrtm,  Mar- 
wjs  and  their  confederates.  And 
they  infulting  upon  the  weakriefle 
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of  her  fex,  laid  it  from  theimelves 
upon  the  Quccne,  What  George 
'Buchanan  hath  written  hereof  as 
well  in  his  Hiftorie,  as  in  a  Pam- 
phlet called  the  T>euUimj.%  known 
to  all  men  by  thofc  printed  bookes, 
Butfince  hee5  carried  away  with 
partiall  affection,  8c  with  the  gifts 
of  Murrey,  wrote  in  that  manner, 
thofe  booke*  were  condemned  of 
fal(hooda  by  the  Eftates  of  the  - 
Realme  of  Scotland  3  unto  whom 
more-credit  is  to  be  given :  And  he 
himfelfe  lamented  8c  bewailed  un- 
to the  Kin  §  (  whofe  Schoole-ma- 
fter  hr  was)  reproving  himfelfe 
oftentimes  (  as  I  have  heard  )  that 
he  had  written  fa  frightfully  a- 
gainft  the  well-deftrving  Qucene : 
And  at  his-  death,  wMhed  that  he 
might  have  lived  fa  long^uncill  he 
might  wipe  out  with  arecantati- 
on3  or  with  his  bloud,  ths  fpots 

I&  ftaines  he  had  falfly  laid  on  her. 
But  that  (as  he  (aid)  would  bet© 
no  purpofe,  fincc  he  mould  feeme 
to  doat  for  old  age.  Let  it  be  law- 
D  3  full 
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full  forme(that  the  other  part  may 
alio  be  heard  )  in  few  words  to  lay 
open  all  the  matter  as  much  as  I 
can  underftand  without  any  hate 
or  love,as  well  out  of  the  writings 
of  other  men  which  were  fet  forth 
at  that  time,  but  fuppreffed  in  fa- 
vour of  Murrey,  and  upon  hatred 
unto  the  Queene  Captive  in  Eng- 
land, as  alfo  out  of  the  Letters  of 
Embafiadors,  and  of  men  of  good 
credit. 

In  the  yeare  of  our  Lord  one 
thou  (and  Jive  hundred  fiftie  and 
eight,  4t  the  marriage  of  Francit 
the Dolphin,  and  of  Mar  y  Queene 
&f  Scotland,  Jatnis  the  Queenct 
Baftard-brother,  commonly  called 
the  Prior  of  Saint  Jndrewes,  difc 
daining  that  religious  appellati- 
on, (ued  for  a  more  honourable  ti- 
tle :  which  whenfliee,  by  the  ad- 
vice of  the  Guifes  her  Vncles, 
would  not  grant,  he  returned  into 
Scoilandmnch  offended,  and  began 
to  make  broiles  under  a  goodly 
pretence  of  the  reformation  of  Re- 
ligion, 
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ligion,  and  affuring  the  libertie  of 
Scotland ;  and  enefted  it  fo  farre, 
that  Religion  was  changed  in  an 
aflembly  of  the  Co£derates,wkh- 
cut  the  Queenes  privitie  :  And 
'the  French  men"  were  removed  out 
of Scatlandby  the  helpe  of  the£»*. 
gtifb  men  they  had  brought  in  : 
Franc  if  the  King  of  France  being: 
deceated,  he  poaftcd  into  France, 
unto  his  fifter,  and  laying  from 
himfelfe  whatsoever  had  bcene 
done  in  Scotland  againft  her  profit 
or  credit,  calling  God  to  witnefle, 
fblemnlyproraifed  to  doe  all  the 
kind  offices  which  a  lifter  could 
expecY  at  the  hands  of  a  brother. 
And  conceiving  alfo  a  hope,  that 
fce  being  bred  up  from  her  tender 
yeares  in  the  delights  of  France, 
would  not  returne  into  Scotland, 
dealt  with  the  Gm(esy  that  feme 
one  of  the  Scottifi  Nobility  might 
be  named  Regent  of  Scotland,  and 
as  wich  his  finger,  (hewed  himfelfe 
as  the  fitted  man.  But  when  he 
was  fent  backe  into  Scotland,  with 
D  4  ho 
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n©  other  authorities  but  onely 
with  Letters  Patents,  wherein  the 
Queene  gave  authoritie  toaffera- 
ble  the  Nobilitie5  and  to  advife 
and  conferre  about  the  good  of 
the  Common-wealth  $  he  being- 
deje&ed  andfruftrate  ofhishope^ 
returning  thorow  England,  in  a 
rage  and  fary  gut  into  their  neads, 
that  if  they  deiired  or  had  a  care  of 
the  preservation  of  Religion  in 
Scotland)  the  tranquillitie  of  Ettg- 
l*ndy  aiad  fecuririe  of  Qneene  K/- 
I  zabetb,  they  fhould  hinder  the  re 
turne  of  the  Qfleene  of  Scotland 
into  Scotland (,  by  ©nemesises  or  o- 
ther .  Yet  &ee  arrived  fife*  in  Sc$h 
land)  pafling  by  the  EnglijhFlttt  in 
athickemiS,  and  ufing  her  bro- 
ther with  all  coorteHe,  commen- 
ded the  government  of  all  the  af- 
faires into  his  hands. 

Yet  tfeefe  things  did  not  cut 
off  the  branches  of  his  ambition, 
which  daily  Iprang  out,  both  in 
words  and  deeds  :  For  neither 
could  he  sonuine  himfelfe,  but 
J  that 
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that  oftentimes  araongft  hisfriends 
jheiwouldlamenr,  that  the  warlike 
\Scottifb  Nation,  no  lefle  than  that 
of  theE#g/i/£men5  was  fubje&ed 
to  the  government  of  a  woman, 
and  out  of  the  do&rine  of  Knox 
(whom  he  accounted  as  a  Patri- 
arke)  hee  would  often  difcourfe 
that  Kingdcroes  were  due  unto 
vertue,  not  unto  kindred  :  That 
women  were  to  be  excluded  from 
the  fucceilioniof  Iiingdomes-  and  | 
that  their  Rule  was  rnonft reus. 
He  dealt  alfo  with  the  Queene  by 
his  friends,  that  (he  would  fubfti- 
tute  fome  out  of  the  familie  of  the 
Stewarts,  who  if fhe  died  without 
iflue,  mould,  fucceed  one  after  an- 
other in  the  Kingdoms  $  and- not 
to  have  any  regard  whether  they 
were  legitimate  or  illegitimate, 
hoping  that  he  fhould  be  one  of 
them,  being  a  Kings  fonne,.  al- 
though   illegitimate.  '  But  the 
Queene,  when  (he  out  of  her  wi  £• 
dome  weighed,  that  fuch  a  fob* 

Iftitudonwas  a  thing  contrary-  to 
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the  Lawes  of  the  Land,  and  would 
be  a  wrong  unto  the  right  heires3 
a  moft  pernicious  example ,  and 
pcrillou-s  alfb  for  the  fubftitutcs 
themfHv.es,  yea  and  a  barre  unto 
her  to  keepe  her  from  marriage  a- 
gaine.  She  anfwered  mildly,  that 
(he  would  take  deliberation  in  the 
matter,  and  confult  with  the  E- 
ftates  of  the  Realme  about  it.  And 
to  ftew  her  felfe  courteous  and 
bountifull  to  her  brother,  ftee 
created  him  Earle  of  Mam,  and 
afterward  Earle  of  Murrey  (be- 
c&\i&Marre  was  in  controverfie  ) 
and  advanced  him  toan  honourable 
marriage :  All  this  (hee  did,  being 
all  this  while  ignorant  that  he  af- 
fected the  Kingdome,  (bragging 
that  he  was  the  lawfull  ibnne  of 
James  the  &k. )  And  to  make  the 
way  thereunto,  he  through  the  fa- 
vour wherein  he  ftood  with  the 
Queene,  opprefled  the  mo  ft  no- 
ble familieof  the  Corda?2f^vjho  had 
very  many  vaflals,  tenants  and  re- 
tainers y  whom  he  feared  much, 

both 
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both  inrefpeft  ofhimfelfe,  and  of 
their  Religion: And banifhed from 
the  Court  the  Duke  of  Ckifiemk~ 
r*?^  who  was  accounted  the  next 
heire  to  the  Crowne  )imprifoned 
the  Earle  of  Atran  his  ionne,  ba- 
nifhed Bitb&eJl  into  England,  and 
put  all  them  that  he  thought  might 
crofle  him,  out  of  office  :  And  he 
as  a  Guardian  kept  the  Queene  -as 
his  Ward^  and  at  his  command^ 
being  molt  carefull  and  diligent  to 
k;eepe  her  from  marriage. 

And  as  fpone  as  he  understood, 
that  on  the  one  fide  the  Emperour 
fued  to  her  for  his  brothcr,and  the 
King  of  Spdine  for  his  fonne ;  he 
diflwaded  her  utterly  f  cm  them 
both:  becaufe(fprfboth)  the  li- 
berie of  Scotland  would  not,  nor 
could  not  endure  a  forraigne 
Prince.  And  when fbever  that  go- 
vernment defcended  unto  women, 
that  they  married  no  other  huf- 
bands.,  but  of  the  Scottijb  Nation : 
But  afterwards,  when  all  the  Sats 
generally  wifhed xo  fee  her  marri- 
ed, 
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ed,  and  hee  found  out  that  the 
CoBtitcfieof  Lermox  had  fo  provi- 
dently wrought^that  fnee  inclined 
tomarrieP^/yj  he  alfo  commen- 
ded him  as  a  good  husband  for 
her3  hoping  the  young  man^  be- 
ing of  a  foft  nature,  would  be  n> 
led  by  him  in  all  things.  Yet 
wfeeahefaw  the  Queene  to  love 
Tfarly  exceedingly,  and  he  himfHfe 
!  to  grow  out  of  her  favour,  he  re- 
|  pentedhim  of  his  counfell  he  had 
given,  and  willed  Queene  Eliza- 
beth to  hinder  her  marriage  by  one 
meanes  or  other. 

The  marriage  being  made  up., 
andDarly  proclaimed  King,  when 
|  the  Qneene  revoked  the 'donati- 
ons made  to  him  and  others, 
gainft  the  Lawes  ia  her  minoririe  5 
he  with  other  3  put  himfehe  in 
l  armes  againft  the  King  jalleaging, 
j  that  the  new  King  was-  an  enemre 

I  "junto  the  Religion  of  the  Prote- 
jftants-  and  that  he  was  wried 
without  theconfentoftheQinenc 
of  England*.  But  he  fled  into  Eng- 
land 
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land  (as  I  have  already  (aid  )  never 
advenrarirrg  to  fight:  And  being 
fruftrate  of  all  hope  of  beipe  from 
thenee,  he  dbtlt  by  Letters  with 
Monrton^  a  profound  fubtill  man, 
who  was  as  his  other  felfe,  that 
fince-  the  marriage  could  nor  be 
d4flblved ,  jet  that  the  love  be- 
tweenethe  parties  might  be  bro- 
ken by  fbme  ferret  devices  :  and  a 
fit  occafion  offered  it  felfe  •  for  (he 
upon  the  arifing-  of  fome  private 
difeontent,  to  keepe  under  the 
fwelHngmmde  of  the  young  rmn^ 
and  toconferve her  reyall  auxho- 
ritiewholeto  her  felre,  had  begun 
to  fet  her  husbands  name  lair  in  the 
Proclamations  and  Records,  and 
to-ernh  it  utterly  in  the  coine. 

Monrton  being  a  cunning  man 
to  breed  difcontents,  with  his  flat- 
tering words  crept  into  the  Kings 
good  liking  and  opinion^and  then 
perfwaded  him  to  take  upon  him 
the  Crowne  of  the  Realme^yea,  in 
defpight  of  the  Q^eene,  and  to 
make  himfelfe  free  from  the  go- 
uernraent 
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vernment  of  women ;  for  that  it  is 
the  condition  of  women,  laid  he, 
to  obey,and  of  men  to  rule.By  this 
counfeli,  if  it  were  taken,  he  ho- 
ped not  onely  to  draw  away  the 
love  of  the  Queene,  but  of  all  the 
Nobilitie  andOmmons  alfc  from 
the  King,  to  eftrange  the  Queene, 
and  with  divers  (landers  firit  hear- 
tened the  King  to  number  David 
Rizim  a  Piedmomtoysy\di  that  po- 
litike  fellow  fnould  prevent  their 
purpofes  (this  man  wasaMufiti- 
an  .by  profeiHon,  and  came  the  hit 
yeare  with  Mont  the  Erabaffador 
of 'Savoy  -and  by  the  Queene  for 
his  wit  and  dexteritie  received  in- 
to her  houmold  and  favour,  and 
preferred  to  write  her  French  Let- 
ters, and  unto  her  privie  Councell 
in  theabfence  of  the  Secrecarie.) 
Then  to  eftrage  her  love  the  more, 
he  perfwaded  the  King  to  be  pre- 
fect at  the  murder,  with  Rutben 
and.  the  reftjwho  rufning  together 
i  with  him  into  the  Queenes  dining 
[Parlour,  at  fuppertime  (fheefic- 
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ting  at  the  Tabic  with  theCoun- 
tefle  ofArgik)  aflaulted  the  fellow 
with  their  naked  fwords,  as  he  ra- 
fted meat  taken  from  theQueenes 
Table,  at  the  Cupbord  (  as  the  fer- 
vants  of  the  privie  Chamber  ufe  to 
doe  )  before  her  face,  being  great 
with  childe3  trembling  with  feare, 
fetting  a  Piftoll  at  her  breaft  ;  Co 
that  fhee  was  in  danger  of  aborti- 
on, and  dragged  him  into  the  utter 
Chamber,  where  they  mo  ft  cruelly 
killed  him,and  ftiut  up  the  Qneene 
into  a  Parlour  :  Mowrton  all  this 
while  guarding  all  the  paflages. 

This  murther  was .  committed 
the  evening  before  the  day  appoin- 
ted unto  Mimzy  to  appeare  for  his 
triall  in  the  aflembly  of  the  Eftates 
for  his  rebellion,  who  came  in  on 
the  next  day,  when  no  body  ex- 
pected him,  and  no  man  appeared 
againft  him  in  that  troublefbme 
time  :  So  that  it  may  feeme  that 
the  murder  of  "David  was  haftened 
of  fet  purpofe  to  procure  the  fecu- 
ritie  and  fafetie  of  Murrey.  Yet  the

Queene  at  thceamefi  fuit  of  the 
King,,  received  him  courteouily, 
and  continued  in  brotherly  love 
towards  him.  But  the  King  when 
he  confide  red  the  en  ormi  tie  of  the 
ofFence(&  ieeing.now  the  Queene 
to  be  very  angry)repentedhis  rafh- 
neffe,  and  in  humble  manner-  fob- 
mitted  kimfelfe  unto  her  cleraen- 
cie,  weeping  and  lamenting*,  and 
asking  pardon,  did  ingenuoufly 
confefe,  that  he  committed  that 
|  hainous orrence by  the  inftigatics 
of  Murrey  and  Mourton  :  and  from 
thenceforth  did  fo  hate  Murrey, 
(  for  Moufton^  Rutben,  and  others, 
were  fled  into  England  upon  the 
murther,  with  the  commendatorie 
Letters  of  Mttrrey  unto  Bedford ) 
that  he  devifed  to  kill  him.  But 
when  out  of  wrath  and  r^nneffe, 
he  could  not  conceale  his  purpofe, 
nor  (  fuch  was  his  refpeft  UBto  the 
Queene  his  wife)  durlt  execute  it  • 
he  told  her  how  profitable  it  would 
be  for  the  Common -wealth,  and 
alfo  for  the  fecuritie  of  the  royall 
/  families 
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familie,  MMmrey  were  rid  our  of 
the  way.  Shee  detefting  tfcethkrg, 
terrified  him  even  with  threats, 
from  fueh  enterprifes,ptitsing  him 
in  hope  of  reconciliation.  Yet  he 
whenhefaw,  to  his  hearts  griefe, 
rhe  Baftard  to  be  of  fueh  power 
with  the  Queene,  ont  of  his  impa- 
tience he  plotted  the  fame  matter 
with  others  5  which  when  it  came 
to  the  ea  res  of  Murrey  >  to  prevent 
him,  under  colour  ofdutie,he  hi- 
cthclofer  mares  fortheyongimn, 
ufing  Moution  (though  abfent) 
for  his  Councilor. 

They  thought  ie  requifite  above 
all  things ,  utterly  to  avert  tire 
Qncenes  minde  from  the  King  5 
andbyftatterieto  induce  Botbwefty 
lately  reconciled  unto  34mreyyznd 
in  great  favour  with  the  Qaeene, 
into  their  fbcietie,  (hewing  him  a 
hope  to  be  divorced' from  his  wife, 
and  to  marrie  with  the  Qneene,  as 
foone  as  mee  was  widow.  And  for 
the  performance  of  theft  things, 
and  alfo  to  defend  him  againft  all 
perfonSj 
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per fbns ,  they  bound  themlelves 
under  their  hands  and  feales,  be- 
ing perfwadedj  if  the  matter  hit 
right,  that  they  might  by  one  la- 
bour kill  the  King,  utterly  discre- 
dit the  Queene  amongft  the  No- 
bilitie  and  Commons,  undoe  Both- 
well  utterly,  and  bring  the  govern- 
ment of  all  the  affaires  unto  their 
hands. 

Bothwell  being  a  lewd  minded 
man,  blinded  with  ambition,  and 
therefore  venturous  to  attempt, 
quickly  laid  hold  on  the  hope  of- 
fered unto  him,&  vilianoufly  com- 
mitted the  murther.  But  Mumy 
had  fecretly  gone  home  a  prettie 
way  off,  iifteene  houres  before, 
that  he  might  no  way  be  fufpe-* 
&ed  5  and  that  heer  might  from 
thence  give  ayd  unto  the  Coofpi- 
rators/when  anyneed  was,  andall 
the  fufpition  might  light  upon  the 
Queene.  As  foone  as  he  returned 
unto  the  Court,  both  he  and  the 
Confpirators  commended  unto 
her  BothweU9as  moft  worthy  of  her 
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love,  for  the  Nobilitie  of  his  farni- 
milie,  his  valour  (hewed  aga:-nft 
the  Englifr,  and  his  approved  fide- 
licie.  They  put  in  her  head,  that 
ihee  being  alone  and  folitarie,  was 
nor  able  to  reprefie  the  tumults 
that  were  railed  ,  prevent  fecret 
plots,  and  uphold  the  burthen  and 
heauie  weight  of  the  Kingdome. 
Therefore  fnee  might  doe,  well  to 
;  take  as  a  Companion  of  her  bed> 
counfell,  and  danger, the  man  that 
could ,  would ,  and  durft  oppofc 
hinuelfe  againtt  all  trouble.  And 
j  they  drave  and  enforced  her  fo  far, 
that  thefearefull  woman,  daunted 
with  two  tragicall  murthers,  and 
remembring  the  fidelitie  andcon- 
ftancie  of  BetbrvtU  towards  her  and 
her  mother,  and  having  bo  other 
friend  unto  whom  to  refort,  but 
unto  her  brothers  fidelitie ,  gave 
her  content :  Yet  upon  thefe  con- 
ditions, that  above  all  this,  provi- 
fion  might  be  made  for  the  fafetie 
of  her  little  fonne  ;  and  then,  that 
BstbweU  as  well  might  be  cleered 

from 
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from  the  murther  of  the  King.,  as 
alfb  from  the  bond  of  his  former 
marriage. 

What  George  Earle  of  Huntley  ^ 
and  the  Earle  of  Argtk ,  men  of 
great  Nobilitie  in  Scotland ,  did 
forthwith  proreft  of  this  matter, 
I  thinke  good  to  fct  downein  this 
place,  out  of  the  originally  with 
their  own  bands^fent  unto  Queen 
Elizabeth,  which  I  have  feene.For- 
ajhmch  as  Murrey  andotktrs jto cloake 
their  rebellion  a^ainjk  the  Queene 
(  wioofe  authoritk  they  ufarpe)  doe 
Jlander  her  openly  ,asprivit  and.cQ.njkn* 
ting  unto  bet  hushwds  death ;  We  doc 
pubUkgly  protefi  ejrj&earetfafe  tbhngt* 
In  the  Moneth  of  December,  in  the 
yean  of  oar  Lord  God  one  tboufaxd 
fiw  hundred  fifth  and  fix^  when  thi 
Queene  lay  at  Cragmylkry  Murrey; 
tfWLidington  did.aekxorvkdg  before 
us,  that  Mourtoa,  Lyndfey3  and 
Ruthen  filled  David  Rizio^  fir  no 
other  end,  hut  to  procure  the  fifitie  of 
Murrey  ,who  was  to  be  attainted  at  the 
feme  time.  Therefore  left  they  fhould be 
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iMtbankeftill)  they  wiped  that  Mour- 
ton  and  the  rcfi^  bamjhedfir  the  death 
of  David,  might  be  brwgbt  home  a* 
game  :  And  this  they  infinuat'd  could 
not  be  done^  txeep  the  Qrnene  were 
fefardttd  by  a  divorce  fiom  the  King^ 
which  they  fromifedto  effeU  3  if  wet 
would  grant  our  confents.  And  after- 
wards Murrey  promifed  umo  met 
George  Eark  of  Huntley,  the  refti~ 
^tution  of  my  ancient  Patrimonie3  and 
perpetmllfavour  of  the  banifhed  men^ 
if  I  would  famur  t  fa  divorce.  Ihm 
thy  mnt  unto  Bothwell,  that  het 
pould  confent  thereunto.  Lafrlyy  wee 
came  unto  the  Qtteem^n  dlAdington 
in  all  our  names  befougfitker  exceeding" 
ly  to  remit  the  fcnHnce  of  exile  agakiU 
Mourton,  Lyndfey  and  Rut  hen  : 
He  exaggerated  the  faults  and  crimes 
oftlye  King  with  bitter  words  $  and 
fhewed,  that  it  was  much  fir  the  good' 
and  benefit  of  the  Queen  and  the  Com* 
wort-wealthy  that  a  divorce  were  fpet- 
dily  fued  out :  forafmttch  m  ike  King 
and  fiee  could  not  live  together  with 
fecuritkin  Scotland.  Shei  atifwered^ 

fijee 
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(bee  had  rather  depart  into  Frances/ft/ 
live -privately for  a  time,  untiB  her  huf> 
band  acknowledged  hit  faults :  forfhee 
would  have  nothing  to  be  done  that 
(bouldbe  wrong  to  herfonne,  or  dijho- 
nour  unto  her  fife  Hereunto  Liding- 
.ton  replied}  faying:.  Wee  that  are  tf 
your  CounceU  mil  provide  for  thaU 
But  I  command you  (faidjhce  )not  to 
doe  any  thing  which  may  be  a  blemijb 
to  my  honour,  or  aflaine  to  my  conjci-' 
ence.  Let  things  be  as  they  be,  untill 
God  above  doe  remedie  it ;  That  which 
you  thinke  may  be  gnod  for  mee,  may 
prove  evtll.  Vnto  whom  Lidington 
[aid,  Commit  the  matter  unto  w^  and 
.you  pall  fee  nothing  done  but  that  which 
is  goody  and  that  which  (hall  be  allowed 
in  the  Parliament.  Hereupon,  fines 
that  within  a  few  dayes  afier,  the  King 
was  me  ft  Jhamefu&y  murthered-  Wee 
out  of  the  inward  teftimonie  of  our  con~ 
feknee,  are  m-ofl  afftred,  that  Murrey  I 
and  Lidington  were  the  authors  and* 
perfwaders  of  this  murder  of  the  King, 
nrhefoever  were  the  a&ors  ef  'the  Jame. 
Thus  much  of  Huntley  and  Argile* 

Now 
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Now  the  Confpirators  applied 
all  their  skill  that  Brib&ell  might 
be  cleared  of  killing  the  King : 
Therefore  without  delay.,  the  Par- 
liament is  fummoned  for  no  other 
caufe,  and  Proclamations  are  fet 
out  to  apprehend  the  perfons  fufc 
peeked  for  murdering  the  King. 
And  when  Lennox,  rather  to  the 
murdered  King,  accufed  and  char- 
ged Bothwellas  the  Regicide,  and 
was  very  importunate  that  Both- 
well  might  be  brought  to  triall  be- 
fore the  Parliament  began  :  This 
alfo  was  granted  ^nd  Lennox  com- 
manded to  come  in  with  his  accu- 
fation  within  twentie  dayes.  On 
which  day,when  he  heard  nothing 
from  the  Queene  of  England,  and 
could  not  be  prefent  in  the  Citie 
full  ©f  his  enemies,  without  dan- 
,  ger  of  his  li&fiothmll was  brought 
.to  the  Barre,  and  arraigned,  and 
.  acquitted  by  the  fentence  of  the 
Judges  5  Mourton  alio  upholding 
and  main  tain  ing  hiscauie,  and  o- 
penly  takinghis  pare. 

This 
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This  bufinene  being  fmifhedj 
the  Confpirators  wrought  fo, 
that  the  moft  of  the  N  obilkie  gave: 
their  content  unto  the  marriage,; 
under  their  hands  and  feales,  left 
lie(fraftrated  or  the  profited  m 
riage  )  fhould  appeaeh  them  a 
contrivers  o£  the  murder.  But 
this  marriage  of  the  Queene  wi 
Bt>tbtveU(yvh.o  was  created  Duke  o; 
the  Orkgiek)  the  iulpition  increa- 
&d  with  all  men,  that  the  Queene 
was  counting  to  tlie  Kings  death 
which  the  Confpirators  increafed 
by  Letters  fait  into  all  places,  and 
in  their  iecret  meetings  at  T>tm* 
htfdm  they  confpired  forthwith 
to  kill  B'Qtfaretly'and  deprive  the 
Queene: Yet  Mumyj&ax.  he  might 
be  thought  cleare  of  this  conipira- 
cie,  obtained  leave  of  the  Queene 
(but  hardly)to  travell  inttif  ranee. 
And  that  he  might  put  all  diffi- 
dence out  of  her  head,he  commen- 
ded all  his  affaires  and  eftate  in 
Scotland^  unto  the  fidelitie  of  the 
Qneene  and  Botb&eil.  rice,  was 

feared 
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fcarce  gone  out  o^Englmd^  but  be- 
hold the  fame  men  which  had  clea- 
red and  acquitted  Botb&ellfrom  the 
murder 3  and  contented  unto  the 
marriage  under  their  hands  and 
feales.,  tooke  up  Armes  againft 
Brtbrrell,  as  meaning  to  apprehend 
him: And  indeed  they  fecretly  wil- 
led him  to  fave  himfelfe  by  flight, 
for  no  other  intent,  but  that  hee 
mould  not  betaken,  and  discover 
all  their  plot,  and  wichall,  that 
they  might  lay  hold  of  his  flight, 
as  an  argument  or  realbtuo  accufe 
the  Qneene  of  killing  the  King. 
But  (liee  being  taken^they  ufed  her 
raoft  contumelioufly,  and  in  moil 
unfeemely  fafhion,  and  putting  on 
her  an  old  cloake,  thruft  her  into 
pri/bn  at  "Locbkvyn^  under  the  cu~ 
ftodie  of  the  mother  of  Mwreyy 
who  had  been«  the  Concubine  of 
James  the  fift,who  m©ft  malapert- 
ly  infulted  over  the  calamity  of  the 
imprifonedQuecne^boafting  that 
Ihec  her  (elfc  was  the  lawful!  wife 
of  James  the  fife,  and  that  her 
E  {bnne 
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fbnne  Murrey was  his  lawfull  iffae. 

As  fbonc  as  Queenc  Elizabeth 
understood  thefc  things  3  in  her 
rnindedetefting  this  barbarous  in- 
fclencic  of  Subjc&s  (whom  fhee 
called  oftentimes  Traytors,  Re- 
bels, unthankfull  and  cruell  fel- 
lo wes  )  againft  a  Princefle,  her  fi- 
ftcr^nd  neighbour  5  Shee  (enr  ATi- 
chelas  Tkrognwton  into  Scotland, 
to  expostulate  with  theConfpira- 
\  tors  for  this  infolency  ufed  againft 
their  Queene,  and  to  take  fbme 
courfe  how  to  reftore  her  into  her 
former  libertie,  and  for  the  fevere 
punimment  of  the  murderers  of 
the  King  •  and  that  the  young  King 
might  be  (ent  into  Englmd,  that 
order  might  be  taken  for  his  fecu- 
ritie,and  net  lent  into  France.  And  i 
what  I  ftull  hereafter  declare  (  du~ 1 
ring  his  abode  in  Scotl*nd)tike  yee 
upon  the  credit  of  bis  Letters, 
which  is  approved. 

He  found  the  moft  part  in  Scot* 
land  incenfed  againft  theQaeene, 
who  in  plaine  terraes  denied  ac- 
cede 
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cefle  unto  her,  both  to  him,  and 
alfo  to  Viforoy  and  Crocus  the 
French  Embaffidors.  Yet  could  not 
the  Conspirators  agree  among 
tbemfelves  what  to  doe  with  her : 
Lidingtm  and  a  few  others  woujd 
have  her  to  be  reftored  upon  theie 
conditions  :  That  the  murderers 
of  the  King  fhould  be  punifhed  ac- 
cording to  Law  5  The  Princes  fafe- 
tie  provided' for  ;  Botb&ell  divor- 
ced, and  Religion  eftabli&ed.  O- 
thers  would  have  her  to  be  bani- 
flied  for  ever  into  France,  or  into 
England  :  So  as  the  King  of 'France 
or  Quecne  of  England,  did  give 
their  words3that  (he  fhould  refigne 
the  Kingdome,  and  transferre  all 
her  authoritie  unto  her  fbnneand 
certaine  Noble  men.  Others  were 
of  opinion,  that  fhee  ihould  be  ar- 
raigned publikely,  and  condemned 
unto  perpettaall  prifbn ,  and  her 
fonne  crowned  King  :  Laftly,  o- 
thers  would  have  her  deprived 
both  of  her  life  and  Kingdome,  by 
a  publike  execution.  And  thislGzro 
E  t  and 
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and  fbme  Mkiifters  of  the  Word, 
thundered  out  of  their  Pulpits. 

On  the  other  fide,  Throgmorton 
out  of  the  holy  Scriptures  brought 
many  places  to  prove^f  obedience 
was  to  beyeelded  unto  the  higher poiv- 
ers9  that  cany  the/word:  And  witti- 
ly argued,  that  the  Qmtne  was  not 
fubje&  to  the  judgement  of  anyy  but 
onelj  of  the  ccleftiall  Judge :  T hat  fie z 
could  not  be  arraigtied  or  brought  t&  tri- 
all  before  any  Judge  on  the  earth :  And 
that  there  is  no  Jkfagifirate  had  any 
authority  in  Scotland, which  h  not  de- 
i  rived  from  the  authority  of  the  £hteeney 
|  and  revocable  at  her  plafiire.  They 
|  oppofed  the  peculiar  Law  of  the 
j  Kingdome,  among  the  Scots,  and 
I  that  inextraordinariecaufcs,  ex-. 
!  traordinarie  courses  were  to  be 
ufed: receiving  their  reafcns  from 
Bmhanany  who  at  that  time  by  the 
perfwafion  of  Murrey  >  wrote  that 
damned  and  batefull  Dialogue,  Ve 
\jure  Regni  apudScotns  :.  wherein  is 
f  maintained,  that  the  people  have 
|  authori tie  to  create  and  deprive 
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Kings,againft  the  trath  of  the  Scot** 
tifh  Hiftories.Yet  ceafcd  not  Tbrtg* 
morton  to  make  many  earneft  mo- 
tions for  the  rcftitution  of  the 
Qneene,  and  for  accede  unto  her  • 
though  Lidington  had  anfwered 
him  oftentimes,  that  his  accede 
coaldnotbe  granted,  fince  it  was 
denied  unto  the  FretfckThat  they 
mnft  not  difpleafe  the  French^  to 
pkafe  the  Queene  of  Fn§mdy 
whom  they  had  tried,did  but  fervc 
her  owne  turne,fince  for  her  owne 
good  fhec  hoped  to  expulfe  the 
French  out  of  Scotland  •  and  very 
lately  (hewed  fo  little  favour,  and 
was  fo  niggardly  to  the  Scouijh 
men  exiled  for  die  killing  of  David 
Kiziw,  Moreover,  he  was  to  be- 
ware, left  the  Scots  out  of  hisim- 
portunkie  fhould  negleft  the  E«g- 
lip  men,  &  incline  unto  the  friend- 
(hip  of  the  French,  and  fecretly  ad- 
vifed  him  with  the  French  Proverb, 
II  fcrd  le  jgHy  qui  laijfe  h  partie : 
That  the'Ef7gZ*/Z>men  fhould  not 
abandon  the  Scots  their  friends. 

E  3  Then 
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Then  in  a  long  writing,  which 
they  delivered   to   tbrogmoYton, 
without  any  fubfcription  ,  they 
protefted,  that  they  (hut  up  the 
Queeneinto  that  fblitaric  place, 
for  no  other  intent,  b«t  that  they 
might  kee^  her  afunder  from  Both- 
well,  whom  (hee  Iqved  unmeamra- 
bly,  to  worke  their  confafion,  un- 
till  that  wilfulllove  towards  him, 
and  her  womanly  teene  towards 
them  was  aflwaged  5  and  bade  him 
reft  content  with  this  aniwer,  un- 
till  the  reft  of  the  Noblemen  met. 
Yet  every  day  they  curbed  her 
more  of  her  libertie,  though  (hee 
with  abundance  of  teares,and  moft 
humble  requefts,  begged  of  them 
to  dealc  more  mildly  with  her  5  if 
;  not  as  the  Queene,  yet  as  with  a 
!  Kings  daughter,and  mother  to  the 
.  Prince,  whom  (hee  made  humble 
;  fmt  that  (he  might  (ee oftentimes, 
but  in  vaine.  But  that  I  may  not  in- 
fift  upon  particular  injuries,  at laft 
!  they  (pake  her  faire,  and  willed  her 
to  give  over  her  government,  ta- 
king 
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king  either  her  ficknefle,  or  the 
troubles  in  government  for  a«  ex- 
;cuft  5  or,  as  other  more  fubtilly 
'willed  her,  that  the  resignation  be- 
ing made3  (he  being  then  kept  more 
negligetly  or  carelefly,  might  make 
anefcape.  When  thefe  tricks  pro- 
ved not,  they  threatned  openly  to 
arraigne  her  of  incontinecy  of  life, 
of  killing  the  King,  and  tyranaie; 
namely,  that  fhee  had  violated  the 
Lawes  and  right  of  the  Land,  to 
wit,thofe  whtehRandan  and  T>'Oj- 
feS  had  confirmed  in  the  King  of 
France  and  her  name.  At  length, 
terrifying  her  with  death,  they 
compelled  her  to  put  her  hand  un- 
to their  Letters  Patents,  which  flie 
never  &w  nor  heard  read  5  in  the 
beginning  whereof,  fhec  refigned 
her  Rcalme  to  her  fonne  fome 
thirteene  moneths  old  :  In  the  fe- 
cond  branch  thereof,  fhee  appoin- 
ted Murrey  Regent,  during  the  mi- 
noritie  of  her  fonne  :  In  the  third, 
if  Mmny  refuted  the  charge,  fhee 
named  theft  new  governours  of  her 
E  4  fonne ; 
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forme  •  James  Duke  of  Chafteaide- 
royy  Matthew  Earle  o£Lennexy  Gil- 
bert Earle  of  Argtk^  John  Earle  of 
Atholl^  James  Earle  of  Mourton^ 
Alexander  Earle  of  Glencame9  and 
John  Earle  of  Mane.  A nd  with- 
out delay  fhee  fignified  by  *fh?og~ 
morion,  unto  the  Queene  of  "Eng- 
hndy  that  fliee  had  refignedby  Co- 
a&ion,  and  had  fubferibed  to  the 
Geffion  or  Resignation  againft  her 
will,  by  the  counfell  and  advice  of 
Ihrogmorton  ,  who  had  perfwaded 
her,  that  tne  Celfion  extorted  in 
the  prifon  (  which  is  a  juft  fearc  ) 
was  uadoubtedly  void  and  of  no 
validitie.  Butofthefe  things  you 
Oiail  heare  more  the  next  yeare, 
oat  of  theaccufations  and  defen- 
ces cf  both  the  parties,  before  the 
Corsmidioners  at  Yorke. 

On  the  fifth  day  after  the  refig- 
■nation^  Jk/»e/the  Queenes  young 
fojsne  was  annointed  and  crowned 
King,  John  Knox  making  the  Ser- 
mon :  The  Hsmiltons  putting  in  a 
proteftation3  that  it  ftould  be  ho  . 

Pre" 
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prejudice  unto  the  Duke  of  Cha~ 
flt\zuk,vy  in  the  right  of  fucceflion 
againft  the  familie  of  Lennox.  But 
Queene  Elizabeth  forbade  7'hr$g* 
msrton  to  be  prefent  thereat,  that 
(hee  might  not  be  thought  to  al- 
low the  unjuft  abdication  of  the 
Queene,  by  the  pretence  of  her 
Embafftdor. 

On  the  twentieth  day  after  the 
refignation,zl^rcv  himfelfe  retur- 
ned out  of  Frank  \  and  the  third 
day  afcer^he  with  many  of  the  Con- 
fpirators  came  unto  the  Qneene, 
againft  whom  he  laid  many  bai- 
nous  crimes,  and  perfwaded  her  to 
turne  unto  G  o  d  by  true  repen- 
tance, a-nd  to  aske  mercie  of  him. 
Shee  mewed  her  felfe  forrowfull 
for  the  finnes  of  her  former  life, 
(hee  confefled  fbme  things  he  ob- 
jected, others  (hee  extenuated,  o- 
thers  (he  exculed  by  humane  frail- 
tie,  and  the  moft  matters  fhee  ut- 
terly denied.  Shee  required  him 
to  take  upon  him  the  government 
of  the  affaires  for  J^er  fonnc,  and 
E  $  re- 
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required  himearneftly  to  fpare  her 
life,  and  her  reputation.  He/aid, 
it  lay  not  in  his  power,  but  it  was 
to  be  fought  for  of  the  States  of 
theRealme$yet  if  (hee  dcfiredto 
have  her  life  and  honour  faved,  he 
prescribed  thefc  things  for  her  to 
kcepe :  That-fliec  mould  not  trou- 
ble nor  difturbe  the  tranquillitie 
of  theRealme  ;  That  (hee  fhould 
not  fteale  out  of  prifbn,  nor  move 
the,  Qiieeiie  of  England,  or  the 
King  of  France  ,  to  vex  Scotland 
with  forraigne  or  civ  ill  warre; 
That  fhee  mould  not  love  Botbmll 
any  more,  or  devife  to  take  re- 
venge on  the  enemies  oiBstlmeU. 

The  Regent  being  proclaimed, 
bound  bimfelfe  by  his  hand  and 
feale ,  to  doe  nothing  concerning 
peace  or  warre,  the  perfon  of  the 
King, or  his  marriage,  or  the  liber- 
tie  of  the  Queene,  without  the 
conlent  of  the  Gonipirators.  Hee 
willed  Ibrogmwton  by  Lidingtm, 
not  to  intreat  any  more  for  the 
Queene  5  for  that  he  and  the  reft 
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had  rather  endure  all  things,  than 
that  mee  being  freed,  mould  keepe 
2>W^re//companie,bring  her  fbnne 
into  danger,  her  Countrie  into 
trouble,  and  alio  profcribc  them. 
We  know(faid  he)  what  you  Eng- 
lishmen can  doe  by  warre  :  You 
inay  wafte  our  borders.,  and  we  may 
yours ;  and  we  know  a(Furedly,that 
theFrcnch  men  in  regard  of  our  an- 
cient league,will  not  abandon  and 
foriake  us.  He  denied  alfo  Llgnmll 
the  Fnnch  Emb*fIador  ,  to  have  ac- 
cede unto  the  Queenc,untill  Both- 
nre/Zwas  taken ;  and  every  day  hce 
ufed  the  diftrefled  Queens  worfe 
and  wor&,  whereas  (hee  had  deser- 
ved well  at  his  hands,  and  contra- 
ry to  his  promifc  he  had  made  un- 
to the  King  c(fra?jce.  Thus  much 
out  of  the  Letters  ofTbrogmorton. 
Shortly  after,  Mutrey  put  to 
death  John  Hepbom/y  Tarn  a  French 
man,P^|/ij^,and  the  other  fervants 
ofB^/m*e//,who  hadbeeneprefenc 
at  the  Kings  deathrBut  thcy(which 
Mttrsey  little  expe&ed  )at  the  Gal- 
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lowes  protefted  before  God  and 
the.  An  gels,  that  they  underftood 
by  B&thfrellythtt  Murrey  and  Mour- 
ton  were  the  authors  of  killing  the 
King,  and  cleared  the  Queene 
from  all  fufpition  ;as  Botbmllttim- 
felfe  prifener  in  Denmark^  all  his 
life  time,  and  at  his  death,did  with 
many  fblemne  oaths  and  religious 
protections,  affirme,  that  the 
Queene  was  not  prTvie  nor  con- 
fen  ting  to  it.  And  fourteene  yeares 
after,  when  MsurtonYiis  to  fuffer 
death,  he  confeflcd,  that  Botbmll 
dealt  ^vvith  him  to  content  unto  the 
murder  of  the  King,  which  when 
hee  utterly  denied,  except  the 
Queene  did  command  it  under 
her  hand ;  To  that  Batforell  did  an- 
fwer,  that  could  not  be  done,  but 
that  the  deed  maft  be  done  with- 
out her  knowledge. 

This  ra(h,  precipitate  and  over- 
hafty  abdication  or  deprivation  of 
the  Qacene,  and  the  overthwart 
ftubbornnefle  of  the  Conlpirators 
towards  the  Embafladors,  both 
.        Queene 
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Quecne  Elizabeth  and  the  French 
King  tooke  very  hainoufly,  as  a 
thing  tending  to  the  reproach  of 
royall  Majeftie,  and  began  to  fa- 
vour the  Hamilton*)  who  flood  for 
the  Quecne.  Pofqmer  alfo  Emba£  j 
iador  from  the  French  King,  dealt  I 
with  the  Quecne  of  England,  that  ! 
fhee  might  be  reftored  by  force  of 
armes ;  but  fhee  thought  it  the  bet- 
ter way  to  forbid  the  Scots  all  traf- 
bckcinFrawe  and  England,  untill 
(hee  was  delivered  ;  and  fo  by  that 
meanes  the  common  people  might 
be  dif-joyned  from  the  Noblemen, 
who  (  as  it  teemed)  were  united  in 
the  confpiracy  againft  the  Queene. 
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IN  Scotland  the  captive  Quecne 
upon  the  fecond  day  of  May, 
efcaped  out  of  prifbn  mLochhviny 
by  the  meanes  of  George  T)oxvgltsy 
whole  brother  had  the  cuftedie  of  j 

her,  j 
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her,  unto  the  Gaftle  of  Hamilton ; 
where,  hearing  the  tcftimonie  of 
Robert  Melu'm  and  other s^fentence 
Declaratory  vans  made  by  the  whole 
content  of  all  the  Noblemen  which 
were  there  met,  being  very  many : 
That  the  Refignation  extorted  by 
feare  from  the  Queene,  was  void 
from  the  beginning ;  and  that  the 
&me  was  extortedjis  confirmed  by 
the  oath  of  the  Queene  there  pre- 
font.  Hereupon  fuch  a  multitude 
came  unto  her  from  all  places  in  a 
day  or  two,  as  ftiee  had  an  armie  of 
Cix  thoufand  valiant  men,  which 
yci  Mmrey  eafily  put  to  flight,  bc- 
caufe  tkey  were  fo  fierce,  &  would 
not  be  ordered  in  the  fight.  The 
fearerall  Queene,  terrified  with 
this  unfortunate  fucceffi,  betooke 
her  ielfe  unto  flight,  riding  that 
day  threefcore  miles,  and  after- 
wards, by  journies  in  the  night, 
ca'me  unto  the  houfe  of  Maxwell, 
Lord  Herri*  .  and  was  more  wil- 
ling to  commit  her  felfe  unto  the 
protection  of  Queene  Elizabeth^ 

than ! 
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than  to  truft  her  owne  Subje&s. 
Yet  fee  fent  before  out  John  Betony 
unto  her  (  with  a  Diamond,which 
foe  had  before  received  of  her,  as  a 
token  betweene  them  of  benevo- 
lence )  who  mould  fignifie  unto 
her,  that  fhec  would  come  into 
EngUnd;  and  aske  ayd  of  her,  if  her 
Subjects  purfued  her  any  farther 
by  warre :  unto  whom  Queene  E- 
/i^e^promifed  very  largely  all 
love  and  fifterly  kindneffe.  But  be- 
fore the  meflenger  returned,  fliee 
went  into  a  little  Barke(her  friends 
much  diffwading  her  )  with  the 
Lords,  Herris  and  Hewing,  and  few 
others,  and  landed  the  feventeenth 
day  of  May  at  Worlmpn  in  Cum- 
berhtidy  neerc  unto  the  mouth  of 
the  River  Dement  5  and  the  fame 
day  wrote  Letters  in  the  French 
tongue,  with  her  owne  hand,  un- 
to Qneene  Elizdetb:0£ the  which 
the  chiefe  heads  (fince  they  doe 
comprize  a  longer  Hifiorkall  nar- 
ration of  the  chinas  done  agairrft 
her  in  Scotland^  than  I  havajfedai- 
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red)  I  thinke  good  to  fet  downe 
out  of  the  originally  which  is  in 
I  this  manner. 

j       Ton  art  not  ignorant  (mybefxfi- 
\  fierj  how  mmy  of  my  Subje&s,  whom 
j  1  have  advanced  unto  great  honour  ^ 
|  have  conjpired to  oppreffe  and  imprison 
nue^andmy  husband  •  and  bow  atymr 
hiUrceffion  I  received  the  fame  men  in~ 
to  favour  ^wbom  I  bad  expelled  out  of 
my  Kingdom*  by  force  of  armes.  But 
yet  thefe  men  brakg  into  mj  Chamber y 
andcrndly  killed  my  fervant^  I  being 
t  great  with  c!nldey  beholdbig  it^andfhut 
me  up  in  prifon.  When  I  bad  againe 
forgiven  ihem^  behold^  they  laid  upon 
me  a  new  crime,  which  themfdves  bad 
wrought y  and figned  with  their  owne 
bands ;  andfhortly  after  were  enranh^d 
in  battell  again fl  me  in  the  field:  but  I 
tmftingin  mine  itmocencie,  to  avoid 
j  the  foeddingof  blond,  put  my  felfe  into 
'  their  hands  $  forthwith  they  tbrttjl  me 
into  prifo?!,  fent  away  all  my  (irvants, 
but  one  or  two  maids 7  a  Cooke^  and  a 
'Phyfitian^  enforced me'by  threats  and 
'fare  of  death,  to  refigne  my  Kingdome, 
':  and 
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andin  the  affembly  of  the  E fates  called 
by  their  own  autb  or  itie, denied  to  heare 
me  and  my  Agents 'foiled me  9? all  my 
goods ,  and  kg  ft  me  from  tbefpeecbof 
all  men.  Afier  wards,  by  Gods  helpe, 
I  efcaped  out  ofprifon,  and  accompani- 
ed with  the  flower  of  the  Nobles,  who 
came  joyfully  unto  me,  from  all  farts, 
I  admonifbed  mine  tmmhs  of  their 
dit tie  and  allege ance  •  I  offered  them 
pardon,  and  propofed  that  both  parts  \ 
might  be  heard  in  the  affembly  of  the  j 
Eftatef  ,   that  the    Common-wealm\ 
might  not  any  longer  be  tome  in  finder  I 
by  theft ]  mteftine  mifchiefes.  Ifent  two  \ 
meffengers  about  this  matter,  they  afl\ 
them  both  into  frifon  5  tl^y  proclaimed] 
them  that  ajjijted  mee  Tray-tors,  and 
commanded  them  forthwith  to  leave  me. 
Irequefedthat  the  ZWBoyd  might 
talh^  with  them  under  afafe  conduit, 
about  a  compojltion ;  kit  they  alfo  deni- 
ed the  fame  utterly.  Tet  I  hoped  they 
might  have  beene  recalled  to  acknow- 
ledge their  dutie  by  your  intercejfion. 
But  when  Tfiw  I  was  to  undergoe  ei- 
ther death  or  impr'ifonment^  J  intended 
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to  hove  govt  unto  Dunbritton  •  but 
they  metmee  in  armes  upon  the  way, 
and  put  my  fronds  wito  flight.  I  gat 
me  unto  the  LordHcrri$9  with  whom 
1  dm  come  into  your  Kingdome^  upon 
a  certaine  Iwpe  of  your  approved  ben  e- 
voknce,  that  you  will  belpe  me  friend- 
ly,  andbyyour  example  excite  others  to 
doe  the  fame.  Therefore  leameflly  re- 
qHeftysUy  that  I  may  he  brought  unto 
youfpeedily^  for  I  am  now  in  great  di- 
ftrejfty  which  I  will  tell  you  more  at 
large ,  when  itfhaSpkafeyou  to  have 
companion  on  mee,  Cod  grant  you  hng 
andhappie  life9  unto  me  patience  and 
comfort  y  which  I  hope  and  pray  I  may 
obtaine  of  him  by  your  meanef. 

Queene  Elizabeth  in  her  Letters 
by  Trancit  Know!esy&  others,  com- 
forted her,  and  promifed  to  pro- 
tect her  according  to  the  equitie 
of  her  caufe,  but  denied  her  to 
come  to  her  prefence,  for  that  by 
report  flbee  was  charged  with  ma- 
ny crimes,  and  commanded  that  fhe 
fhould  be  conveyed  unto  Carliky 
as  unto  a  fafer  place  (if  her  enemies 
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attempted  any  thing  againft  her) 
by  Lewder  Lieutenant  of  the  place, 
and  the  power  of  the  Gentlemen 
oftheCountrie.  Shee  having  re- 
ceived this  anfwer,  and  the  accefle 
denied3both  by  her  Letters,and  al- 
io by  Maxwell  Lord  Herrit^  fhec 
earneftly  befbught  her,  That  Jhee 
might  at  well  Jhew  the  injuries  recei- 
vedbjher^  as  alfo  chart  her  [elf e  of  the 
crimes  oljztted  again (i  her  in  her  pre- 
fmce  :  That  it  was  mojijtjk  that 
Qmene  Elizabeth  her  mare jt  hgifwo- 
man  of  Uoud  fhould  heart  her  in  her 
prejence9  being  bani(hed $  and  aljo  re- 
fiore  her  unto  her  Kingdomey  againfi 
thoft  whom  being  banifhedfor  their  vil- 
lanks  ctmmitted^fhee  had  rejiored  un- 
to their  eftates  s  at  the  inteneffion  of 
Qutene  Elizabeth ,  and  that  to  her 
owne  dtftruUion^  exoept  it  werejpee- 
dilj  averted.  Therefore  fhee  humbly 
requefted,  that  either  jhee  might  be  adr 
mitt ed  to  herjpeech,  ondholpen9  or  that 
Jhee  might  Jpeedity  he  permitted  with 
her  leave  and  favour  to  depart  out  of 
England,  to  crave  helpe  from  fime  o- 

ther 
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the  r  place  y  and  tie*'  to  be  detained  any 
hnger  lik^  a  frifoner  in  the  Cafile  of 
Gttiile  ifrrafinuch  as  free  came  zxh 
t  kntarilj  into  England,  trujiing  on 
j  her  hie,  oftentimes  fromifed  bj  Let~ 
ters^MefjengerSy  and tokens. 

Through  theie  Letters,  and  the 
|  words  of  Her/1*,  Qneenc  Elizabeth 
\  feemed  (  for  who  can  reach  into 
J  the  fecret  cogitations  of  Princes  ? 
I  and  wife  people  conceale  to  them- 
I  felves  their  owne  pnrpofes )  from 
I  her  heart  to  have  companion  of 
\  this  Princefle  her  kinfwoman,  be- 
ll ing  in  very  great  diftreffe  ^who  was 
I  taken  by  her  Subje&s  by  force, 
;  thrnft  into  prifcn,  brought  into 
t  danger  of  her  life,  condemned,  and 
yet  never  heard  fpeake  in  her  owne 
defence  (  which  is  never  denied  to 
a  private  man  )  and  had  fled  into 
Enghnd  uiko  her  upon  an  allured 
hope  of  helpe  and  reliefe.  Moreo- 
|  ver,  (he  was  muck  moved,  that  the 
diftrefled  Queene  had  voluntarily 
offered,  to  have  hercaufe  argued 
and  difputed  of  before  her,and  had 

taken 
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taken  upon  her  to  prove  her  ad- 
versaries guikie  of  all  the  crimes 
whereof  they  had  accrifed  her, 
who  was  innocent/ 

Whether  the  pit  tie  of  Queene 
Elizabeth  was  unfairied  or  not,  is 
not  knowne :  But  certaineit  is,the 
Councellors  of  England  did  enter 
into  a  mature  deliberation,  what 
fliould  be  done  with  her :  If  fhee 
mould  be  kept  (till  in  England,  they 
feared,  that  flice  which  had  an  al- 
luring eloquence,  would  daily 
draw  to  her  part  many  more  to  fa- 
vour the  right  fliee  pretended  un- 
to the  Crowne  of  England,  who 
would  kindle  her  ambition  ,  and 
leave  nothing;  unattempted  to 
purchafe  the  Kingdome  for  her  5 
That  forraigne  Embaffadors  would 
helpe  wind  affift  her  purpofes ;  and 
that  then  the  Scots  would  not  &ile 
her  ,  when  they  faw  fuch  a  faire 
prey.  Moreover,  the  fidelkie  of 
keepers  was  uncertaine,  and  if  mee 
mould  die  in  England  by  fkknehe, 
ic  would  give  ©ccafion  offlander, 

and 
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and  the  Q*ecnc  (hould  be  vexed 
and  turmoikd  every  day  with  new 
moleftations.  Iffhee  would  be  fcnt 
into  France,  they  feared,  left  her 
Coiens  the  Gtiifcf  would  againe 
purfue  the  right  and  clairae  mee 
made  unto  England^wpon  a  conceit 
and  opinion  that  (hee  could  doe 
mnch  in  England  with  fbme  for 
Religions  fake,with  others  by  the 
probabilkie  of  the  right,  whereof 
I  fpeake  ;  and  with  many  upon  a 
maddefire  of  innovation.  Beiides 
that,  the  friendfhip  betweene  Scet- 
landand  Englmd,  which  is  very 
profitable,  might  be  broken,  and 
the  ancient  league  between  France 
and  Scfl/Z^renewed^which  might 
be  mere  dangerous  than  in  former 
times,  when  Burgundy  was  tyed  un- 
to England  in  a  ftri&er  league.than 
at  this  prefent;EtfgiW having  now 
no  aflured  friends  but  the  Scoff. 
,  If  (hee  mould  be  fent  baeke  into 
Scotland,  thay  feared  left  theJEag- 
lifly  faftion  mould  be  put  cmt  of  au- 
thoritie,  the  French  ration  railed 

to 
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to  the  government  of  affaires,  the 
young  Prince  expofed  unto  dan- 
ger ,the  Religion  in  ScvtUndchan- 
gcd,  the  French  and  other  forrai- 
ners  brought  in,  Iretandmore  vex- 
ed and  annoyed  by  the  Irifh  Scots, 
and  (he  her  felfe  brought  into  dan- 
ger of  her  life  by  her  adverfaries 
at  home.  Hereupon  moft  of  them 
thought  beft  to  detainc  her  as  a 
lawfull  prize,  and  not  to  be  let 
goeyUndll  (hee  had  fatisfied  for  the 
chajlenging  the  tide  of  England, 
and  aniwered  for  the  death  of  Dar- 
ly  her  husband,  who  was  a  native 
Subjeft  o(EngUnd-y  for  the  mother 
o£T>ar!y  theCounteffe  of  Lennax, 
longfince,  blubbered  with  tcares, 
in  her  owne  name,  and  her  huf- 
bands  alfb ,  had  made  a  grievous 
complaint  againft  her,  and  had  be- 
fought  Queene  Elizabeth  that  fhee 
might  be  arraigned  for  the  death  of 
her  &nnc :  buc  fhee  comforting  her 
with  courteous  words,  willed  her 
not  to  hj  fitch  a  crime  upon  fo  great  a 
Trmcejfe  her  mareft  Cwfin,  which 

could 
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could  not  be  proved  by  any  cert  aim  evi- 
dence: That  the  times  were  malicious  y 
and  unjuftfpigbt  blmdey  which  doth 
ky  crimes  upon  innocent  perfons,  but 
that  Jnftice  winch  is  the  pumper  of 
offenders  was  open  eyed ^  and 'fiftieth 'by. 
God, 

On  the  other  fide,  the  Lord  Her-* 
r'u  humbly  befought  theQyeene, 
not  to  beleeve  rafhly  any  thing  a- 
gainft  the  truth^againft  theQueene 
unheard  jand  that  in  Scotland  Mm •-' 
rey  (hould  not  precipitate  the  Par- 
liamen^to  the  prejudice  of  the  ex- 
pulfed  Queene,  and  to  the  deftru- 
ftion  of  good  Subje&s.  Which 
though  fhee  urged  exceedingly, 
yet  Murrey  in  the  Kings  name, 
held  the  Parliament,  attain  ted  ma- 
ny that  flood  for  the  Queene,(poi- 
led  and  deftroyed  their  houfes  and 
pofleffions.  Hereupon  the  Queene 
of  Englmd  being  moved  with  ir/-» 
dignatioD,  fignified  by  Afidlctnorei 
unto  the  Regent  in  bitter  words ; 
That  (hee  could  not  endure,  that 
by  a  moft  pernicious  example  un- 
to 
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to.  Kings,  thefacred  authoritieof 
royall  Majeftie  mould  be  contem- 
ned by  Subje&s3and  trodden  under 
foot  at  the  pleafure  of  factious 
people.  And  faowfbever  they  had 
forgotten  thedutie  and  allegeance 
of  Subjects  toward  their  Princefle3 
yet  fhee  could  not  forget  any  dutie 
or  office  of  good  will  and  pietie 
towards  her  fifter  and  neighbour 
Queene.  Therefore  it  was  beftfor 
him  then  to  come  himfelfe,  or  elfe 
to  give  Commiilion  unto  fit  and 
apt  men  for  this  bufinefle,  who 
fliould  makeanfwer  unto  thecom- 
plaints  of  the  Queene  of  Scotland^ 
againft  him  and  his  complices  • 
and  alfo  yeeld  juft  reafbns  for  their 
deprivation  of  her ;  if  he  did  not3 
that  fhee  woald  fet  her  at  libertie 
forthwith,  and  reflore  her  to  her 
Kingdom^  with  all  the  power  fhee 
could  make.  And  wichall,  willed 
him  not  to  fell  away  the  Queenes 
apparell  and  precious  ornaments^ 
though  theEftates  had  permitted 
theiame. 

F  Murrey 
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Murrey  did  as  ihee  willed  him, 
fince  he  had  depended  upon  no  o- 
oxher  place,  but  onely  upon  Eag- 
land3  for  this  courfe  of  his  fickle 
government,  and  the  Noblemen  of 
the  Realme  refufed  to  be  fent  on 
that  mefiage.  To  Torke  therefore 
( the  place  appointed  for  the  mee- 
ting )  came  he  himfelfe  and  ieven 
of  his  deareft  and  moft  familiar 
friends,  as  CommUTioners  for  the 
King  infant,  namely,  James  Earle 
QiMonrton^  Adam  Bifhop  of  0r%- 
neyy  Robert  Gommendator  of  Dun*' 
fertnellm,  Patrick^  Lord  Lindjeyy 
James  Mangilly  Henry  Bainatv :  and 
Lidington(whom  Murrey  with  faire 
promifes  enticed  to  come  with 
him,  fearing  to  leave  him  at  home) 
&  George  Buchanm^ovit  that  would 
fweare  ic  it  Murrey  ipuke  it,  ac- 
companied them.  The  fame  very 
day  came  thirher  "Thomas  Howard 
Duke  oENoifolkf,  Thomas  Raicliff, 
Earle  of  Suffix,  a  li  ttle  before  made 
Preiident  of  the  North,  and  Sir 
Ralph  Sadkir  Knight,  one  of  the 
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privie  Councell,  appointed  Com- 
milIioners3to  heare  the  caufe  of  the 
deprivation  3  for  the  Queene  of 
Scotland,  (who  tooke  it  molt  un- 
kindly that  Qaeene  Elizabeth 
would  not  heare  her  to  fpeake5and 
yet  commanded  ker  Subje&s  to  be 
heard  againft  her3  before  Commif. 
fioners ;  forafmuch  as  fhee  being 
an  abfolote  Prince,  could  not  be 
bound  to  anfwer  but  at  pleasure, 
unto  her  Subjects  accufirig  her. ) 
There  appeared  John  Leflk-  Bifhop 
of  Roffe  y  William  Lord  Levinflm, 
Robert  Lord  Boyde,  Gamn  Com- 
mendator  otKilrv'miing^  J  Am  Ger~ 
don,  and  James  Co.cbumej  for  her. 

When  they. were  met  on  the  ie- 
venth  day  of  October,  and  Chewed 
each  one  to  the  other  their  Letters 
Patents  of  their  Commiflion ;  Li- 
dington  (landing  up5  and  turning  to 
the  Scats j  with  a  wonderfull  bold 
fpeech  admonifhed  thera  :  For  as 
much  as  itjhmldfeeme  by  the  CommiJ- 
fan  granted  tQthe  Endim  men^  that 
the  Queene  of  England  bad  no  oihtr 
F  2  pur- 
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Ipurpofe^  but  that  they  fheuld  defames 
dijgracey  and-  difcredit  the  reputation 
and  gtwd  name- of  their  Queene  mother 
to  fair  King  •  andthatfhee  as  an  um~ 
fire  and  Iudge  fbould  give  feniwce  -y 
that  they  fbould  confider  with  them- 
fehes  difcreetly^  what  bate  and  danger 
they  might  draw  upon  themfikes  by  ac- 
cufingher  of  crimes  y  and  bringing  her 
in  danger  and  lojfe  of  reputation  in  this 
juridical  and  publik^  forme  3  before 
English  wen }  the  profifjed  enemies  of 
the  Scettifh  Nation y  mtonely  with  the 
Scots  thai  loved  the  Qtteem^  but  aljo 
with  other  Chriflian  Princes^  and  her 
Coupes  in  France :  and  what  reafon 
they  couldyeeld  for  this  infoleni  accufa- 
tion  (not  without  the  wrong  of  the 
Scottifh  Kingdome  )  unto  the  King^ 
when  bee  being  riper  in  yeares,  fkall 
tbinkf  this  aBion  a  reproach  and  difi 
honour  to  himfelfe^  his  mother ^  and  bis 
Cotmrie  alfi.  Therefore  be  thought  it 
mofi  fit  to  leave  off 'the  ediettf-accxfkti- 
on  of  fa  great  a  Prmceffe^  except  the 
Qneem  of  England  {hall  mak^  a  mu~ 
tuaM  league  o fin  five  and defkn five  a~ 
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ga'mjl  aSferfons  that  jh all  trouble  them 
for  this  matter.  And  thus  the  Secre- 
tary of  Scotland  adviled  them  in  the 
way  of  friendship.  They  looking 
one  on  another,£iid  not  one  word  J 
The  Commifficners  of  the  Queen 
of  Scotland(iQx  the  firft  place  ot  ho- 
nour was  given  unto  them  )  before 
they  tooke  the  oath,  protefted  al-j 
though  the  Queene  of  Scotland 
was  content  that  the  caufes  be- 
tweeneher  and  her  rebellious  Sub- 
jects fhould  be  argued  in  the  pre- 
sence of  tfee  Englifb  men,  yet  that, 
(he  did  not  therefore  acknowledge 
her  fclfe  to  be  Tabje&  to  any,  or 
under  the  rule  of  any,  being  as  (he 
is,  a  free  Prince,  and  vaflall  and 
holding  of  nose.  The  Engljh  men 
protefted  likewise,  that  they  by  no 
meanes  admitted  that  protecti- 
on ,  to  the  wrong  of  that  right 
which  the  Kings  of  England  of 
long  time  have  challenged  and 
claimed  as  the  fuperiour  Lords  of 
the  Kingdome  of  Scotland. 

On  the  next  day,  the  Commit- 
F  3  fioners 
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fioners  of  the  Q^eene  of  Scotland 
by  writing  declare ,  Hon?  James 
Earle  cf  Mourton,  John  Earle  of 
Marre,  Alexander  Eark  of  Gicn- 
carne,  Hume,  Lindfey,  Ruthen^. 
SempilL,  &c.  badlevied  an  armie,  in 
the  Queenes  name, again  ft  the  Queen , 
tahgi  her,ujgd  her  vilely, and  thrufi  her 
into  prifon  in  Lochlevin,  had  forcibly 
broken  into  her  minting  houfe,  taken  a- 
jvay  the  minting  irons,  and  fruits,  all 
the  gold  andfiher  coined  and  mcri- 
tied;  andhad  crowned  her  fsnne  (  be- 
ing an  infant )  King  5  whofe  authsri- 
tie  James  Emit  of  Murrey,  under  the 
name  of  Regent ,  hadufurped^  andhad 
taken  into  bis  hands  all  the  muniments , 
riches  and  revenues  of  the  Kingdome, 
And  then  theyfhew,  bowfbee  asfione 
as  fhee  was  efiaped  out  of  fnfon,  after 
eleven  monetbs,hadpubitk^ly  declared, 
and  taken  her  oath,  that  rvhatf sever  fhe 
had  done  in  prifon,  had  beeve  extorted 
from  her  (unwilling  thereto  J  by  force, 
threats,  andfeare  of  death  5  but  jet  for 
the  confervation  of  the  publike  tranquil- 
lities that  fhee  gaze  authoritie  to  the 
1  Farfef 
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Earks  cfAvgile,  Egleatoo,  Caflile^ 
and  Rotbfay  .>  to  makg  a  compofition 
with  her  adverfmes  ^  whoyetfet  ufm 
her  with  their  men  ofwarre^as&ee  in- 
tended to  travel!  to  Dunbrkton  by 
mhgorvnt  wayes,  typed  very  many  of 
berfaiibfitllpbjeUsy  lead  others  away 
prijoners,  and banifhed others  for  no  o- 
thercanft^  hut  for  that  they  had  done 
faithful!  jervice  unto  their  lawfitU 
Frincejfe.  That  jhee  enforced  by  theft 
their  vile  and  lewd  iuiuries3  retired 
andwithdrew  Inrfelfe  into  England^ 
to  require  help>  which  Queer.e  Eliza- 
beth had  oftentimes  promifed  her9  that 
jhee  might  he  reftoredunto  her  Cam- 
trie  and  firmer  eft  ate. 

After  a  few  daies,  Murrey  the 
Regent  and  the  GommitTioners 
for  the  King  Infant  (  Co  they  cal- 
led; themfelves  )  make  anfwer  : 
That(Ucmy  Darly  the  Kings  father^ 
being  murdered )  James  Hepborne, 
Eark  of  Bothwell  (who  was  accoun- 
ted to  he  the  murderer)  obtained  fa cb 
favour  of  the  Queene^  that  he  toek&  her 
hung  net  unwilling^  in  tkefoew  ofvio* 
-  F  4  knee9 
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knee,  and  carried  her  to  Dunbar,  and 
teoke  her  to  hi*  wife  (havingput  away 
bh  forme/  wife  :  )  That  the  Noblemen 
moved  thereat  7  thought  it  their  dutie  te 
pmifi  Bothwell  the  contriver  of  the 
murder  (for  as  much  at  that  murder 
was  in  every  place  laid  upon  many  No- 
blemen Cmftirators  }  ts  refeere  the 
.  §ueem  mto  for  Uhertiey  tsmloeft  her 
from  her  unlanfull  marriage ,  and  to 
mak$  provifian  for  the  young  Kings 
fifetie3  and  the  tranquiltitie  of  the 
Reahne.  And  when  the  matter  was 
now  ready  almoftto  come  unto  ahloudie 
fight  •  That  the  fgueene  fent  B©th~ 
well  away3  thmdred  mtt  threats  a- 
gainft  the  Noblemen Jtvesthed  revenge. 
Soithfltitwas  ofnecejjitk  toh^epe-her 
in  their  cuftodk^  until!  punifbment 
wight he  taken  0fBothweIl,z/&?  could 
he  found.  And  that  fhee^  wearied  with 
the  trouble  of  government,  voluntarily 
refigned  her  Kmgdome,  and  transfer- 
red  the  fame  unto  herfonne^  appointing 
Murrey  to  he  Regent.  Vjjon  this  her 
feme  was  with  the  due  rites  annointed 
and  crowned  King  ;  and  that  all  thefe 
,     things 
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things  were  approved  and  confirmed  by 
the  Eflstes  in  the  Parliament,  And 
that  the  Scottifh  Common-wealth  by 
j  the  jufl  adminifiration  ofjuflice  re- 
flourished,  untill  certawe  ferfons  en* 
vyingthepubUhp  quietnejp,  fubtillygat 
the  Queent  out  ofprifon^  and  violating 
their  fidelitie  toward  the  King?  too^e 
armes^  of  whom,  though  the  King  (  by 
the  favour  of  God  J  gat  the  viUorie^ 
yet  they  kareflili  the  minds  to  worh^ 
and  threaten  all  the  hoftilii'u  they  may,. 
And  therefore  it  is  very  necejfarie  that 
the  Kings  authoritie  may  be  conferved 
and  efkablifhed  again  ft  fuch  turbulent 
fubje&s* 

To  the/e  things  the  Commif- 
Goners  of  the  Queene  anfwer  in 
their  Replication  (  having  ffi ft  re- 
peated their  former  protection,) 
and  fay  5  Whereas  Murrey  and  the 
Confpiratws  doe  fay  3  that  they  toohe 
armes  agamfk  the  Queene  y  because 
Both  well  3  whom  they  charge  with  ba- 
ling the  Kingjyas  in  great  favour  with- 
the  Queene  ^  they  cannot  with  thatglofi 
ckdrethemjehesfrom  the  marfy  oftrnU 
F  5  terom 
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terous  fitbje&s  •  fince  it  was  not  cer- 
taine  to  the  QuetWy  that  he  h$led  the 
King.  leacmtrariwife,  that  be  was 
acquitted ,  by  the  judgement  of  bis 
Peees,  of  the  murder  •  and  that  ver~ 
dift  was  confirmed  by  theauthorh'u  of 
Parliament,  with  the  confetti  aljo  of 
them  who  now  accufe  him  •  and  at  that 
time  perfwadd  the  Queeneto  marrie 
him,  as  a  man  more  worthy  to  bare 
rule,  than  any  other  5  andgaicunu  him 
their  word  under  their  bands.  Neither 
did  they  dij approve  the  ma.riagey  Jo 
much  as  m  word,  untill  they  had  by 
f aire  wards  enticed  the€aptawe  of  the 
Czftkof  Ectabargb,  and  the  Pro-- 
vofi  of  the  Tewne  unto  their  fide :  Fort 
then  late  in  the  night,  affmhedthey  the. 
Cafik  of  Borthwieke  (  where  the 
Qjteene  lay  )  and  when  fee,  by  the 
darj^ejje  of  the  mgkt,efiapedj$rtbwitb 
they  levied  an  armie  under  the  pretence 
to  defend  the  Queene,andmet  her  go* 
ingtowardsEdenburgh,  with  Ban- 
nets  diftUyed,  ready  to  fight ;  and  by 
Grange,  wb&m  they  fent  befirey  they 
willed  her  to  fend  away  Bothwcll 

^_  f'om 
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from  hercompanie^  untUl  he  pould  be 
brought  to  try  all:  which  pee  to  avoid 
the  effufion  of  blond  9  willingly  did, 
Bui  Grange  Jecretfy  willed  Botbwell 
to  depart  away^  andgave  his  word  that 
none pmldpurfue  him-Jfo  th.it  he  whom 
they  might  eafzly  haze  taken  then9  de~ 
parted  with  their goodleave.  But  now 
having  tahen  the  Queene^  they  pajfed 
not  upon  hiMj  that  they  might  advance 
their  ambitious  purpojes  and  defines. 
And  whereas  they  charge  her  to  have  «- 
fed  them  with  rough  &  rigorous  words  ^ 
it  if  no  wondersfince  they  bcingher  fub» 
je&f'}  having  fworne  their  aUegeance 
unto  her y  hadufed  her  more  rudely  and 
vilely  than  hecommeth  any  to  up  the 
Majefiie  of  a  Prince,  And  when  pee 
mofl  willingly  refened  the  canfe  unto  aS 
the  Efiates  of  the  Realme^  and  pgnified 
jo  much  by  Lidington  the  Secretaries 
they  would  not  Jo  much  as  Hare  the  mo-> 
tin,  but  by  n'gbt  conveyed  herjecretly 
.mto  Lochlevyn,  md  put  her  inpn- 
{on.  In  that  tpey  fay  (bee  vohntarily 
muck  a  ?eiktiaiio?2  of  the  Kmgchme0 
for  that  pee  was  wearied  witbrnokfta- 
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tions  hi  the  government,  U  altogether 
untrue  •  for  as  much  at  pee  was  not 
outwome  or  decayed  by  age^  nor  wea\e 
byfick^ejje,  but  both  inminde  and  bo- 
dy able  to  difcharge  the  mo  ft  weightie 
matters  ofEfiate.  But  this  ismofi  ctr- 
ta'me^that  the  Eark  of  Athold5Talli- 
bardin  and  Lidington  (who  were  al- 
io of  their  counfell )  did  will  her  ufub- 
fcribe  unto  the  Letters  Patents  of  the 
refignaiion,  thatfhe  might  avoid  death, 
affimdy  intended,  and  that  this  would 
be  wwrougnor  bar  re  to  the  prifener,  or 
herkeires  5  for  as  much  asprifin  U  a 
juft  feare,  and  a  pr  omife  made  by  a 
prifoner  (by  the  opinion  of  the  La^- 
yersyis  ofno  forehand  utterly  void. 
And  that  Nicholas  ThrograortoH 
didperfwade  her  to  thefamt^  by  afche- 
dule  written  with  bis  owne  hand^whom 
jhee  alfo  n/ptejled  to  fgnife.  Hnio  the 
Quemeof  England^  tbjtfhxhadfub- 
fcrwedhy  coa&ion9and  again  ft  bet  tvtfl. 


Moreover  9  that  Lrndfey  when  kee 
brought  the  Letters  Patents  of  the  Cifc 
fion  to  befitbferibedy  threatned  her  with 
death  ^and  drove  hr by force  tofitbfiribe 

unto 
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unu  it$  which  fete  never  read3  the  tearcs 
running  downefrom  her  eyes.  And  that 
the  Lord  of  the  Cafik  *f  Lochlevynn*- 
fufed  tofubfigne  it  as  a  witnejfe,  becaufi 
h- (aw  and  k^ew for  cert  aim,  that  pee 
fubfcribed  againfi  her  will.  Alfo  that 
resignation  and  renunciation  is  mefi 
Mnjuftjn  which  nothingis  affignedun- 
to  her,  whereon  jhee  may  live,  nor  liber" 
tie  granted,  norfecuritie  of  life  promi* 
fed.  So  that  to  men  ofindijfefenciefucb 
lik^  unjufi  rejignation  cannot  feeme  to 
prejudice  her  royallAfajefiie  5  which  as 
foone  asjheewas  free  at  lihertie,  openly 
declared,  fhee  did  it  bj  compulfiiion,ma~ 
kgig  a  Eeekraiorie  thereof  before  many 
Nobhnenofthe Realms.  Neither  ought 
thoje  things  which  they  brag  they  didbj 
the  author itie  ofParliamcnt,be  any  pre- 
judice unto  the  Gfaieene  •  for  where  hz 
the  Parliaments  of  Scotland  about  an 
hundred  Earles,  Bifhops,  andRaro?i$ 
have  their  voices #  in  this  tumultuarie 
Parliament,  there  were  prefint  no  more 
but  four  e  Earles,  one  Mfbopondy,  ont 
or.  two  Abbots,  and  fix  Barons  •  and  of 
that  fmall  number,  fome  did  put  in  a 

pro- 
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proteft  tt  Vtf,  that  noihingfhould  be  done 
to  the  wrong  of  the  Queene}  or  herfuc- 
cejjh'^  becaufijhce  was  a  captive.  Nei- 
ther wen  the  Embajjadon  of  England 
nor  France  admitted  to  know  of  ber7 
whether fk  cc  re figned  her  Kingdome  vo- 
luntarily 3  although  they  made  earneji 
fuitjuudry  limes.  Andth.it  it  itfo  un- 
true j  that  the  usurping  Regent  hath 
juflly  admin ijl red  the  Common-wealthy 
it  is  moji  apparant^  that  impietie  did 
never  reigne  more,  and  with  lejfi  con- 
trohnenfj  in  tk owing  dowite  Churches y 
ruinating  worjhipfidl  Families ,  and 
afjli&ing  the  miferable  Commonable. 
Therefore  they  re^uefi  eamejlly3  thstt 
the  Qtteme  #f  England  would  fpeedily 
hefre  the  Queen e  her  Con fin y  moftun- 
juflly  and  vilely  opp'ejJedy  with  her 
fan-ottfy  advice,  helpe,  and  affifloftce. 
Thus  much  out  of  the  originall 
copies  of  the  Co  mnurfioners,  writ- 
ten with  their  owne  hands,  which 
I  have  feene. 

When  the  En$:fl>  Commii^o- 
ners  had  heard  thefe  things,  they 
required  chat  Murrey  fhowd  pro- 
duce 
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duce  and  prove  more  [bund  caufes 
of  this  great  feverkie  ufed  againft 
an  abfolute  Q^eene  :  Forafmuch 
as  whatf  ever  had  beene  hitherto 
the  wed,  was  not  ftrenthened  with 
wkneile.,  but  with  Letters  @f  fmall 
credit,  and  Lidington  had  infinua- 
ted  that  he  had  oftentimes  coun- 
terfeited the  Qaeenes  hand.  He 
refufed  to  accuie  his  fifter  any  fur- 
ther  before  Grangers,  except  the 
Q^eene  of  England  did  reproraife 
to  undertake  the  protection  of  the 
Infant  King,  and  utterly  to  re- 
linquish the  Q^eene  of  Scotland. 
When  they  by  the  authoritie  of 
their  Commiffion  could  not  pro- 
mife  it,  one  or  two  of  either  part 
are  feat  for  unto  London  ;  unto 
whom  Quecne  Elizabeth  declared : 
That  fliee  could  not  yet  cleere  the 
Subjects  from  fault  againft  their 
Pr- inceffe  •  yet  that  ftiee  would  in- 
treat  her  for  them^and  heare  if  they 
had  any  thing  elfe  to  fay  for  their 
excufe.  Murrey  who  followed 
them,  inpkine  termes  refiifcd  to 
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aecufe  his  iifter,  but  upon  the  con- 
dition hehadfpoken  of  at  York^.. 
Then  were  the  GommiffioRers  cal- 
led backe,and  put  out  ofCommif- 
fi©n5  the  Duke  being  glad  at  his 
heart,  who  hadalcvayes  fevoured 
the  Queen e  of  ScotLmds  right  in 
the  matter  of /ueceffion3&  thought 
that  all  this  doing  was  nothing, 
but  to  brand  her  with  the  marke 
of  eternal!  infamie,  and  thereupon 
to  exclude  her  as  an  unworthy 
perfon  with  her  little  fbnne,  of  all 
her  right  of  fucceffion  in  England. 
And  he  thought  he  had  thereby 
efcaped  two  perils  ;  for  he  feared, 
if  he  had  pronounced  againft  her, 
be  mould  dee  agairift  hrs  confer- 
ence, and  undoe  her  forever  5  and 
ifhefpake  for  her,  left  he  mould 
kicurre  the  implacable  indignati- 
on of  the  Queene,  and  the  hate  of 
all  them  that  loved  her  not  for  Re- 
ligions fake. 

But  whereas  at  that  time  the  af- 
faires of  Scotland  were  much  trou- 
bled by  the  friends  of  the  expulfed 
Queen  e, 
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Queene,  and  the  pretence  of  'Mur- 
rey was  needfull  there  ^  he  began 
his  accufation  before  the  Qneene, 
Bacon.  Keeper  of  the  great  Seale? 
the  Duke  of  Norfolk?  ^  the  Earles  of 
ArundeU^Suffex^  and  Leke  far  film* 
to*,  Lord  Admiral!,  William  Cecily 
and  .Ralph  Sadkir  Commiffioners 
appointed  by  new  Letters  Patents- 
and  produced  Articles  (landing 
upon  conje&ures,  theteftimonies 
onbme  men.,  and  the  decrees  made 
in  the  Parliament,  but  eipecially 
certaine  amatory  Epiftles  and  Yer- 
ics  written  (as  he  laid)  with  the  j 
Queenes  hand,  to  prove  her  pri~ 
vie  to  the  deathof  her  husband, 
and  Buchanans  booke  (called the 
Detection)  he  gave  them  to  reade, 
which  was  of  iraall  credit  with  the 
greater  part  of  the  Commiffioners, 
becaufe  he  was  one  of  that  fide5 
and  won ne  by  money  to  write. 
But  as  for  the  Epiftles  and  Verfcs 
(  which  wanted  names,  fubfcrip- 
tions,  and  notation  of  the  time  $ 
iince  that,therebe  every  where  ma- 
ny 
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ny  forgers  which  can  fo  cunningly 
imitate  and  counterfeit  other  mens, 
hands,  that  hardly  the  true  canbe? 
knowne  from  the  falic  )  Queene 
El  zabetkgzve  imall  credit3though 
there  was  womanly  privie  hatred 
(which  carrieth  away  that  iex  farre 
from  the  right )  betwecne  them, 
and  flbee  was  well  content  that 
fcrae  blot  of  reproach  by  this  ac- 
cufarion  waslefc,  and  remained  on 
the  Queene  of  Scotland. 

But  when  her  Commiffionatf 
heard  that  fhee  was  contumelioufc 
ly  accufed  by  Murrey,  they^vere 
moft  ready  to  anfwer  5  but  (hee 
(being  fecretly  inftru&ed  by  many 
Englijh  Lawyers,  that  it  was  law- 
full  io  to  doe  5  for  as  much  as  the 
former  authoritie  and  Cemrniffion 
given  to  the  Z)#%  and  others  was 
abrogated)  had  already  taken  away 
their  ComifTion  :and  fliee  in  plaine 
termes,  refuted  the  new  EngHjh 
Commiffi  oners ;  of  whom  one  or 
two  free  thought  to  wiih  her  no 
good,  but  rather  ill ;  except  the 

French 
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French  and  Spanijh  Embafladours 
might  be  added  unto  them,  and  (he 
her  felfe  might  bepublikely  admit- 
ted to  defend  her  innocencie  be- 
fore the  Queene,  and  Murrey  de- 
tained &  brought  to  tryall,  whom 
fhee  affirmed  might  be  proved  to 
be  the  contriver  of  the  murder  of 
Parly.  Which  things,  when  Nor* 
filk^  ArundeM}  S^Jfex^Leicefier^md 
Clintotiy  thought  not  to  be  unjuft  ; 
Queene  Elizabeth  fomewhat  angry, 
(aid  openly,  that  the  Scettifhvso- 
raan  fliould  never  want  an  Advo- 
cate, as  long  as  Norfolk&Yivtd  $  and 
thought  it  enough  to  impart  the 
crimes  objected  by  Mumy  5  unto 
every  one  of  the  privie  Councell, 
and  alio  unto  the  Earles  of  Nor* 
tbumberland)  Wefimerland^  Shrews* 
buriejVereefteryHmtingion  and  *#*r- 
»>ic%cailed  together  with  an  oath 
of  fecrecie5  left  they  fiiould  preju- 
dice either  partie.  And  when  Mur- 
rey was  called  home,  and  Boyde  (  as 
it  was  commonly  reported  )  plot- 
ted to  (leak  away  the  Queene  of 
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Scotland  out  of  prifbn,  the  matter 
was  put  off  unto  another  time  $ 
Queene  Elizabeth  from  her  heart 
hating  the  inlblencie  ©f  the  Scots, 
in  depriving  of  their  Queene. 

Murrey  a  little  before  his  depar- 
ture, had  craftily  pro  poled  unto 
Nwfilkg  j  the  marriage  with  the 
Queene  of  Scotland^  andalfb  Secret- 
ly by  Meluin  to  the  Queene  a  hepe 
to  be  reftored  into  her  Kingdome 
(as  we©  (hall  declare  anon  )  and  at 
the  fame  time  to  draw  the  love  of 
Queene  Elizabeth&Qxn  the  Queene 
of  Scotland^  he  had  fpread  rumors 
that  ftee  had  tranfpofed  her  right 
unto  Englandxmto  the  Duke  of  ^f«- 
jem^nd  that  the  tranftription  was 
confirmed  it-Rome  -0  and  (hewed  al- 
fo  Letters  (whether  true  or  forged 
I  will  not  fay  )  which  the  Queene 
of  Scotland  had  written  unto  her 
friends,in  which  ftiee  both  charged 
Queene  Elizabeth  as  though  fhee 
had  not  ufed  her  according;  to  her 
promife,  and  bragged  of  hope  of 
ayde  from  fbrne  other  per  (on  s. 

This 
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This  put  Queene  Elizabeth  in  great 
feare,yet  could  not  dice  conjecture 
from  whence  this  new  hope  mould 
arife,  the  civill  warre  increasing  (o 
in  Trance,  that  the  Bi&op  ofRbe- 
dm  was  fent  unto  her  by  the  King, 
to  requeft  her  not  to  intermeddle 
with  the  affaires  in  France,  and  the 
Duke  of  Alba  who  was  come  the 
laft  yeare  into  the  Netherlands  to 
profligate  the  Protefiants  Religi- 
on3had  very  troublefbme  bufineffe 
come  upon  him. 

But,  as  it  came  to  light 'after- 
ward, Robert  Ridolpbm  a  Florentine, 
who  had  lived  long  at  London,  as  a 
Merchant  Fa&or3was  fuborned  by 
Pope  Pirn  gmntw(\vho  dnrft  not 
(end  a  Nuntio  openly  )  to  ftirre 
(ecretly  the  Papifts  in  England  a- 
gainft  Qnecne  Elizabeth,  which  he 
did  both  diligently  and  /ecretly. 
,  A  fmall  fufpkion  was  alfo  growne 
out  of  the  fecret  conferences  at 
Tork&  betweene  Lidingion,  the'Bi- 
(hop  of  Rofje,  and  Norfolk,  whom 
they  befoughttojoyne  his  advice 
i  and 
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a*idcare  to  helpe  themoft  dittrefled 
Queene,  offering  unto  him  alio 
her  in  marriage,  which  he,  as  a 
thing  full  of  danger,  reje&ed,  with 
a  raodett  anfwer  :  yet  he  promi- 
fed  not  to  abandon  the  dittrefled 
Queene,  in  as  much  as  was  lawfull 
for  an. honourable  man  to  doe,  fa- 
vinghisaliegeance  to  his  Qaeene 
and  Country.  Ligon  the  (ervant  of 
Norfolk^,  a  great  Papitt,  much  in- 
created  the  iufpition,  by  his  oft#n 
going  to  Bdtm{  the  Lord  Scrospes 
Cattle)  where  the  Queene  of  Scot- 
land was  kept  by  Francis  Knolls, 
under  the  pretence  of  viiiting 
Scroops  wife,  who  was  fitter  unto* 
Norfolk?.  Although  no  certaintie 
was  of  this,  yen  for  more  furetie, 
the  Queene  of  Scotland  was  con- 
veyed from  Bdton^  where  all  the 
bordering  neighbours  were  Pa- 
pitts^  farther  into  theRealme,  un 
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and  delivered  unto 
of  George  Earle  of 
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Anno  i^6p# 

I^TOw  Murrey }  who  had  made 
i.%1  himfelfe  a  iecure  way  to  re- 
:urne  into  Scotland^  by  the  *h  ope 
made  to  the  Queeneof  Scotlmdof 
ler  reftitution,  and  to  Nvrfolkg^nd 
o  others  in  EngLmd  (  for  ihee  had 
reprefled  the  Scots  that  lay  in  wait 
co  kill  him3  and  charged  them  not 
co  impeach  his  returne.)  As  fbone 
is  he  came  unto  Edenburgb,  he  cal- 
led the  Noblemen  friends  to  the 
Qoeene,  under  the  colour  to  con- 
fu.lt  with  them  about  her  reftitu- 
tion.  And  when  Hamilton  Duke 
of  CbafteaHkrqyjLppoin  ted  Lieute- 
Eft.Be  by  the  Queene,  and  Herri* 
perfwaded  by  the  Letters  of  the 
Queene ,  too  much  credulous, 
came  thither  firft,  Murrey  fearing 
(brne  traps,  circumvented  them^ 
and  (raying  for  no  moe,  put  them 
in  prifon,  and  forthwith  annoyed 
St  vexed  the  friends  of  the  Qneene 
with  fire  and  fwond. 
_  Hereupon 
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Hereupon  were  rumours  fpread 
in  all  places  of  England  againft 
Murrey ,  namely,  that  he.  had  made 
a  pact  with  Queene  Elizabeth  that 
the  young  King  of&rtiW(hould 
be  delivered  unto  Qaeene  £//££- 
betby  to  be  brought  up  in  England: 
That  the  Caftles  of  Edenburgb  and 
Sterling  mould  be  furniftied  with 
Garrifbns  of  Englifb  men  :  That 
Vmbrittm  fhould  be  wonne  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Englifb  :  That  Mhy- 
rey  mould  be  proclaimed  fucceflbr 
unto  the  Realme  of  Scotland^  if  the 
King  died  without  iffue,  &  fhoald 
hoi i  the  Kingdome  of  Queene  E- 
lizabetb)  by  iealtie  and  homage. 
Thefe  reports  increafed,  and  with 
a  certaine  probabilitie  did  (b  po£ 
fefle  mens  mindes  thorow  all  Brit* 
taint ,  that  Queene  Elizabeth 
thought  good,  for  the  conferva- 
tion  of  her  owne  credit,  and  for 
the  good  of  Murrey ,  to  wipe  a- 
way  thefe  blots.  Therefore  in  a 
writing  printed,  fliee  declared  in 
the  word  of  a  Prince,  that  thefe  re- 
ports t 
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ports  were  moft  untrue,  aad  devi- 
fed  by  them  who  envied  the  tran- 
quillitie  of  both  the  Kingdomes 
and  that  there  had  beene  no  pa&ei 
ther  by  word  or  writing  betweene 
her  or  hef  Agents  and  Murrey  fincc 
he  came  laft  into  England^  that  (hee 
knew  or5but  that  the  Earle  of Len- 
nox Grandfather  of  the  yong  King 
had  requeued,  that  the  King  if  he 
could  not  be  fafe  in  Scotland  from 
the  plots  of  wicked  men,  might  be 
lent  into  England.  Moreover,  (hee 
affirmed,that  whatfoever  ia  &id  of 
the  paction  betweene  Murrey  and 
the  Earle  of  Hertford,  namely,  that 
they  would  give  mutual!  helpe 
the  one  to  the  other,  to  get  the 
Crownes  of  both  the  Kingdomes, 
to  be  utterly  falfe  and  uncrue. 
Laftly,  that  (hee  was  not  the  caufe 
why  the  tranfa&ion  betweene  the 
Queeneof  Smlandand  her  little 
fonne  was  not  concluded  *?and  that 
(hee  will  labour  all  that  fheemay, 
that  it  may  beeffefted.  And  indeed 
fliee  did  her  beft  cadevour,thoQgh 
G  ttiec 
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fhee  was  tofled  on  the  one  fide  with 
feare  out  of  the  inveterate  emula- 
tion 3  which  doth  never  die  be- 
tweene  women  Princefles ;  and  on 
the  other  fide,with  compaflion  re- 
membring  oftentimes  the  frailtie 
ofmankinde. 

The  Queene  of  Scotland  kindled 
:  mors  this  companioned  mi nimed 
the  feare  with  her  often  and  loving 
Letters  ;  in  which  fhee  fblemnly  | 
promifed,  both  for  the  courtefie 
which  fhee  had  found  at  her  hands, 
mi  alfb  for  the  neere  bloud  of  kin- 
dred which  was  betweene  them ; 
chat  fhee  would  attempt  nothing 
againft  her,  and  that  free  would 
not  be  beholding  to  any  other 
Prince  for  her  reftitution,  but  one- 
ly  unto  her.Tn  Co  much  that  Queen 
Elizabeth  dealt  carneflly  with  Muy- 
rejy  by  Wood  his  Sccretarie,  &  with 
other  Satis  about  the  reftoring  of 
her  unto  her  former  dignitie  and 
eiate,  and  if  that  could  not  bee 
granted,  then  that  fhee  might  be 
I  joyned  with  her  fonne ;  andif  that 
1  could

could  not  be  granted  neither,  yet 
that  fhee  might  live  a  private  life 
at  home  among  her  friends^  freely, 
fecurely,aad  honourably.  Bat  (hee 
could  not  ftirre  or  move  Murrey 
(who had  all  the  government  in 
his  hand  )  to  yeeld  a  jot. 

About  the  &me  time,  a  (till  ru- 
mor went  up  and  downe  araongft 
men  of  the  better  forty  that  the 
Duke  of  Norfolk^  would  marry  the 
Queene  of  Scothnd,  which  was  a 
thing  well  taken  of  many,  but  in 
fundry  manners,  aoeording^as  men 
wtfhed.  For  the  Papifts  hereby 
hoped  to  have  fome  good  for  their 
Religion  ^  and  others  hoped  fome 
profit  would  arife  thereby  unto  the 
Common-wealth.  But  many  men, 
who  faw  the  Queene  was  not  min- 
ded to  marrie,  and  that  forreigne 
Princes,  enemies  unto  England,  did 
caft  their  eyes  upon  the  Queene  ©f 
Scotland,  as  the  rnoft  certaine  heire 
of  England,  thought  it  would  be  a 
better  way  t©  eftablifli  quietnefle, 
and  to  containe  the  Queene  of 
G  2  Scotland 
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Scotland  within  bounds  ;  that  fhee 
were  married  to  the  Duke  o(No/~ 
filkg9  the  greateftandmoft  honou- 
rable man  o£  England,  and  a  rmn  in 
the  love  of  the  people,and  bred  up 
in  the  Religion  of  che  Proteftants, 
rather  than  to  a  forreigne  Prince, 
who  might  bring  both  the  King- 
domes  into  danger  by  her  meanes, 
and  alio  come  (b  to  inherit  both 
the  Kingdomes,  which  they  hear- 
tily wiftied  might  be  confolidated 
in  a  Prince  of  the  Evgliflr  Nation, 
if  the  King  of  Smlmdfhovld  hap- 
pen to  die,  whom  they  alfo  purpo- 
sed to  brkig  into  England,  that  he 
being  the  true  heire  of  England, 
being  brought  up  amongft  the  En~ 
gtip,  might  be  better  lojved  of  the 
Enghjh  men.  And  thus  all  the  fcru- 
I  pies  about  the  fucceflion  might  be 
)  taken  away,  Queene  Elizabeth 
Ihould  have  no  caufe  to  feare the 
,  Duke,and  the  Queene  of  Scotland  -7 
when  fhee  had  the  King  in  her 
f  hands.  Moreover,  that  the  Dake 
ihould  attempt  nothing  againft 

him, 
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him,  but  love  hira  more  deadly  5 

They  determined  to  efipoufe  Mar- 
garet the  Dukes  onely  and  little 
daughter  unto  him,  to  be  married 
together  when  they  came  to  riper 
yeares.  Amongft  thefe  were  the 
Earles  of  AmndeB^Nortbitmberhnd, 
PVefimerland^SiiffeXy  Fembrookpy  and 
Smthampton^ndvery  many  Bxrmf^ 
yea  j  and  Leicefie?  him  (elfe,  whether 
in  policie,and  to  worke  the  Dukes 
deftru&ioH,  k  is  uncertaine :  yet 
all  thefe  thought  it  good  to  ac- 
quaint the  Queenewkh  the  mat- 
ter,and  to  leave  the  deciflon  there- 
of to  her  pleafure^  and  that  (hee 
ffiould  prefcribe  the  conditions 
for  the  full  fecuritie  and  fafecie  of 
her  owneperfbn,Religion  and  the 
Realme.  But  now  take  the  matter 
briefly  if  you  pleafe,  from  th^  ve- 
ry beginning  out  of  the  written 
Confeffion  of  the  Duke,  whicji  1 
have  ieene,  and  the  memorials 
of  the  Bifhop  of  H^e,  who  was 
the  greateft  dealer  in  this  bufi- 
nefle. 
G  3  When 
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When  the  Gorrmiiflioners  met 
at  'Twki  tne  ^  yeare3  Lidingtm 
and  the  Bifhop  of  R*fle  to  winne 
his  favour,  talked  with  the  Duke 
of  a  marriage  to  be  made  feetweene 
him  and  the  Qaecne  of  Scotland: 
and  fo  did  Murrey  himfelfe  with 
the  Duke  at  Hampton  Court,  who 
in  private  talke  with  the  Duke, 
and  alfb  with  many  others,  fained 
that  he  wimed  nothing  more,  than 
that  matters  in  Scotland  being  fet 
in  good  order, the  Queene  ofScot- 
/Wbis  dearelt  lifter,  might  bere- 
ftored  unto  her  former  dignhie  and 
eftate,fb  that  onely  mee  would  fin- 
cerely  and  unfainedly  receive  into 
her  former  favour  and  grace  her 
fubje&s,  asd  that  all  the  remem- 
brances of  all  offences  might  bee 
quite  forgotten*  Yet  he  feared,  if 
fliee  married  a  husband  out  of  her 
owne  choice,  from  France,  Spake , 
or  Anuria y  that  (he  would  revenge 
the  injuries  (hee  had  received, 
change  the  Religion  received  in 
Scotland,  and  procure  great  danger 
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unto  Etigknd.  To  prevent  thefe 
thing 55  he  promi  fed  to  beftowall 
his  labour,  that  where  fhee  who 
hadfirft  married  a  boy,  thenarafh 
and  heady  young  man,  and  laftly 
to  a  madbraine  ( thofe  were  his  ve- 
ry words)  might  now  be  married 
to  the  Duke,  a  man  of  difcretion  $ 
which  thing  might  turne  unto  the 
tranquillitie  of  both  the  Realises, 
the  fecuritie  of  both  the  Princes, 
and  efpccially  to  the  eftabliffiing 
of  Religion,  fince  he(fuch  was  his 
refpe&unto  the  Queene  of  JE>zv- 
hrnd)  might  more  profperoufly 
containe  Scotland  in  the  araitie  of 
the  Englijby  and  might  with  the 
more  eafe  draw  the  Queene  o£$cdt- 
UnduntQ  the  true  Religion  which 
feee  profefled.  With  thefe  fame 
things  Mtmey  alio  fecretly  ac- 
quainted the  Queene  of  Scotland 
by  Robert  Melvln^  and  offered  his 
labour  very  officio ufly,to ward  the 
effe&ing  thereof.  But  the  Duke 
anfwered,  that  he  could  determine 
nothing  about  the  marriage,  be- 
G  4  fore 
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fore  chat  ffcee  did  cleare  her  lelfe 
of  the  crimes  objected  againit  her ; 
yet  Rojfe  as  diligently  as  he  could, 
eeafcd  not  to  draw  him  to  it,being 
unwilling. 

A  few  dayes  after,I\T ;cbohs  Tfaog- 
morton  met  the  D&ke  in  the  Court! 
at  Weftmmfter,  unto  whom  he  pro- 
feffed  and  offered  his  Service  very 
kindly,  and  Sgnified  that  Lekeftes 
would  talke  with  the  Duke.,  about 
the  marriage  between  him  and  the 
Qneene  of  Scotland^  which  Tkr&g- 
ma/ton  laid,  icemed  itrange  to  hjt% 
iince  Lekefier  bimtelfe  fued  for  the 
fame  marriage  not  long  fince.  But 
he  willed  the  Duke  in  friendfhip, 
if  k  were  fo,  that  he  fiiould  give 
the  honour  of  that  marriage  unto 
Lekefier  ,  who  had  beenc  before 
time  a  luiter  therein.   But  if  hee 
ftoodftiffyinit,  to  denie  and  re- 
fafe  it,  becauie  that  the  Scots  did 
charge  her  with  very  many  hainous 
crimes.  But  yet,  Aid  Tbrogmortm9 
I  wifn  from'tny  heart,  that  me  were 
married  unto  you,  as  well  for  the/ 

good 
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good  of  Religion  •>  as  alfo  that  fee 
may  not  depend  of  any  other  but 
onourQucene.  Yet  this  I  fore- 
war  neyou^if  you  doe  any  thing 
in  this  matter,  let  Leicefier  guide 
you  by  advice  ;  for  you  of  your 
felfe  (hall  hardly  get  the  Queenes 
content. 

A  day  or  two  after ,  Leicefier 
moved  the  matter  to  the  Duke, 
whoanfwered  junVeven  as  Throg- 
motion  forewarned  him ;  and  when 
he  came  to  fpeake  of  the  crimes, 
Leicefier  extenuated  the  fame,  and 
called  Richard  Candifh  to  witnefle, 
whole  fervice  ( though  fufpe&ed  ) 
hee  commended  unto  xhe  Duke. 
Then  Leicefier  told  Pembreoke  of 
the  matter,  and  the  Duke  told  A- 
rtmdell ;  and  they  together  with 
thvogmorsGn  in  their  Letters  com- 
mended unto  the  Qneene  of  Scot- 
Imd,  the  Duke  as  a  fit  husband 
(  which  Mnmy  had  done  alfo  be- 
fore; )  The  Duh£  alfo  wrote  and 
figniSedhis  love,  and  offered  his 
.iervke.  in,  very  loving  words. 
G  5  From 
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From  that  time  he  imparted  unto 
them  all  the  Letters  he  wrote  unto 
her,  or  received  from  her ^and  they 
talked  oftentimes  with  Rofe  about 
the  manner  of  concluding  it.  And 
by  Richard  Candifi  they  propoun- 
ded in  the  yeare  one  thoufand  five 
hundred  threefcore  and  eight,  un- 
to the  Queene  of  Scotland  thefe 
Articles  written  with  Leicefers 
hand :  viz. 

That  pee  attempt  nothing  to  the 
hurt  of  the  Queene  <?f  England  and 
kr  children  in  the  fuccejjion  of  the 
Kingdom  of  England. 

Sbee  fhould  tmk^  a  league  defin- 
five  and  ojfenfize  hetrrecne  the  two 
Realmes. 

Shce  pouU  eflablip  the  Religion 
of  the  cProiefa?its  in  Scotland. 

Shee  fhould  receive  into  her  favour 
the  Scots  which  were,  now  her  adver- 
f tries. 

Sbee  fbouht  revoty  the  affirmation 
of  the  Kngdome  o/England  made  un- 
to the  J>uhe  fl/Anjeou*. 

Sbee  fhould  m crm  feme  EngT ;Th 
NohkA 
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Nobleman j,  namely ,  the  Noble  Prince  \ 
Thomas  Dukeo/Norfolkc.-  \ 

If  fhee  gave  her  content  unto  i 
thefe  Articles,  they  promifed  t© 
procure  the  Queene  of  England* . 
alien  t5and  chat  (he  (hould  be  Short- 
ly reftored  unto  her  Realme,  and 
alfo  be  confirmed  in-  the  lucceflion- 
of  England.  Shee  readrry  admitted 
them  all,  but  oneiy  that  fhee  could 
fay  nothing  unco  the  league,  be- 
fore the  French  King  was  certified 
thereof,  Shee  pre tefted  that  there 
was  no  affigmtion  made  unco  the 
Duke  of  JnjeoH  5  yec  mee  would 
procure  him  to  make  a  releafe  and 
renunciation  (if  they  flood  up- 
on it.)  And  willed  them  above  ail 
things,  to  get  the  content  of  the 
Queene  of  England,  left  fomehurt 
did  come  unco  her  and  the  Duke 
for  want  thereof,  which  fhee  had 
experimented  hi  the  marriage  with 
D^rlj  without  her  confent.  Yet 
.they  thought  beft  to  trie  hYft  the 
mindes  of  more  Noblemen- ■•-  of 
.whom  rnoii:  gave  their  content,, 
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with  this  claufe,  So  that  the  Queene 
was  not  again  ft  it.  Neither  did  the 
Kings  of  France  and  Sfaim  diflike 
it,  ©nely  they  feared  Murrey ,  left 
he  that  had  firft  broached  the  mat- 
ter, and  promised  to  further  it  all 
that  hee  could,  fhouid  firft  hinder 
it.  Yet  they  agreed  on  this,  that 
Lidingten  who  was  then  expe&ed, 
fiiould  be  the  firft  to  try  the  minde 
of  Queene  Elizabeth.  In  the  meane 
time  the  Duke  imparted  to  the 
Lord  Lumhy  whatsoever  hadbeene 
done  in  this  bufinefle,  and  with 
much  adoe  obtained  ef  Leicefter 
to  aske  the  advice  of  fbme  other 
friends.  Yet  a  while  after,  he  ope- 
ned the  matter  by  the  content  ©£ 
Fembwke  unto  Cecitf  alfb. 

About  which  t\me9Le(mardEa- 
are*  deviled  and  compafled  to  fteale 
fecredy  away  the  Queene  of  Scot* 
land  out  of  prifen  at  Wh infield , 
where  (hee  was  kept  by  the  Earle 
ofSbrewsburie.  Northumberland  be- 
ing privk  unto  this  device,  figni- 
fled  it  unto  the  Duke,  who  forbade 
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them  to  doe  it ;  for  he  feared  they 
would  have  delivered  her  to  bee 
married  unco  the  King  of  Spamey 
and  hoped  to  obtainetheconfent 
of  Queene  Elizabeth  3  ere  it  was 
long. 

But  the  ramor  of  this  marriage 
came  more  plainly  to  the  Queenes 
eare,  by  the  Ladies  and  women  of 
the  Court  3  who  fmell  out  cun- 
ningly and  o^ickly  thefe  love 
matters.  Which  when  the  Duke 
underftood  to  be  true,  he  dealt  ve- 
ry earneftly  with  Lekefter,  both  by 
ikrogmorPon  and  by  Fembrookey  to  o- 
pen  the  matter  ipeedily  unto  the 
Queene :  he  madedelaies,  and  lin- 
gred,  as  it  were,  to  ftay  for  a  tit 
time  to  ipeake.   But  Cecili  willed 
the  Duke  (  who  was  now  foil  of 
care  )  to  open  all  the  matter  to  the  [ 
Queene  himfelfe^whereby  all  icru- 
pie  might  be  ipeedily  taken  away 
from  the  Queene  and  from  him- 
felfe  alio.  Lefcefter  was  againft  hy 
and  promifed  to  open  the  matter 
to  the  Queene  in  the  progreffe. 

But 
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But  in.  the  time  that  he  put  it  off 
with  fmooth  words, from  one  day 
unto  another  the  Queene  being 
at  Farnebam,  let  the  Duke  at  her 
Table,  and  bitingly  willed  him  to 
take  heed  on  what  Pillow  he  laid 
his  head.  Then  at  Titcbfield  Lei- 
eefler  was  fbmewhat  ikke,  or  elfe 
fained  lb  to  be  :  and  unto  the 
Queene  that  came  to  fee  him,  and 
cheared  him  comfortably 5and  per- 
ceiving his  ipirit  and  blond  to  be 
drawne  inward  for  feare5  with 
fighs ,  and  asking  pardon  of  his 
fault,  he  opened  the  whole  matter 
from  the  beginning. 

At  which  time  the  Queene  cal- 
led the  Duke  U'-uo  her  in  a  gallery, 
and  chki  him  very  much,that  with- 
out herprivitie  he  had  fuedunto 
the  Queene  of  Scotland  in  the  way 
of  marriage  5  and  commanded  him 
uponhis  allegeance,  to  ceafefrom 
\farther  medlintf  therein.  He  pro- 
mifed  fo  to  doe  willingly  and  glad- 
ly, and-  deubteH  not  to  fty  (as 
though  h§  car.td  not  a  whit  for 

her\ 
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her  )  that  bis  revenues  in  Evglmd, 
were  little  lefe  than  thofe  of  the 
Kingdoms  ofSc&tland^at  this  time 
lamentably  impoveriihed  by  the 
warres  ;  and  alio  when  he  was  in 
his  Tennis-court  at  Norwich^  he 
kerned  to  himlelfe  to  be  equall,  af- 
ter a  fort,  unto  many  Kings.  But 
from  that  time,  he  beganne  to  be 
more  dejected  in  minde5  and  when 
he  faw  the  Queene  to  looke  and  , 
fpeake  to  him  more  fternly,  and 
Leicefier  in  a  manner  eftranged, 
and  moft  of  the  Noblemen  to  fteale 
away  out  of  his  companie3  fcarce 
fainting  or  (peaking  to  him>  ha- 
fted  unto  London  without  taking 
any  kave  y  and  went  in  to  Ptm~ 
i>/w%5  who  b^de  him  be  of  good 
eheare^  and  comforted  him  very 
much.  And  on  that  fame  very  diy 
Queene  Elizabeth  rejected  with 
{hew  of  diipleaihre  the  Swfivjb 
Embafiudor  ■>  increating  her  very 
much  to  deliver  the  Qneene  cap- 
tivey  and  bajde  that  Aide  mould  be- 
have her  kite  quietly,  kit  fho*ay 

fee 
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mee  faw'them  on  whom  fhe  chief- 
ly relied  to  hop  headlcfle. 

And  now  when  the  rumor  of  the 
marriage  was  hotter  every  day 
than  other,  and  the  French  Emba  f- 
lador  exceedingly  urged  her  deli- 
verie  (  more  by  the  perfwafion  of 
fome  Englijb  men,than  by  the  com- 
rnandement  of  the  French  King,  as 
it  was  after  knowne :  )  new  fufpi- 
cions  from  every  place  were  laid 
hold  on. :  and  CeciU  who  applied 
all  his  care  for  the  good  of  the  Re- 
publike  and  Religion,  was  very 
diligent  to  finde  the  depth  of  the 
matter ;  and  therefore  wrote  unto 
Sujfex  Lord  President  of  the  North, 
who  was  a  familiar  friend,  &  neere 
allied  in  blend  unto  the  Duke,  to 
certinetheQueene  what  he  knew 
of  the  Dukes  marriage.  But  his  an- 
fwerisunknowneunto  mee.  And* 
where  it  had  beene  obferved,  that 
the  Duke  had  many  fecret  confe- 
rences with  Murrey  Regent  of 
Scotland  at  Hampton  Court ;  George- 
Cary  fonne  to  the.  Lord  Hunfdon 

was 
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was  fent  ieeretly  unto  Murrey,  to 
learne  of  him  if  the  Duke  had  im- 
parted unto  him  any  thing  about 
this  mirnage.  The  Duke  in  the 
meane  while,  terrified  with  a  faife 
rumor  fpread.  that  there  was  a 
commotion  railed  in  the  North, 
and  being  certified  by  Leicefie^ 
that  he  fbould  be  put  in  p-dibn, 
went  out  of  the  way  into  Ni  ^%, 
whiles  his  friends  in  the  Court 
(  who  had  promifed  fo  much  ) 
might  avert  and  turne  afide  the 
ftorme  that  hung  over  his  head, 
and  he  himlelfe  might  mitigate 
the  Queenes  difpleafure  by  his 
humble  Letters.  But  there  were 
men  jfet  about  him  to  marke  and 
note  all  his  actions.  When  bee 
found  no  comfort  among  his 
friends,  and  Hey dm ,  CornxvaUit^ 
and  other  worfhipfull  Gentlemen 
of  thofe  parts,  perfwaded  him,  if 
he  were  guiltieof  any  offence  to- 
ward the  Queene,  to  flic  anto  her 
raercie  $  he  wavered,  and  was  tor- 
mented with  diveriitie  of  cares. 

In 
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In  this  while  was  the  Court  in 
cjuandarie,  fafpitious  and  fearefcdl 
that  he  would  breake  out  into  re- 
bellion ;  and  they  iay,it  was  deter- 
mined to  kill  the  Qseene  of  Scot- 
/Wprsfently  if  he  did  fb. 

But  he,  out  of  his  inbred  good 
nature,  and  out  of  his  confcience, 
that  he  had  not  offended  againft  a- 
ny  Law  made  treafon  (  for  that  aft 
of  marrying  the  Kings  fitters,  or 
brothers,  or  aunts  children;,  with- 
out the  Kings  knowledge,  made 
treafon  by  Hemy  the  eighth,  was 
repealed  by  King  Edward  the  fixt) 
and  alfo  for  feare  left  the  Qaeene 
otScdtlandmt  of  fufpicion  fliould 
be  u  fed  more  hardly  and  extreme- 
ly, he  lent  Letters  unto  his  friends 
ia  the  Court,  and  told  them,  that 
he  ftept  afide  unto  his  houfc,  that 
in  time,  and  by  his  ablence,  hee 
might  procure  a  remedie  againft 
malicious  rumours,  which  are  at 
all  times  entertained  with  open 
eares  in  the  Court,  and  asked  par- 
don moft  humbly  for  his  ofence, 

and 
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and  forthwith  tooke  his  journey 
toward  the  Court. 

As  he  returned,  at  Saint  Albans^ 
O&en  a  Gentleman  belonging  to 
the  Earle  ofArmde!l9  ient  fecretly 
by  Tbrogmortm  and  Lnmkyy  who 
were  committed  y  willed  him  to 
take  all  the  fault  upon  himfelfe, 
and  not  to  lay  it  upon  Leicefier  and 
others  ,  left  he  mould  make  his 
friends  his  enemies.  There  Edward 
Fitz-Gerardbrother  unto  the  Earle 
ofKildare  (Lieutenant  of  the  Pen- 
fi©ners )  met  and  received  him, 
and  conveyed  hira  unto  Bumbam 
three  miles  from  Windfor  (where 
the  Queene  then  lay .)  Foure  daks 
after,  the  Abbot  of  T)unftnmUing 
delivered  the  letters  of  Murrey  $&- 
gent  of*SWiW,untothe  Qaeene  $ 
in  which  he  (hewed  her,  that  the 
Duke  dealt  with  him  fecretly  at 
Hampton  Court,to  favour  his  mar- 
riage with  the  Queene  of  Scotland; 
and  that  if  he  would  not,hc  threate- 
ned him  exceedingly,  and  that  he 
promifed  t-o  favour  it,  that  hee 

might 
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might  prevent  and  avoid  the  await 
and  ambufcado  laid  by  one  Nortm 
to  kill  h?m  5  from  whom  &  others, 
the  Duke  gave  his  word  he  mould 
returne  without  danger.  And  that 
&ortly  after,  the  Duke  requeued 
him  by  his  Letters  written  in  Ci- 
phers, to  give  his  cenfent  unto  the 
marriage.Moreover^hat  the  Duke 
did  fignine  unto  him  by  Boyd,  that 
he  would  never  forfake  and  aban- 
don the  Qaeene  of  Scotland  $  and 
further,  that  the  agents  of  the  lame 
Qtieenehad  almoll  perfwadtd  die 
Regent  that  Qneene  Elizabeth  had 
coniented  to  the  marriage ;  and  al- 
fo  that  fhee  had  offered  to  her  the 
hope  of  the  Kif.gdonae  of  England. 
And  Qaeene  Elizabeth  alfo  found 
out,  that  fhee  had  fignificd  unto 
ccrtaine  Noblemen  of  England,  to 
winne  them  unto  her  fide ,t hat  fhee 
went  about  that  buiinefle,  which 
would  be  very  necefHry  for  the 
moft  certaine  fecuritie  of  the 
Queene  of  Engknd,  and  the  like 
fafetiefor  both  the  Kingdomes. 

TV 
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The  Duke,  who  had  fecret  and 
warie  commerce  of  Letters(which 
were  lent  privily  in  Ale-bottles) 
with  the  Btfhop  of  Roffe,  Lefcefte? 
and  ih'egm&rton ,  was  about  this 
time  examined  about  this  marriage 
with  the  Queene  of  Scotland^nA 
his  fecret  conferences  with  the  Bi- 
Ihop  of  Roffe,  and  confefled  moll: 
things,  was  fent  to  the  Tower  of 
London^  under  the  keeping  of  Sir 
Henry  NeviU  Knight,  being  bitter- 
ly reproved  that  he  had  departed 
from  the  Court  without  leave  ob- 
tained, and  charged  as  thoagh  he 
had  intended  to  rebell.  Two  daies 
after,  the  Bifhopof  Rojfe  was  exa- 
mined in  like  manner,  and  Robert 
RiMphythc  Gentleman  oiFhrtnce^ 
whom  the  Bifhop  of  Rvjje  and  o- 
thers  ufcd  familiarly,  is  delivered 
unto  the  cuftodic  of  Franc*  Wal~ 
fingbam.  The  Earle  of  Pembrooke  is 
commanded  to  keepe  his  houfe, 
and  is  privately  examined  ;  yet  in 
regard  of  his  Nobili  ty  and  old  age, 
he  had  the  favour,  that  his  exami- 
nation 
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nation  wasnotletdowne  in  wri- 
ting. Which  thing  he  required, 
becaufe  he  could  not  write.  Some 
Noblemen  were  forbidden  the 
Court,  as  privie  to  the(e  matters, 
who  humbly  confefled  that  they 
with  the  Duke  agreed  to  the  mar- 
riage, which  Murrey  had  firft  pro- 
pounded ;  yet  fo  that  the  Duke, 
the  Queene  of  Scstland,  and  they, 
willed  that  the  matter  (kould  be 
referred  unto  the  Qoeene  before 
the  marriage  was  to  be  folemni- 
zed^  and  defired  pardon  for  their  of- 
feree. In  like  manner  the  Earlesof 
Northumberland  and  Weftmerldnd^ 
who  were  of  this  counfell,  iub- 
mitted  themfelves  unto  Suffix 
Lord  Prefident  of  the  North,  and 
befbught  him  to  make  interceffion 
unto  the  Queene  for  their  pardon. 
Alio  fiindry  Pamphlets  came  out 
againft  this  marriage,  and  againit 
the  Queene  of  Scotland  ^  and  the 
right  by  which  ihee  claimed  to  be- 
come heire  unto  England -y  wherein 
they  ftiewed  their  wits  with  fach 
malapert 
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malapert  iaucines,that  the  Q^ecne 
thought  once  to  have  forbidden 
them  by  levere  edi&,  and  permit- 
ted the  Bilhop  of  RoJJe  (  winking 
thereat  )  to  make  anfwer ;  who 
forthwith  let  forth  a  booke  under 
the  name  of  Morgan  Thilifs^  againft 
them,w  herein  he  dci&Lidcd  the  ho- 
nour of  his  Queene,  her  right  to 
fucceed,  arid  the  government  of 
women  (  for  this  alio  was  impug- 
ned )  but  ingenuoufly  acknowled- 
ged afterward  in  his  Commenta- 
ries, that  he  had  his  arguments  for 
her  right  of  foccerlio,  fecretly  from 
Anthonk  Browne  chiefe  Juftice  in 
the  common  Place,  and  Carrell  an 
excellent  good  common  Lawyer. 
Shortly  after,befell  the  rebellion 
in  the  North,  railed  by  the  Earles 
of Northumberland 'and  PVefimcrJjfid9 
with  many  other  Gentlemen.Who 
when  they  understood  for  certain, 
that  the  Qneene  of Seotlmd(jwhom 
to  fet  at  libertie,  they  had  princi- 
pally taken  armes)  was  carried  a- 
way  from  Intbnrk  unto  Ceventrk^ 

under 
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under  the  keeping  of  the  Earlesof 
Shnwskirk  and  Huntingdon  ;  and 
al&  moved  with  the  great  prepa- 
ration of  the  Queene,  they  with  a 
few  others  fled  into  Scotland.

THe  rebellion  in  England  be-, 
ing  now  quenched,  Munej 
Regent  of  Scotlmd  laboured'dili- 
geatly,  that  the  Queene  of  Scot* 
land  might  be  delivered  into  his 
hands,  and  for  thatcaufe  he  both 
©fFered  hofhges,andalfo  to  reftore 
unto  them  the  Earles  of  NsrtbHm- 
berknd  k  Weftmerlmdpnd  brought 
to  paflc,  that  the  Birnop  o(Rojfe9 
as  the  kindler  of  the  rebellion,  was 
committed  unto  the  cuftody  of  the 
Bifliop  of  London,  Then  to  pur- 
chafe  the  good  will  of  Queene  £- 
lizabetb^n  the  inoneth  of  Jaauarie 
he  came  with  an  Armie  into  the 
borders  of  Scotland  towards  Eng- 

hmdm 
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hnd^  to  hunt  gut  the  Englijh  re- 
bel s3  of  whom  he  tookc  a  i e  w,  and 
thole  of  imall  account 5  but  at  lait 
he  found  the  Earle  of  Northumber- 
land lurking  about  Hartk&e\  a- 
mongft  the  theeves  on  the  bor- 
ders, discovered  by  hishoft  (one 
of  the  Grayhams ,  who  betrayed 
him  )  and  fent  him  unto  Lochkv'm 
to  be  kept  ;  and  in  this  journey  he 
annoyed  and  ipoiled  the  borders 
exceedingly. 

But  in  the  fame  moneth,  after  he 
had  taken  great  paine^8c  thought 
himfdfe  in  great  {ecuricie,  hewas 
(hot  from  out  of  a  privie  place3 
thorow  the  body  a  little  beneath 
the  navell^wkh  a  Bullet3as  he  rode 
thorow  the  (beets  of  Litbquo,  by 
one  Hamilton ,  who  efcaped  by  and 
by  into  .FV^^  and  lived  cercatne 
yeares  after ^oftentimes  pro  ten1  in  g, 
that  he  did  it  to  revenge  hirmelfe 
©fa  private  grudge  againft  him5 
he  not  being  abLe  to  endure  pati- 
ently the  in>uries  lie  offered  unto 
bkn .  Fo r  $/«/\'-;ey  ■  had  ha  nifirid  the 
H  fellow, 
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fellow,  for  that  he  had  flood  for 
the  Queene,  and  knprifoned  him, 
threatning  now  and  then  to  hang 
him,  untill  he  redgned  and  gave  a- 
way  unto  a  fervanc  of  Murrey y  a 
little  ground  which  came  to  him 
by  his  wife  ^whereupon  his  wife 
fell  mad,  and  in  a  furious  rage  he 
brake  prilofi,  and  committed  the 
murder.  Neither  could  the  man 
after  be  perfwaded  in  Frar?ce(xvhen 
he  feemed  to  be  a  man  fit  for  a  de- 
sperate a&iGn)to  attempt  the  ftme 
againft  the  Admirall  0/^«i,often- 
times  faying,  that  he  was  the  re- 
venger of  his  owne  juft  griefe,  for 
which  he  was  ferry ;  but  he  would 
not  bee  the  revenger  of  another 
mans,  neither  for  gold  nor  re- 

I  quefr. 

Hereupon  was  there  much  talke 

I  of  the  Regent  that  was  flaine, 
rhorow  all  Brita'me  :  The  moft 
wondering  at  vainc  matters,  name- 
Iy,thc  dreame  of  his  mother,  of  the 
Lyon  and  the  Dragon  fighting  in 
her  wornbe,  after  that  King  James 

I  the 
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the  fifth  had  had  his  pleafure  on 
her.  Amoag  the  wifer  forr,  accor- 
ding to  their  partial!  affedtions, 
commended  be  ^was  by  fbnae,  for 
deftroying  the  Romanc  Religion 
in  Scothnk,  the  confervation  of  the 
King  a  childe,  the  equall  admiui- 
ftrat-iofi  of  juftice,  and  bis  munifi- 
cence and  liberalise  toward  lear- 
ned men,  and  Bftebanan  above  the 
reft.  On  the  other  fide,  he  was  re- 
proved by  others,  as  though  hee 
tooke  Religion  for  a  cloake,  and 
enriched  himfelfe  and  his  friends 
with  the  fpoyles  of  the  Ghurch5 
and  how  he  was  not  onely  injari- 
ous,  but  alio  ungratefoll  unto  his 
lifter  the  Queene,  that  deserved 
well  at  his  hauds,and  infulted  over 
her  womanly  weaknefle.  And  thefe 
men  out  of  their  fufpitions,  and 
the  lewd  difpoiition  of  many  ba- 
ftards,  did  ghefle  and  conjecture, 
as  though  he  would  not  have  fpa- 
red  the  fonne,  having  already  de- 
prived the  mother  of  her  Crowne. 
The  Queeae  of  Scotland  her  feltc 
H  2  was 
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was  very  fbrry,  that  he  was  taken 
away  by  that  Hidden  and  violent 
death,  before  (  as  (hee  faid  )  he  had 
purged  his  fmnes  against  G  o  d, 
his  Countrie  and  Prineefle,  by 
heartie  penitencie.  But  all  the  E«- 
g/j?/men  that  favoured  the  Duke 
oiNoifolkcj  accuied  him  (  as  far  re  as 
theydurft)  for  a  craftie  and  falfe 
deceiver. 

The  Noblemen  of  Scotlmd  who 

flood  for  the  King  (not  admitting 

the  Jrhmiltims  and  the  reft,who  had 

flood  for  the  deprived  Queene) 

being  to  meet  for  the  election  of  a 

new  Regent,  required  the  advice 

of  Qneene  Elizabeth.  Shee 

aniwered,  free  would  not  meddle 

in  the  creation  of  a  Regent,  left 

fhee  fhould  feeme  to  prejudice  the 

Queene  of  Scotland,  whofe  caufe 

was  not  yet  decided  and  judged. 

J  But  they  choie  Matthew  Earle'of 

'Lenox,  the  Kings  Grand-father 

I  Regent,  Qneene  Eliz*"fotb  being 

!  not  dilcontent  with  it,  for  (bee 

I  knew  that  he  would  be  very  loving 

•'  unto 
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unto  his  young  Nephew  out  of na- 
tural afFe&ion ,  and  kinde  unto 
xheEngliJb  men,  in  regard  of  the 
benefits  he  had  received  at  their 
hands.  And  ftiee  did  not  doubt  but 
he  would  be  at  her  becke,  fince  ihec 
had  his  wife  in  her  hands. 

Whiles  Queene  Elizabeth  (hew- 
ed favour  thus  unto  the  Kings  fide 
in  Scotland  •  the  King  of  Spaine  did 
not  abandon  the  Qneene  captive- 
but  by  the  meanes  of  Hamihm  Re- 
dtorofthe  Church  of 'Dunbar 5  he 
fcnt  tecretly  out  of  the  Low-Cmn- 
tries  ,  great  ftore  of  Armour  and 
Gun-powder,  and  teven  great  pee- 
ces  ©f Ordnance,  and  fbme  money 
unto  Huntley  the  Governour  of 
the  North  part  of  Scotland  for  the 
Queene.  In  this  while.,  he,  the 
Duke  of  Chafteattlcrffyjind  the  Earle 
of  Argik^Azu  tenants  of  the  Queen, 
by  a  common  content,  and  with 
the  content  alfb  of  the  Queene^ 
tent  George  Lord  Seton  Embaflador 
unto  the  Duke  of  Alba,  who  decla- 
red his  meflage  unto  him  in  thete 
H  3  words: 
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wo»rds  :  Thai  he  was  fent  out  of  a 
Kingdome  deprived  if  puMi^e  peace  y 
and  of  a  worthy  7*rinccJJey  through  the 
trecherk  cfdifloyallfttbytUs^  and  that 
thefnbfiance  of  bit  Embajfige  confi- 
ftiden  theje  points  :  That  ayd  may  he 
given  mtothemy  whereby  the  Qwene 
maybe  redeemed  out  of  miferable  cap' 
tmitie  in  a  forraigne  Landy  and  the 
Realme  delivered  from  the  opprejfion 
of  grangers  :  Thai  the  Scottifh  re- 
bels might  be  forbidden  to  trafjick^  in 
the  Dominions  of  the  King  of Spaine : 
And  that  the  IOOGO.  €rovrnes  ajfig- 
mdbyh'mtotheQueene  *f  Scotland 
might  fa  paid. 

The  Duke  of  JJba  anfwered ; 
That  he  would  be  ready  and  wil- 
ling tofimher  this  her  caufe,  up- 
on all  oecafions.,  unto  the  King  of 
Spaine,  but  that  he  could  not  pro- 
hibit the  trafficke  of  the  Scottifb  re- 
bels (became  it  was  comrade  to 
the  liber  tie  of  the  Low-Countries  ) 
and  promifed  that  he  would  di& 
burie  the  money  very  fhortJy  for 
her  u(e.   In  the  meane  time  the 

Lord 
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Lord  Seton,  the -mois  to  purchafe 
the  favour  of  the  King  of  Spaine 
and  the  Duke  ofjilba,  went  in  di£ 
guifed-  apparell  unto  the  States, 
aad  drew  many  of  the  Scots  that, 
fervcd  thenvunto  a  r#/olt,  by  faire 
words,  good'cheare5  and  fuchlike 
enticements.  And  when  he  was  at 
the  point  to  be  put  to  the  torture, 
he  hardly,  and  with  great  danger 
of  his  life,  efcaped  unto  the  Duke 
of  Aba  y  who  promifed  to  pay  ten 
thoufond  Souldiers  for  halfo  a 
yearc,  but  in  vaine,  becanfe  hce 
could  not  fend  over  the  Souldiers 
into  Scitlmd,  the  warrc*  were  fo 
hot  in  the  Lw-CoHntrits. 

la  the  meane  tim*,  the  Bifliop 
olRoffe  who  lud  followed  the  bu- 
fineflcof  the  Quecne  with  good 
difcrerion,  and  was  committed  un- 
to the  euftodie  of  she  Bifhop  of 
London  (becaufe  he  load  fecretly 
kindled  the  rebcllio  in  the  North  ) 
being  now  delivered,  brought  to 
pafle,  that  the  French  King,  by  his 
Embaffidor,  to  wit,  Moniluc,  dealt 
H  4  ver

the  Hifime  of 


very  eameftly  with  Queenc  Eli* 
zabeth  about  the  deliverance  of  the 
Qneene  ofScotlandjftho  complai- 
ned very  mach,  that  (liee  was  kept 
ftraiter  in  prifon,  and  that  alio  un- 
der the  Earie  of  Huntingdon,  her 
profefled  enemie  mi  competitor 
(  fibre  he  as  openly  made  clairae 
unto  the  right  ofthe  Kingdome  of 
England^  as  fhee  did.)  The  fame  al- 
io Was  urged  exceedingly  by  the 
King  of  Sfaims  EmbafladOr^  in  his 
1  Kings  name.  The  Queene  made 
anfwer(after  fhee  had  rehear  fed  the 
craftie  purpofes  &  devices  of  feft- 
diy  men  for  the  deliverie  of  the 
Qoeene  of  Scotland,  wfcfr  a*  fhee 
clofely  infinuated,  was  privie  to 
the  late  rebellion)  thai y  it  would  be 
great  incon federation ,  and  dangerous 
fitly  tolethergoe  atlikrtie,  who  doth 
ajpirefo  openly  byfuch  eviU  coufis^  un^ 
to  the  Kingdome  of  England  :  That 
ofneceffitie  fbce  was  e?rfirced  to  k^efe 
her  ftraighter  in  -frrifon,  to  find  away 
many  of  her  firv ants  from  her5  whom 
\ fhee  had  drarvne  thither  m  great  mtm- 
«  hery 
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ber^indtohynt  the  Earle  ^/Hunting- 
don (  in  whom  pee  did  acknowledge 
no  right  unto  the  Kmgdome^  but  fome 
kindwdwitb  her  J  unto  the  Earle  of 
Shrewsbtarie,  whom  pee  had  appoin- 
tedto  be  her  k$pery  who  long fi 'nee  be- 
gin to p$e$ and diprufi  tfie  fidelitie 
off  me  ofhisftrvantsy  and  had  percei- 
ved many  of  them  daily  wonne  to  fk- 
voter  the  f$ueene  ofScothnd^yet  that 
the  Earle  oj ^Huntingdon  had  beene 
removed  from  her  a  good  while  fence. 
Moreover,  ihee  pronaifed  that  pee 
would  omit  n  thing  pee  can  dee^  to 
make  an  end  and  a  composition  between 
the  §xee??e  and  the  Scots ;  and  pro- 
tefedthat  pee  will  not  revenge  the 
wrongs  pee  hatli  received  at  her  hands. 
But  yet  pee  hoped  that  the  Kings  of 
Spaine  andF ranee,  and  the  Queenz 
tff  Scotland  alfe}  will  give  her  leave  te 
mafyprovijionforthe  tranquillity  both 
ofhrfelfe  and  herfubje&s  ^  which  na- 
ture ,  reafen^  andher  honour  doe  claim* 
at  her  hands.  If  any  of  them  pall  devife 
any  better  and  more  evident  meanesto 
avoid periB and  danger 'jbat pee  would 
H  5  with 
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with  a  good  Ml  keare  and  embrace  the 

famt. 

After  theft  things^  the  privie 

}  Councell  of  England  fate  often- 
times, and  eonmlted  whether  k 
was  be(l  that  fheewere  lent  backe 
unto  her  owne  fubje&s^or  kept  ftill 
in England^  and  what  courfes  were 
bcft  to  be  tajten  for  the  feeft  prc- 
fervation  of  the  Kingdom^  the 
Qpcene,  and  Religion. , 

About  .which  time  Pope  Tius 

ijQumtuf  had  caufed  his  Bull  or 
Sentence!)  echfaune againft  Queen 
Elizabeth  (the  pretenfed  Qaeene 
of  England  J  and  the  Herctikes  ad- 
hering unto  her  ( I  ufe  the  very 
words  thereof )  wherein  alio  all 
her  rubje£s  were  declared  to  bee 
abiblvedfrom  their  oath  of  fideli- 
ties and  all  other  dutie>&c.  And 
they  that  afterward.  obeyed  ber3 
were  excommunicated^  which  was 
dated  the  five  and  twentieth  day  of 
February  ,in  the  yeare  of  our  Lord3 
one  thoufand  five  hundred  three- 
score and  nine  )  to  be  fixed  on.the 

gates 
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gates  of  the  Palace  of  the  Bi&op  ©f 
Londmij..  in  the  night.  Hereupon 
flifpitions  increafed,  that  fome 
dangerous  matter  was  in  working. 
And  forthwith  another  rebellion 
was  about  to  breake  out  in  i$m* 
-foll^e,  which  was  quenched  in  the 
beginning  5  fome  Gentlemen  of 
No/fJke  deiiring  to  deliver  the 
Duke  (who  was  exceedingly  lo- 
ved of  all  men  -)  had  devifecr  at 
H<*rleJto?i  Faire,  by  founding  of  a 
Trumpet,  to  gather  a  multitude^ 
under  the  pretence  to-  expulfe 
Grangers  out  of  the  Land. 

JdbnFelim^whohad  fixed  the 
Popes  Bull  on  theBMhop  of  Lon- 
ibms  gate  in  the  nightr  being  ap*- 
prehended  (  for  he  would  not  flie 
when  he  might )  being  arraigned, 
with  a  ftout  courage  confefled  the 
deedywhkh  yet  he  would  not  ac- 
knowledge to  be  any  offence,  was 
executed  necce  unto  the  pkee 
where  he  had  fixed  the  fame. 

The  fame  day  Felton  wasarraig- 
ned3  the  Duke  of  Norfolk^  confe£ 
i_ fing 
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fing  his  offence,  and  mewing  great 
penitence,  and  having  by  his  wri- 
ting given  his  word  riot  to  deale 
any  more  about  the  marriage  with 
the  Queene  of  Scstland  without 
the  privitie  of  Queene  Miiabetb^ 
was  brought  backefrom  theTower 
of  Louden^  to  the  great  joy  of  the 
people,   remaining  at  his  ov/ne 
houfc,  under  the  keeping  of  Sir 
Henry  NevilL  And  indeed  he  could 
not  be  arraigned  of  treafon  by  the 
Statute  of  25.  of  Edward  the  third, 
as  Cecill  iiid,  who  dcfirous  of  the 
Dukes  goodi,  wasearneft  to  have 
him marry  another  woraan,where- 
by  he  might  be  3e(fo  feared,and  the 
publike    tranquillitie  conierved. 
Yet  fome  there  were  that  thought 
he  was  let  out  of  purpofe,  that  he 
might  be  thruft  into  fbme  greater 
danger.   And  indeed  moe  things 
came  every  day  to  light  than  hee 
iuipe&ed,  and  the  credit  of  his 
moft   fecret  Counlellours   were 
corrupted  with  hopes,  or  with 
bribes* 

Thefe 
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Thefe  times  were  foil  of  fiifpi- 
dons  and  confpiracies ;  for  there 
confpired  to  deliver  the  Queene 
of  Scotland  out  of  prifbn  Thomas 
and  Edward  Stanley ^  the  younger 
fonnes  of  the  Earle  ofDerbj  Jt>y  the- 
daughter  of  Thomas  Duke  of  Nor-* 
filk{,  Thomas  Gerard^  Rolfton,  HaUy 
and»others  in  Derby-fhire :  But  Rot- 
pons  fonne,  who  was  one  of  the 
Pensioners,  opened  the  confpira- 
cie,  and  they  were  all  caft  into  pri- 
lon^but  Hall^ho  efcaped  into  the. 
He  o{Many  and  from  thence  ,unto 
fimhrwtozLy  where  being  taken  at 
the  winning  of  the  Caftle^  he  was 
conveyed  urn©  Londony  and  there 
executed  as  a  Tray  tor.  And  the 
Bi&op  of  Rojjfe  himfelfe  lately  de~ 
livereaout  of  prifon^  was  againe 
delivered  unto  the  euftodie  of  the 
Bifhop  ofLofidetij  for  that  he  had 
feeret  conference  wkh  the  Earle  of 
Southam.pt or? y  a  man  wholly  addi- 
cted to  tbeRomane  Religion. 

Queene  Elizabeth  (her  minde 
being  in  great  doubt  of  trouble., 

upon 
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upon  the  publication  of  the  Bull3 
and  the  infurre&ion  intended  in 
Norfolk? )  fent  Cecill  mdMildmay 
unto  the  Queeneof  Scotland,  who 
then  lay  at  Cbattefivortb  in  Derby- 
fhirty  to  confute  and  devife  with 
her  by  wh  at  meanes  the  diviiion  in 
Scotland  might  in  the  beft  manner 
be  compounded,  fheereftored  un- 
to-her  former  eftate>  and  provision 
made  for  the  fecuritie  ofQneene 
Elizabeth,  and  the  fafetie  of  her  lit- 
tle forme.  Shee  did  nothing  but 
deplore  her  moft  dl&refled  eftate, 
complaine  of  the  crafcie  policies  of 
Murrey,  excufe  Norfitiy,  and  put 
all  her  hope  in  the  benignitie  of 
Qiieene  EUzabetb.

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To  thefe  proportions  fheeout 
ofherdifcretiondic&anfwer  wari- 
ly enough,  upon  the  fudden  ;•  but 
ffiee  referred  them  fer  a  fuller  an- 
fwer  unto  the  Comrriiflioners(fent 
by  her  Lieutenants  in  Scotland') 
who  were  the  Biftiop  of  Koffey  her 
Embafladourin  England^  Alexander 
Gordon  Biftiop  of  G  allow  ay  y  Upcle 
unto  the  Earle  ofHtmtky,  and  Wil- 
liam Lord  Levingfton,  who  after-* 
I  ward  admitted  ibme  of  thefe  Arti- 
cles, and  rejected  others.  They  an- 
fwered,,That  tbe  Treatie  of  Edin- 
burgh foould  be  confirmed,  the  ti- 
tle renounced  during  the  life  of 
Qneene  Elizabeth  :  That  they 
nuift  confidcr  ofthe  ancient  league 
with  France,  which  if  they  did  not 
keepe,  the  Qneene  mould  lofeher 
Dowrie  5  the  Scottijh  Nation,of  the 
which  one  hundred  men  at  armes 
on  horfe-backe,  and  one  hundred 
foure  &:  twentie  Archerrare  main- 
tained in  the  Guard,  Merchants, 
Students,  many  that  poflefleland 
hy  inheritance,and  that  have  fpfrU 
i  tuall 
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dull  livings,  fhonld  be  put  out, 
and  lofe  their  penfions,  immirni- 
ties  aad  privileges  which  they  en- 
joy, being  very  great,  and  Sc&tlmd 
(hould  be  deprived  of  the  ami  tie 
and  ayd  of  a  raoft  mightie  Nation. 
Which  things,  except  the  Englifi 
men  did  liberally  and  bountifully 
reeompence5tbey  cannot  renounce 
and  foriake  the  French  league  by  A- 
n.y  meanes :  That  they  will  not  ad- 
mit any  forraine  Souldiers,  except 
in  cafe  of  Inch  a  rebellion  that  can- 
not bee  lupprcft  by  Souldiers  of 
their  owne  Govintrk  ;  That  the 
Qaeene  ©f  Scotland  frail  have  no 
intelligence  nith  the  Snbjefts  of 
England,  fo  that  the  Q^eene  of 
England  in  like  manner  (hall  have 
none  with  the  Subjects  of  8c»t- 
Imd,  to  the  hurt  of  Scotland:  If 
there  be  any  Englifi  rebels  or  fugi- 
tivesj  they  be  in  the  hands  of  the 
Scottifh  rebels^  and  are  to  be  de- 
manded of  them :  The  hurts  donf, 
are  to  be  examined  by  Gommiffto-- 
ners :  For  the  murder  of  Darlj  and 
Murrey, 
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Murrey,  let  them  be  inquired  of  ac- 
cording to  the  Lawes  of  Scotland: 
That  they  cannot  deliver  the  King 
for  hoftage,  who  is  in  the  hands  of 
them>  that  ufe  the  Kings  name  as  a 
colour  for  their  rebellion  againit 
the  Q^eene  :  That  it  is  frrange^ 
&  a  thing  not  heard  of  at  any  time., 
that  a  free  Princeflc  mould  be  pre- 
scribed in  her  marriage  by  a  for- 
raine  Prince,  and  her  owne  lub- 
je&s :  That  the  Scats  fliall  not  be 
fent  over  into  Ireland,  if  recipro- 
cally the  Irifi  men  be  tyed  with 
the  fame  condition^not  to  pafle  o- 
ver  into  Scotland.  For  the  more 
flrme  afforance  of  thefe  things, 
they  contented  to  give  hoftages 
whomibever  the  Queene  of  Eng- 
land would  namej except  the  Duke 
oiCbafcattkroy,  the  Earle  of  Hunt- 
ley, Agile  and  At  boll.  Moreover, 
they  eonfented,  that  the  Qoeene 
of  Scotland  mould  bee  excluded 
from  all  her  right  of  fucceifion  in 
England,  if  (bee  attempted  any 
thing  againft  the  right  of  the

Qaeene  of  England  ;  fo  that  the 
Queene  of  England  might  agakie 
be  tycd  in  fome  equall  pen«dcie  al- 
io, if  ftiee  attempted  any  thing  a- 
gainft  the  Queene  of  Scotland. 
Concerning  the  Caftles  of  Hume 
a«d  Faft  Gaitle,they  requefted  that 
they  may  be  reftored  unto  the  Lord 
Hum,  the  true  Lord  and  proprie- 
tarie  of  them,  and  that  the  Englift 
men  would  detaine  them  no  lon- 
ger from  him  :  And  chat  to  deliver 
Fortreffes  in  Galloway  or  Cantin 
unto  forrainers,  was  no  other 
thisig,  than  to  give  a  new  occafion 
ofwarre. 

When  they  conld  not  agree  up- 
on thefe  Articles,  and  the  Gom- 
roifiioners  came  not  from  the  Re- 
gent of  Scotland,  and  in  the  meane 
rime  it  was  reported  and  bruted, 
that  ayd  was earneftly  reqacfted  by 
her  friends  of  the  Pope,  the  King 
of  France,  and  the  Duke  of  Alba, 
for  the  deliverance  and  freeing  of 
the  Queene  of  Scotland,  and  the 
Englijb  rebels,  as  Wt^muUnd^  the 

Coun- 
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Connteflfe  of  Nortfoembfrtmd9  and 
the  reft, were  conveyed  fecrccly  out 
oi Scotland,  nothing  came  of  this 
Treatie  :  but  yet 

The  Bifhop  of  Rojfe  fent  the 
Articles  of  this  Treatie  unto  the 
Pope,  and  the  Kings  of  France  and 
Spai?ie9  and  infmuated  unto  them, 
that  the  QHeene  of  Scotland  muft 
of  rieceflkie  yeeld  unto  them,  un- 
Iefle  they  holpe  her  both  with  ad- 
vice and  other  ayd  very  fhortly, 
which  fee  did  moft  importunately 
requeft  at  their  hands,but  in  vaine: 
for  all  they  were  earnestly  bulled 
with  other  matters.

A  Little  before  this  time,  TLi- 
dolpbut  the  Fknntine5  before 
named  (who had h fed  m«ch  tner- 
ckandizc  and  tra fficke  at  London 
fiftecne  yeares  )  tent  very  iecrctly 
the  Letters  of  the  Pope  unto  the 

QHeene, 
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Queeneof  Scotland  $  in  the  which 
he  promised  hi  scare  and  ftu'die  to 
the  utmoft  of  his  goods  and  labour, 
to  advance  the  Gathoiike  Religi- 
on and  her  5  and  required  her  to 
(hew  favour,  and  give  credit  unto 
Bjdolphtu  in  all  things  ;  and  alfo 
that  hee  may  underftand  by  him, 
who  now  determined  to  returne 
into  Italy,  by  what  meanes  he  may 
doe  any  good,  and  give  any  reliefe 
unto  the  Catholike  Religion,  and  j 
remedie  unto  the  common  mi£ 
chiefes  in  England  and  Scotland^ 
BJdolpbuf  alio  in  his  owne  private 
Letters  requeued  the  Queene  to 
impart  theic  things  unto  the  Duke 
of  Nvrfil^xndhcr&itnd-Vjixnd  that 
(hee  would  commend  him  unto 
them.  But  feee  delayed  her  an  fwer 
(though  the  Kings  of  France  and 
Spaim^nd  the  Duke  of  AlkajNtote 
to  the  fame  effeft  )  untill  (hee  fxw 
unto  what  end  the  treatie  alreadie 
begun,  would  come. 

For  there  wascome,asrromthe 
JSflg  of  SmMy.tQ  talkeofthe 

ScottiU 
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Scott  iff  affaires^the  Earle  ofMour- 
tmy  Petcarxe  Abbot  of  DunfermeU- 
/iwg,  and  James  Mae-Gil^  who  un- 
to Queene  Elizabeth  (comman- 
ding them  to  lay  downe  evidently 
the  caufes  of  their  depriving  the 
Queene  of  Scotland^  and  to  prove 
them  to  be  jult  )  (hewed  a  tedious 
and  long  inftru&ion  or  memorial^ 
wherein  with  a  raoft  infolent  li- 
bertie  and  bitterneffe  offpeech^ 
they  endevoured  to  prove  the  peo- 
ple of  Scotland  to  be  (uperiour  and 
above  their  Kings,  by  the  ancient 
privileges  of  the  Kingdome  of 
Scstlmd,  by  old  forgotten  and  al- 
io late  examples ,  colle&ed  from 
all  places ;  yea>and  by  the  authori- 
tie  of  Calvin  they  alfo  endevoured 
to  prove3  that  the  popular  Magi- 
ftrates  are  appointed  and  made  to 
moderate  and  keepe  in  order  the 
^xceife  and  unrulinefle  of  Kings  $ 
and  that  it  is  Iawfull  for  them  to 
put  the  Kings  that  be  evill  and 
wicked  into  priibnjand  alio  to  de- 
prive them  of  their  Kingdomes. 
I  But 
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But  they  (pake  ranch  of  their  leni- 
tie  ufed  toward  their  deprived 
Queene,  becaufc  they  fuifered  her 
to  let  her  forme  in  her  place,  and 
to  appoint  governours  unto  him. 
That  it  proceeded  out  ofthemer- 
cie  of  the  people,  and  not  for  her 
innocencie,  that  they  fufFeredher 
to  live  :  and  many  other  things 
which  turbulent  wits  doe  mala- 
pertly  deviie  and  invent  againft 
the  royall  Majeftie  of  Kings.  This 
memoriall  Queene  Elizabeth  read, 
but  not  without  indignation ;  and 
as  a  libell  written  in  the  flander 
and  reproach  of  Kings,  condem- 
ned it,  though  {hee  iaid  nothing : 
bat  unto  the  Consmiffioners  (hee 
anfwered,  that  as  yet  (hee  did  not 
fee  a  juft  cauie  of  their  abufing  and 
vexing  the  Qneene  in  that  man- 
ner 5  and  therefore  her  will  was, 
that  they  (hould  take  form  fpeedy 
courfefor  the  quenching  the  divi- 
fion  anddifcord  in  Scotland* 

Hereupon,  atthehoufe  of  Ba~ 
em  Ke  per  of  the  great  eaJe,it  was 
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propofed  unto  the  Bifhop  oiRoffe, 
the  Bifhop  ofGaSoway,  &  the  Lord 
Levingtton,  Commiffieners  for  the 
Queene  of  Scotland  •  That  for  to 
give  fecsritie  unto  the  Kingdome 
and  Queene  of  England,  and  unto 
the  Noblemen  that  took  the  Kings 
part,  the  Duke  ofCbafieaukr&y,  the 
Earles  of  Huntley  and  Argik,  the 
Lords  Hume  and  Herru,  and  ano- 
ther Lord  fliould  be  given  for  ho- 
ftages ;  and  the  Caftles  otDunbrit- 
ton  and  Hume  delivered  unto  the 
lands  ofthe  Englijh  men  for  three 
yeares :  They  anrwered.  It  was  not 
obe  doubted^  but  the  Queene  of  Scot- 
land, who  of  bet  free  will  committed 
herfilfe  to  the  prote&ion  ofthe  Queene 
of  England,  would  alfi  mop  willingly 
give  her fatis faftion  in  all  things  which 
might  convmknilj  be  done ;  but  to  de~ 
h$r  fuch  great  men,  and  fuch  For- 
tnffts,  was  no  other  thing,  but  tofpotie 
and  deprive  the  diftreffed  Qutew  vf 
the  fuceonr  andfrength  <?/  aU  her  mo  ft 
faith  full  friends^  andefmoftftrmg  pl&> 
cts,  gut  they  offered  two  Earles^ 
I  %    ,  of 
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of  whom  one  fhould  be  owe  of  the 
three  named,  and  two  Lords,  to  be 
homages  for  two  yeares  5  but  that 
the  Holds  and  Gaftlcs  by  the  league 
could  not  be  delivered  unto  the 
Englijh  men,  except  others  in  like 
manner  were  delivered  unto  the 
Freemen.  But  (faid  Bacon ) aU 
the  Realme  of  Scotland,  the  Trince, 
the  Noblemen  a?tdCafller,  are  7i&t  all 
fujficient  to  give  (emritie  unto  tfo 
Queene ,  and  the  mofl  ftmrifhing 
Realme  of  England ;  and  therefore  tbt 
Queene  of  Scotland  was  not  to  be  let 
got  upon  any  ficuiitie  the  Sco"  ts  ceuU 
profofe* 

Hereupon  they  immediatly  ga- 
thered, and  faid  openly,  that  now 
at  length  they  plainly  underftood3 
that  the  EngUfb  were  refolved  fully 
to  keepe  the  Queene  prifoner  fc» 
ever  in  England  ;  and  withall,  to 
breakeorTtheTreatie,  fince  they 
exacted  Co  earneftly  fuch  feairitie3 
as  Scotland  could  net  by  any  means 
performe ;  yet  the  other  Councel- 
lors  of  £«g/WproteuVd,that  the) 
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earne&Iy  defircd  the  deliverance  of 
the  Queene  of  Scotland  y  fb  that 
iufficient  fecuritie  were  given, 
x^nd  to  that  purpofe3  they  afib  tal- 
ked with  ^/w^  and  his  afibcL* 
ates  hereof*  and  of  delivering  the 
r>ing  into  England,  who  in  plains 
terraes  anfwered.,  that  they  had  no 
Commiffion  to  treat  or  deale  ei- 
ther to  receive  home  the  Queene 
into  Scotland,  or  to  deliver  the 
King  into  England.  But  the  Com* 
miffioners  of  the  Queene  of  Scat* 
/Wreje&ed.this  ipeech  as  afrivo- 
l&il$  exsufe  :  For  cettawly  they  that 
badmthofimtv  deprive  thtQmmz, 
had  aljb  authoritie  ewugh  to  refiore.  and 
fetheratlibertu ' :  neither  needed  thgy, 
to  bake  for  any  ajith&rkh  from  the  rejjt 
of  the  Conftirators  ?  fince  that  their 
wkh^dfdB  had  made  them,  eqnalls 
(faclnus  quos  inquinat,  sequat.) 
As  fir  the.  Prince  he  could  not^  being 
hut  five  ye-arefold;  give  them  authm- 
tie  >y  and  afir  the.  'Regent,  he  hadeom* 
mitt&taMthe  matter  to  jgtteexc  Eli-* 
zabeth,  mdu  her  pkafiire.  There* 
I  3  fore 
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fore  they  beiought  the  Commifli- 
onfcrs  of  England,  that  thefe  men  I 
might  be  compelled  to  confiak 
thereof,  or  elfe  the  matter  ended, 
and  compounded  upon  equall  con- 
ditions,  without  thefe  men.  Bet 
Qiteene  Elizabeth,  when  (hee  £w 
nothing  conld  be  done  to  give  her 
felfe,  the  King,  and  theReahnefe- 
curitie,  except  both  the  factions 
agreed  together ;  Shee  thought  it 
fitting  that  the  Eftates  of  Scotland 
which  were  Chortly  to  aflemble, 
did  ele&  and  choofe  out  men  who 
(hould  endevour  to  make  a  compd- 
fition.  Hereupon  Kojfe  and  his  af- 
fociates  openly  complained,  that 
many  of  the  Queene  of  England* 
Councellours  did  abufe  the  pru- 
dence of  the  Queene  of  England, 
and  the  patience  of  the  Queene  of 
Scotland,  and  to  have  deluded  for- 
raine  Princes  with  their  fubtill  po- 
licies, and  brought  the  Scots  in  a 
vaine  hope,  to  their  great  hurt. 
And  indeed  the  Queene  of  Scot- 
had  lloraacking  and  complaining 
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of  the  fame,  and  weary  of  thefe  de- 
layes ,  called  away  the  Bifliop  of 
■Galloway  andLevingtfony  and  com- 
manded RoJJe  (  whom  the  Queene 
oiEn$md  had  commanded  to  de- 
part from  London)  to  ftay  at  Lon- 
don, by  the  right  of  an  Embaflader 
(which  madea  fufpicion  to  grow) 
and  appointed  her  friends  in  Scot- 
land to  take  armes,  and  not  truft 
any  longer  unto  the  truces  which 
had  beene  hurtfull  unto  them. 

For  ia  the  time  when  thefe 
things  were  done  in  England,  they 
had  foftained  great  lodes ,  many 
had  beene  put  to  execution,  more 
flaine,  and  Vunbritton  the  ftrongeft 
Fort  in  Scotland  uken,  and  James 
Hamilton  Archbifhop  of  Saint  An- 
drews 3  brother  to  the  Duke  of 
Gbafteaukray,  as  privie  to  the  mur- 
der of  the  King,  not  fb  much  as 
arraigned  or  tryed,  was  hanged, 
by  the  acenfotion  of  a  Pr left,  who. 
affirmed,  that  he  had  heard  it  in: 
confeffion  by  one  of  the  Regi- j 
cidea. 
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When  now  the  captive  Qiieene 
had  no  hope  left,  and  was  in  great 
gr  iefe,  and  all  her  fer  vantshut  ten, 
and  a  Prieft  to  fay  Made,  were  fent 
away,  and  all  her  hope  to  obtaine 
herlibertie  was  gone,  fee  could 
not  refraine,  bat  did  open  that 
which  ftiee  had  long  concealed  in 
her  minde.  Shee  therefore  km  fe- 
cretly  unto  the  Duke  of  Nmfolk^ 
a  long  Commenrarie  of  her  pur- 
poses, which  (hee  had  written  be- 
fore time,  and  certaine  love-letters 
in  a  private  Character  knowne  to 
theai  two,  and  other  letters  to  Be 
carried  to  the  Pope,  and  the  King 
of.  Spaim,  by  Ridolpbm, whom  fliee 
commended  as  one  very  careful!  of 
her  good :  and  her  very  friend  Rig~ 
ford  the  Dukes  Secretarie,  who 
-wrote  out  this  Coramentarie  and 
Letters,  in  an  ufuall  hand  and  let- 
ter, was  commanded  to  burne  it, 
but  he  hid  it  under  the  Matt  in  the 
Dukes  chamber,  and  thac  of  pur- 
pose, as  is  teemed.  This  TLidolfh^ 
once  to  the  Duke  himfelfe,  and 
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more  times  by  Barker,  reafonsd 
thus :  1 bat  he  badobferzedjhat there 
were  many  Noblemen  and  Commms 
in  England^  that  defied  an  Innova- 
tion ;  andthoje  were  of  three  forts  : 
Some  that  bad  heme  in  credit  hi  the 
time  t*f  jjhteme  Maries  reigne^  and 
now  were  not  accounted  of;  Others^ 
that  were  addi&ed  to  the  ^Popip  Reli- 
gion, a?id  grudged  inwardly  that  tloey 
might  not  nfi  it  freely  :  And  others  that 
wrre  ?iot  contort  with  their  eft  at  e^  and 
hoped  for  better.  *tkefi  were  ready  ^  but 
wanted  fome  Nobleman  to  be  their 
Captain*  or  Leader y  and  fur  rain  e  <iyd. 
Tuere  cmMnot  be  a  fitter  man  for  Cap- 
taine9  and  men  noble  than  the  Dnke, 
who  had  the  loze  »}  the  Realme  :  And 
bee  had  great  reafm  to  revenge  the 
wrongs done  wrtobim0  by  his  Imgde* 
tent  ion  in  prifin  5  and  now  to  his  te~ 
proachy  not  calfed urn 0  the  Parliaments 
in  which  he  had  a  place  andvoke^  as 
the  chiefe  ft  Nobleman 3  tad  E  w  'e  Aftr- 
fbaHof-'Enghnd.' hxid  to  perhvadc 
him  the  more  effe-ftuully,  he  fhew- 
ed  him  a  roll  of  ihc  Nobfemen, 
I  5  who 
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who  had  vowed  to  fjscnd  their 
lives  and  goods  for  him,  if  hee. 
would  attempt  it.  As  for  forraine 
ayd,  he  aflured  him  that  the  Tope 
■(fo  that  the  Romijh  Religion  might  be 
advanced)would  defray  all  the  charges 
of  the  wane }  who  had  alrtadie  laid  in 
hanke  agreatfttmme  of  money  the  lafl 
yean  when  the  Bull  was  puUifked-9  of 
the  which  money  Ridolph  himjelfe  had 
difiributed  a  great  part  among  the  En- 
glish fugitives.  Hee  fromifedthat  the 
King  ofSpamc,  irritated  by  the  in  fi- 
nes of  the  Englifhm#73  would  find  to 
ktlpe  themfonte  tbonfandhjrfe,  and  fix 
thotifindfoatj  which  might  befentover 
and  landed  at  Harwich,  a  fort  in  Ef- 
fex  (whereabouts  the  ~Dnh$  had  many 
tenants  and  Gentlemen  holding  of  him  ^ 
tnofi  fitly  and  without fiifpicion,  in  the 
btgmnmgrf  Summer^  when  the  Z)«^e 
of  Medina  Caeli  was  to  eomt  with  a 
%>&d  Navie  inU  the  Low~Cotmfries* 
LaiWy3he  concluded  jbat fitch  a  mo- 
deration might  be  ufed^  that  all  fufpi- 
cionvftr-eafon  in  the  Duke  might  be  ta- 
{  hen  aw  ay ^  andprovifim  made  far  the 
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fafetieofthe  Queem  ^England,  if 
enelyfkee  would  embrace  or  tolerate  the 
Romijb  Religion,  and  cowfent  to  the 
marriage  of  the  Queene  of  Scotland 
with  the  Duke. 

The  Diske  gave  eare  to  thefe 
things  as  likely,  but  yet  refilled  to 
fabler  ibe  unto  the  letters  of  credit 
(  as  they  call  them)  which  Rtdolpk, 
being  ready  to  depart,  fhewed  nn- 
to  him.  Neither  would  he  heare 
the  advice  ofRojfe,  which  he  had 
long  ftadied,and  put  into  bis  bead 
by  Barker  -  namely,  that  the  Duke 
nrfcb  ajek&ed  cempanie  ofNoblemen, 
to  take  the  Gfoieene  fitddenly,  and  to 
difiurbe  the  Parliament,  and  by  this 
meanes  the  marriage  with  the.Queene 
of  Scotlmd  might  befinifecd,  and  the 
Romijh  Rdigt&nfet  in  better  ftaie  in 
England,  without  any  great  fine, and 
without  anyforraim  ayd :  Which  might 
eafily  he  done,  having  fo  many  Noble- 
men ready  andprlompt  to  enter  into  this 
a&i&n*  at  could  not  be  afftmbkdagahze 
in  me  place  without  jujpicion.  And 
■juft'emtfitbexe  was,  far  that  the  D.uke 
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was  h^t  hng  in  prifon  agamfi  the 
Lowes  of  the  Reakut,  and  not  admit- 
ted into  the  Parliament  $  and  alio  for 
that  more  rigorous  Lawts  were dev;fed 
againfi  the  Papifts.  And  to  doe  thk 
be  brought  in  the  exampk  </ Gafirutio 
in  lea  Jy3  and  others 9  who  by  fkdden  a- 
Uwns  bad  pvojferoujlj  effected  great 
matters  5  and  bow  five  Noblemen  in 
Scotland,  'very  hiefy5  had,  disturbed 
the  Parliament  wherein  Murrey  was 
to  be  attainted^  and  gotten  the  Qu^ene 
into  their  hands. 

This  advice  the  Diake(who  was 
out  of  his  inbred  good  nature  farre 
from  any  villany)  detefted  and  dif- 
liked  as  pernicious  and  dangerous. 
But  about  the  fame  time,  Henry 
Percy  offered  his  fervice  unto  Rojfe9 
for  to  deliver  the  Queene  of  Scot- 
land omof  pn  fori  5  fo  that  Grange 
and  Co-fre  of  Ferniberfl  would  re- 
ceive her  at  the  borders  of  Scot- 
land, and  his  brother  theEarle  of 
Northnmberhnd might  be  delivered 
out  of  Scotland.  But  when  his  cre- 
dit was  fiifpe&ed,  becaufe  of  his

private  farailiarkie  with  Bufgbley^ 
and  alfb  he  delayed  the  matter  very 
longs  that  plot  came  to  nothing : 
(  For  the  which,  upon  his  fubmi£- 
lion  he  was  notwithstanding  fined 
in  the  Star-chamber  at  five  thou- 
faiid  Markes,  which  never  thelefle 
the  Q^cene  pardoned.  )  As  alio 
the  plot  of  Powell  of  Sand/ord^  one 
of  the  Penfioners,  and  of  0&eny  a 
Gentleman  belt,  nging  to  the  Earle 
of  ArundeUy  who  intended  to  ad- 
venture upon  the  fame  a&ion,  but 
that  Rojje  did  inhibit  and  hinder 
them,  as  not  able  to  performe  io 
great  an  attempt,  fince  they  were 
not  men  of  that  abilide  &  meanes. 
Yet  did  many  En-glfh  men  ha- 
§m  the  marriage  betweene  the 
Q^eene  of 'Scotland  and  the  Duke 
oiNorfolke  as  much  as  they  could ; 
for  they  had  bj  their  perfwafions 
brought  hi  m  to  thinke  of  the  mar- 
riage with  her  againe,  contrarie 
to  the  promife  hee  had  made, 
which  was  firft  found  out  by  thele 
meanes. 
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I  Ridolpb  xhc.Fkrentme  (whom 
]  wee  have  fpoken  of)  being  fent  o- 
j  ver  Sea  into  forraine  Countries, 
to  deale  in  the  Qneene  otScoitmds 
bufineffe,  had  acquainted  Cbarks 
Btilifc  a  Flemmngy  fervant  to  the 
Qneene  of  Scotland ,  wjth  all  his 
Speeches  with  the  Duke  of  Aha9 
and  had  delivered  unto  him  letters 
in  Ciphers  unto  her,  the  Spanifh 
Embafadour,  Norfilk&  Roffi0  and 
the  Lord  Lumhy9  all  pat  in  one 
Packet,  which  Bdlffi  brought  o- 
ver  with  him,  though  Rejfe  had 
bidden  him  to  leave  them  with  the 
Captaine  of  Cdice  to  be  fent  over. 
But  as  fbone  as  he  arrived  in  Do- 
ver Haven,  hee  was  apprehended 
and  put  in  prifon  $  but  his  Packet 
of  Letters  was  fent  to  the  Lord 
Cobham  Warden  q{  the  Cinque- 
ports  ;  which  things  Rojfe  knew 
with  the  firft,and  dealt  fo  diligent- 
ly and  craftily  mthCobham  (who 
was  not  ignorant  of  the  Dukes 
counfell )  that  tha  t  Packet  was  de- 
|  livered  unto  him^  and  another 
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with  other  old  Letters  wrapped 
up,  was  delivered  unto  the  privie 
Councellors  :  And  this  was  alfo 
fignifiedunto  Bailiff*.  Yet  he  be- 
ing upon  the  Racke^onfefled  fbme 
things,  and  amongft  other,  that  a 
Packet  of  letters  came  to  the  hands 
ofReffe.  This  came  to  the  know- 
ledge ofRojfe  alfo,  who  forthwith 
very  wifely  ient  away  £uthbert  his 
Secretaries  and  laid  aiide  his  Q- 
phers  and  privie  Characters,  with 
other  things  which  might  bring 
trouble,  at  his  friends  houfes ;  (o 
chat  when  Snjfex^  Bttrgbky9  Mild- 
may  and  Sadkir,  feirched  his  houfe 
laoit  narrowly,  they  found  no- 
thing, nor  could  wring  nothing 
out  of  him  with  interrogations  5 
who  flood  upon  it  (till,  that  an 
EmbafTadour  was  not  to  be  com- 
pelled to  yeeld  reaibns  and  make 
anfwers  to  any  but  his  own  Prince. 
Yet  on  the  next  day  Kejje  was  de- 
livered to  the  BHhop  of  Ely  to'; 
keepe,  and  fhortly  after  hee  was< 
fent  into  the  He  of  Ely.  Alfo  Sir* 
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Thomas  Stanley,  Sir  Thomas  Gerard 
Knights,  and  TSdftm  (of  whom  1 1 
have  fpoken  )  were  lent  to  the 
Tower  of  London.  And  Henry  Ho- 
»>W(wbohad  fued  to  the  Arch- 
bifhop  of  Tdrfy*)  upon  fufpicion, 
was. committed  to  the  keeping  of 
the  Archbifhop  ofCanterburie. 

About  the  fame  time?the  Qneene 
of  Scotlmdhzd  lent  a  certaine  fura 
of  money  unto  the  French  Emba£ 
fadour/or  her  friends  in  Scotland- 
he  delivered  it  unto  Birfyr&Hig- 
fi<rdy  who  acquainting  the  Duke 
with  the  matter,  delivered  it  to 
one  Browne  a  Citizen  ofShrervshu 
rie>  a  retainer  of  the  Dukes,  to  be 
carried  by  Bmifier  and  Lander  in- 
to Scotland,  unto  the  Lord  Herris.. 
Browne  being  fofpicious,  when  he 
perceived  by  the  weight,  that  they 
had  delivered  the  money  in  gold, 
and  not  infilver;  he  delivered  it 
and  the  letters  to  the  privie  Coun- 
cellors.  Herein  the  wifer  fort  did 
obferve3that  this  was  the  firft  time 
chat  the  Duke  did  commit  treafbn, 
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in  that  he  had  given  ayd  unto  Hev- 
rk  and  the  Scats,  proclaimed  ene- 
mies 5  wko  had  depopulated  the 
Englifh  borders.  Hereupon  Hig- 
ford  was  caft  into  pri(on3  who 
forthwith  did  voluntarily  confei3e 
all  the  matter  concerning  the  mo- 
ney; and  withall  he  told  them  in 
what  places  he  had  hidden  the  Let- 
ters3  Ciphers,  and  the  Commenta- 
rie  of  the  Qneene  of  Scotland'  (  II 
mentioned)  under  the  Matt3and  in 
the  tiles. 

The  Quecne  of  Scotlmd  difc 
coorfed  in  this  Commentary  thefe 
things  at  large.  Tk  French  King 
allowed  the  conference  appointed,  with 
theScats,  and  that  they  pr&pofed  the 
marriage  of  Anjeou  with  Queen*  E- 
lizabetHj/^^  other  purpofe, 
but  that  they  might  with  thehetter  cq- 
Irttrdenk  their  aydpromijed  to  reflore 
her :  That  they  fecretlyjowgbtto  hinder 
her  marriage  with  Don  John  d'Alw 
ftria3  and  that  they  favoured  excee~ 
dingly  the  marriage  with  Norfolke 
(  up  on  mdice  to.  ^Spaniard : )  That 
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the  Utthi  </ Alba  diddifalkw  the  pur- 
fofe  of  fending  back^  the  Queene  of 
Scotland  into  Scotland,/*?  much  that 
he  thought  thereby  would  be  wmtgbt 
not  enely  the  utter  defim&imtfthe 
Queene5  butalfoofthe  Remifh  Reli- 
gion m  all  Britain^  ♦  becaufe  that  the 
Queene  retuniedinto  Scotland  foould 
be  in  danger  offiege,  <?r  elje  ofnecejfitk 
put  to  the  adventure  of  a  battell  with 
the  Rebels ^  who  may  eaply get  her  into 
their  hands 9  by  the  helpe  of  the  Englifh 
meny  before  forraine  ayd  could  come  to 
helpe  her.  Therefore  finoe  pee  cannot 
beinfafitk  in  Scotland^*/  no  hope 
of  helpe  was  lih^ly  to  be mt  of France^ 
tur moiled  with  civiU  warns ^  the  mo  ft 
convenient  courfefeemedfor  her,  to  re~ 
fort  for  fuccmr  unto  the  King  of  Spain3 
who  had  offered  to  marry  her  unto  Don 
Johnd'Atfftria,  whichyetfhec  would 
refufc)  upon  condition  that  the  Romifh 
Religion  might  be  refloredin  Britaine, 
^Norfolke.  And  alfo  that  herfonne 
■might Jpeedily  be  conveyed  out  of  Scot- 
land} and feni  into  Spaine  ^for  fo  he 
might  be  bgpt  infafetky  infiru&ed  in 
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bis  tenderyeares  in  the  Romifb  Religi- 
ony  audx?itball9  aH  pretext  tak&nfrom 
the  Scots,  who  ufe  hi*  mtbantie  and 
name  to  countenance  their  rebellion. 
For  the  worhqng  of  theft  things ,  and 
the  procuring  offorraine  ayd^  Ridolph 
was  rpithfpeedubefentarvay^andatk- 
monifhed  fecntlj  to  Jzgepe  theft  things 
from  the  French  Kinghy  allnteanes. 

When  the  privic  Councellours 
had  received  this  Gommentarle, 
the  Letters  I  {pake  of,  and  others 
tent  from  the  Pope,and  EarJ^r  be- 
ing taken  3  had  confefled  all  thefe 
things  •  Sir  Ralph  Sadleir  was  com- 
manded to  watch  the  Dukes  faoufe 
(at  the  Cbarter-boufi  in  London) 
with  a  band  of  Soh  letter  s.The  next 
day  the  Duke  himfelte  being  exa- 
mined ( not  knowing  what  his  fer- 
vants  had  confefled,  and  thinking 
that  the  Commentarie  had  becne 
burned  and  the  Letters  alfo  )  deni- 
zed all  things  ftoutly :  a  day  or  two 
after,  namely,  on  the  feventh  day 
of  September  he  was  conveyed  to 
the  Tower  of  Lmdon  againe,  by 
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Sir  Ralph  Sadleirfiix  Thomas  Smithy 
Sir  Henry  NtviU,  and  Do&or  WiU 
fin.  And  then  Banifier3  who  was 
the  Dukes  Lawyer,,  and  the  Earles 
of  Amnddl  and  Southampton  r  the 
Lords  Lumky,  and  Cobham,  and 
Thomas  his  brother^  ifejy  Percie, 
Lewder,  Pow4h  Goodjeert,  and  Ga- 
thers were  put  in  prifon,who  eve- 
ry one  is  hope  of  pardon^,  told  all 
they  knew* 

As  foone  as  the  Coramim oners 
fkwed  to  him  the  conreiFions  of 
thefe  men,  the  letter s 1  of  th^Queen 
QEjoolmd,  aad  otRoffk,  with  tfaa 
Commentaries  he  was  aftonted^ 
but  beholding  the  Commentarie,, 
with  the  Letters  which  he  thought 
had  beene  burned.,  he  brake  oi&t  in-. 
to  thcle  words :  1  am  betrayed  and 
itndwe  by  my  few  ants,  btcanfe  J  k?®w 
n>t  hervtodiftrnfty  which  i<s  the  finna* 
(if  tvifdome.  But  he  befoaght  the 
Commiflioners  very  humbly  to 
i  fpeake  unto  the  Queene  in  his  be- 
halfe ,  promifing  that  he  would 
hidle  nothing  that  he  knew  .5  and 
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folemnly  protefting  that  bee  ap- 
proved nothing  which  might  have 
beene  wrong  unto  the  Queene,  or 
detriment  unto  the  Reaime ;  yea, 
that  hee  utterly  condemned  the 
purposes  and  plots  to  furprize  the 
Qneenearad  the  Tower  of  London  3 
and  to  fet  free  the  Queene  °f  ^cotm 
\md-*k  that  he  never  had  a  thought 
to  bring  in  any  forraine  forces, 
but  onely  to  iiipprefle  the  Scots 
that  rebelled  agai rift  the  Qneene. 
The  fame  day,  being  examined  of 
fifty  Articles,more  or  le(£,he  con- 
cealed nothingThen  all  the  courfe 
of  the  bafinefle  was  laid  downe 
and  declared  in  the  Star-chamber, 
a  great  aflembly  of  Noblemen,  the 
Major  and  Aldermen  of  London  be- 
in  gprefent,  and  afterwards  to  all 
the  Citizens  in  the  Guild-hall,  by 
William  Fleetwood  the  Recorder. 

But  when  the  Biihop  of  Koffe^ 
was  accufed  by  the  confeffion  ot 
every  one  of  them,  and  by  the 
Dukehimlerfealfo,  as  the  contri- 
ver of  the  bufinefle.  a  feriouscon- 
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I  fultation  was  had,  what  was  to  be1 
Hone  with  him,that  was  an  Embafc 
fadour.  Ft>r  he  whiles  he  thought 
it  lawfull  for  him  (as fuch kinds 
of  men  ufe  to  doe)  toaduancethe 
affaires  of  his  Prince  by  any  man- 
ner of  meanes,&  not  to  be  brought 
in  queftion  of  Law  upon  the  invio- 
lable privilege  of  Erabafladours  in 
a  ftrange  Court,  had  done  many 
things  long  fince  turbulently,  in 
kindling  a  commotion,  and  having 
nightly  conferences  with  the  Earle 
of  Southampton  and  others3and  now 
againe  with  the  Eng&fh  fugitives  in 
the  Low*Countrks ,the  Duke  of  Al- 
bay  the  King  of  Spume  jk  the  Pope, 
about  the  invanon  of  England: 
,  Therefore  the  canfg  was  put  to 
David Lewi* ',  Valentine  Dale9  Wil- 
liam Aubrey y  aad  Henry  Jmes  Do- 
dors  of  the  Civill  Law, 

I  Fir  ft;  whether  an  Embajfadmr 
that  raifetb  or  procureth  rebellion  a» 
gainfi  a  Prince  unH  whom  he  is  Em- 
haflkdow^msy  enjoy  ihe  privileges  of 
an  Embajfad9Hr9  and  mi  be  fitkje& 

'  to 
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to  funijhmeut  as  an  enemie  ? 

They  anfwered ;  Such  an  Ern- 
bafladour  by  the  Law  o{:  Nations, 
and  civill  Law  of  the  Romans,  hach 
loft  all  the  privileges  of  an  Emba£ 
(adoar,  and  was  iubjeft  topunifh- 
menc. 

2  Secondly,  whether  an  Agent  of  a 
Prince^  who  is  deprived  bjpublik^  au~ 
thoritk,  and  in  whofe  place  another  is 
crowned,  may  enjoy  the  privilege  of  an 
Embajftdour  ? 

They  anfwered ;  If  iuch  a  Prince 
be  lawfully  deprived  3  his  Agent 
cannot  challenge  the  privilege  of 
an  Embafladour ,  fince  none  but 
they  which  have  the  rights  of  an 
abfbhte  Prince  can  appoint  Em- 
baffidours. 

3  Thirdly,  whether  a  Prince  who 
{ball  come  into  the  Kingdome  of  ano- 
ther Prince,  andhek$tmfrifonymay 
havsbh  Agent  -7  and  whether  he  be  to 
be  accounted  an  Etnbaffadour  ? 

They  anfwered  ;Iffuch  a  Prince 
who  (hall  come  into  the  Kingdome 
of  another  Prince,  and  be  kept  in 
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prifon  y  hath  not  loft  his  princi- 
palities he  may  have  an  Agent  ; 
bat  whether  that  Procurator 
may  be  reputed  an  Embafladour^ 
that  dependeth  on  the  authori- 
tieofhisGommiffion  or  Delega- 
tion. 

4  Fourthly  j  whether  if  any  fuch 
Prince  doe  denounce  andtelliojuchan 
Agent  and  Prince  being  hi  prifon^ 
That  this  procurator  Jhati  he  accouxi" 
ted  no  longer  for  an  Emhajfadour  fteki* 
fher  this  Procurator  by  the  Law  may 
chalknge  the  p'wikges  of an  Emhajjj~ 
dour  ?   . 

They  anfwered  5  The  Prince  may 
forbid  the  Embafladour,  that  he 
doe  not  come  into  theRealme^and 
command  him  to  depart  out  ofthe 
Realme  3  if  he  doc  not  contains 
himielfe  within  the  bounds  pre- 
firibed  unto  an  Embafladour  ;yet 
in  the  meane  tirae  he  may  u/e  and 
enjoy  the  privileges  of  anEmbal- 
iadour,  according  to  the  authori- 
se given  him  by  his  Gommiffi- 
oo. 

After 
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After  thefe  anfwers  of  the  lear- 
ned Lawyers,  Rcffe  being  brought 
back  out  of  the  Jfle  of  Ely,  was 
(harply  rebuked,  and  told  by  the 
Councellors,  that  he  was  no  more 
to  be  acknowledged  for  an  Em- 
bafladour,  bat  as  a  plotter  of  trea- 
sons to  be  Severely  punched.  Hee 
aaSwered,  That  he  is  the  Embajja- 
dour  of  an  absolute  Queeae  unjufily 
deprived  5  That  bee  bad  dealt  dili- 
gently according  tobis place  and  dtttk^ 
for  the  lihertie  of  bis  Prince 1,  and  tlx 
gwdofboth  the  Ki?igdomes  ;  That  be 
came  into  England  with  a  fitfficient 
authorities which bee fhewed  J  with 
the  moft  ample  autboritie  of  an  Em- 
b.affadour  $  and  that  the  facred  right* 
and  privileges  ofEmbafJadonrs  are  mi 
to  be  violated  by  any  meanes.  Bttrgb- 
ley  told  him  in  diicreet  words,  that 
neither  the  privileges  of  Embaf-. 
fage,  nor  letters  of  publike  credit 
did  protect  Embafiadours  who 
offend  againft  the  publike  Maje- 
*ftie  of  the  Prince,  but  that  they 
are  fubje&  to  punimmcnt  5  jother- 
K  wile 
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wife  it  might  belawfallfbr  wicked 
minded  Embafladours  to  attempt 
any  thing  againft  the  livesof  Prin- 
ces. He  on  the  other  fide  flood  ftill 
in  it,that  the  rights  aud  privileges 
of  Embafladours  were  never  vio- 
lated by  tlse  cohtJc  efLaw9  but  (that 
Imayufe  his  owne  words)  by  the 
way  offaft  ;  and  bitingly  willed 
them  not  to  ufe  him  with  more  ri-

than  was  ufed  to  the  En- 


glijh  Embafladour  Throgmorton  m 
France, and  to  7? am&ortb  and  Ran- 
dolph in  Scotland,  who  had  raifed 
{edition,  and  openly  maintained 
it  ;  and  had  not  any  other- punifli- 
ment,  butonely  were  commanded 
to  depart  within  a  time  appointed. 
When  they   urged  him  with  the 
I  teftimonies  ofEnglijh  raen,ht  with 
I  faire  words  requeued  rhem  not  to 
j  doe  fb,  fince  it  was  a  long  received 
^cuftome,  which  was  growne  to  a 
\  Law  (as  he  faid)  That  the  tcflimmm 
\  of  a  Scot  againft  an  Englifli  man, 
\  andtfan  Englifh  man  again 'fl  a  Scot 
j  vest  not  to  he  received.  After  much 
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altercation,  whether  this  was  to 
be  allowed,  but  onely  betwcene 
the  Borderers  of  both  the  King- 
domes,  and  that  alfo  in  matters  of 
the  borders  ;and  then  whether  the 
Engllfi  Embafladors  had  raifed  and 
foitered  rebellions'*?^  was  com- 
mitted to  the  Tower  of  London^ 
where  he  was  kept  very  clofe,  and 
anfwered  in  briefe  to  all  the  inter- 
rogatories, with  that  caution  and 
warincfie,  that  his  anfwers  could 
hurt  no  body.  He  excuied  the 
Queene  oiScotUnd^  that  (he  being 
a  prilbner,and  in  her  beft  time  and 
age,  could  not  but  (eeke  all  the 
meanes  me  could  of  libertie,  fince 
Qneene Elizabeth  excluded 
her  from  all  acceffe  unto  her,  put 
her  out  of  all  hope  of  her  libertie, 
and  openly  maintained  her  adver- 
saries. He  excused  the  Duke,  that 
he  had  dealt  nothing  in  the  marri- 
age with  the  Queene  0%  Sc&tUnd^ 
but  with  the  confent  of  moft  of 
the  Queenet  Ccuncell  -%  neither 

F»uld  leave  her(though  h  e 
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had  promifed  (b  to  doe  under  his 
hand)  for  that  there  hadpaffeda 
mutuall  repromiflion   of  future 
marriage  betweene   them  before 
that  time.  Laftly,  he  excufed  him- 
felfej  that  he  being  an  Embaflador, 
could  not  without  a  great  offence 
depart  from  his  dutie,  and  aban- 
don his  fbveraigne  Princefle  in 
her  affii&ion  and  adverfitie,  and 
that  he  propounded  the  taking  of 
Q^eene  Elizabeth  for  no 
other  caiife,  but  to  trie  the  Dukes 
mind3  whether  he  flood  conftant 
and  refolute.  But  the  crimes  of 
the  other  he  vvktily  extenuated, 
and  by  no  meanes  hecould  be  in- 
duced to  tell  the  names  of  the  No- 
blemen that  promifed  to  helpe  the 
;  Duke  to  furprize  the  Queene^Bur 
I  he  confeffea  that  he  by  the  com-, 
mandement  of  the  Qncene  of  Scot-: 
j  /W3didaske  advice  of  the  Dulc£,j 
]  Amnddl^  Lumley^  and  ThrogmortetfJ 
\by  their fer van ts  thatcametoandj 
,  fro,  and  the.Vicount  Mmtagud 
■byLttmley,  about  the  deliverie  ofe 
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the  Catties  in  Scotland,  the  hofta- 
ges,  the  dcliverie  of  the  King  of 
Scotland  unto  the  Englifbmen,  and 
the  reft oring  of  the  Englife  Rebels. 
Thus  much  of  theie  matters  this 
yeere3  out  of  the  Dukes  confeffi- 
oris,  and  the  Comrnentarie  of 
Rojfe  himfelfe,  written  with  his 
owne  hand,  fent  to  the  Queene  of 
Scotlmd. 

Matthew  Earle  of  Lennox,  Re- 
gent of  Scotland,  Grandfather  to 
to  the  King,  had  fummoned  an 
afiembly  of  the  Eftates  at  Sterling 
in  the  Kings  name,  where  living 
feeurely,  he  was  taken  on  the  fud- 
den  by  the  Noblemen  of  the  con- 
trary fa&ion,  who  held  a  Parla- 
ment  at  Edenburgb  at  the  fame 
time  in  the  Qtieenes  name.  He  had 
yeelded  himfelfe  to  David  Sfenjs: 
otWormeftm,  who  labouring  dili- 
gently to  fave  his  lite,  wasflaine, 
together  with  the  Regent  (who 
had  governed  the  Realmeforthe  j 
King  his  Grandchild  but  foure-  J 
teene  moneths)  by  Bell  and  CauU  j 
K-z  deu  | 
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der.  In  his  place  was  fubftituted 
by  the  voices  of  the  Kings  faction^ 
John.  Areshjn  Earle  otMarre,  who 
died  after  he  had  beene  Regent 
but  thirceene  raonechs. 

Theft  dangerous  times  produ- 
ced in  the  Parliament  holden  in 
Englmd  this  Law  :It  was  made  trea- 
,fonyifanj  attempted  any  harmeer  hurt, 
made  warn ,  or  moved  any  other  to  raife 
wane  again  ft  the  Queent  :  ff  my  af- 
firmed that  fhepojfjfed  not  the  Crownt 
rightfully, hut  that  others  had  more  right 
to  the  Crowne,  or  did  fay  that  pee  was 
an  Htretikg,  Schifmatihi,  or  Tnfiddl ; 
didufurpe  the  right  of  the  Kingdome 
during  her  life,  orfhaU  [ay,  that  any  o- 
ther  hath  right  totheCrowney  or  that 
the  Lawes  and  Statutes  cannot  define 
andhinde  the  right  of  the  Crowne,  and 
thcfucceffwi  of  the  fame.  If  airy  in  the 
Quterns  liftjhy  written  or  printedbooh^ 
txfrefly  afiime,  that  any  is  or  ought  to 
hihfi/ie  orjucceffor  of  the  Queen e,  he» 
fides  the  n.uurall  iflue  of  her  owne 
body  •  orfhaHfrint  or  fell  any  hooves 
orjeheduks  to  that  efifeU  $  he  and  his 
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fjutors for  the  fir  ft  time  fh all  beimfri- 
foned  a  whole  yeare,  and  loft  halfe  bis 
goods  •  and  for  the  fecond  offence ,  in- 
cnrre  Premunire^that  is,  to  kfe  all  his 
goods,  and  Ire  in  prifenfor  ever. 

This  feemed  fomcwhat  fevere 
unto  many  who  were  of  opinion, 
that  the  tranquillity  of  the  Realme 
would  be  eftabliflied  by  the  desig- 
nation- of  a  certaine  heire.  But  it 
is  wenderfull  what  Jefts  fbme  lewd 
conftrucrs  of  words,  made  of  that 
claufe,  Be  fides  tfanaturall  ifjhc  of  far 
body,  iince the  Lawyers  call  them 
Hotmail  chat  are  borne  out  of  ma- 
trimenie,  but  the  legitimate  they 
call  out  of  the  forme  of  words  u- 
fed  in  the  Law  of  England,  Chil- 
dren of  bis  body  Urvfitllj  begotten  •  in- 
{bmuch,  that  being  a  young  man, 
I  heard  it  often  £tid,that  that  word 
was  thruft  into  the  A&  by  Leiccfler, 
to  the  intent  that  he  might  at  one 
time  or  other,  thruft  upon  them, 
againft  their  wills,  fbme  Baftard 
fonne  of  his,  as  the  naturalliflbe 
of  the  Quecnc. 
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An  A&  was  made  alfb  at  this 
Parlament,  that  it  fhould  be  trea- 
son in  them,  who  reconciled  any 
to  the  Church  of  Rome ,  by  any 
Bulls  or  Refcripts  of  the  Popes, 
or  any  thatwere  reconciled:  they 
that  releeved  the  reconcilers,  or 
brought  in  any  AgnmVti)  Grana^ 
Cmoifixes^  or  other  things  con  fed- 
erated by  the  Pope,  into  England^ 
(liould  incurre  the  penaltie  of  P*  e- 
munire.  And  that  it  mould  bemifc 
prifion  of  treafbn  in  them,  that  did 
not  difcover  their  reconcilers. 

It  was  moved  in  the  lame  Park- 
ment,  that  if  the  Queene  of  Scot- 
Imddid  offend  againe  againft  the 
Lawes  ©f  fog/W,  that  they  might 
proceed  againft  her,  according  to 
the  Law,  as  againft  the  wife  of  a 
Peere  oftheKingdome  of 'England: 
but  the  Queene  would  not  fiiffer 
ittopafle. 
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ON  the  fixteenth  day  ofjanua- 
rie3  Thomas  Howard  Duke  of 
Norfilke  was  arraigned  at  Weftmin- 
fier  Halljbefore  George  Talbot  Earle 
viShrervshme,  appointed  for  that 
day  Lord  high  S t etvar dot  England  $ 
and  on  both  fides  of  him  fate  the 
Peeres^  namely  ,>  KeyneUGrey  Earle 
of  Kent,  Thomas  Ratclif  Earle  of 
Sxffex,  Henry  Hiftings  Earle  of 
Huntingdon,  Framk  RiifjeB  Earle 
of 'Bedford \  Henry  Herbert  Earle  of 
Tembrodhgy  Edward  Seymer  Earle  of 
Hertford,  Ambrofe  Dudley  Earle  of 
Warmckcj  Robert  t>udlej  Earle  of 
Leicefier,  Walter  Devermx  V  i  &  ou  n  t 
Hereford,  Edward  Clinton  Admirall^ 
William  Lord  Howard  o£Efjind?am 
Gharnberlainc,  William  Gecitt  Lord 
Bwghky  Secrecarie ,  Arthur  Lord 
Grey  oi  Wilton,  James  Blown  Lord 
Mountjny,   William    Lord    Sandsy 
Thomas  Lord  Wmtworth^  William 
-%5  Lord 
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LordBHrmigk^LtwHLord  Mordant, 
John? owlet  herd  Sawt-Jdwof  Ba- 
ling, Rdbert  Lord  Rich,  Roger  Lord 
North ,  Edmund  Bruges  Lord  Chan-^ 
dots, Oik  er  Lord  Sami-Jolm  ofBfct- 
nefboo,Tbomas  Sacfyill  L.Buel^yrj}, 
and  William  W?/f  Lord  De  Lx-wart. 
Silence  being  made,  the  Letters 
Patents  of  the  ComirTion  was  read ; 
then  a  white  wand  was  delivered 
unto  the  Lord  Steward,  by  Carter 
King  at  Armes^w011  hemortly  after 
delivered  unto  theSerjeat  atarmes, 
who ftood  by  and  held  it  up  all  the 
while.  Then  the  Earles  and  Barons 
were  called  by  their  names,  and  e- 
very  one  made  anfwer  to  his  name.. 
Then  filence  was  madeagain38c  the 
Lieutenant  of  theTower  was  com- 
manded to  returne  his  precept^nd 
to  bring  the  Duke  to  the  Barre. 
Forthwith  he  was  brought  ia,  and 
Sir  Osven H 'op ton  ftood  on  the  one 
fide  of  him5  and  Sir  TeierCarew  on 
the  other  fide  ;  and  next  by  him 
ftood  a  man  holding  an  Axe,  with 
the  edge  from  the  Duke :  Silence 
being  nude  againe,  the  Clerke  of 
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Mary  gueene  of 'Scotland. 

theGrowne  faid  thus  to  the  Duke5 
Thomas  Dni^e  of 'Norfolk^  late  of  Ke~ 
ningaky  in  the  Couniie  ofM#rfitk& 
holdup thj hand:  (which  when  he 
had  done,  the  Gierke  read  the  In- 
diteraent  with  a  loud  voice,  that  is 
to  fay,  That  in  the  eleventh  yeare 
ofQuecne  Elizabeth  and  after, 
the  Duke  did  trayteroufly  devife 
to  put  her  from  her  Crowue,  and 
to  kill  her,  and  to  raife  warre  a- 
s;ainft  her,  and  to  bring  in  forraine 
forces  to  invade  the  Realme.  That 
whereas  he  knew  Marie  late 
Queene  of  Scotland  to  haveclaimed 
the  Diadem  of  England^  with  the 
title  and  armes  thereof  yet  hee 
without  the  Qaeenes  knowledge 
intended  to  rnarrie  with  her,  and 
lent  her  a  great  fumme  of  money, 
contrary  to  the  promife  hee  had 
made  under  his  owne  hand.  That 
whereas  he  knew  the  Earles  ofNor- 
tkttmbtrhmdand  IVeftmerland^  Mar- 
kgnfield,  and  others,  had  railed  re- 
bellion agamft  the  Queene,  and 
were  fled  into  Scotlandy  he  relieved 
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them  with  money,  That  in  the 
thirteenth  yeare  of  the  Qneene,  he 
by  Letters  requeued  ayd  of  men 
from  Pope  ?iut  Quintus^  the  pro- 
fefled  enemy  of  the  Que§nea  the 
King  of  Spa'me,  and  the  Duke  of 
Alba,  to  deliver  the  Qneene  of 
Scotland^  and  to  reftore  Fapiftry  in- 
to England.  Laftly5that  he  gave  ayd 
unto  Hermz  Scot,  and  other  ene- 
mies ef  the  Queene  in  Scotland. 
This  being  read.,  the  Gierke  asked 
the  Duke,  whether  he  were  guil- 
tie  of  theft  crimes  or  no  ? 

He  befought,  that  if  it  were  law- 
full  by  theLaw3  he  might  have  a 
Lawyer  appointed  him  to  defend 
or  plead  his  eaufe.  Catlin  Chiefs 
Juftice  anfwered^  that  it  was  not 
iawfull.  The  Duke  faid  g  It  is  meet 
that  Ijubmit  my  felfe  to  the  opinion  of 
the  Judges  5  hut  there  be  many  darhe 
and  ehfeure  points  in  this  kifi?iejfe  •] 
.neither  underfioodjofrnj  arraignment 
till  within  this  fourteen*  honres^  I  was 
keft  from  bookes*,  now  I  fee,  I  am  to 
fight  for  mj  life  without  weapons:

Tet  1  have  heard)  that  a  Lawyer  was 
aligned  unto  Humfrey  Stafford  in  a 
cafe  oftreafo?i}  in  the  reigie  of  Henry 
the  fezenth.  'Dier  chiefse  Juftice  of 
the  Common  pleas  anfwered,  that 
a  Lawyer  was  affigned  unto  $taf~ 
ford  about  the  privilege  of  the  San- 
ftuarie,  from  whence  he  was  taken 
away  by  force,  arid  that  he  anfwe- 
red  for  himfelfe  without  a  Lawyer 
for  the  treafbn.   The  Duke  faid, 
Imufi  $eak£  this  day  for  my  life  y  my- 
goods y  for  my  ck7Jdre?iy  and  that  which 
is  moji  to  he  resetted)  for  my  loyaltie 
andfoneftie  ( let  honour  goe  by  :  )  yet 
let  me  aske  one  queflion ;  Whether  that 
the  enumeration  of  the  crimes  mufl  be 
holdenfot  tme  in  every  part,  and  to 
which  part  I  muji  an  fiver  I  Catlin 
faid5  When  the  caufes  be  true,  the 
enumeration  is  alio  to  be  accoun- 
ted true.Z^?  defire  to  be  told(fa\&  the 
Duke  )  whether  every  fagular  thing 
he  treajbx  ;  For  I  haze  heard  in  the 
caufe  of  the  Lord  Scroope,  in  the 
reigne  ef  Henry  the  fourth.  As  hee 
would  have  fiid  more,  the  Clerkc 
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of  the  Crowne  interrupted  him3 
(peaking  aloud  $  Thomas  Duk^  of 
Norfolkg,  art  thou  gnikze3  or not  gpil- 
tie  ?  He  faid3Afr^2/>z>.TheClerke 
asked  him  againe  ,  How  wilt  thou 
betiycd  ?  I  commend  ( (aid  he)  my 
c  tuft  t9  God  and  to  my  feeres:Tbe  hai~ 
nonfmjfe  of  my  crimes  woundetb  my 
heart y  hut  the  benignitie  of  her  Afaje- 
[lie  from  whom  Icottldexpeff  no  snore,, 
doth  recomfort  me  :  and  I  hefeechyouy 
my  Lord  Steward^  that  I  niay  he  dealt 
with  all  accordingte  Law  y  and  that  my 
memorkywhich  is  jlifpemy  may  not  it 
opprefi  with  the  confafed  varietic  of 
things.  That  I  haze  yon  my  Peeres 
and  Judges  y  I  acknowledge  my  felfe 
happie  $  for  unto  many  of  your  integri- 
ties Iwvuid  willingly  commit  my  life. 
I  trnjling  nnH  mine  mtwenc':*  did 
not  fiie  :  Imtyet  I  cannot  hut  ingemt- 
mjly  confeffey  that  I  bate  tranfgrejjed 
aga'mfl  the  Queeney  but  innotreajon. 
Jbefcccbym  let  not  tkofe  things  ofjmaU 
kr  moment  be  pat  amongst  the  ether  of 
treafnn. 

Thea (aid  Barham  the  Qneenes 
Serjeant 
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Serjeant  at  Law  ;  The  crimes  of 
creafbn  whereof  thou  art  indi&ed 
are  thefe  $  Thou  didft  deviie  to  de- 
prive the  Queene  of  her  Realme 
and  of  her  life :  Thou  didft  intend 
to  marry  with  the  Queene  0$ Scot- 
land :  Thou  didft  fend  for  forraine 
power  to  invade  theRealmerThou 
gaveft  maintenance  unto  the  Re- 
bels, and  didft  helpe  the  Scots,  ene- 
mies to  the  Queene.  The  Duke  in- 
terrupted him,  laying,  B wham,.  I 
pray  yon  doe  not  aggravate  the  matter 
w'tth words,  in  ebjeffing  the  marriage 
and  other  things  which  he  not  treajen. 
Barham  turning  to  the  Noblemen-, 
urged  the  matter,  faying  $  He  that 
would  marry  her  that  claimeth  the 
Kingdome,  the  £une  man  deiireth 
and  feeketh  after  the  Kingdome  * 
but  this  the  Duke  began  when  he 
was  one  of  the  Commiffi oners  at 
Torhi)  to  heare  the  caufe  of  the 
Queene  of  Scotland  $  at  whichtime 
he  was  fworne  to  weigh  indiffe- 
rently and  uprightly  the  accusati- 
ons and  defences  on  both  fides. 

The 
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The  Duke  (aid  $  That  cauje'  hath 
fundiy  partf)  which,  bee  without  the 
comfzffe  of  treifon.  The  Steward 
of  England  bade  the  Duke  not  to 
ufe  fuch  digreflion3  from  the  pur- 
pose, who  when  B.trham  frill  ur- 
ged it  with  a  loud  voice,  bee  ac- 
knowledged that  the  Queene  of] 
Scotland  had  claimed  the  Real  me 
o£  England  z$  due  to  her3  but  that 
(he  had  given  over  the  claume  long 
iince. 

B^rhm  to  the  contrary  (he wed 
how  (be  had  not  left  oil  the  claime5 
becaufe  free  had  not  jet  made  a  re- 
lease or  renunciation  thereof;  and 
heeaccufed  the  Duke  hainoufly., 
that  hee  taught  the  Delegates  of 
Scotland  what  to  fay-  and  this  out 
of  the  confefllon  of  the  Bifhopof 
Rofle.    The  Duke  confefled  that 
Lidington  moved  the  marriage  un- 
to him.,  and  that  hee  refuted  iry 
and  that  he  told  them  nothing  ; 
and  requeued  that  the  Bi(hop  of 
Roffe  might  be  produced  before 
.  him. 
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Then  did  Barbam  profecute  at 
large  many  things  which  I  have 
mentioned  before,  to  prove  that 
the  Duke  did  unnreafurafely  defire 
theKingdomerandftood  much  up- 
on this  point  $  What  other  thing 
could  the  Duke  propofe  unto  him- 
felfo  in  his  minde,without  ihe  pri- 
vitie  of  the  Queene,to  marrie  the 
Queene of  Scotland^  woman  with- 
out goods,  without  Kingdome, 
(  her  fonne  being  now  eftabliftied 
in  the  Realme  of  Seetlandjbut  that 
hee  might  get  by  her  meanes  or 
right  the  Kingdome  of  England, 
&eonfequently  deprive  the  Qaeen 
©f  her  life  and  Kingdome  >  The 
Dake  faid  ;  Ihefi  things  are  farre 
fetcht  to  convince  me  to  have  imagined 
the  deprivation  and  definition  of  the 
Queene,  I  will  come  neerer,  faid 
Barbam :  It  is  not  unknowne  that 
you  devifed  with  others,  to  fur- 
prize  the  Tower  of Lmdon(yvhick 
is  the  chiefeft  hold  of  England, ) 
Co  that  it  is  of  necelfitie  that  you 
then  compared  the  deftruftion  of 
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the  Queene,fince  Kingdomes  can- 
sot  endure  to  have  a  partner.  The 
Duke  denied  not,  that  one  Hofton 
put  into  his  hcad,the  furpming  of 
the  Tower,yet  that  he  rejected  the 
fame  :  Why  then,&id  Birhantydidft 
thou  aske  the  Earlc  of  Pembroohgs 
advice,  who  diilwaded  thee  ? 

Barbam  went  on,  and  urged  him, 
that  when  the  Queene  requeued 
of  the  Infant  King  of  Scotland  cer- 
I  taine  Gaftles,  and  the  Englifb  Re- 
bels out  of  Scotland  to  be  delive- 
red ;  the  Duke  fecretly  willed  the 
Scots  not  to  confent  thereunto. 
He  accufed  him  alfo,  that  he  at- 
tempted privily  to  fteale  away  the 
Qaeeneof  Scotland  out  ofprifbn: 
And  this  was  after  he  had  fbiemnly 
promised  to  meddle  ordeale  with 
her  no  more. 

Then  Caridifh  was  brought  in 
witnefle  again!*  hira^that  the  Duke 
had  a  refolute  purpofe  to  marrie 
her,  and  that  he  asked  him  if  hee 
could  draw  his  Uncle  to  his  fide, 
if  Qucene  Elizabeth  dyed. 

The 
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The  Duke  utterly  denied  theft 
things ,  and  rejected  his  teftimo- 
nie3  as  ofa  needy  man,  and  achil- 
difh  witnefle.  Moreover,  it  was 
fhewed,  that  the  Duke  (ent  fecret- 
\y  his  man  to  the  Earles  of  Nor- 
thumberlandand  fVeftmerland,  t©  ad- 
vife  them  not  to  rife  in  rebellion, 
as  a  thing  that  would  prove  very 
dangerous.  Alfo  the  Letters  of  the 
Queene  of  Scothnd  were  lliewed, 
wherein  fhee  lamented  that  Nor- 
thumberland was  intercepted  before 
he  was  ready  to  rife.  (For  this  fly- 
ing newes  was  brought  to  her,per- 
chance  offet  purpoie.) 

To  theCt  things  the  Duke  an- 
fwered ;  Theft  reofons  doe  notprobd- 
\^  prove,  that  he  compaffed thcaefiru- 
tficn  of  the  Queene,  mid  that  nothing 
jet  brought  a^ainft  him,  was  of  any  mo- 
ment, but  onelj  the  tefiimony  of  the  Bi- 
Jhop  of  Rofle ;  neither  was  this  to  be 
received,  price  he  was  aforrainer,  ci- 
ting the  authoritie  <?/Bra&on,*k  moft 
learned  Lawyer  of  our  Land ;  that  he 
never  made  fuch  reckoning  of  Nor- 
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thumberland  and  Weftmerland?*to 
he  would ptit  hii  life  into  their  hands  : 
he  relied  (he  faid)  andtruftedfo  much 
unto  his  innocencie^  thai  he  bad  timer 
fo  much  of  a  thought  to  file. 

@erard  the  Queenes  Attorney 
iaid  5  Ic  is  moj  apparent  that  he 
did  purpofely  intend  to  marrie  the 
Qaeene  of  Scotland  to  worke  the 
Queenesdeft  ru&ion  :  Ic  is  alio  ap- 
parent, that  he  did  advifedly  con- 
sult of  invading  the  Realme,by  the 
Letters  unto  the  Pope, the  King  of 
Spaine^  and  the  Duke  of  Alba.  All 
his  dealings  with  RidJpb  are  now, 
well  knowne,  by  the  iecret  CU 
phers  and  Chara&ericall  notes  hid- 
den under  the  tiks  of  Howard 
houfe ;  alio  by  the  Letters  (which 
he  commanded  to  be  burned) 
found  intheMattsintheentrieof 
the  chamber  *  and  all  thele  things  i 
may  be  proved  out  of  the  examina- 
tions of  them  who  were  not  terri- 
fied with  torment?,  nor  attainted 
of  treafon.  To  thefe  matters  the 
EHlke  (aid  ;  Of  the  cmfultations  of  the 
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*Pofe  and  the  King  of  Spaing  I  was 
neither  author  nor  font  or ;  yea9  J  aU 
tvayes  dijlikgdthem.  Let  them  beprni- 
Jhedthat  committed  the  faulty  and  let 
them  not  charge  meey  to  excufi  them- 
Jekes. 

Funhermorefierard accused  the 
Duke,  that  he  talked  with  Ridotyb 
of  the  landing  of  ten  thoufand 
Souldiers  out  off  Under s  at  Har- 
wich, a  Haven  in  Ejfex  ;  and  th-Is 
out  of  the  examination  of  Barker : 
And  alio  that  Letters  were  written 
and  fent by  Ridvlphmito  the  King 
of  Spaine,  and  the  Duke  of  jilbaP 
unto  which,  although  the  Duke 
did  not  fubferibe,  yet  that  he  fent 
by  the  counfell  ofRoffe^  Bzrkerhh 
Secretarie  unto  the  Spanifh  Emba£ 
&dour,  who  fliould  aflure  them 
that  they  were  his  very  Letters. 
The  Duke  (aid  5  Mymemotiefaileth 
meey  neither  can  it  call  to  mindt  fuch 
iutriatg  variety  of  matters, Tm  Law- 
yers  have  your briefi  note fy  I  am  put  to 
an  fiver  ex  tempore.  Thi*  if  alfo  im- 
grobabkytbat  Ijhmld  deak  with  the 
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Pope,  unto  wbofi  Religion  I  was  *l~ 
wayes  an  adverfarie.  I  had  rather  be 
pulfed  m  peeces  by  borfes,  than  revolt 
from  the  Religion  IprofeJjeSTkefituA- 
tion  ^Harwich  doth  cafily  confute  all 
tbvt  acatfation.  Who  ftetb  not,  how 
bard  a  matter  it  is  to  bring  an  Armie 
tborow  that  Coimtrie,  which  it  all  en- 
ekftd,  and  mofl  trouklefome,  with  nar- 
row wayes  ?  If  I  bad  imagined  to  mak$ 
warre  again  ft  my  Prince  y  I  fhould 
dmbtkjft  bavefmnijhed  my  ftlfewith 
Armour -^  but  in  theft whole ten y cores, 
Jbavi  not  bought  any  more  than  eight 
CorjleiSy  and  no  Gun-powder  at  aU ; 
I  would  neier  Jjaze  committed  fetch 
Letters  unto  Barkers  fidelities  but  ra- 
ther unto  Banifter yvhom  lefteemeda- 
bote  many  Barkers. 
i  Now  were  brought  forth  the 
Letters  oftheBiftiop  of  Rojfe,  fent 
out  of  prilbn  unto  the  Queene  of 
Scotland^  and  intercepted  5  out  of 
which  the  former  things  were  con- 
firmed. The  Duke  required  to  fee 
the  Letters-foe  he  (eemed  to  doubt 
that  they  were  counterfeit.  But  the 
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L  ord  Steward  iaid,Doubt  not,they 
be  written  with  Reps  owne  hand. 
Another  (hort  Letter  written  with 
Oker  by  the  Duke,  commanding 
his  man  to  burne  a  bundle  of  Let- 
ters hidden  in  a  certaine  place,  and 
to  lay  the  fault  upon  Rojfe>  who 
might  eafily  avoid  the  Law,  by  the 
privilege  of  an  Embaflidour,  was 
alfo  (hewed :  To  th*fe  Letters  the 
Duke  (aid  ;  Iixing  ccrtifvd,  that  it 
was  divulged among  ff  the  common peo~ 
fkytbat  l  had  accu fed  many  •  lanfxvt- 
red  iu  thatfho>  t  Letter  ;  and  when  I 
fiw  all  place/  to  be  namwly  fearcbed^ 
1  commanded  that  bundle  to  be  burnt  */, 
that  I  might  hpefe  many  mm  from 
trouble.  ■ 

Bromley  the  Qaeenes  Sollicker, 
ftiewed  the  Letters  of  Ridolpb, 
wherein  he  fignified,that  the  Duke 
of  Ma  approved  their  purpofe ; 
and  alio  the  Popes  Letters  unto 
the  Duke,  dated  the  tenth  day  of 
May.  Then  Wilbraham  made  an  elo- 
quent (peech  of  the  credit  of  the 
teftirao&ies  of  the  Biihop  of  Rojje^ 
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and  of  the  Dukes  fervants.  Unto 
which  the  Duke  (aid  ; 1  have  not  the 
sh$l  to  refill  Co  polifhed  and  ornate  a 
ff>eeck  -yjet  the  Orator  assh^kll  as  he  if, 
for  all  that,  left  out  what  the  force  of 
feare  is,  which  oftentimes  quaikth  and 
daunt  eth  a  good  courage  ;  andagaine  he  \  | 
commended  and  urgedBia£ton  again  ft 
the  credit  offorraine  witneffes.Cailm 
chiefejuftice  made  anfwer :  In  fach- 
cauies  as  thefe5  the  teftimonies  of 
forrainers  are  allowable,  and  that 
it  was  in  the  will  of  the  Peeres  to 
give  credit  or  diftllow  fuch  tefti- 
monies. 

Mow  they  were  come  to  prove 
that  the  Duke  had  relieved  the  Re- 
bels after  they  were  fled5which  ap- 
peared oat  of  the  Letters  of  the 
Countefle  of 'Northumberland ,  in 
which  (he  gave  thanks  to  the  Duke 
for  the  money  (ecretly  ient  unto  | 
her  and  her  husband.  As  concer-j 
ningthelaft  objection,  about  the 
relieving  the  Scots,  enemies  to  the  1 
Queenc,  was  proved  cut  of  the! 
Dukes  Letters  to  Banijter,  out  of 
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the  confedion  of  Bmifiery  and  the 
money  delivered  unto  Browne  of 
Sbre&sburie.  Here  the  Duke  asked 
the  Judges,  Whether  tkefubje&s  of 
another  Prince  confederate  with  the 
Qneene,  may  be  account  id  enemies  t& 
the  Queene  ?  ^/i«an(wercd,  they 
might  5  and  that  the  Queene  of 
Englandimy  make  warre  with  ibme 
Dake  of  France^  and  yet  at  the  fame 
time  be  in  amide  with  the  King  of 
France. 

When  now  it  drew  toward 
night,  the  Lord  Steward  asked  the 
Duke  what  he  had  more  to  fay  for 
hirafelfe  >  He  anlwered ;  I  put  rnj 
tmft  in  the  eqttitk  of  the  Laves.  The 
Lord  Steward  comanded  the  Lieu- 
tenant of  the  Tower  to  take  the 
Duke  afide  -y  and  then  filencc  be- 
ing made,  hee  turned  unto  the 
Peeres,  and  iaid :  Ton  have  beard 
how  Thomas  Duke  of  Norfolke  hath 
beene  indited  of  high  treafm,  **wbo  bath 
plezdedmt  gmltie^andput  bhnfelfe  un- 
to GodandtoyoH  5  tberef&re  it  if  your 
part,  to  cmfider  among  ym,  whether 
L  he 
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he  beguiltie  or  no .,  and  to  declare  jour 
opinion  according  U  your  confcience^ 
and  upon  your  honour  :  and  withall, 
he  bade  them  to  goeafide,  and  to 
confult  one  with  another.  After  a 
little  time3  they  returned  unto 
their  places :  Then  the  Steward  be- 
ginning at  the  loweft,  faid  :  My 
Lord  Ve La-ware,  is  ThomasDakc 
ofNorfilkg  gniltie  of  the  crimes  of 
high  treafon,  whereof  he  is  indi- 
ted, or  not  guiltie  ?  He  rifingup, 
laying  his  hand  on  his  breaft3  faid3 
Guilue.  In  like  manner  were  each 
one  asked  in  their  order.Then  was 
the  Duke  brought  againe  to  the 
Barre,  unto  whom  the  Lord  Ste- 
ward (pake  in  this  manner  :  Tho- 
mas Duke  of  Norfolke,  thou  baft  been 
indited  of  jundry  high  trcafons^ndput 
thy  felfe  to  he  tryed  by  God  and  thy 
P  teres  y  who  have  found  thee  ptiltk^ 
haft  thou  any  thing  to  fay  whyjitdge- 
ment  fhould  not  be  given  again  ft  thee  ? 
He  anfwered.,  The  will  of  God(wh9 
wiU  judge  betweene  vie  and  my.falfk 
acmfers  )  be  done.

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All  men  now  keeping  filences 
the  edge  of  the  Axe  was  turned 
towards  him  :  Then  Barbam  &x 
the  Qneene  requefted  the  Lord 
Steward  to  give  Jadgeracnt^hich 
he  (weeping)  did,  in  theft  for- 
mal! wards  :  For  as  much  as  thou 
Thomas  Duki  of  Norfolke  baft  heme 
indited  of  high  treafbn9  and  baft  plea- 
ded not  g*ikie9  and  haft  put  thy  jelfe 
upon  thy  Feeresy  who  have  found  thee 
guiltie  ;  therefore  thit  Bench  dothad- 
judge  that  thou  fb  alt  he  kadbachg  from 
hence  unto  the  Tower  (from  whence 
thou  came  ft  J  and  from  thence  laid  on  a 
Hurdle 2  fhaltbe  drartne  unto  the  place 
ofexecution%  and  there  to  he  hanged, 
cut  dorvne  alive  Jo  be  boweted,  thy  had 
tut  off,  thy  fody  to  be  divided  intofoure 
quarters,  thy  head  and  thy  quarters  to 
be  dift>ofe<Jcfatthe  Queenes  pkajure  : 
And  fr  our  Lord  have  mercie  on  thy 
fittk.The  Duke  hearing  thisjudge- 
ment3  (aid  with  a  goed  courage ; 
,  Judgement  isgfatn  again  ft  meey  as  a- 
igaktft  a  Traitor  $  J  truft  in  @od,th& 
ttxehtdedfiem your  felhnfbifa  I/M 
La enjoy 
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enjoy  the  eekftiaU  feliowpip  $  I  mil 
prepare  myfelfe  tu  die  ;  I  requeft  thit 
we  thing,  thai  the  Qmene  would  be 
gwd  to  my  children  andfirvantf,  and 
fiv  my  debts  paid. 

A  few  dayes  after  Barney  and 
Mather  were  executed,  who  con- 
fpired  with  Herle  a  Ruffian,  to  kill 
1  Tome  of  theprivie  Councellours, 
I  and  to  deliver  the  Duke :  btjt  Htrk 
I  presently  discovered  the  matter, 
anto  whom  Barney  Cud- /railing 
(  when  he  ftw  him  brought  forth 
co  give  evidence  againft  him)Herk 
thou  wentefl  but  om  b&ure  before  wee, 
othrmfe  I  had  food  there  in  thy  place 
to  give  evidence,  and  thou  hadii  flood 
here  in  my  place  to  beh&nged.  Theft 
plots  and  the  like,wkich  were  raa- 
ny,were  taken  hold  of  cohaften  the 
Dukes  death,  which  yet  wai  flay- 
ed and  deferred  for  fonre  meneths. 
Bat  on  the  feconddayofJune,«,at 
eight  of  the  clock  in  the  morning, 
the  Duke  was  lead  unto  a  Scaffold 
new  builded  on  the  Tower-hill ; 
and  when  he  was  gone  up,  aed  A- 

kxander 
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kxandtt  NwelDe&neofPoHk(wh© 
was  there  to  comfort  him)  had  re- 
quired the  people  to  be  filent  5  he 
{aid.  It  i$  no  grange  thing  for  men  to 
fuffer  death  in  this  phce^  although  I 
am  tkefrfifince  the  Queenes  retgne^ 
God  grant  I  may  he  the  hft,  (the  peo- 
ple Sid  dlcu^Amen.)  Then(to  fet 
dowae  compendioufly  that  which 
I  heard  him  fpeake  more  at  large  ) 
he  faid  5 1  acknowledge  that  mj  ¥  teres 
have  jttfify  found  me  gmltie,  neither 
purpofe  Itoexcufe  ntyfelfe^  I  doe  in*- 
genuoufly  confejfe,  that  I  have  dealt 
with  the  §uem  of  Scotland  in  weigfi- 
tie  mid  important  bufmefft)  mtfeut 
the  knowledge  of  my  Queene^  which  1 
ought  not  ta  have  doney  for  the  which 
I  was  tmprifom-d.   But  being  let  out 
when  lhadfubmitttdmy  Jelfe^  mdgi- 
vm  mj  word)  that  I  would  not  hate  a- 
nymore  to  doe  with  her  $yet  Iconfeje 
Is  haze  hady  and  that  trmbkth  my  con*- 
fchnce  :  But  T  neither  fromijed  nor 
fware  it  at  the  Lords  1abk,(  as  the 
common  report  is  $  J  In alk*d W* with 
Ridolphj  hit  nothing  to  the  hurt  of  I 
L  3  the\ 
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the  Queen  $  for  very  many  hgowjhat  I 
had  reckonings  and  accounts  absut  me- 
ney  with  him upon  bands.  J  found him 
to  envie  the  tranquiUitit  ef  England, 
and  to  bee  very  fbarpe  witttdto  devife 
mijcbiefe  ;  Jfaw  two  letters  from  the 
Pope,  unto  which  I  affented not  ;  nei- 
ther did  I  to  the  rebellion  in  the  North  ; 
I  was  never  Papift  :  ever  fince  1 had 
any  tafte  ofReligmn,  I  embraced  the 
true  Religim,  andput  all  my  tmji  in 
the  blond  of  Ckrift  my  Redeemer  and 
Saviour:  Tet  I  cannot  deny,  but  Ib*d 
fome  fewaMts  and  familiar  friends 
which  were  addiUednnto  the  Pope  5  if 
I  have  Jitmed  againfi  God,  the  Church 
or  Protectants  therein,  Ihumbfy  defire 
God  and  them  to  forgive  me.  Then  re- 
citing a  Pfalme  or  two,  hee  laid 
with  a  loud  voice,  Into  thy  hands,  0 
Lord,  Icommmdmyfpirit.  Then  he 
embraced  Henry  Lee,and  whifperd  a 
few  words  in  his  eares,  and  alfb  to 
Nowel  the  Deane,  who  turning  to 
the  people,  /aid  •  The  Duke  deft- 
rethyou  to  pray  onto  God,  that 
he  may  have  mercy  upon  him,  and 

wichall 
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withtdl  hold  your  peace  for  diffra- 
cting his  rainde.  Hee  forgave  the 
Executioner,  and  refuied  the  Nap- 
kin, with  which  hee  offered  to  co- 
ver his  eyes,  and  fiid,  I  feare  net 
death  5  hee  kneeled  a  while  in  his 
praiers,  and  Nwelmth  him  :Then 
laying  his  head  on  the  bJocke,  it 
was  taken  away  at  one  blow,  and 
was  fhewed  to  the  people  by  the 
Executioner. 

Scarce  ten  daies  after  his  exacia-- 
tion ,  William  Lord  De  Li-Wan y 
Ralph  Sadleir,  Thsmaf  Wilfon,  Do- 
ctor of  the  Lawes  ,  and  Thorns 
Bromley  the  Queened  Soliciter,were 
fent  to  the  Qnesneof  Scotlmd  full 
of  fbrrow  and  griefe,  to  expostu- 
late criminally  with  her,  that  fhee 
bad  ufurped  the  title  and  armes  of 
the  Pvealmc  of  Ewg/W,and  had  not 
releafed  nor  renounced  them ,  as 
was  agreed  in  the  treatie  of  JLdtn- 
burgb  /That  (he  had  fought  to  mar- 
rie  with  the  Duke  of  Norfolk^  with- 
out the  Queenes  privitie  ;  and  to 
getaudobtaine  the  iame  marriage 
L  4  with 
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with  the  better  (uccefle  by  force, 
and  to  deliver  the  Duke  out  of  pri- 
fori,  (he  had  tried  all  meanes  by  her 
Agents  and  Minifters  :  That  fhee 
had  railed  the  rebellion  in  the 
North  ,  had  relccved  the  Rebels 
( after  they  were  put  to  flight)  in 
ScotkmcLmd  the  Low-Countries ; 
That  fhee  had  made  fuitby  Riddpb 
the  Italian  for  fbrraine  helpe,  from 
the  Pope,  from  the  King  of  Sfaim 
and  others ,  to  invade  England  : 
Thatfiieehad  cenfpired  with  cer- 
taine  Englijb  men,  to  take  her  by 
force  out  of  prifon ,  and  to  pro- 
claime  her  Queene  of  England  i 
That  fliee  had  received  letters  from 
the  Pope,  wherein  he  promifed  to 
cherifh  her,  as  the  Henne  dotlr  her 
Chickens,  and  to  account  them 
that  flood  for  her,  the  true  children 
of  the  Church :  Laftly,  that  (he  had 
procured  the  Popes  Ball  againft 
the  Qweene,  and  had  fuffered  her 
felfe  to  bee  publikely  called  and  na- 
med Ghttem  of  England,  by  her  Ser- 
vants and  Minifters  in  forrakie 
Countries.)  To 
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To  thcfe  things  feee  (firft  pro  te- 
lling that  fhee  was  a  free  Queene 
and  fubjeft  co  none)anfwered  with 
a  (lout  courage  and  cotimsnance.

But  when  it  was 
come  to  light  that  the  Queene  of 
Sc siland  m tended a  fecret  confede- 
raeie  with  the  King  of  Spaine* 
by  the  Lord  £**<?«,  who  landing'fn 
EJfex3  difguifbdlike  a  Marincrjiad 
promifed 
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promifed  aid  of  men  to  the  Scots, 
of  the  Qiieenes  partie  from  Ma  5 
both  (hee  was  kept  ftraiter  in  pri- 
I  fbn?and  the  kindnefle  of  the  French 
men  toward  her  waxed  key-:old. 
Shortly  after,  the  league  be- 
tweene  England  and  France  being 
concluded  at  Blou,  and  the  Duke 
oiMormrancle  being  Cent  into  Fng- 
J^toconfirmethe  fame  $  hee  in 
few  words  in  his  Mailers  name,  re- 
queued that  as  much  favour  might 
bee  fhewed  unto  the  Queene  of 
Scotland  as  might  bee  without  dan- 
ger :  That  there  might  be  a  ceffiti- 
on  of  armes  in  Scotland,  and  that 
concord  might  bee  eftablimed  there 
by  Parlament,  Hee  was  anfwered. 
That  more  favour  was  (hewed  to 
the  Qneene  of  Scotland  than  fhe  de- 
lerved,  and  mould  bee  fhewed  for 
the  French  Kings  fake  5  although 
the  Eftatesof the  Kingdome  (who 
where  now  aflfcmbled  )  thought 
the  Queene  could  be  in  no  fecurky 
without  forae  {e ver itie  flie,wed  un- 
to her.    As  for  the  ccflition  of 


armes, 
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amies,  the  Quecne  had  dealt  dili- 
gently therein  ;  and  for-  that  ■pur- 


pofe  had  fent  very  lately  Dmrk  the 
Mafmall  Gf  B  irwick^y, With  Crocus 
the  French  EmbafBdour  ;  and  that 
they  by  no  per (wafions  could  bring 
Gr.mge  and  the  Ganifons  in  the 
Caftle  of £<j/ery&ftg/jLto  peace,  being 
induced  By  Hope  of  aid  from  France 
and  the  Low-Countries,  though 
Hfisttky,  and  Hmillton  Arbroth  for 
the  Duke. his  father,  had  bound 
themfelves  under  their  Hands  -tot* 
obferve  peace  ;  and  the  others  of 
the  QneenesildcL had.. given  their 
word  alfb ...

And  whereas  QaeeneE  liza- 
beth  by  Henry  Kiltigrerp ,  had 
drawne  James  Hamilton  Duke  of 
Cbafleameroy ,  George  Gordon  Earle 
of  "Huntley  9  who  ftood  for  the 
Qiieene,to  thefe  conditio  ns^ame- 
ly,.  To  acknowledge  the  Religion 
eftabliflied  in  Scotland  :  To  fubmit 
them  (elves  to  the  King,  and  alio 
to  Mom-ton  is  his  Regent,  and  to 
his  fucceflburs  in  the  government: 

To 
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To  renounce  the  authoritie  of  all 
others :  To  account  them  Traitors 
by  autkoritie  of  Parlament,  that  j 
attempted  any  thing  againft  the 
Religion,  the  King  or  Regent : 
That  the  (entence  againft  the  Ha- 
milton? and  %he  Gordons  fhould  bee 
repealed^c.  Bat  the£  conditions 
William  Kircaldy  Lord  of  Grange^ 
the  Lord  Mwne^  LidmgtoKyzudtht 
BKhop  ofDrnkelden,  and  other*, 
who  thought  the  Qaeene  of  foot-  j 
/^Wtobeirijurioufly  ufed,  would  I 
upon  no  termes  admit  •  but  fortifi- 1 
ed  the  Caftle  of  Edenburgb,   of 
which  Grange  was  Captaine  (pla* 
ced  therein  by  Murrey)  looking  for 
aid  from  France  and  the  Duke  of 
Alba  •  but  Sir  William  Dxary  being 
feat  into  ScotUnd  with  forces  out 
of  England 'to  joy ne  with  the  Scotsy 
the  fame  Gaftle  was  yeelded  in  the 
three  and  thirtieth  day  of  the  f  ege5 
and  fb  the  Caftlc  and  all  the  priso- 
ners were  delivered  unto  the  Re- 
gent,who  hanged  Kircaldy  withou  t 
mercie,  fpared  Hume  and  others  at 

the 
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the  reqHeft  of  Queene  Eliza- 
beth  5  Lidmgton  was  lent  to  Lietk0 
where  he  died,  not  without  fufpi- 
tion  of  poifbn. 

And  to  the  end  that  England 
might  alio  bee  more  feenre  from 
clandeftine  attempts  at  heme  (  on 
the  behalfe  of  the  Queene  of  Scot* 
Imd)  John  Lefty  Bifhop  of  RoJfey 
who  very  faithfally  had  ierved  his 
Qiieene  (yet  with  the  deftru&ion 
ofmanymen,  and  danger  of  more) 
was  delivered  out  of  prifbn,  and 
commanded  to  depart  out  of  Eng- 
land, and  went  into  France,  fearing 
Southampton,  whom  by  his  appea- 
ching  hee  had  brought  m  danger, 
and  alio  Henry  Howard  the  Duke 
of  Nsrfolkfs  brother  5  to  mellifie 
whofe  angera  he  wrote  an  Apolo- 
gie.  Hee  was  fcarce  departed  but 
his  fecret  Letter-carrier  Henry  Co* 
hjn  was  taken,  and  by  him  was  Mor-. 
gan  detected,  who  prompt  to  doe 
fome  exploit  for  the  Queene  of 
Scotlmdy  and  defirous  to  have  done 
fbmewhatjforthwith  fled  away.-^-

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Jin  the  Phyfitian  for  the  Papifts, 
and  Goady  Doctors  of  Phyficke,and 
Francit  Bcrtyy  becaufe  they  had  Se- 
cret commerce  of  letters  with  her3 
were  put  cerraine  moneths  in  pri- 
ibn.  And  for  the  fome  caufe  Henry 
Goodyery  and  RUkard  Louder  were 
called  into  queftion. 

In  the  meane  while  Rdjfe  did  not 
pretermit  any  part  or  duty  of  a  raoft 
raitbrall  (ubjecfc  to  the  Queene  of 
Scotland^  towards  the  Emperour, 
the  Pope,  the  French  Kin  g,  and  the 
Cathoiike  Princes  ©f  Germany  twho 
every  one  gave  goo^  w©rds  and 
hopes,  but  yet  performed  nothing. 
And  alfb  the  Duke  of  A&ay  in 
whom  he  put  his  greateft  trnft,  did 
ac  this  time  depart  out  of  the  Low- 
Countries,  to  his  great  griefe.

Emy  the  third  of  that  name, 
King  of  F ranee y  and  his  mo- 
ther 
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cher  did  all  chat  they  could  bj  fe- 
eret  devices  to  get  tbeyoung  King 
of  Sattland'miQ  France,  and  to  get 
Mounon  eut  of  his  office  of  Re- 
gent, lending  fecr etly  Sc»ts  oat  of 
the  French  Guard  for  this  purpofe 
into  Sootlatid  5  which  thing  the 
Queene  of  Scotland  defired  mach5 
being  perfwaded,  that  if  her  fonnc 
were  in  France  out  of  danger,  that 
fhee  and  the  Papifts  in  England 
(hould  be  dealt  wkhall  more  mild- 
ly :  F©r  hereupon  fhee  thought  it 
woaldcome  to  pafle,that  the  facti- 
on in  Scotland)  hitherto  countenan- 
ced by  the  authorise  of  the  Kings 
name,  would  decay  and  come  to 
nothing  ;  and  that  the  Errgftfi  men 
would  fearc  him  mere  and  more,  as 
hegrewupinyeeres,  as  well  from 
France  as  out  of  Scotland.  And  as 
much  did  the  French  men  wifli  the 
fame  ;  fceretly  fearing  left  the  Re- 
gent of  Scotland  depending  wholly 
on  the  Englip)  fhould  diflTolve  the 
ancient  league  bet weene  the  Scots 
and  the  French.  Yet  when  the  Re- 
gent 
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gent  earneftly   requefted  that  a 
league  of  mutuall  defence  between 
England  and  Scetltnd  might  bee 
made,  hee  was  net  heard ;  perhaps 
for  thac  hee  requefted  withal],  that 
an  annuall  pennon  might  bee  alig- 
ned unto  him,  and  unco  certaine 
other  Scots.   But  they  wcre-heard, 
J  who  with  a  fmal  fufpicion  touched 
j  theQHeeneof&tffW,  the  Coua- 
I  tcffe  &  Earle alio  of  Shrevesbum^  as 
I  though  they  had  wrought  a  marri- 
I  agebetwecneC^/e/  Uncle  unto 
i  the  King  of  Scotland  (unto  whom 
j  the  King  hadlately  in  the  Parlament 
\  confirmed  the  Earledome  of  Len- 
nox) and  Elizabeth  Candifo  daugh- 
ter to  the  Countefle  of  Skre&sfaty 
by  her  former  husband, without  the 
Queenes  knowledge  :  For  which 
caufcthe  mothers  of  both  them  and 
others  were  kept  in  prifon,  and  all 
the  fault  was  laid  upon  the  Queene 
of  Scotland.    And  when  iimdry  fu £■ 
picions  grew  of  the  ic  tent  and  par- 
^pofcofthis  marriage,  Henry  Earle 
of  Huntingdon  was  made  Lord  Pre- 
sident 
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fident  of  the  Councell  ia  the 
North,  with  Hew  and  lecret  inftrii- 
&i©as  concerning  this  matte/.

TRisyeare  died  in  Scotland  the 
moft  Noble  Lord  lames  Ha- 
milton Duke  of  Cbafleaukroy ,  and 
Earie  of  Airan,  who  was  the 
Grand-childes  fonneof7.//«fj>  the 
(econd  King  of  Scotlmd,   by  his 
daughter,  the  Tutor  of  Queene 
Marie   ©f  Scotland,  and  Go- 
vernour  of  the  Kingdome,and  heir 
defigned,  while  (he  was  in  her  mi- 
noritie.  At  fuch  time  as  he  had  de- 
livered her  unto  the  French  men,he 
was  made  Duke  of  CbafieoHleroj  in 
France;  then  chiefe  of  the  three  Go- 
vernours  of  .SW/W appointed  by 
M  a  R 1  e  in  hercaptivitie.  Whole 
caofe  while  he  defended  moft  con- 
ftantly,  he  being  a  plaine  and  well- 
meaning  man,  was  vexed  with  all 
manner  of  politick  &  crafty  devices 
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by  turbulent  and  unquiet  minded 
people.

DOn  hbnd?  Auftri*  had  made 
a  perpetual!  edi&  at  Gmnty 
to  give  iatisfaftion  to  the  EftateSj 
of  the  Netherlands  for  their  aggrie- 
vanccs  5  which  the  P/ince  of  Orange: 
utterly  condemning,  opportunely! 
heard,  that  Bon  hbn  intended  to 
marrie  the  Qneene  of Scotlmd  -y  on 
which  he  willingly  laid  hold,  and 
forrhwith  certified  Queene  E  l  i- 
2Abeth  thereof  by  Famkry  there- 
by to  withdraw  her  rainde  from 
peace  lyetftiee,  as  one  ignorant] 
thereof,  by  Daniel  Rogers  (hewe^ 
her  gladne0e  of  the  perpetuall  ediq 
of  peaee,  though  now  (he  had  cer 
taine  knowledge,  t\mT>on  hlmbf 
the  perfwafion  of  the  Earle  of 
Weftmtrland  and  the  EngUfb  fugi- 
tives, and  forward  &Yeur  of  the 
^ Pope 
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Pope  and  the  Gmfef,  had  ia  hope 
(wallowed  chat  marriagcand  with* 
all  the  K  ingdoaies  of  England  and 
Scotland  ;  and  had  already  appoin- 
ted to  fbrprize  the  lie  of  Man  in 
the  Irijh  Sea,as  a  fit  place  to  invade 
England  out  of  Ireland,  and  the 
Weft  borders  of  Scotland,  wherein 
the  Queene  of  Scotland  had  many 
affared  iriends  ;  as  alfo  in  the  op- 
police  fide  of  England,  Nertb-waks, 
Cumbcrland,LancaftAre  and  Ckejhire, 
where  raoft  of  the  inhabitants  were 
earneft  Papifts. 

But  indeed  Von  Jolm(i&  we  have 
learned  of  Perez  Secrccarie  to  the 
King  of  tyaiwe)  before  now  ambiri- 
otafly  minded,  when  hee  had  loft 
the  hope  of  the  Kingdorne    of 
Tunife ,  had  dealt  covertly  with 
the  Pope  about  the  expulfion  of 
Queene  E  l  i  z  a  b  e  t  h,  the  mar- 
rying of  the  Queene  of  Scotland, 
and  thecenqueft  of  England,  &un- 
knowneto  Tbillip,  had  prevailed  Co 
far,  that  the  Pope  as  out  of  the  care 
of  the  common  good,  moved  Hi* 
M  lip 
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Up  to  make  war  againft  England  5asd 
Von  John  himfelfe  being  to  depart  jj 
into  the  Low-Countries,  had  pro- 
fecuteditearneftly  in  Spaine  5and 
afterwards  by  Efcovedo,  fentout  of  i 
the  Netherlands  3  hee  had  defired  to  | 
have  fome  Havens  in  Bifiay  granted 
unto  him,  from  whence  hee  might 
invade  England  with  a  Navie  :  But 
Philip  difliked   their  intentions, 
and  began  to  neglett  him,  as  one  o- 
ver-ambitious. 

Yet  Queene  Elizabeth  under- 
flood  not  thefe  things  fully  untill 
Orange  informed  her. 

In  the  meane  time  Don  John  co- 
vertly profecuted  the  marriage3and 
at  the  fame  time,  to  cloak  the  mat- 
ter, fent  unto  Queene  Elizabeth 
|  the  Vifcoant  oiGaunt,  to  (hew  her 
the  conditions  of  the  peace,  and  to 
rcqueft  longer  daies  of  payment 
for  the  money  lent  unto  the  E- 
(lates :  which  (hee  willingly  gran- 
ted, and  dealt  with  him  againe  by 
Wtifon ,  to  recompence  the  Mer- 
chants of  England^  fori  he  hu«rt  fu- 

ftained 
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ftainedinthe  facking  of  Jt?itrverfe. 
Hee  eludeth  thematter3&  whiles  he 
feemed  to  attend  about  the  Trrfe- 
tualledift for ptace 3he  brake  out  fud- 
denly  inco  open  war3and  by  policy 
gat  into  his  hands  many  Cities  and 
Caftles  5  and  wrote  unto  the  King 
ofSpaine,  that  hee  thought  it  belt 
to  fubdue  and  conquer  the  Hands 
oiZeland  before  the  Inland  Provin- 
ces :  and  beleeving  that  which  hee 
hoped  3  endevoured  to  perfwade 
him  by  his  Secretarie,  that  "England 
was  eafier  to  be  conquered  than 
Zeland,

AEont  this  time  Margaret  Dou- 
glas Countefle  of  Lennox, 
Neece  to  Henry  the  eighth  by  his 
eldeft  filler,  widow  of  Matthew 
Earle  o£Lennoxy  Grandmother  un- 
,  to  lames  King  of  Great  Britaine,  o- 
verliving  her  eight  children  ^depar- 
ted to  the  joyes  of  heaven^  in  the 
M  2      threefcore 
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threefcore  and- third  yeere  of  her 
age,  and  was  buried  at  Weflminfitr 
with  afolemne  funeral!,  at  the 
Queenes  charge :  a  Matron  of  wor- 
thy pietie,  patience  and  chaftitie, 
who  was  thriee  caft  Into  prifbn(  as 
Ihaveheardherfpeakeic)  not  for 
matter  of  treafon^but  for  love  nut- 
ters :  Firft,  when  T  horn  or  Howard 
fori  to'Thwnai  Howard  fak  Duke  of 
Norfolk^  (being  in  love  with  her) 
died  in  the  Tower  $  Bhen  for  the 
love  of  Henry  Varly  her  fon,  to  the 
Queene  Mary  of  Scotland  5  la&ly, 
for  the  love  of  Charles  her  younger 
(bn^to  Elizabeth  Candijh  mother  to 
ArbeUay  of  which  marriage  the 
Qweeneof  SctfZWwas  accufed  to 
be  a  procurer,  as  I  have  faid  before. 
About  the  fame  time  the  credit 
and  authoricie  of  Mourtm  began 
to  decay  ;  infcmuch,  that  hec  was 
removed  from  his  office  of  Regent, 
and  the  adminiftration  of  all  things 
delivered  unto  the  King  5  by  the 

I  common  content  of  the  Eftatcs^arud 
(becaufe  hee  was  not  paft  twelve 

'  years 
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years  old)unto  twelve  of  the  chiefe 
Noblemen  which  were  named, 
of  whom  three,  every  three  mo- 
neths  by  tames,  (Bbuld  bee  prefent 
with  the  King,  to  give  him  advice, 
and  Moufton  was  one  of  them,  that 
they  might  feerae  to  bring  him 
lower,  not  to  caft  him  downe. 

Shortly  after,  Mourton  trailing 
on  his  fharpc  wit,  long  experience, 
and  many  dependants  and  retainers, 
thinking  nothing  well  done,  ex1* 
cept  hee  himfelfe  did  it,  and  aHb 
not  brooking  not  to  bee  the  famer 
man  hee  had  been e,  drew  backe  all 
the  adminiftration  tanto  himfelfe, 
not  regarding  his  affbeiates,  and 
notobfereing  the  content  of  ad- 
miniftration fetj  downe,  hee  kept  in 
his  hand  the  King  within  the 
Caftle  of  Sterling,  andffiutont  and 
excluded  whom  he  pleated,  and  ad- 
mitted others  at  his  owne  choyce. 
Wherewith  the  Noblemen  being 
moved ,  made  the  Earle  of  Atbill 
their  Captaine,  and  made  Procla- 
mation in  the  Kings  name,  that  all 
M    3  men 
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men  above  fixteene,  and  under 
threeicore  yeeres,  fhould  meet  in 
Armour,  with  vi&ualls  for  fifteene 
daies.  There  met  very  many,  and 
with  Banners  difplayed  they  mar- 
.  ched  unto  Faivkirkey  where  Mow- 
ton  with  his  friends  met  them  in 
Armour  ready  to  fight :  But  Robert 
.Bowes  the  Englifh  Embaffodour,  by 
intreatie,  and  moving  honeft  con- 
ditions^ kept  them  from  fighting  5 
'and  Momton  forthwith  9  as  wea- 
rie  of  bufineflk,  went  home  fecret- 
ly3  and  the  Earle  ofAthoU  died  in- 
continently, not  without  fufpiti- 
onof  poHdn  ^  which  the  mindes 
incenfed  againft  Mounmy  tooke  to 
his  flander,  and  for  this  and  other 
things,  they  never  ceaied  toperfe- 
cute  him,  undll  they  tad  brought 
him  to  his  detrudion,.  as  wee  will 
declare  hereafter,.

THe  Scots  were  in  feare  of  ha- 
ving their  Religion  altered  by 
a  French  man  called  Amaius  or  £/- 
wMHf  Stewart  ,  who  came  at  this 
time  into  Scotland,  to  fee  the  King 
his  Coufin  ;  (for  hee  was  the  fon  of 
JobnStewartJzrother  WteoMaithett 
EarleofLewz^who  was  the  Kings 
Grand-father,  and  called  Aubigntj 
ofaTowne  in  Berry,  which  long 
fmcc  Charks  the  feventh,  King  cf 
France,  had  given  to  John  Stewart 
of  ihe  familie  o£  Lennox,  who  being 
ConftabJe  of  the  Scottish  Armie  in 
France^ut  the  Engtifb  men  to  flight 
at  Bmgy,  and  was  afterwards  flaine 
by  them  in  the  Battell  of 'Herrings  . 
and  ever  fince  that  time  it  hath  be- 
longed unco  the  younger  fonne  of 
that  houfe.)  This  man  the  King 
u fed  with  fingular  kindneffe,  gave 
him  good  livings5made  him  of  his 
I  -     M  4  privy 
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privieCouncell,  and  Lord  Cham- 
berlaine  of  Scotland^  and  Captaine 
of  the  Caftlc  of  "Dunbtlnon  5  and 
then  Eark  of  Lennox  y  and  after 
Dake.  This  extraordroarie  favour 
of  the  King  towards  him,  canted 
manytoenviehim  ;  who  murrau- 
red  that  he  was  a  favourer  of  the 
Gmfes,zad  of  the  Roman  Religion, 
and  fenc  purpofely  into  Scotland, 
by  fecret  meanes  to  overthrow  the 
true  Religion.  The  fafpition  was 
much  inereafed,  in  that  hee  was  fa- 
miliar with    the  adversaries  of 
Mom&nfxA  intreated  to  have  Tho- 
mas Cam  of  Ferniburfl  recalled 
home,  who  was  the  moft  aflured 
friend  to  the  Qaeeneof  Scotland  of 
all  others  5  M&urton  refiftirag  the 
fame  with  all  his  pcwer3  bat  in 
vaine,  for  his  authorise  was  leflc 
and  lefie  with  all  men ;  although  ic 
might  feemc  that  he deierved  well, 
inprofiigatingthe  Hamilton/ y  and 
taking  the  CaiHc  of  Hamilton  and 
Dajfraim.

N  SertMnd  tojteti  many  Minifters 
of  the  Word,  and  Noblemen 
perceived  that  Lennox,  was  in  the 
Kings  high  favour  $  firft,  they  rai- 
ted one  limes  Stewart  of  the  family 
of  OcbiltreefijLptzme  of  the  Guard, 
and  Eurk  oiArran  (Tor  hce  -had  u- 
fjrped  mat  tide  from  I  know  not 
what  ceftion  of  lames  HamiltQh 
Earle  of  -Arra??y- who le  Tutor  hee 
had  beene  when  he  was  norweilin 
His  wit)  to  affront  himi  but  the 
King  iri  a  fhorr  time  reconciled 
them.  When  t bis  way  ferved  not 
their  tunic,  they  procured  him  as 
much  hatred  as  they  could  at  home, 
.^nd  accufed  him  hainoufly  unto 
the Qneeneof 'Englmd,  as  one fent 
in  covertly  by  the  Gmfis,  to.  fhake 
the  ftate  of  Religion,  to  procure 
the  libertie  of  the  imprifoned 
Queene,  and  to  diflblve  the  amity 
U M  5       betweene 
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betweeme  England  and  Scotland. 
Thefe  men  were  {bone  beleeved, 
and  upon  this  matter  was  kept  a  fe- 
rious  consultation  in  England  -x 
j  though  hee  in  his  letters  cleered 
himfelfe  to  the  Qneene,and  open- 
ly profefled  the  Proteftants  Re- 
ligion. 

For  the  Councellors  of  England 
feared,  left  hee  mould  fa  ppreffe  the 
Scots  who  were  friends  to  England, 
nourilh  excurfions  in  the  borders, 
and  entice  the  King  to  marry  in 
France,  or  in  forae  other  plaee^ un- 
known to  tl/LtEngHp  men^whcreup- 
on  the  young  King  fruiting,  might 
trouble  England,  and  being  grown 
to  mature  yeers,  afiume  to  himfelfe 
,the  title  of  the  Realme  of  England, 
as  his  mother  had  done  before  5 
which  if  he  mould  do,  there  would 
be  more  danger  in  him,  than  was  in 
his  mother  *  fincehee  was  borne  to 
the  certaine  hope  of  both  the 
Kingdomes,  hee  might  get  many 
moe  fautors ;  and  now  the  Scots  be- 
ing bred  up in  their,  wars  at  home., 
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and  in  the  Low-Countries^  were 
more  exercifed  and  skilfull  in  mar- 
fhall    affaires.    Hereupon    they 
thought  good  to  wring  Lennox  out 
of  the  Kings  favour,by  one  meanes 
or  other,  or  elie  to  drive  him  out 
of  Scotland^  and  that  without  de- 
lay ;  QncQ  it  was  bruted  abroad^that 
hee  had  fen  t  for  one  Baljkre  out  of 
France  (  who  had  gotten  I  know 
not  what  hand-writing,  of  Mmr- 
tons^  wherein  it  was  hoped,  that 
Mourton  might  be  convinced  of  the 
murder  of  the  Kings  father)  and 
alfo  that  hee  had  obtained  the  Cap- 
tainfhip  of  the  -Cattle  oVDirnhdmn^ 
for  no  other  purpofe^  but  cither  to 
let  in  forraine  forces  into  Br  it  aim  ^ 
or  elfetocarrieover  from  thence' 
the  2£ing  of  Scotland  Into  France.] 
It  was  reported  alfo,  that  hee  per- 
fwaded  the  King  to  refigne  his 
Crowne  up  to  his  mother,  as  if  (hee 
had  been e  deprived  unjuftly,  and 
by  a  moft  impious  example  or  pre- 
(idem  by  her  lubjefts  accepting  a£ 
farance,  to  take  it  from  her  by  a 
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lawfull  refignation  $  whereby  hec 
mould  mofl  ftrongly  conrlrme  his 
Kingdorre  to  him,  and  extingui- 
fhingthe  fa&ions  thereby,  bee  ac- 
knowledged of  all  men  for  a  lawfpl 
fKing. 

Hereupon  Rsfotf  Boms,  Teafu- 
!rer  for  tne  Garrifbn  at  B^nvici^, 
^was  fent  into  Seothrd,  who  mould 
?challengeand  charge  Lennox  with 
thofc  things  before  the  King  and 
his  Councilors,  and  admonim 
them  to  beware  of  their  imminent 
evi!?, ,  As foone  as  he  was  admitted 
to  fpeake,  he  required  to  have  Le«- 
lnox  removed  from  the  GounceH, 
^hichtheCouncellors  utrerly  de-^ 
tried,  as  a  thing  ftrange  and  never? 
■heard  of,  that  a  Kings  Couucellor* 
&ould  be  put  out  of  his  place,  and- 
hiscaufe  not  heard  or  not  knowne^ 
They  doubted  alfo  whether  the 
Queen  did~exprefly  command  him 
Co  to  do,  and  required  him  to  £hew 
his  inftru&rons  to  maintaine  his' 
credit.  Kee  denied  to  (hew  tfoem5 
but  onely.  to  the  Kins,  and  unto 
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one  cr  two  more  ;  whereupon  hee 
was  unheard,  forthwith  called 
homeland  tooke  leave  ofthe  Kingg 
who  thought  of  no  fuch  matter, 
complaining  that  the  wholef  >me 
admcniftimenta  of  his  La-die  the 
Queen  ('who  deferved  well  at  their 
;hands)  were  rejected. 

Immediately  upon  this  was  fen r 
from  Scotland  Alexander  Yham  to 
excufe  thefe  things,  and  to  Iesrne 
what  thefe  imminent  evils  were  ; 
but  bee  was  not  admitted  unco  the 
Quecne,  but  was  fen t  to  "Burkigb^ 
who  with  a  briefe  and  difcreet 
fpeech  mewed  him,  That  tbeQume 
thought  not  good-  to  admit  him  to  her 
$>eecb?  not  that  pee  dUiiegkEt  hirny 
reborn  flu  had  tried  to  be  found  in  Ken 
Vgion^  and  a  man  carefnU  for  tbc  goid 
cfbifFrhice,  Countrk^  andtlx  tran- 
quiUitie  of  both  the  Realmesjhtt  out  of  a 
ju ft  grief  that  her  Majefty  andthten* 
dii  of  her  Emhafpidmr  rvasfo  contemp- 
tuoyjly  nfedfvbo  had  k$>tbitnf elf  with- 
in thicompfifiaiidbounds-ofhitEmba^ 
fade9&  hadhen  eemrnaudtd  tofhv&  hit 
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commijfwi  (which  was  a  thing  never] 
heard  of.)  He  cafl  aU  the  fault  upcn  the 
neve  Councelkrs  ,  and  excujed  the 
King,  who  wanted  experience  throng}) 
his  young  yeeres^  and  wiped  that  he 
would give  ewe  unto  the  whekfome  and 
profitable  advices  of  the  Qtteene,  who 
hare  a  true  motherly  minde  unto  Vim^ 
and  not  to  mah^  lejje  accmnt  of  her v 

.than  he  did  of  bis  French  Coufm^  and 
afftbjeff  to  the  French  King>  matched 
with  a  French  woman^  and  a  'Papift 
mRehghn ;  andwhoperlups  dnhfeeht 
(the  Hamilton  s  being  at  this  time  ba~ 
nijhed)  to  bee  defignedfeeondperfon  to 
the  Ki*?g  :  Andiaid,  hi  the  King  (e*- 
member^  that  there  is  no  ajfedtion  more 
vehement  than  ambition  5  and  let  the 
Scots  remember  what  hoiks  the 
French  men  had  made  in  Scotland,  if 
fhe  Qmtne  by  her  prudence  and  power 

^  had  not  prevented  them. 

So  Hume  was  fent  backe  into 
Scotland,  and  all  thefe  things  were 
done  of  purpofe  to  put  the  King  in 
feare3and  to  make  him  beleeve,that 
Lennox  had  undertaken  dasgerous 
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plots  and  devices  againft  the  King 
and  the  Real  me.  Yet  for  all  this, 
fliortly  after ,  Mmrten  who  was 
wholly  for  England,  was  accufed  of 
treafbn  by  the  Earle  of  Arran9  and 
caftintoprifon.

HEreupon  in  the  beginning  of 
January,  Sir  7 'homos  Randolph 
generall  poft-mafter,  was  fent  into 
Scotland,  withinftnactionstocon- 
ferve  the  Religion  and  amity  with 
theEnglifhmen,  and  to  labour  all 
he  could,  that  no  violence  fhould 
be  .offered  unto  Men-ton ,  to  remove 
Lennox  away  out  cfScotlarid^  and  to 
comfort  the  Noblemen  of  the  En« 
glilhfi&ion.  He  made  diligent  and 
earneft  intreatie  for  Maurton,  illea- 
ging  his  merits  towards  the  King5 
the  honour  cf  Qceene  Eliza- 

Ibeth,  ifflieefowell  deferving 
fhoukLhavearepulfe,  and  the  envy 
ot 
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of  His  acCu  firs .  The  King  answe- 
red- That  hee  could  notour  of  his 
Princely  dude;  but  bring  to  triall  a 
FH*ihappeached  oftreafon  $and  that 
he  acknowledgedby  experience  the 
Qaeenes  good  will9  and.  that  hee 
.would  not  commit  any  thing  that 
might  juftly  difpleafe  her  by  any 
m  canes. 

Afcer  Randolph  was  admitted  to1 
fpeake  in  the  .  afembly   of  the 
Eftates^  recounting  the  benefits  of 
Queene  E  lizabeth  towards 
Scotland,  and  the  King  bimfeiie,  to 
wit  ;    Hon?  jVee  had  delivered  the 
Re  dm  e  from,  the  French  men,  rc'uh  the 
hhud  of  Er>glifh  meriy  defended  their 
Religion  and  K'mg^    and  yet  never 
thought  to  convoy  him  away  (as  it  was. 
ftljly  reported Jt  or  to  ohtaine  an  acre  of 
$coui(h ground  $  whenyetfbehadop- 
portmiitie  andiHeanefto  conquer  Scot- 
land, the  King  being  in  his  Cradle, 
'hismoiker  frbfomr  in  England^ '.  and 
the  Noblemen  at  difeni'wn.    But  0.7  the 
ether  fide,  fhe  hath  be^onKd'alilkr  care 
ttPreferve  injafttx  the  Khig  and  his 
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Rtdmty  who  was  tied  unte  her  with  tbe 
rmfi  firait  bonds  ofUoud^  vicmitie 
and  Religion  :  wbofe  love  jbee  found 
mafi  Jincere  towards  ber^  at  fkee  bad 
done  all  the  Regents  fitecetfrudj  before 
ftta/AuMgney  Earkaf  Lennox  eame 
into  Scotland.  Since  that  time  bee 
bath  ruled  the  King  at  a  Ward,  haib  in- 
verted bis  mindefrom  the  friendfhip  of 
tbe  Englifli  men  unto  the  French  mmy 
who  haze  not  hitherto  fo  much  as  ac- 
tytowlcdgedbim  for  King,  hath  put  out 
of  their  offices  the  moftfitithfullfubje&s 
of  tbe  King,  and  hath  put  inotlxrs  not 
fa  faithfitU,  and  hath  bj  hit  letter! 
(which  hejhewed)  dealt  withforramt 
princes  about  the  invading  of  En- 
gland. Hce-batb  moved  the  King  to 
hate  andahhorre  the  Minifers  of  Gods 
Wordy  as  if  they  were  railers  ajzd  turbu- 
lent people  ^  and  hath  had  no  care  of  the 
admimflration  ofjnflice  betweene  the 
borderers  :  AH  which  things  Qucene 
Elizabeth  couldnotbuttak^in 
very  ev ill party  whenfoefrwa  Prince  of 
fueh  vertwy  and  her  merefk  Cmfin>  ali~ 
enattd  and  drawne  forcibly  away  by  thefe 

bad 
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bad  devices.  Yet  nothing  was  then 
eflfe&ed^  either  to  helpe  Monrton, 
or  againft  Lennex>  who  moft  men 
thought  was  falfly  charged  with 
the  crimes  ;  and  alfbthat  the  let- 
ters which  were  (hewed  >  were 
counterfeit. 

Therefore  Randolph  attempted 
another  politicke  way  :  Hee  unto 
the  adverfaries  oi  Lennox,  and  unto 
the  friends  of  Mourton,  deploreth 
the  unfortunate  eftate  of  Scotland, 
and  laieth  before  them  the  dangers 
hanging  over  the  heads  of  the 
King,  the  Common- wealth,  and 
themfelves  ;  he  complalneth  that 
the  intercefiion  of  the  Queene  of 
England \$  not  regarded  of  the  un- 
thankful! people^  and  covertly  ad- 
vi/eth  them  to  trie  whether  they 
can  effeft  that  by  armes5which  they 
cannot  obtaine  by  other  meanes, 
and  promiied  them,  helpe  of  men 
and  money  out  of  England.  And 
fo  he  drew  to  his  fide  the  Earles  of 
A/gik,  Montros,  Angus ,  (Mour~ 
tons  brothers  fonne)  Mane,  Glen» 
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cxrne^  Ruihm,  Ljndfij^  and  ethers 
Bnc  they  by  and  by  after,  their  ends 
and  purpofes  being  feverall,  when 
they  faw  the  King  wholly  to  bend 
his  favour  towards  Lemwx,and  not 
to  bee  terrified  with  the  Englifh 
[forces  which  were  on  the  borders, 
againit  which  hee  had  oppofed  his, 
the  moft  of  th  em  di  /agreeing  &  re- 
verencing royall  Majefty  even  in  a 
young  man,  durft  attempt  nothing 
again  ft  Lew^x,  and  thought  it  e- 
nough  if  they  took  companion  on 
Mounon.  Yet  Angus  and  Mint  fe- 
cretly  deviled  plots-  for  Moumny 
and  againft  Lemox^  of  which  when 
the  King  had  knowledge  by  Wit- 
tmgbamy  Angus  was  commanded  to 
depart,  and  live  beyond  the  Ri- 
ver ofSpea  5  and  Marre  was  com- 
manded to  deliver  the  Caftle  of 
Sterling  unto  the  King.  -Randolph 
doubcingfome  danger  to  himfelfe, 
flipped  fecretly  away  to  Zarrvkk^, 
and  willed  Angus  8c  Marre  ( things 
going  againft  them)  to  looke  to 
therafelves,  either  by  recovering 

the 
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the  Kings  favour,  or  elk  by  refer- 
ring unto  the  pote&ion  of  the 
Qtieenc  of  England  But  the  En- 
glish forces  were  now  called  backe 
from  the  borders  $  and  00*  long 
after^  Mmrtm  (as  privy  unto  the 
murder  of  the  Kings  father)  wa£ 
beheaded,  being  firft  found  guiltic 
of  the  fame.  For  he  had  confeffed, 
as  they  lay,  That  B&tbmM  and  A**- 
cbihld  ftfftvglaf  did  communicate 
uato  him  their  intent  and  purpofe 
to  kiU  the  King,  and  that  hee  dur& 
not  reveale  the  fame  in  fuch  a 
doubtful!  world  as  that  was  :  nci- 
thercoald  hee  deny  (after  the  reor- 
der was  committed)  but  that  ArVi» 
bald  Vbwglaf  one  of  the  Murderers 
was  one  of  his  raoft  inward  friends; 
and  that  he  gave  his  faith  and  word 
under  his  hand,to  defend  Botbwelly 
if  any  man  accufed  him  for  murde- 
ring of  the  King.  Angm  and  the 
other,  who  frood  in  defence  of 
Mmrton^  fled  in  to  Englmd. . 
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Anno    1582. 

QUcene  Elizabeth,  that 
fhee  might  be  more  fecure  at 
home,  purpofed  to  make  a  compo- 
fition  with  the  Queene  of  Scotlmd 
by  Wdtcr  Afildmajibu t  finding  out 
that  the  Guife  was  deviling  force 
fecret  practices  with  fome  Englifh 
fugitives,  and  to  gather  forces  to- 
gether, under  pretence  to  (end 
them  into  the  Low-Countries,  to 
lerve  under  the  Duke  of  Anjesny 
but  indeed  to  be  tranfported  into 
En$and%  fi -ora  Ewe  an  obfeure  part 
in  Nwmmdjy  belonging  unto  him, 
the  matter  was  put  off  un:iJi  ano- 
ther time,  and  fhee  was  not  regar- 
ded. 

But  about  the  fame  time  William 
Enthn  (whom  the  King  had  lately 
created  Earle  of  Gmry)  not  dege- 
nerating from  his  father,  who  bare 
a  deadly  hatred  againft  the  Kings 
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motherland  other  conspirators  de- 
vifed  to  remove  Lennox  and  the 
Earle  of  A/ran  from  the  King,  un- 
der the  pretence  to  afliire- Religi- 
on, the  Kings  iafetie,  and  ami  tie 
of  England,  whereunto  they  were 
inceniedand  whetted  on  by  their 
Minifters.  So  when  Lennox  was  de- 
parted from  Perth)  where  the  King' 
lay,  unto  Edenktrgh,  about  fbme 
affaires  of  the  Real  me,  and  Art  an 
alio  was,  abfent  ;  Gemy,  Marrtj 
Lyvdfiy>av.d  others,  taking  the  op- 
portunitie,  invited  the  King  unto 
the  Gaffle  of  Kuthen,  where  they 
detained  him  againfthis  will,  and 
would  not  permit  kim  to  ride  or; 
walke  into  the  fields,  threatning 
him  with  death.   They  put  from 
him  all  his  fakhfall  fervants,  caft 
the  Earle  of  '  Art  an  into  prifbn,  and 
compelled  the  King  to  call  home 
the  Earle  of  Angw,  who  was  ba- 
mmed 5  the  Qucene  of  EngUnd 
(who  was  of  their  council )  ma- 
king in  terceffion  for  him  ;  and  to 
fend  back  Lennox  into  France,  who 
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being  a  man  of  a  milde  nature,  gave 
over  the  Caftle  of  T>mibritton9 
which  he  might  eafily  have  defen- 
ded, (by  the  perfwafion  of  the 
King  let  on  by  them)  and  refufed 
not  to  returne  into  France.  But 
they  not  content  herewith,  enfor- 
ced the  King  againfthis  will  to  ap- 
prove this  his  fur  prize  in  letters  to 
the  Qaeene  of  England,  and  to  pro- 
nounce theaflembly  of  the  Eftates, 
fummonedand  called  by  them,  to 
be  lawfull. 

When  the  French  King  heard 
this  for  a  ccrtaintie,  he  difpatched 
Motfenelan  by  EngLmd,  and  Man- 
ninguiU  by  Sea,  with  one  and  the 
fame  inftru&ions  into  Scotland,  to 
wit,  That  they  (hould  take  fo me 
order  by  one  meanes  or  other  to  fet 
the  King  free,  and  confirme  the  fa- 
ction of  France,  to  allure  and  win 
the  Kings  mindeunto  the  friend- 
ftip  of  the  French,  and  as  joyfull 
newes  fignifie  unto  him,  that  the 
Queene  his  mother  out  of  her  mo- 
therly pietie,  did  grant  and  bellow 
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upon  him  the  tide  of  King,  and 
admit  him  very  willingly  now  into 
the  fellowfhip  of  the  Kingdorae,to 
the  end  that  he  might  be  taken  and 
acknowledged  as  a  true  and  lawful! 
King;  by  all  Ghriftian  Princes,  and 
all  the  ScQts  $  and  thereby  the  di- 
vifioa  and  partaking  of  factions 
wholly  taken  away. 

Shee  in  the  sneane  time  being 
vexed  and  troubled  in  minde9  op* 
preffcd  wiih  miieries,  and  pinin 
away  with  the  calamine  of  her 
long  Ming  imprifonment,  with- 
out any  hope  of  libertie  ;  in  her 
long  letters  written  in  French 
(which  her  motherly  love  and  an-! 
xietie  of rninde  extorted  from  her)i 
deplored  unto  Qceene  E  l  1  2  a-i 
beth  her  grievous  and  hard  for- 
tunes, and  the  moft  deftrefled  eftate 
ofherfbnne,  tothiscffeft  $  for  I 
will,  out  of  the  originall  written 
with  her  owne  hand ,  abbreviate] 
them. 

Wbm  1  hard  for  certamtie^  thai  my 
fin  re*  takgi  andforprizedby  JUMr| 
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(at  Imyfelfewas  certain*  yeeres  agoe) 
out  of  a  ^u ft  fare  left  be  JhouldfaS  into 
the  fame  mdlihp  unfortunate  eftate  that 
lam  in,  I  cannot  but  powu  mt  my 
mournfull  complaints  ^  and  engravt  the 
fame  (if  it  may  be)  in  thy  confcknce^ 
that  my  mnocency  may  evidently  apptarz 
unto  pofleritie  .-,  and  alfe  their  igmmi* 
nkandfhame^  by  whofe  iniquitit  /  am 
caft  into  thefe  mifiries.    But  fince  the 
policies  and  cunning  reaches  of  thefe 
per  fins  (though  wicked  and  lewd Jbave 
hitherto  prevailed  more  with  thee,  than 
my  ju ft  complaints  •  let  the  right  and 
jttftice  nowyeeldand  give  place  wtte  thy 
power,  and  let  force  opprejfe  the  truth 
with  mm,   I  will  appeak  unto  the  im~ 
mortal  God,w}jom  aUne  I  acknowledge  to 
befuperior  ofta  Princes  of  equal!  right 
and  honour.   And  I  will  caU  iipon  the 
fame  God  (with  whom  ohfes  and  dem- 
erits are  not  regarded,  and  will  not  pre*- 
vailejthat  at  the  laft  day  he  will  reward 
us  two  as  we  dtferveeach  to  other,  how- 
foever  my  adverfaries  have  skill  to  cloak^ 
their  craftu  and deceitfull  policies  with 
men( and  per  adventure  alfo  with  thee.) 
N  In 
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In  hit  name  therefore,  and  as  it  were 
before  hit judgement* feat,  1 prefent  un- 
to thy  mind;  by,  what  primes  fimeff its 9 
ufwg  thy  name,  drew  the  Scots  my 
JubjeEts  to  rebell  againft  me,  at  fuch 
time  as  J  lived  in  Scotland  ;  and  fit  on. 
foot  all  the  evils  which  have  happened 
therefrom  that  day  to  this,  Which  thing 
{not  to  fpeahaof other  matters)  U  m4fb 
evident  and  apparant ,  by  tefiimonks 
openly  pewed,  and  the  confefim  of 
Moortons  owne  mouth,  who  was  for 
that  caufi  advanced  unto  honour  •  a~ 
gain  ft  whom,  if  1  had  dealt  by  courfi  of 
Law,  and  thou  hadfl  not  given  aid  un- 
to the  Rebds,  they  could  never  have 
flood  out  fo  long  again fl  me  and  my 
frimis. 

j      Whih  I  was  detained  in  prifon  in 
!  L©chIevin3NichohsThrogrnort$ni 
perfwadedme  in  thy  name?  by  fialmg, 
Letters  Patents ,   to  refigne  my  King- 
f  dome  (which  he  affirmed  would  be  void,- 
\  and  in  deed  all  the  world  accounted  it 
void)  uniiU  thou  by  thy  favour^  counter- 
name  and  forces,  didflgive  aidunto  the 
beginners  and  procurers  ofthefe  Letter fi 
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Patents.  And  tell  me  in  good  faith, 
whether  thm  doe  ft  acknowledge  tkyfitb- 
jeffistobave  any  fhch  autboritie  over 
thee.  And  yet  from  thenceforth  was  my 
royaU  autboritie  taken  away  from  mee 
by  thy  connfellandhelpe,  and  my  King-* 
dome  transferred  unto  my  fin,  uncap  a" 
bU  thereof  by  reafon  of  his  tender  yseres. 
And  when  T  not  long  fince,  determined 
to  eonfirtne  the  Kingdome  unto  him  in  a. 
Uwfall  manner,  he  was  tah$n  away  by 
force,  by  divers  Traitors jwbo  qucftiou- 
lejfe  have  an  intent  to  deprive  him  of 
his  Kingdome,  as  they  did  me,  if  not  to 
tak^  away  his  life  alfi.  After  I  efiaped 
out  of  Lochlevin,  and  was  now  read) 
to  fight  and  encounter  with  the  Rebels,! 
implored  thy  aid, fending  bacb^  that  Di- 
amond which  beforetime  I  had  received 
tfromtbee,  as  a  tofyn  and  pledge  of  thy 
love,  with  a  Urge  promifi  of  aid  aga'mft 
the  Rebeb  ^not  once  nor  twice  alfo  gi- 
ving thy  fidelitie,  that  if  1  retired  and 
came  myfelfe  unto  thee  for  jkccmr,thou 
[  wouldeft  come  in  perfon  unto  the  bor- 
ders,and  give  me  aid.  And  I  trufting 
upon  iby  promift  freely  offered ,  (  aU 
N  2  though 
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\  though  thy  few  ants  bad  oftentimes  de- 
ceived me)  nfolved  to  flee  for  belpe  unto 
thee,  as  to  mykfi  ajjured  Anchor ,  in 
my  adverfitky  and  fo  had  J  done,  if j 
the  way  bad  beetle  as  open  and  eajie  for) 
meey  as  it  was  fir  them  that  rebelled  a- 
gainjl  me.  But  before  I  could  came  un- 
to>theey  1  was  intercepted,  guarded 
with  ktfefs9jkut  up  mtoflrong  places, 
andfrem  that  time  untiU  thk9  endured 
evils  more  grievous  than  death, 

Ikriowthou  wilt  oh j etl jigainft  me, 
the  dealings  that  were  betwixt  the 
DHkirfNothVssandme  ; yet  1  doe 
ftiBdeny,  that  they  were  any  wrong  or 
hurt  to  thee 9  or  to  thy  Kealme,  for  they 
were  dBowed  by  the  chicfe  CotmceUors 
oftbefoahie  of  En%\md,  andemfr- 
rmd  with  their fnhferipthns  ;  who  alfo 
pmniftd  afjuredly  to  ebtawetby  eon- 
fenU  And  bow  (Iprayyoa)  could fuch 
great  men  fromife  thy  confent  unto  that 
fhould  deprive  the  of  thy  life,  honour 
andDiadem  ?  But  yet  thu  wilt  haze 
all  men  to  belceve  this. 

But  when  many  oftbofe  Rebels  did 
repent,   though  late,    and  Jaw  mere 
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plainly  ly  the  conference  at  Torh^,  be- 
tweene  our  Commifioners  ,  haw  un- 
juftlj  they  dealt  with  me  •  they  were 
forthwith  be fieged  by  thy  forces  in  the 
C^Jf/c  *fEdenburgh  5  and  of  the  prin- 
cipal! men^  one  (Lidington)  waspoi- 
foned,  andthe  ether  (Grange)  in  la- 
mentable manner  hanged.  And  this, 
after  that  by  thy  requeft,  I  had  cut  fed 
them  once  or  twice  to  lay  downe  their 
atmes  upon  a  hope  of  peace,  which  God 
kgowetb  whether  my  adverfaries  ever 
imagmedto  hype. 

From  that  time  I  wot  re  faked  to  try 
whether  I  could  molife  rigor  by  pati- 
ence, infujfering  what  fever  they  impo* 
fed<m  me  a  prifmer  ;  yet  J  was  utterly 
harredfromall  emfirence  with  rnyjonm 
hy  Utters  or  mefengers,  for  thti  whole 
yeerepjfiy  that  tlxfonze  might  bee  dif- 
ypined  hy  this  mofi  lament  Me  disjun* 
&  ion  from  the  mother,  if  it  might  be. 

1  have  oftentimes  fet  down*  and  pro- 
pofed  conditions  efa  peace  and  concord 
to  be  madebetweene  us,  of  at  Chatti£- 
worth  eleven  yeeres  fhicex.  with  the 
CommifjiowLYSy  and  with  thy  feife  by 
j N  3  the 
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the  Embajfadours  of  the  mo  ft  Cbriftian 
King,  and  by  mine  owne  :  Idealtdfo 
fince,  ely  with  Beak  the  la  ft  winter  -, 
but  tbofe  conditions  were  akvayes  reje- 
cted, anddeUies  made  and  mterpoftd, 
my  advices  and  counftMs  were  Jitfie- 
Bed,  and  all  tire  motions  ofmyfincere 
mmde  condemned and difaUowed.  Nei- 
ther did  I  reapeany  ether  fruit  of  my 
long-laftingpai iesoe,  than  that  it  grew 
to  afttledcuftomeformee  to  bee  mere  ri- 
goreufly  u fed  every  day  than  other  *  not 
as  a  prijcner,  hut  even  as  a  Kitcbiti- 
maid,  jijfuredly  I  c&mot  endure  theft 
things  any  longer,  and  hap  what  hap 
wiU,  if  I  die,  I  will  mah$  the  procurers 
and  cauftrs  oftmy  death  tohee  fyowne  : 
kit  if  J  live,  Ijhallfinde  weaves,  I 
hope,  that  aU  theft  wich^d  attempts  and 
flmderow  calumniations  again  ft  mcey 
fhalldk,  that  I  maffpmd  the  reft  of  my 
lift  in  more  tranquiUitie. 

Wherefore  to  tah^  away  aK  difyka-. 
fare  and  hatred 'betweeneur,  let  the  te~ 
ftimonies  of  the  Spaniards,  who  were 
lately takininltehnd,  beefhewed,  let 
the  examinations  of  the  Jefuits  he  pro-* 

duced,, 
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daced,  let  any  body  have  free  Ubertte  to 
accufc  mee  publihghf  $  yet  foy  that  in 
lik^  manner  Imaj  bane  liberie  to  defend 
my  felfty  anithat  I  bee  not  condemned 
unheard.    MakfaUors  and  perfins  of 
the  bafeftfirt  and  condition  are  admit*- 
tedtajfea^e  and  defend  thtmfelves  5 
and  their  acatfers  are  brought  before 
their  faee.  Why  am  not  I  Jo  ufed  and 
dealt  veitbatiy  who  am  a  Queene  an- 
nomtedy  and  thy  next  Cottfin,  and  the 
Uwfutthtire  of  the  Ctownt  after  thee  $ 
Bm  thklaft  thing  is  the  matter  which 
chiefly  vexetb  and  ftingetk  my  adrver* 
fanes 3  which  ftudie  to  kgpe  urfiill  em- 
miety  and  at  contention.   Alas^  there  is 
no  caufe  why  tbiffbould  vex  them*    T 
tah^  God  to  witrntfe^  and  upon  mrm 
honour^    I   have  thought  of  no  ether 
Kingdome  this  long  time^  but  onely  the 
Gekfliall    Kingdome,   Yet   tkou  art 
bound  in  confeimee^  and  tyed  both  by 
dutie  andjuftice,  not  to  trouble  orcroffe 
the  mo  ft  ajjured  right  of  my  forme  after 
mj  death  }  nor  to  farther  their  fecret 
comhinations^  who  as  well  in  England 
as  in  Scotland,  doe  apply  all  their  wit 
N  4  md 
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and  power  t9  ww%  the  deflru&ion  of 
meandmyfome,  which  is  evident  and 
apparent  by  the  mftm&iens,  of  thy  mef- 
fengers  in  Scotland^  rvbo  ufed  and  be- 
haved themfehes  mofl  feditimfiy 
(douhtkjfe  withmt  thyhgowkdge)  hut 
Huntingdon  being  wonderfaU  eager 
and  diligent  therein. 

Mf  thitjufi  and  right,  that  I  a  mo- 
ther JbaU  be  forbidden,  notanely  te  give 
counfell  and  advice  to  my  oppreffkd  fony 
but  alfo  to  nnderfkandin  who*  diflrejfed 
eftatebek  f  Iftbeyhadbeenefentfor 
myfonntsgmd,  perhaps  if  they  had  ta- 
kgnmine  advice w&btbem,  theyjhould 
have  heme  for  that  caufi  the  more  wel- 
come unto  him.

Tet  that  Imayfpeah^  freely  ;  I  dejire 
thee  not  to  ufe  fnch  Agents  any  more  in 
the  Se&ttifh  affaires  :  For  although  I 
bekeve  that  Cary  (HunfHon)  will not 
doe  or  tafy  any  thing  in  handi  which

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&$er9  yet  I  cannot  hope  of  any  good  to 
Pome  from  Huntingdon,  far  hit  cv$ 
deferts  towards  mee.

Elizabeth  was won*- 
derfuliy  moved  and  di%iieted3  and 
fern:  unto  tht  Queene  of  Scotland \. 
Robert  Eeaky  one  of  the  Gierke*  of 
the  Ouncell3  a  man  rude  and  unci- 
vill ;  who  (liould  in  fharpe  words 
expoftukte  with  her  for  her  letters 
of  complain  t^  and  alio  jointly  with 
the  Earle  oimrewsbkrm,  to  talke  a- 
bout  her  deliverance  ••  forafmuch 
as  fliee  had  of  late  in  other  letters 
requefted  Queene  Elizabeth 
that  (he  might  after  this  time  (upon 
fecuritie  to  bee  given  to  Queene 
El  izabet  h)  enjoy  her  liber  ty, 
and  bee  joyned  with  her  fonin  the 
government  of  Scotland:

As  for  the  eonfoeiation  with  her 
fbnne,  in  the  adminiflratioB  of  af- 
faires, it  was  thought  fit  that  the 
Qaeeneof  England  (hould  not  in- 
terpofe  her  felfe  $  but  this  they  re- 
ferred to  Ae  King  of  Scotland  him- 
felfe,  and  the  Eftates  of  Scotland. 
But  if  they  were  joyned  together, 
that  they  fhould  talke  about  the 
league  with  them  joyntly,  if  not, 
bythemfelves. 

Thele  things  were  con  tilted  of, 
but  with  no  luccefie  ,  For  the  Scots 
of  the  Engtifh  faction  utterly  reje- 
cted them,  crying  amaine,  that  ma- 
ny Scots y  deadly  enemies  to  the  En- 
glijb  Nation,  were  called  out  of 
Frmce  by  the  Councell  of  the 
Qaeene  of  Scotland :  And  that  Holt 
ran  Englifhlzimt  was  fent  (ecretly 

into 
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into  Scetlmd9  to  take  order  for  the 
invading  of  England. 

The  French  Embaffadors,  which 
weat  into  Scotland,  not  obtaining 
that  they  came  for3  departed  $ 
whereupon  the  Noblemen  that  had 
furprized  the  King,  grew  haughty 
in  minde,  as  alio  for  that  Lennox 
died  at  that  time,  which  putting 
them  into  fecuritie,  the  King  con- 
trary to  their  expectation,  difdai- 
ning  to  bee  under  the  government 
of  three  Earles,  recovered  his  liber- 
tie,  and  went  t©  the  CaftJe  of  Saint 
Andrtwts  5  and  with  good  words 
willed  many  of  the  furprifers  to 
depart  from  the  Court,  to  avoid 
any  ft" irre,  and  promised  them  par- 
don, if  they  wouklaske  it  within  a 
certaine  time  ("which  thing  Gowry 
only  did)  and  called  Arran  back  to 
the  Court,  but  they  were  fo  far  off 
from  doing  of  that,  as  they  fecretly 
praftifed  to  take  him  iuddenly  a- 
gaine.  Hereupon  they  were  com- 
manded to  depart  oat  of  the  Realm 
by  a  day  appointed ;  Afmefilamit, 

the 
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the  Commendators  of  DryWg,  and 
Pa/let,  and  others,  went  into  Ire- 
land, Boyd,  Zefier-Weim,  Locblevin, 
went  into  the  Low-Countries,  and 
VnnfirrmUm  went  into  France :  'An~ 
gw/ was  confined  into  Angus,  only 
Gowry  having  a  new  plot  in  his 
head,  tarried  after  the  time  prefix- 
ed,to  his  owne  deftrufrion. 

And  then  the  King  to  fhcw  him- 
felfea  Prince,  began  to  exercife  his 
Regall  authoritle.  And  whereas 
theft  Confpirators  in  an  aflembly 
called  by  their  owne  private  au- 
thority, had  ena&ed  and  recorded, 
That  this  iurprize  of  the  King  was 
juft  ;he  on  the  contrary  part  decla- 
red, in  a  great  affembly  of  the  E- 
ffates,  that  the  fame  was  traiterous, 
Although  the  Minifters  (as  if  they 
were  the  fupreme  Judges  in  the 
Realme)  in  a  Synod  called  by  their 
owne  authoritie,  pronounced  the 
fame  to  be  juft,  and  judged  all  them 
that  did  not  approve  and  allow  the 
fime,  worthy  to  bee  excommu- 
nicate.

IN  rite  beginning  of  the  Spring, 
feme  of  the  Scots  returned  out  ©f 
Ireland,  upon  a  pa&  made  bctwcene 
them  and  Gowry,  who  had  conspi- 
red anew  with  divers,  to  take  the 
Kingagaine  ^  profeffing  that  they 
fet  before  their  eyes  nothing  clfe 
but  the  glorie  of  God,  the  trnth 
©f  Religion ,  the  fefctaitie  of  the 
King  and  Realms,  and  the  amitie 
with  England,  againft  them  who  by 
fmiftermeanes  (as  they  gave  out) 
abnfed  the  King,  not  yet  come  un- 
to ftfficientage.  But  the  King  hea- 
ring hereof,  (ent  Colonell  Stewart 
to  apprehend  Gowty,  who  lay  at 
the  Haven  of  J)ondeey  a*  if  hee  had 
beene  going  out  of  the  land  •  who 
after  bee  had  defended  himfelfe  an 
houre  or  two  in  his  houfe,  was  ta- 
ken and  carried  away  unto  prifbn. 
Ih  the  meane  time  the  other 
Confpirators 
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Conipiratora  toeke   Sterling  by 
fuddea  (urprize,and  the  Caftlc  was 
yeelded  unto  them  ;  yet  by  and  by 
they  leave  them  boths  becaufe  the 
King  difplaiedhis  baaners,as  ready 
to  fight,  not  fb  many  met, as  Gmry 
had  promised,  and  their  hope  of 
Engtijh  heipe  failed  them,  and  Co 
for  feare,  Marrey  Glamit  and  Angus ^ 
who  was  come  to  them,  and  others 
fled  into  England,  humbly  bcCcc- 
ching  the  Queene  to  releeve  their 
neceffities,  atjd  to  intreat  the  King 
for  them  :  Forafmuchas  they  had 
loft  all  their  goods  and  theKisgs 
favour,  for  ftewing  their  love  to 
her  and  England,  unto  whom  fhee 
thought  good  tofhew  fome  favor^ 
that  they  might  be  oppofed  againft 
the  contrarie  faction  in  Scotland, 
and  the  rather  for  that  the  Mini- 
fters  bruted,  that  the  King  was  up- 
on the  point  to  fall  from  his  Reli- 
gion, upon    ho    other  ground 
(though  they  fained  other  mat- 
ters) but  for  that  he  upon  a  fi- 
liall  love  inclined  t©  his  mother, 
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and  received  into  his  efpedaU  fa- 
vour and  grace  thofe  whom  hee 
knew  to  bee  moft  addi&ed  unto  his 
mother. 

In  the  meane  time  Gomyms  ar- 
raigned before  his  Peeres  at  Ster~ 
/i^5upon'theie  points  :  That  hee 
intended  and  began  a  new  confpi- 
racieagainft  the  King,  whom  hee 
hadalfo  keptprifbaer  in  his  houfe 
beforetime ;  That  hee  conferred  by 
night  with  the  fervants  of  Angus, 
to  (eize  upon  Perth  and  Sterling  : 
That  he  had  refilled  the  Kings  au- 
thoritie  at  Vondce  -0  had  conceived  a 
confpiracie  againft  the  life  of  the 
King,  and  his  mother.  Laftly,  that 
hee  had  asked  conn  fell  of  Maelina 
the  Witch :  and  being  found  guilty 
by  his  Peeres.,  hee  was  in  the  eve- 
ning beheaded  ;  but  his  fervants 
fowing  the  head  unto  the  body^bu- 
ried  it  incontinently. 

Abowt  the  fame  time  were  fomc 
practices  in  England,  but  with  no 
foccefle,  in  the  behalf  of  the  Queen 
of  Scrtlmd  5  of  which  the  chitfeft 
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was  Francis  Throgmorton  eldefl  fba 
to  John  ThregmortonJaRice  of  6$e- 
fter  •  who  fell  into  fufpicion  ont  of 
his  letters  unto  the  Queen  of  Scot- 
lmdy  which  were  intercepted.  As 
(bone  as  hee  was  taken,  and  began 
to  confefie  fome  things,  Thorn* 
Lord  Paget,  and  Charles  Amndel  a 
Courtier,  fled  out  of  the  land  into 
Frame  ,  who  with,  other  Papifts, 
lamenting  their  eftate  among  them- 
felves,  com  plained,  that  the  Queen 
by  the  wicked  and  craftie  dealiegs 
of  Leicefier  and  Walfingham  ,  was 
eftranged  from  them  :  That  they 
were  abufed  with  contumelies  and 
reproaches  :  That  Arrange  kinds  of 
(ubtilty  were  inventedagainftthem: 
That  fccret  mares  werefo  cunning- 
ly laid,  that  whether  they  would 
or  no3they  mould  be  kroaght  with- 
in the  compafle  of  treafen  •  and 
that  they  had  no  hope  of  fafetie  at 
home.  And  to  fay  the  truth,  very 
craf tie  trickes  and  devices  were  de- 
viled and  ufed  to  trie  mens  minds  9 
counterfeit  letters  under  the  names 
O  of 
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of  the  Qneene  of  Scotland  and  the 
fugitives  covertly  fent  and  left  in 
the  houfes  of  Papifts,  fpies  diver- 
ted in  every  place,  to  hearken  after 
rumours,  and  to  take  advantage  of 
words :  bringers  of  tales,  whatfbr 
ever  information  they  brought, 
were  received  and  entertained;  very 
many  examined  upon  fufpieion, 
and  amongft  them,  Henry  Earle  of 
Northumberland,  and  his  fbnne  ?hi- 
!  lip  Earle  of  Arundel  commanded  to 
1  keepe  his  houfe,  and  his  wife  deli- 
vered unco  the  keeping  of  Thomas 
Skerky  ;  WiWiam  Howard,  brother 
to  the  Earle,and  Henry  Howardtheiv 
Uncle,  brother  unto  the  Duke  of 
Ndrfdlfy,  oftentimes exarainedcoH 
cerning  letters  from  the  Queene  of 
Scotland  9  from  Charles  'Paget 9  &c. 
who  efcapedvery  narrowly  for  all 
his  prudence  and  innoceneie. 

The  Lord  Paget  and  Charles  A- 
rundel 'being  arrived  in  F  ranee  fNext 
watched  and  obferved  by  Edward 
Stafford  the  Queenes  Lieger  Em- 
bafladour  with  the  French  King 
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but  yet  he  could  not  Snde  out  their 
purpofes  and  practices.  Yet  dealt 
hee  with  the  French  King,  that 
they  s  Morgan  and  other  English- 
men, plotting  againtt  their  Prince 
and  Gountrie,  might  bee  remoyed 
out  of 'France.    Hee  was  anfwered. 
If  t bey  fir 'zU\ fed  any  thing  in  France, 
thai  the  King  would  punip  them  ac- 
cordingto  the  Law  ;  that  the  King 
could  not  take  knowledge  and  doe  ju fl  ice 
on  them  if  they  had  f  lotted  any  thing  in 
Ejigland.  7  hoi  all  Kingdomes  are  free 
■  unto  them  that  file  thither  fo/ '  Juccotir3 
that  it  hehoovetb  all  Kings,  every  one 
to  defend  and  mamtaine  the  liberties  of 
hi*  Kingdome,  and  that  §hteene  F,  l  i- 
Z  A  b  e  T  h  not  long  face  had  received 
into  her  Kingdom? y  Montgomery ,  the 
frince  of  Condee,  and  other  French- 
men, and  that  at  this  very  time  the  Em-  \ 
haffidor  of  the  King  of  Navarre  firaUi- 
fingfome  plots,  lieth  in  Engl  ind.    : 

About  fachtime  as  thefe  things 
were  done,  Bernardino  de  Mendoza, 

IEmbafladour  for  the  King  of  Spain 
in  England,  paffid  in  great  fecrecie 
O  2  into 
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into  France^  fretting  and  fuming  as 
if  he  had  been  driven  violently  out 
ofEngland,  and  the  right  of  an  Em- 
baiador  thereby  violated,  when  he 
himfelfe  being  a  man  of  a  violent 
and  turbulent  fpirit,abufing  the  fa- 
cred  right  of  Embaflade  unto 
treafbn3  was  to  be  purfued  (as  ma- 
ny were  of  opinion)  after  the  anci- 
ent manner  of  feveritie,  with  fire 
and  fword,  and  commanded  to  de- 
part out  of  the  Kingdome  5  for  hee 
medkd  and  was  acceffary  with  the 
wicked  plots  ofTbrogmorton  and  o- 
thers,  to  bring  in  forraine  power 
into  England,  and  to  difpoilefle  the 
Queene.  And  when  he  was  mildly 
reproved  of  thofe  things,  hee  was 
fo  far  from  wiping  the  objections 
away  with  amodeft  anfwer,  that  he 
re-charged  againe  the  Queene  and 
her  Councilors  with  their  deten- 
tion of  the  money  of  the  Geno- 
wayes,with  the  fuccours  given  un- 
to the  Eftates  of  the  Netherlands, 
and  unto  the  Duke  of  Anjou,  and 
ento  "Don  Antonio  the  Portugal!, 
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and  with  the  piracies  and  fpoiles 
made  by  'Drakg. 

Yet  left  the  King  of  Spaine 
fnould  thinke  that  the  leivd  parts 
of  Mendo4za  were  not  revenged^ 
but  the  right  of  an  EmbaiJadour 
violated,  William  Waad  Gierke  of 
the  Councell  is  lent  into  Spaing 
who  (hould  plainly  informe  him 
how  badly  hee  had  difcharged  the 
office  ofan  Embafladour^and  with- 
all  mould  fignifie  (left  the  Queen  e 
in  (ending  him  away  might  feeree 
torenounce  the  ancient  amide  be- 
tweene  the  Kingdomes)  that  all 
kinde  and  friendly  offices  fhould  be 
done  on  her  part,  if  hee  tent  any  o- 
thcr  as  his  Embafladour,  who  was 
defirous  and  willing  to  conferve 
the  amide  betweene  them  ;  condi- 
tionally that  the  fame  curtefles 
might  be  ftiewne  unto  her  EmbaflTa- 
dour  in  Spaine.  But  when  the  King 
of  Spaine  would  not  vouchiafe 
to  admit  Waadumohis  fpeech,  but 
referred  him  to  his  Councellours, 
hee  taking  it  in  evill  part,  without 
O  3 feare^ 
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fear  fpake  openly  ,that  it  was  amoft 
small  Ic  received  cufrome,that  Era- 
bafladors  fhould  be  admitted  to  the 
pretence  of  Princes  ,  even  byKhek 
enemies,  and  in  the  time  of  the 
hotteft  warres  :  And  that  Charles 
the  fifth  the  Eraperour,  father  to 
the  King  o£Spame,  admitted  to  his 
prefence  the  Herald,  who  from  the 
French,  King  denounced  warre  a- 
gainft  him,  and  in  plaine  termes 
denied  to  acquaint  the  CouneeL- 
lors  with  his  errand.  And  when 
Idiaquts  Secretary  to  the  King  of 
8paim>  could  by  no  policie  get  out 
of  him  what  his  meflage  was,  at  laft 
hee  received  all  the  matter  from 
Jtfendozz  lurking  fecrecly  in  France, 
Then  hee  laying  afide  his  publike 
perfon,  in  familiar  manner  fignified 
unto  fPaad,  that  hee  was  very  forry 
that  there  were  fbme  who  cun- 
ningly laboured  to  breake  the  ami- 
tie,and.to  nourifhdifcord  between 
the  Princes  •  that  wrong  was  dene 
to  the  Catholike  King  himielfe, 
not  unto  his  EmbalTadours,  firft,to 
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Beps^nd  how  unto  JMexdozay  and 
that  there  was  no  caufe  why  hee 
Should  accufe  unto  the  King  any 
more  Mcndoza,  who  was1  fuffici- 
ently  difgraced  by  his  ignominious 
lending  out  of  England  5  or  com- 
plaine  that  hee  was  not  admitted  : 
And  that  the  Catholike  King  did 
no  more  but  like  for  like,  fince 
Mmdoza  had  beene  difroifled  with- 
out audience  $  and  as  (he  had  refer- 
red Mmdoza  unto  her  Councellors, 
1©  the  King  in  like  manner  put  bim 
offunto  the  Cardinall  GmnvzUm. 
"When  Wood-  anlwered,  that  there 
was  much  difference  betweene  hirn 
who  had  never  offended  the  Ca- 
tholike King  ,  zndMe/xdoza  who 
had  offended  grievoufly  againfi  the 
Queene,  and  had  a  long  time  not 
vouchfafedto  come  unto- her,  and 
had  committed  things  unfitting  an 
Embaffidour  :  Yet  he  could  not  be 
admitted  -y  and  not  being  heard,  he 
returned  home.    The  moft  of  the 
crimes  which  hee  was  to  objeft  a- 
gainft  Mzndoza7  were  taken  out  of 
O  4  the 
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the  confeflion  otTbrogmorton :  who 
heing  reaiy  to  be  apprehended,had 
feeretly  fenta  deske  (wherein  his 
fecrets  lay)  unto  Mendaza,  His  o- 
thcr  deske  being  narrowly  fear- 
ched,  there  were  found  two  Rolls 
or  Lifts,  in  one  of  the  which  the 
names  of  the  Havens  of  England 
which  were  fit  to  land  Forces,  in 
the  other  the  names  of  the  Noble- 
men and  Gentlemen  of  England 
who  profefled  the  Romane  Catho- 
like  Religion, were  written  down. 
Asfooneasheefaw  them  brought 
out  and  (hewne  to  him3  hee  cried 
©ut  often  that  hee  never  (aw  them 
before,  and  that  they  were  foifted 
in  to  worke  his  deftrultlon ,  yea 
even  when  hee  was  examined  upon 
theracke :  bnt  laid  againe  upon  the 
racke,  he  denied  not  to  anfwer  un- 
to their  Interrogatories.  Being  a£ 
ked  of  thofe  Rolls  or  Catalogues, 
and  for  what  purpofe  they  were 
written,  hee  made  this  hiftoricall 
narration :  That  hee  afewjeeres  fivce 
goingmito the waters at the  Span?,  did 
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confult  anddevifc  with  Jeney  and  Ffa* 
Tnglefieldborv  E?igland  might  be  inva- 
ded3  and  the  forme  of  government  thereof 
altered  and  changed,  andupm  that  rea- 
fin  that  bee  fit  advent  the  names  of  the 
Havens  and  of  the  Noblemen.     That 
Morgan  by  his  klters  had fignified un- 
it him  out  o/France,  that  the  Catholike 
Princes  had  now  con  filled and detcrmi» 
nedthatEnghnd  (Jsould  bee  invaded^ 
andihe  ghieene  of  Scotland  delivered 
Under  the  conditiofGuife.  as  General^ 
\  who  wanted  nothing  but  money  and 
Come  bands  of  men  in  England  to  jojne 
rAth  him  to  hirhdfe.   %o  procure  tbefe 
things D  that  Charles  Paget  under  the 
cJH?iterfetnameofMoipe:)ivasfentfocrei~ 
1y  into  SnfCix^niwethe  Duk^ofGu'iCe 
determined  to  landbzs  Armie.  That  he 
acquainted '  Mendoza.,  rvho  had  notice 
and  knowledge  tf. tbefe  things  already  by 
the  ConJfiiratorSpWith  the  matter^  and 
told  him  the  names  of  the  Havens  and 
Nobkmen.    Neither  did  be  deiiie  that  be 
fmnifedhisfurtheranctj  mid  witballto 
have  admonifhed  Mendozs  &h%  what 
'Mobkmen  bee  being  a  pubfch  per\on 
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flwdd  treat  of  this  matter,  which  he  he- 
ing  a  private  man  could  not  doe  without 
great  danger  :  and  that  be  feared  a  way 
to  him  how  fitne  principal!  Catholikgs 
asfooze  as  theforraine  Fo-rccs  were  lati~ 
tkd)  plight  levy  fotddiers  in  the  ^ueems 
name,  and  theft  to  jojnethem  to  the  far- 
rake  Forces.  Thefe  things  hee  v  o- 
Lnntarilyconfefled. 

Yet  at  the  Bar  re  in  the  Guildhall 
of  London,  being  accuied  of  thefe 
things^  hee  preciiely  denied  every 
one  of  thefe  things  r  and  averred; 
that  they  were  meere  devices  of  his 
owns  head3to  avoid  the  torment  of 
the  rack  again  5and  openly  accu  fed 
the  Qneene  ofcruelty5and  the  ex- 
aminers of  falihoodj  deviling  an  el- 
capatory  or  Ibrting-hole  by  the 
fpace  of  time  which  was  betweene 
the  fault  committed  and  the.  Judge- 
ment. Forafmuch  as  in  the  thir- 
teenth yeere of Queene  Eliza- 
be  t  h  certaine  things  were  made 
treafbns/pr  the  which  none  fhould 
be  trraigned  except  the  delinquent 
Were,  indited  wuiiin  fix .  rnoneths. 
\  airer 
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afterthe  fault  committed,  and  the 
crime  was  proved  by  the  teftimonie 
and  oath  of  two  men,  or  by  the  vo- 
luntary confeffion  of  the  offender, 
without  violence  5  and  that  this 
time  was  expired  losg  fince,  and 
that  therefore  hee  was  not  to  be  ar- 
raigned for  the  fame.    But  the  Jud- 
ges told  him  that  the  crimes  obje- 
cted unto  him3  were  not  ©f  that 
kinde,  but  that  he  was  liable  to  the 
Law  by  an  ancient  Jaw  of  treafon 
made  in  the  time  of  King  Edward 
.the  third,  whick  admitteth  no  cir- 
cumfcription  of  time  or  proofe, 
and  that  by  that  law  the  ientenceof 
deach  was  pronounced  again  ft  him. 
Eeing  afterward  perfwaded,  he  fled 
unto  the  mercy  of  the  Qneene,  and 
againe  con'effed  in  a  wr  icing  more 
fully,  all  things  which  hee  had  f  id 
before  5  which  things,  not -perfeve-- 
ring  in  his  words,he  began  to  deny 
againe   at  the  gailowes,   but  in 
value. 

M.  Waad  being  returned  out  of 

Spa'me,  was  lent  to  enc  .Q^/?cne  of 

Scotland^ 
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Scotland^  aboutatreatieto  bee  had 
betweeneherand  Sir  Walter  Mild- 
mayy  which  was  propounded  two 
yeeres  fince,  and  interrupted,  as  is 
faid  before, unto  whom  me  affirmed 
with  great   proteftations  ,  with 
whatiinceritie  fne  hath  dealt  about 
this  treatie,  and  withall,  devoteth 
herfelfc  and  all  her  labour  unto  the. 
Queene,  and  promiieth  to  depend- 
wholly  onher.,  if  onely  {he  would, 
vouchfafe  her  To  much  love  and  ho- 
nour.  Moreover,  fhee  firmely  pro- 
mifed,  fb  that  the  treatie  might  go 
forward,  that  flie  would  intercede,  j 
yea,  and  bring  to  pafle  that  her  ton* 
(hould  receive  Angus  and  the  other i 
Noblemen  of  Scotland  into  favour ; ! 
and  alio  that  the  BiOiops  of  Rojje 
and  Gl*Jco9  her  Agents  and  Mini- 
fters  in  France,  mould  not  plot  any- 
thing  again  ft  the  Queene  and  King- 
dome  of  England^  and  that  fhee: 
would  have  nothing  to  doe  with 
the  Rebels  or.  Fugitives  oi.En- 
ghnd. 

Qyecne  EtiZAB.ETm  was 
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glad  to'heare  thefe  things,,  and 
whereas  that  Angus  y  Mam^  L  Ha- 
mihm9  and  Glammys  were  fied  into 
Evglmd,  and  making  ufe  of  the  op- 
portunitie  offered,  fern  Beak  unto 
the  Queen e  of  ScotUnd,  who  toge- 
ther with  the  Earle  of  Sbrenubime, 
mould  (hew  her,  that  if  fhee  conti- 
nued in  the  fame  minde  with  which 
fhee  had  acquainted  Mafter  Waad, 
that  Mildmay  mould  come  forth- 
with unco  her,  and  treat  with  her 
about  her  libertie,.  and  then  fhould 
talke  with  her  in  themeane  while 
to  in  treat  her  forme  the  King  to  re- 
ftore  ihc  Scottijh  Fugitives,  and  to 
tell  her  that  they  had  committed 
no  fault  againft  the  King,.,  bin  a- 
gftmft  fbme  violent  Councellors 
who  gave  him  cvill  counfell ;  and 
Mly,  that  as  much  as  they  could 
they  Should  get  out  of  her  the  pra- 
ctices of  the  Guifes..:  Shee  being  a 
wife  woman,,  anfwered  ;  %hatfiee 
much  de- fired  that  the -treatk  might  goe 
forward^  and  that  flee  requefted  ear**- 
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of  her  cldejl  fifter,  unto  whom  fhe  gaze 
all  honour.  Thai  ftee  had  propounded 
'nothing  unto  At after  Waad3  but  upon 
condition,  and  that  h-e  whom  fbe  thought 
to  be  an  hone  ft  man  rvouldnotfay  oihtr- 
wife.  For  the  reftor'mg  of  the  Scots., 
that  her  labour  therein  would  bee  very 
r ecejfarie ',  and jhould?iot  be  wanting  if 
fhcc  certainly  j^ewavy  good  would  re- 
dound to  herjelfeandhcr  fbnne,  Jo  that 
they  would  Immhly  fubmit  themfelves 
unto  the  King,  and  bee  obedient  unto 
him  •  but  if  that  were  not  done,  that 
then  the  Gjueene  fhould  gve  aid  unto 
her  fume,  that  they  might  he?  reduced 
u-nio  ihdr  obedience.  Moreover,  ftjee 
doth  mi  c'oikc  nor  hide  it,  ihatftx  when 
ftet  wot  jickh,  committed her fe'fe  and 
her  fonne  unto  the- care  and  tru ft  of  the 
Gulfe  her  mo  ft  detre  Con  fin,,  ef  who  ft 
pwp&fes  or  intents  ft) ee  knew  nothing, 
?:  either  would  ft: ce  difcoverthsm  iffhes 
h^ew  them,  un!ej]e  a  firme  affuraxt 
were  given  her  of  her  liberties ;  for  that 
it- was  the  part  of  an  unadviftd  pcrfon 
to  firfake  her  aftured  friend;  i  for  an 
uncertaine  hope.  She  re  _/»  teftcd  that  ft  e 
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being  an  abfelute  Fr'mce9  might  bee  no 
mors  difhonourably  ufedy  than  §)ueene 
Marie  didfometime  deale  with  her 
fc!fcy  bcing.it  that  time  berfiibjt&j  and 
imprifoned  ;  or  than  the  French  King 
didiift  the  King  of  Navarre}  being  air 
jo  hit  ftbje&j  and  bore  armes  againfi 
him.    She  alfo  reque fled  that  thetreatie 
might  bs  brought  to  an  end  before  any  in 
Scotland  werefent  Bmbafadour about , 
that  m.iiter.    Aid  for  that  the  French 
King  had  acknowledged  her  §rdinarie 
EmbAJfadour^  and  Seton/etf  *  by  her  fin 
into  France,   as  Embaffadmrs  from 
Princes  of  the  fixe  JHtborilie  and  con- 
j ynedD   &ee give  that  honour, to  the 
Oiit&te^  to" jjiibliflj  tlm  Afociation  of 
her  andhe-r  foime  in  Scotland,  and  be- 
faultier  not  to prejtidicMetbe  fame. 
Thefe  chines  were  heard ,  but  by 
terrors  objected^  (rafted  offand  de- 
luded by  the  meanes  of  them  who 
knew,  how  to  nouriih  the- hatred 
betweenc  the  women  that  bore  no 
imvard  (zood  will  one  to  the  other, 
especially  by  the  difcoverie  of  the 
papers  which  ChreyUon  a  Scottifh  Je- 
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fuite failing  into  Scotland,,  and  in- 
tercepted by  forne  Sea-rovers  of 
Holland,  tore  in  peeces :  but  the 
torne  papers  call  out  of  the  fhip, 
werecaftagaine  into  the  fhip  by  a 
contrary  winde,..not  without  a  mi- 
rack,  (zsCrej&onhimfclte  faid) 
aiid  giewed  together  by  the  great 
labour  and  lingular  skill  of  Waad, ! 
laid  open  and  di  (covered  nsw  plots  j 
of  the  Pope,  of  the  King  of  Spamejl 
and  the  Gmjes,  about  the  invading 
ofEnalmd. 

Therefore  ro  occurre  unto  and* 
prevent  the  wicked  conn  (els  and 
fecret  policies  of  feditious  per- 
fons,;md  to  provide  for  the  Qneens 
ftfetie,  upon  the  which  both  the. 
Kingdome  and  Religion  depen- 
ded :  Many  mett(Lzie$fier  being  the- 
beginner)  of  all  eftates  in  England, 
out  of  common  charitie,  whileft 
they  feared  not  her,  but  were  rear- 
full  of  the  other,bound  themfelves 
in  a  certaine  Aflociition3with  their 
mutuall  oathes,  fublcriptions  and 
fealeSj  to  periecutewith  all  their 
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forces  unto  death,  them  who  did 
attempt  any  thing  agahiil   the 

Queener 

The  Queene  of  Scotland^  who 
quickly  underftood  that  d  way  was 
made  by  it  to  make  her  away,  wea- 
f  ic  of  her  long  miferie,  and  fearing 
worfe  things,  propounded  thefe 
things   to  the  Qaeene  and  her 
Goancellors,  by  Navm  her  Secre- 
tarie :  If  her  libertk  might  be  grmted, 
and  that  fie  might  be  aJfured[oj the  fin- 
cere  minde  and  love  of  Queene  Eli- 
zabeth, thatfiee  would  bind*  her 
filfe  in  a  mofi  firiB  kogie  of  amide 
with  the  Queemy  mofi  dutifully  honmr 
andobferve  her  before  aU  other  Chrifiian 
VrinceS)  forget  aU  offences  pafi^  ac~ 
hgorvledge  her  the  true  and  mofi  right, 
full  Queene  o/England,  and  that  Jhee 
woiddnot  challenge  during  her  life  any 
right  unto  the  Croxvne  of  England,  nor 
pra&ife  any  thing  again  fiber  dmftly  or 
indite  fflyymd utterly  to  renounce  tin  ti- 
tle and  arms  of  England,**^/.?  foe  had 
ufed  by  tht  commindement  of  Francis 
her  husbandymdalfi  unto  thsBuUofthe

pope  about  her  depofition  and  depriva~ 
tion  :  Tea  and alfemter  into  that  AC- 
fbciation,  fir   the  fecuritie  of  the 
Queene  •  and  into  a  defensive  league 
(faving  the  ancient  league  betmen 
Fraace  audScothni)  yet  fi  that  no- 
thing bee  dsne  in  the  life  of  the  £hteene, 
or  after  her  deaths  which  may  he  hmtfull 
unto  her,  her  fin,  and  their  heires  in 
fuccejjton,  before  they  he  heard  in  theAf- 
femhly  of  the  Eftates  of  England.  For 
more  affurance  of thefe  things,  thatjhee 
will  remaine  as  anhojlage  in  England, 
andiffhce  may  have  have  to  depart  out 
ofEnghnd,  that  fees,  will  give  pledges. 
Moreover,  that  fie  will  alter  nothing  in 
Scotland,  fo  that  theexercife  of  her  re- 
ligion bee  permitted  onely  to  her  and  her 
fomilie.  That  fee  will  for  ever  forget. all 
the  wrongs  done  her  in  Scotland.,  (hut 
yet  under  that  condition,  that  the  things 
pulilifeedto  herinfamie  may  bee  repea- 
led.)   That  pee  wilt  commend  unto  the 
King  Councellors  which  were  defirow 
to  keepe  peace  with  England  ;   and 
rvonldrecdncih  unto  him  as  much  at  lay 
in  her  the  Noblemen  that  were  fled  into 
England, 
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England,  if  they  would  himbly  ac- 
knowledge their  fault,  and  that  the 
Queene  gave  her  word  to  give  aid  unto 
the  King  again  ft  them,  if  at  any.  time 
theyfeU  err  departed  from  tbew  obedience. 
1  hat  pee  would  doe  nothing  about  her 
fons  marriage,  without  the  privity  of  the 
Queene  ;  and  that  Jhe  would  not  do  any 
thing  without  theprivitie  of  her  fin  :.Jb 
(he  requeued  that  her  fin  might  bee  joy  - 
rndin  this  treatie,  whereby  it  may  bee 
made  moreflrong.  Shee  doubted  not  but 
that  the  King  of  France  wmld  bee  con- 
tented, andbinde  himfelje  by  promifi  to- 
gether with  the  Princes  of  the  houfe  of 
Lorraine,  frr  the  performance  ofthefe 
agreements.  Shee  alio  defired  that 
thefe  thiBgs  might  bee  anfwered 
with  ipeed,  left  any  thing  might 
happen  in  the  mean  while  to  hinder 
it.  Laftly,  free  earneftly  defired, 
that  fhee  might  have  the  favour  to 
have  morelibertie,  that  therein  the 
love  of  the  Queene  might  appeare 
more  evidently  to  her. 

Out  of  thefe  things,  as  matters 
of  much  honour  anddutie,  Q^een 
Elizabeth 
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Elizabeth  teemed  to  rejoice  ^ 
and  it  was  then  thought  fhee  was 
inclined  to  deliver  her,  although 
there  were  fbmc  ia  England  who 
fitting  new  feares  before  her  eyes, 
drew  her  from  it.  But  the  matter 
being  well  followed,  and  in  a  man- 
ner concluded,  was  moft  of  all  hin- 
dred  by  the.  Scots  of  the  contrarie 
fa&ion,who  exclaimed  that  Qneen 
Elizabeth  was  utterly  un- 
done, if  fhee  were  delivered  out  of 
prifbn  5  and  both  the  Realmes 
would  be  undone,  if  (hee  were  joy- 
ned  with 'her  fonne  in  the  King- 
dome  of  Scotland  ;  and  if  the  exer- 
cife  of  the  Rormne  Religion  were 
permitted  unto  her,  ific  were  but 
in  her  Courr. 

And  fome  of  the  Scottijh  Mini- 
fters  in  Scotland,  out  of  their  Pul- 
pits, and  in  their  meetings,  railed 
moft  vilely  againft  their  Queene  : 
theyfpokeillof  the  King  and  his 
Councilors,  and  being  comman- 
ded to  appeare  in  perfon,  obfti- 
natelyaudcontemptuoufly  denied 
*  fo 
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fb  to  doe,  as  if  the  Pulpits  were  ex- 
empted from  the  Kings  aathoritie, 
and   that    Ecelefiafticall    perlbns 
were  not  &bjec*t  to  the  King,but  to 
the  Presby  terie;  dire&ly  againft  the 
lawes  made  this  yeere  in  the  Aflem- 
blic  of  the  States,  in  the  which  the 
Kings  authorkie  over  all  persons, 
both  EcclciiafHcaliand  Laicks,  was 
confirmed  for  ever  :  viz.  That  the 
King  and  his  Counceliors  are  com- 
petent Judges  in  all  caufes  ;  and 
they  who  would  not  obey  the 
lame,  are  to  be  accounted  for  Trai- 
tors. The  aflemblies  of  Presbyte- 
ries(as  alio  thofe  of  Laicks)as  well 
generall  as  particular,  were  prohi- 
bited, as  having  arrogated  without 
the  Kings  privi  tie,  boundlefle  au- 
thoritie, and  when  they  lift  of  mee- 
ting together,  and  of  preferring 
la wes  unto  the  King  and  unto  all 
the Realme.    And  alio  the  popular 
equalirie  of  Mini  fters  were  abroga- 
ted, and  thedignitieand  jurifcft&i- 
on  werereftored  unt©  the  Bifoops, 
whofe  vocation  the  Presbyteries 
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had  condemned  as  Antichriftian. 
And  the  flanderous  writings  a* 
garaft  the  King,  hi?  mother,  and 
Gouncellors,  were  forbidden,  an« 
by  name  the  Hiftorie  of  George  Bu- 
chanan, and  his  Dialogue,  "De  jun 
rtgn'i  apud  Scow,  as  thofe  whkl 
containe  many  thingsfit  to  be  eor» 
reded  and  blotted  out  of  memo- 
rie.  And  alfo  many  men  blanaec 
Fatricke  Grey  the  Scottijb  Embaffo 
dour  in  England,  as  if  hee  (  won  h) 
bribes)  had  babbled  out  much  mat 
ter  to  the  hott  of  the  King  and  hii 
mother,  and  had  hindrcd  that  thefc 
moft  ecjuall  conditions  propoun- 
ded from  the  Kings  mother,  anc 
fent  by  Novh?  ,  were  not  admit- 
ted. 

Whereupon  £he  having  her  pa- 
tience oftentimes  wronged,  fel 
into  a  grievous  forrow  and  indig- 
nation, and  fo  great  was  her  defirc 
oflibertie,  that  fee  gave  her  mind* 
andearesas  well  unto  the  treache- 
rous conufell  of  her  enemies ,  aj 
unto  the  pernicious  devices  of  ha 
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friends  :  And  fo  much  the  more, 
for  that  as  ftiee  had  pcriwaded  her 
{kl£e  that  the  Affectation  was  made 
to  endanger  her  life  5  fo  now  ftce 
had  an  inkling  that  by  the  policie 
of  (bine  men  (he  was  to  be  taken  a- 
way  from  the  keeping  of  the  Earle 
of  Shrew 'shirk  ^  (who  being  an  up- 
right man,   did  not  favour  rheir 
plots)  and  to  bee  committed  unco 
new  keepers.  And  that  it  might  be 
done  with  a  better  colour,  and  the 
credit  of  the  Earle  of  Shrewsbury 
which   was  approved  and   well 
knowne,  might  not  feeme  to  bee 
fufpe&ed,  (foricwasnot  thought 
good  te  call  in  que&ion  the  repu- 
tation of  fo  great  a  man,  which  yet 
they  had  cracked  by  fecret  (landers, 
upon  the  finding  fault  of  his  unrea- 
sonable wife  J  laipicions  were  laid 
hold  on,  as  if  the  plot  of  getting 
herlibertie  ha3  beene  begun,  out 
of  eertaine  Emblemes  lent  by  fome 
unto  her.  Tbofewere,  Argm^iit\ 
many  eyes3Iulledafleepe  by  Mercury 
playing  tunes  on  his  pipe,with  this 

little 
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little  fcntence,  Ehqummtot  kmiw 
claufit.  Another  was  Mercury  ftri- 
king  off  the  head  of  Argus  keeping 
/<?.  A  graft  or  eyon  engrafted  in  a 
ftocke  and  bound  with  bands,  yet 
flouri/hing,  and  written  about  it, 
Ter  Vmculacrcfco.  Another  was  a 
Palme  tree  much  laden,  but  rifing 
againe,  with  thefc  words  5  Ponder^ 
but  Virtus  innata  refiftit.  Alio  an 
Anagram,  Veritas  artnata,  out  of 
hernarae,MARi a  Stuarta, 
the  letters  being  tranfpofed,  which 
was  taken  in  the  worfe  part.  More- 
over, there  were  letters  (hewne  as 
if  they  had  been  intercepted,  in  the 
which  the  friends  of  the  Queene 
complained  that  all  their  hope  was 
quitecutoff,  if  fhe  was  but  put  in- 
to the  cuftodie  of  the  Paritanes. 
Under  this  colour  raec  was  taken! 
from  8hrtrvshurie9  and  committed 
to  the  cuftodie  of  Annas  Paukt  and; 
DrewgbDwry,  and  that  of  purpofe 
(as  fbme  thinke)  that  being  drive 
into  desperation,  fhee  might 
more  apt  to  take  abrupt  counfclls,, 
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and  more  eafie  to  bee  in  trapped. 
For  Skrembumm all thac  fifteene 
yeeres ,  had  fo  providently  kept 
her,  that  there  was  no  place  left  of 
plots  from  her  or  againft  her,  And 
now  alio  fhee  dealt  more  earneft- 
ly  with  the  Pop*  and  the  King  of 
Spamey  by  Francis  Iagkfidd^to  ha- 
ften  that  which  was  begun ,  and 
thacjvich  all  expedition,  whatfb- 
ever  became  of  her.  And  Leicefer 
£  who  was  thought  to  ftudy  how 
to  deceive  the  right  owner  of  the 
fosce(Tion)leeretly  fent  ruffians(as 
many  ftid)  to  murther  her.   But 
Drurj  an  honeft  minded  and  up- 
right man,detefted  the  wickedneffe 
from  bis  heart5  and  fufTered  them 
[lotto  have  any  accede  unto  her. 
Yet  fbme  fpies  fecretly  crept  in, 
md  there  wereclofely  fent  as  well 
ronnterfeit  as    true  letters  ,  by 
vhkh  her  womanifh  weaknefifc 
jnight  be  thruft  forward  toherde- 
hru&ion,as  we  will  fay  hereafter, 
Andto.cumcqui.ee  away  the  love 
)f  Queene  Elizabeth  from 
P  her, 
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her,  it  was  whifpered  in  her  eares, 
that  Allan  for  the  Catholikes  Eo 
clefiafticks  otEngland^nd  Ingkfield 
for  the  Laicks,  and  the  Btfhop  of 
Rojfe  for  the  Queene  of  Scotland, 
with  common  content,  and  with 
the  content  of  the  Pope  and  the 
King  of  Spame,  had  decreed  that 
Queene  Elizabeth  was  tobe 
depoted  from  her  Crowne,  and  the 
King  o£ Scotland  was  to  be  dishe- 
rited of  the  kingdome  of  Enghnd 
as  manifeft  and  open  Heretiques  • 
the  Queene  of  Scotland  to  be  marri- 
ed to  fome  Gatholique  Nobleman 
of  Engl  md^  bee  to  be  choten  King 
of  England  by  the  Englifti  Catho- 
likes, and  the  election  to  be  confir- 
med by  the  Pope :  The  lawfull  chil- 
dren of  this  man  by  the  Qneene  of 
■Scotland^  tobe  declared  fucce (Tors 
in  the  Kingdome.  And  all  thefe 
things  upon  the  credit  of  Hart  a 
Prieft.  Bat  who  this  Englijbmai? 
mould  be,  Wdfingbam  made  dili- 
gent inquiry  ,  but  he  fouud  nof 
who  he  was.  But  the  fufpicion  felF 
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upon  Henry  Howard  brother  to  the 
D.  of  Norfolkg)  who  was  of  the 
chicfc  Nobility,  afingle  man,  and 
an  carneft  Roman  Gttfaolike,  and 
amongft  them  of  great  reputation 
and  account. 


Anno  1585-. 

IN  the  beginning  of  this  yeare 
was  a  Parliament  holden  at  Weft- 
m'mfler ,  where  the   aforenamed 
Aflbciation  was  confirmed  by  the 
common    content   of  both  tlic 
houies.  And  it  was  enafted9  that 
fmcAnd  twenty  or  more  of  the  Frivy 
Comfi  II  and  Nobility  of  the  land  cbofin 
by  the  Queenes  letters  Pate?itf3  might 
inquire  of  them,  who  jhall  invade  the 
Realme,  raifi  rebellion  or  attempt  to 
nYt  a?  kit! the  jQuecner  -pet fin  fir  any 
ivboficvery  sr  by  tfa-m  wbojoeier,  who 
\may  challenge  r;gbtumo  the  crmne  (f. 
England.  'But  be  far  whom  or  by  whom  ■ 
MQLJkdtt  attempt, jba8 bet  made  mral 
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!y  tmcapableofthe  Crowne  of 'England, 
And fhall  be  utterly  deprived  of  all  right 
Jb&tmtq3  and  pall  bee  purfued  even 
unto  death  by  authefubje&s  if  he  pall 
be  judged^  and  publicly  declared  by 
thojefonre  and  twenty  wen  to  be  privy  to 
fuel?  an  Jxvafim yreMim  or  hurt. 

There  were  alio  aft*  made  againft 
Priefts  and  Iefuits  to  this  efieft  $ 
Thai  they  fhould  depart  out  of  the 
Realme  -within  X  L.  dates,  That  for 
them  who  from  thenceforth  came  into 
iloz  Realme  and  flaied,  fa  fhould  be 
ireafon. 

That  they  who  knowing  them  to  bee 
fitch,  dse  relieve,  receive  or  helpe  then?, 
fhouldbe  felons  (  fo  they  call  ail  capi- 
tal! offences  under  treafon.) 

That  they  who  are  brought  up  in  the 
Seminaries y  if  within  fix  moneths  af- 
ter proclamation  made  they  eke  not  re- 
turney  and  doe  not  make  fubmiffionun* 
to  the  Queene^  before  the  Bifhop^or  twe 
Tuftices  of  peace ;  pall  be  guilty  of  treat 
fori. 

But  they  who fhaUfubmit  themfehei% 
if  within  ten  yeeres  they  come  untom 
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Courts  or  merer  it  than  ten  miles  ^  their 
fubmiffim  Jball  be  void. 

They  whofoeTerfr?  all  fend  a?iy  money 
byanymanucrofnteanes,  unto  the  Stu- 
dents in  the  Seminaries^  frail  incurre 
a  Praemunire  (that  is5  perpetuall  im- 
prifonment  and  loffe  of  all  their 
goods.) 

If  any  of  the  P  seres  of  the  land,  that 
is  to  fay  j  Dukes,  Marqueffesy  Earles, 
Barons0  Lords  of  the  Parliament ,  pall 
offend  again  ft  theft  lawes^  hee  frail  be 
tried  by  his  Peeres, 

'  They  who  frail  kgow  any  fitch  Iefkits 
and  others 3  to  lye  hid  in  the  Reahne,  and 
frail  net  difcouer  them  •within  twelve 
dazes 0  frail  bee  fined  at  the  Queenes 
pleafure  and  put  into  prifon. 

If  any  man  be  fufpe&edto  be  a  Iefuit 
or  Prkfty  and  doe  not  fubmit  him  fife 
unto  examination^  fir  his  contempt  bee 
frail  bee  imprifimed  until!  be  do  fubmit 
himfelfc. 
He  that  frail  find 'his  children  or  any  o->- 
thefs  unto  the  Seminaries  and  Colleges 
oftheRommprofiJJioHyjhal  loft  and  for- 
feit a  htndfzdpounds  of  Engliihrnon-ef. 
P  3  And 
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And  they  whoarefent^  pallnotfuc* 
teed  in  their  heritages  ,  nor  enjoy  tie 
gjoods  that  may  fall  unto  them  by  any 
manner  ofme^nes. 

And fo pall  they  olfs  who  within  ;» 
yeare  after  tliey  returne  home  from  the 
Seminaries^  except  they  doe  eonforme 
themfelves  unto  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land. 

-  If  the  keepers  of  havens  permit  others 
he  fide  Sailers  ^  Mariners ',  and  Mer- 
chants^topajje  over  the  Sea>  without 
the  Quefenes  licencei  or  fix  of  her  Cvun~ 
felhrs^  pall  lofe  their  plicesy  and  the 
Mafters  *f the  flip  who  pall  carry  them 
out  pall  lofe  and  firfeit  their  pips  and 
goods  ,  and  he  imprifaned  a  whole 
ytere. 

With  the  ieverityoftheielawet, 
the  Roman  Gatholikes  in  England 
were  very  much  terrified,  and  a- 
mongft  them  Philip  Howard  Earle 
,  .pFArundeUy  eldeit  tonne  unto  the 
Duke  ofAfr^/j^infbmiich  thathce 
determined  to  depart  out  of  the 
Land,  left  he  ihould  ofiend  againft 
them.  This  man  by  the  benignity 

or* 
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•of  the  Qneene  was   reftored  in 
bloud  three  yeers  before  this  time, 
and  a  little  after  he  fell  out,  of  the 
Queenes  fauour  and  grace,  by  the 
fecret  iniimalation  oi  fbme  great 
Courtier?,  had  fecretly  reconciled 
himfelfe  unto  the  Romans  religi- 
on, and  ufed   a  very  auftere  life. 
Hereupon  he  was  once  or  twice  cal- 
led before  the  Coun fell,  and  clea- 
red himfelfe  of  the  objections  laid 
to  his  charge,  but  yet  he  was  com- 
manded to  keepe  his  houfe.  After 
fix  moneths  more  or  lefle  he  wa* 
di  (charged,  and  came  to  the  Par- 
lament-,  yetthefirft  day  when  the 
Sermon  was  preached,  he  dole  co- 
vertly oat  of  the  company.  The 
Parlament  being  ended,  as  being 
refblvcd  to  depart  away  out  or  the 
Land,  in  his  letters  written  unto 
the  Qneene,  which  yet  he  com 
manded  to  be  delivered  after  hee 
was  gone  over,  he  made  a  long  and  | 
lamentable  complaint  of  th  envkof . 
bit  m'tgbty  adzcrfaries^  nnU  which  kc  \ 
iv at forced  to  yeeldy  forajhiitch  as  thy  ! 
P  4  tn\ 
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triumphed  over  his  imiocenqyjxe  repei" 
tctb  ike  unfortunate  deaths  of  his  An- 
cefiors,  that  is  to  fay  ,  of  hU  great  grand- 
father ^  who  was  condensed  and  never 
called  to  fry  all,  of  hit  grandfather,  who 
was  beheuled for  trifling  matters,  and 
of  his  Father,  who,  ashce  affirmed, 
was  circumvented  by  his  enemies,  and 
who  never  carried  any  evil  mind  toward 
bis  Prince  or  Countrey.  B:tt  that  hety 
left  bee  fbouldrunne  into  the  fame  hard 
fortune  his  father  bad,firfooke  his  conn- 
trey  (that  he  might  Jpend  his  time  in  the 
few  ice  $fGod,  and  in  the  worlds  ten- 
ding to  thejdvation  ofhisfoxkjhut  not 
his  kyalty  and  fidelity  toward   his 
Prince.  Before  the fe letters  were  de- 
Hvcredj  he  went  into  SufFex,  and 
being  ready  to  cake  fhip  in  an  ob- 
fcurecreeke,  was  taken  and  appre- 
hended by  the  treachery  of  his  Ser- 
vants, anddiicovety  of  the  mailer 
of  the  fhip,  and  com  mitred  unco 
the  Tower  of  London. 

Ac  chat  time  there  was  prifone? 
in  the  fame  place  Henry  Percy  EarJe 
of  Northumberland,  a  mm  of  a  live- 
ly 
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lyipirit  and  courage  (brother  of 
Thomas  beheaded  at  YorkeJ ftP 
pe&ed  to  be  privy  unto  the  plot 
of  ibrogma-rton^  .tire  Lord  Paget  and 
the  GulfeTJzQT  the  invading  of  £«g* 
land,  and  delivering  of  the  Q^eene 
Seotlmdj  onto  whom  alwaies  hee 
had  borne  a  great  love  and  affecti- 
on-. In  the  moneth  of  I  tine  he  was 
found  dead  in  his  bed,  (hot  thorow 
with  three  bullets  ■  about  the  l^ft 
pappe  ,  the  doores  being  bolted 
on  the  infide.TheCrowners  quefts 
according  to  the  cuftome,  taken 
out  of  the  next  -neighbours  and 
fivorneby  the  Crowner,  viewing 
the  body  jconiidering  the  place,  ha- 
ing  found  the  piitoh>  wichthe 
gunpowder  in  the  chamber ,  :his 
man  who  bought  tlie  Piftoll,  and 
che  feller  thereofy  being  examined,' 
gave  their  verdi&y  that-  the  Earl e 
did  marcher  hirmelfe.  The  third 
day  afcer  ,  .  the  Noblemen  of  the 
Realme came  iu  great  number,  and 
met  in- the  Starr e chamber,  where 
'Xbowm.  Biromly  Lord  Chauncsllor 
P5:?  of 
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*of  England  fcccm&ly  declared,  that 
the  Earle  had  plotted  and  devifed 
treafen  againft  hi&  Qweene  and 
Oountrey,.  which  being  now  to 
come  unto  light,  and  to  be  difco 
,vered*  upon  the  gmltineffe  of  h& 
confidence  had    murdered   him- 
felfe^  But  that  the.  multitude  and 
common  people,  who  alwaies  con- 
fer things  to  the  worft,  might  bee 
fatisfied.-  he  commanded  the  Kings 
Atturaey,  and  the  Kings  Coun fell 
mi  law,  to  deliver  and  cxplaine  at 
large  the  caufes  why  the  Earle  was 
kept  and  detained-  ia  prifon,  and 
the  manner  of  his  death.  Hereupon 
■Pejfbam  the  Queenes  Atturney  Gc-  - 
jieralllbegianing at  the  rebellion  in 
the  North,  (heweth  out  of  the  Re- 
cords, %fatl:cwas  arraigned  fir  this 
Mekllion,  and  fit  purposing  to  deliver 
&e  £uee ne //Scot! and ,  dUtbt.-i  jc~ 
'k^mvkdge  bis  fault,   ar/d- ■  fabmittcd- 
wmfcl'fwtoihimercf  of  the  Gfowttj 
and  that  bee.  rvu  fined  at  five  tbouftwd 
marl^(  as  Qhave  jYul "befdn>y  and 
that  tbeQtf&nZ)  fixbivashcr  clcnwi- 
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tie,  tooh^notapenny^  bkt remitted  the 
fame,  and  that  after  the  execution  of 
his  brother  fir  the  fame  jmh ,ft>e  con ft ■- 
tned  him  in  the  honour  of  Ear  It  of 
Northumberland.  That  Im  tievtrthz-- 
kjfe  entred  into  new  f  lattices  to  de- 
liver the  Quetm  of  Scotland  3    to 
cmquer  England  5   and  to  kjll  the 
Qiteenc,  and  to  dcftroy  Religion :  Thai 
Mendoza  the  Spa/iifh  Bmhaffadcbad 
fignifisd  mto  Throgmerton ,  that 
Charles  Pj get,   under  the  name  of 
Mope  had  talked  with  him   ofthefe 
things fecretly  in  SnffexSbat  fib-Lord 
Paget  had  infinuated  the  fame  things 
almoftuntoThwgmonot),  and  that 
the  fun*  things  xvert  evident  and  ap~ ' 
farent  by  the  papers  of  Chreydtcn  fk 
Scettijb  Itfuite^  and  that  Charles 
Paget  had  told  thefe  things  unto  Wil- 
Ihm  Shelley  when  bee  returned  out  of 
France. 

Then  Egtrton  theQ^ieenes  Sclii- 
citer?argued  wittily  out  of  cbe  cir- -j 
trurnihncesand  the  gre  t  car-j    .    ~ 
of  concealing  it,  that  v :-:  T 
gmlty  ofrand privy  x*  ibzi- 
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that  is  to  fay ,  For  that  the.  Lark 
fince  that  nove^  in  England  'could 
.charge  him: with  thefe  things:,  but  the 
Lord  Paget,  who  was  very  familiar 
with  Tlirogmor to  n,a  few  daks  after 
the  tahgigmdapfrekenfionof  Throg- 
morton,,  made  afkipready  fir  Paget, 
by  Shelley,  in  which  hee  faffed  over  in~. 
to  France.  When  Thcogmorton  be-> 
g*v  toconfejfe feme  things y  hee  depar- 
ted from  London  and  wait  out  of  the 
■way unto  Met  worth,  andfignified unto 
Shelley  whm  he  had  fmt  for  tint*. 
him,  that  hee  was  fa  Urn  into.grcat  dm* 
ger  of  his.  life,  rind  of  his  efeate,  and  re* 
qttefltd  him  to  ccxeeak  the.  bujlnefje^ 
and:  to  fend  away  th&n  wbo-wcre  ac- 
quainted with  the  dip rrtur-e  of  the  Lord 
P<Jget^  and  with  the  comm'm^  of 
Charles  Paget3  which  mmd<)jie,.f:rth- 
mth.  Aftdhe  himfslfo  fentagr-od  way 
off,  the  mm  whom  hee  had  ufed  about 
Charles.Pjgat.  Moreover  the,SoUU 
citorfaid,  that  he-kingtiow- in  frifem, 
dealt  of itntimv  with  Shelley  (by  the 
Keepers wham  he  c&mpted)U  fyow 
rwkat  things,  and  of  wh^t  nature  he  had 

con-,: 
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confejfed.  After  that  Shdky J>j  a  pure 
woman  a  fecret  mejfcnger  betwceiie 
tbem ^  had  certified  him.  that  bee  could 
not  conce  ih  matters  any  longer ^  thai 
their  condition  and  eftatc  were  not  /i^?. 
that  bccfbottldbefut  on  the-  racke,  hut 
that  the  Earle  could  not %  in  refydlef  bk 
l>hce  and  degree,  and  had  written  thafe 
thltigs  which  he  bad  anfejfed%  the  E  irk 
fighedgrievoufljy  and  fometimes  faidy 
as  pAnton+ivkfc  waited  on  him  in  hk 
chamber  cenfejfed^  thatby  the  confeffion 
of  Shelley  in  ??&  utterly  mdoze. 

Then  the  manner  and.  reafon 
of  his  death  il  declared ,  out  of 
the  teftirocny  of  the  Enquefr^ 
of  the  Lieutenant  of  the  Tow- 
er 3  of  icing  of  the  Warders, 
and  of  pantovr  and  thereupon  it 
was  gathered^  that  tee,  for  feare 
left  his  -houfc  and  iamrly  (hould 
bee  utterly  deftroyed,..  and  a  ble- 
miih  and  hlotimpofed  tlrcreoibhad 
laid  his  owne  violent  bauds-upon 
himfelfe. .  Truly  many  honefcmen, 
as  well  for  that  they  ftvour  Nobil- 
Ifiy,,  as alfo for  that he-was  holden 
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and  reputed  a  man  of  very  great" 
valour,  were  taartily  forrie  that 
fuch  a  man  came  to  fiicli  a  lamenta*- 

ble  and  wretched  death.  'What 
things  the  uafp'e&ihg  fugitives  tal- 
ked in  corners  *ot  one  Ba!lhe$  one 
of  Hsftons  men,  who  a  little  he- 
fore  was  made  Keeper  unro  the 
Earle,  I  omit  as  a  thing  of  {mall 
credit, neither  mcane  I  to  fetdown 
any  thing  out  of  Idle  reporrs.-

be  bad  bad  commerce  of  letters  with  Al- 
lan, ^/WParfbns  the  Jefkite^cnemie's 
of  the  £htcme,  and  that  bee  bad  dt;  «g*i- 
ted'm  writhigfrom  the  Ittjliccoftbcl 
Load,  and  imagined  to  depart  out  of  the  1 
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l%nd  without  Iktnct.  Hee  profeilihg 
his  duty  and  fervice  unto  the 
Queene,  and  his  love  and  good 
will    unto    his   countrey  >.   ex- 

■  oiled  hinifelfe  with  great  modefty3 
by  the  love  lie  had  to  the  Cufrolike 
•Religion,  and  by  his  ignorance  of 
;thelawes5  and'fubmitted  himfelfe: 
unto  the  cen  fere  and  judgement  of 
the  Lord?,  who  fin  *d  him  at  tenne 

■  thouiand  pounds  and  to  be  irapri- 
foned:;during  the  Quecnes  '  plea- 
lure. 

In  the  moneth  of  July  a  mod  per- 
nicious conipiracie  againft  Qreene. 
E  l  1 1  a  Beth  yai  found  on t  and . 
came  to  light.,  which  I  will  briefly 
defcribe. 

At  Eafter^  this  yeare,  Mm  B.?U 
lard  a  Prieft  of  the  Sem  "marie  of 
;  Ilbema^who  had  \ifitcd  many  Ro- 
man Catholrkes  in  Englwd  and 
Seotlmd)  returned  into  F§r&c£d  ac- 
companied with  Mavffd  one  of 
Wdfcnghams  {pies  5  a  .  mod  craftie 
diffembler,  who  had'  bleared  his 

yes-  and -talked  with  Btmirdhw 
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Mendoza,.  at  that- time  ordinary 
Embafladourof  the  King  of  Spake 
in  France,  and  with  Charles  Paget  a 
man  exceedingly  addi&ed*  to  the 
Qneene  of  Scotland,  abou t  the  in- 
vading of  England,  faying  that  now 
was  a  mod  txc  time3  all  the  milica- 
ry  men  being  abfet  in  the  Low- 
Countries:  and  that  they  could  not 
jiope  for  a"  fitter- time,  iince  that  | 
the  Pope3the  King  ofSpaine,  Gwfi  1 
and  farma,  were  determined  to  let 
upon  England,  by  that    way,  to 
tumethe  warre  out  of -the  Low-: 
Countries.  And  chough  Paget  held  1 
it  cleere,  that  it  would  be  in  vaiueij 
as  long  as  the  Qneene  lived,  yet' 
Rillird  was  fent  backe  into.£vg-  , 
Und,  being  fworne  to  procure  aid^ 
and  helpe  unto  the  Invaders,  and 
liberty  unto  the  Qneene  of  Scot- 
land, and  that  with  aU  (peed,  .and- 
as  fooneas  he  could. .. 

At  Wliitfontide  following  tlii's 
Ballard  apparelled  like  a  fbuldier, 
and  called  by  a  counterfeit  name, 
Captaine  Ftfcu,  arrived  in-  Engl  mdys 
l  aud 
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and  ulked  at  London  about  thefe 
things  with  Anthony  B  abb? gtm  of 
T>ethich£  in  Verbifiire,  a  young  man 
well  borne,  rich,  of  an  excellent 
wit,  and  learned  above  his  yeeres, 
who  being  addicted  to  the  Roman 
Religion,  had  a  little  before  ftol- 
len  over  into  France,  without  any 
licence,  and  had  beene  very  familiar 
with  T bom  of  Mi>rgmy  one  that  be- 
longed unto  theQueene  of-Sat- 
landy  and  with  the  Bifhop  of  Glif- 
co  her  Embaflador,  which  two  in 
extolling  continually  the  hercicall 
vertues  of  fuch  a  Queene,  had 
(hewed  fuch  ceraine  hopes  of  great 
honours  and  preferments  by  ner,  of 
which,  the  ambitious  young  man 
qu  ickly  tooke  hold :  they  alio  com- 
manded him,  thinking  of  no  foch 
matter  in  their  letters  to  the  Queen 
of  Scotland.  Forwb^n  he  wus  re- 
turned into  England,  (hee  cur.te- 
oufly  faluted  him  by  her  letters, 
and  from  that  time  Morgan  ufed  to 
fend  over,  and  to  convey  letters 
unto  bet  by  his  meanes,  untill  fuch 
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time  as  (he  was  put  over  to  be  kept 
by  Amy  as  Tanku    For  then  the 
young  man  feeing  the  danger,  left 
off:  With  this  Bahmgton,  I  fay,  did 
Ea^Wdeale  about  this  matter.  He 
v^s  fully  perfwaded  that  the  Inva- 
(ion  of  Enghmd  would  come  to  no- 
thing Co  long  as  Queene  Eliza- 
beth lived.  But   when  BaOam 
had  iniinuated  that fliee  (liould  not 
live  long,  that  Sxvagt  who  had  ta- 
ken an  oath  to  kill  her,  was  alrea- 
dy come  into  Engl&id;  Babington 
did  not  like  that  fo  great  a  matter 
(hould  be  committed  only  to  $*- 
vage,  left  bee  {hould  faile  in  his  at- 
tempt, but  rather  to  fix  ftout  Gen- 
tlemen, whereof  he  would  have 
Savage  to  be  one,  left  hee  .(hould 
breaks  his  oath :  and  Bjb'wgtm  de- 
viled a  new  way  to  have  the  land 
invaded  by  ftrangers ,  of  the  ha 
vens  where  they  mould  take  land, 
of  the  aid  that  mould  be  joyned 
to  them  ,    how  to  deliver   the 
Queeneof  Scotland,  and  to  kill  the 
Quecne. 

Whiles 
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Whiles  he  ftudied  carneftly  a~ 
bout  chis  matter,  he  received  by 
a  bay  unknowne,  letter?  in  a 
character  or  ziffre  famili  ir  between 
the  Qneene  cf  Scotland  and  him, 
which  mildly  accu fed  him  for  his 
long  filence,  and  bade  him  to  Cmd 
with  fpeed  &  packet  .of  letters  (em 
from  Morgan,  and  delivered  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  French  Embaflador: 
which  thing  hee  did,  and  withall 
by  the  fame  [mcflenger  wrote  let- 
ters unto  her  wherein  he  txmfcdhit 
fknce  ,  for  that  be  vans  deprived  of 
meanes  and  opportunity  t§  fendi  from  the 
timetbzt  (he  ivafpftt  into  the  enflodyof 
Arnyas  Paulet  a  Tttritarie  ,  a  meert 
Lcycejlrian,  anda  profejfed  tnemu  of  » 
the  Catholiki  faith  {fat  fb  hee  called  / 
hina)  Hee  opened  unto  her,  what  he 
bad  conferred  with  Ballard,  and  told 
her  tint  fix  Gentlemen  were  file  fad  tv 
exeaite  the  tragicaU  murder  :  arid  that 
bee  with  a  hundred  other,  would  deli- 
ver her  at  the  fame  time,  flee  be  fought 
her,  that  retv&'ds  might  be  propounded, 
sndgiven  nnto  the  berolcali  aUors  in 

this 
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this  bu fine jfe,  or  to  their  po ferity  if 
they  failed  or  died  hi  the  action,  Unto 
thefe  letters  anfwer  was  made  the 
27  oflulyjb* forward care  ?/*Babing~ 
ton  toward  the  Cathdih^Keligiort^and 
herftlfej  is  commended^  but  bee  was  fid- 
vifed  to  proceed  in  the  bn fine  ffe  warily  ^ 
and  that  an  Ajfociatim  might  be  made 
amsngfl  them,  as  though  they  feared  the 
Puritans,  and  that  no  pine  fii>uld  bee 
made  before  they  were  certains  andajfo- 
red  of  fort  aim  helpe  midforcesfhatfome 
tumult  mi$/i  bee  raifed  alfo  in  Ireland 
while fi  a  blow  or  wound  might  be  given 
inthefepartsy  Arnndell  and  his  bre- 
thre?ti  and  Northumberland,  might 
be  drawne  into  their  fide,  Weftmor- 
land3  Paget',  andfome  others  fecretly 
called  home.  And  the  way  alfo  ofde- 
livering  her  is  prefer  ibed,  either  by 
overthrowing  a  Cart  in  the  gate ,  or  by 
burning  the  fiablcs9  or  by  intercepting 
herfdfewlnnfhet  rode  up  and  down e  in 
the  fields ,  for  her  recreation  betweent 
Chardey  and  Stafford.  Lafily,  Ba~ 
bington  is  commanded  to  give  his 
word  and  promife   for  the  rewards 

unto- 
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unto  the   fix    Gentlemen    and  the 

otbtrs, 

Hee  had  already  gotten  unto 
himfelfe  fome  Gentlemen  who 
wereearneft  Roman  Catholikes,  a- 

I  mong  the  which  the  chiefeft  were 
Edward  fFmdforey  brother  to  the 
Lord  Windfore  a  mild  young  man, 
Tbomaf  Salisbufk  of  a  worfhipfull 
family  in  Venbigbjbire,  Charles  Til* 
vey  of  an  ancient  worfhipfull  houfe, 
the  only  hope  of  his  family,  and 
one  tof  the  Gentlemen  penfioners 
to  the  Queene,  whom  Ballard  had 
lately  reconciled  unto  the  Roman 
Church,  both  of  them  very  proper 
men,  Chidiocke  Tichburnt  of  Ham- 
Jbire9  Edward  Abington  whole  fa- 
ther was  Cofferer  to  the  Queene, 
Robert  Gage  out  of  Swrty9  Iohn  Tra- 
verfe9  and  Iohn  Chamochg  of  Lanca- 
fhire,  Iohn  lones  whofe  father  had 
bin  Taylor  unto  Qoecnei^ry;the 
aforenamed  Savage^  Barnwell,  of  a 
worfhipfull  family  in  Ireland^  and 
Henry  Thm^  a  Clarke  in  the  office 
ol  the  firft  fruits  and  tenths,  into 

this 
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this  fociety.  Foolj  alfo  infinuated 
himfclfe5  a  man  perfectly  inftru&ed 
in  the  affaires  of  the  Queene  of 
Scotland,  a  notable  and  cunning 
diflembler5who  is  thought  to  have 
difcovered  all  their  purpofesand 
counlels  unto  Walfingbam  day  by 
day3and  to  have  urged  thefe  young 
men ,  ready  enough  to  doe  evill 
headlong,  by  mggefting  and  put- 
ting worfe  things  into  their 
heads  •  though  Navus,  Secretary 
to  the  Qneene  of  Scotland,  had 
iecredyadvifcd  them  to  take  heed 
of  him. 

Unto diefe  men Babwgton  com- 
municated the  matter,  but  not  all 
things  unto  every  one :  hee  fhew- 
eih  his  letters  and  thole  of  the 
Queene  of  Scothnd  unco  Balhrdy 
Ticbbume,  and  Zte  •  hee  moveth 
Tilncy  and  Tkbbume,  to  diipatch 
the  Queene.  At  the  firft  they  deny 
to  contaminate  and  embrue  their 
hands  in  chcirPrinces  hloud9BjlUrd 
and  Bab'mgtoti  tels  them  (fiat  ic  is 
lawfull  to  kill  Princes  who  bee  e» 
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c  ommun  icated,  and  if  one  offend, 
ic  is  to  be  done  for  the  good  of  the 
Catholike  Religion.  Herewith 
they  with  much  adoe  per  fwaded, 
doe  confent,  Ah'inpen,  BirnnxU, 
Cbamotl\  and  Savage,  readily  and 
voluntarily  fweare  to  doe  if.  Sa~ 
lisburu  could  not  be  perfwaded  by 
any  meanes  to  kill  her,  buc  for  the 
delivery  of  the  Queen  e  of Scotland, 
he  offered  himfelfe  voluntarily  un- 
to Savage  and  the  others;  Babing- 
ftwdefigned  Ticheuor^  of  whole  fi- 
delity and  valour  hee  had  a  great 
opinion,  buc  hec  was  gone  to  tra- 
vel!. Bab'wgtm  charged  them  not  to 
impart  the  matter  unto  any,  before 
they  had  fworne  them  to  be  fecret. 
The  Gonfpirators  confer  re  fome~ 
times  of  this  matter  in  Pauls 
Church,  in  Saint  Giles  fields,  and 
in  the  Tavernes,  in  the  which  they 
kept  many  feafts  :  puffed  up  with 
the  hope  of  great  honour  ^now  and  | 
then  extolling  the  valour  ef  the 
Nobilitie  of  ScotLmd^ho  had  late- 
ly intercepted  the  King  of  Scotland 
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at  Sterlings  and  Gerard the  Burgon*- 
an  who  had  killed  the  Prince  of 
Orange.  And  they  proceeded  to 
thatfoolifti  vanity,  that  they  cau- 
sed them  who"  were  deflgncd  and 
appointed  to  kil  the  Queene  to  be 
painted  in  tables  to  the  life,  and 
BMngtonm  the  midft  of  them  with 
this  verfe : 

Hi  mthi  funt  Comiter  qttos  tyfa 
perlatla  ducunt. 

But  for  that  this  vcrie  (as  too 
plaine  )  did  not  (b  well  like  them, 
they  tooke  it  away,  and  in  the  (lead 
thereof  they  put  this : 
guorfwn  h£cy  alio  profcrantibuf  ? 

It  is  reported  that  thefe  tables 
were  intercepted  and  fccretly 
fh?wne  unto  the  Queenc,  who 
knew  none  of  them  by  the  coun- 
tenance but  Barnwell s  who  had  of- 
tentimes come  unto  her  about  the 
caufes  of  the  Earle  ofKildare^  unto 
whom  he  belonged ;  but  by  other 
tokens  which  fhc  was  told  fhekrew 
the  man.  Truly  onetime  walking 
forth  for  her  recreation,  me  efpied 
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Barumff,  and  looked  earneftly  on 
him  without  fearc,and  turning  un- 
ytg  Hatton  Cxptimc  of  herGaard, 
and  others,  faid,  Am  not  I  well 
attended  and  guarded,  that  have 
not  in  my  company  fb  much  as  one 
man  that  weareth  a  fword  >  Thefe 
words  Barmve&hlmklfe  told  after 
to  the  confpirators,  and  (hewed 
them  how  eafily  (he  might  then 
have  beene  diipatched  if  the  con- 
spirators hadbeene  there ;  and  St- 
vagt  affirmed  the  fame. 

Now  nothing  troubled  the 
minde  efBdrngtou  more,  than  left 
he  fhould  be  deceived  of  the  for- 
raine  forces  :  Therefore  to  make 
that  fiire  and  certaine,  hee  deter- 
mined to  goe  over  himfelfe  into 
France,  and  to  (end  before  BaSard 
over  fecretly  for  that  purpofe :  for 
whom  heiiad  got  a  licence  under  a 
counterfeit  name  by  a  bribe  he  had 
given,  and.tfcat  he  might  cleere 
hhnfelfe  from  all  fufpicion,  by  the 
before  named  Pooh,  he  infinuated 
himfelfe  unto  fFdfagh*my  and 
Q_  with 
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with  great  earneftnefle  fwed  unto 
him  to  obtains  ©f  the  Queene  for 
him  alicenfe  to  goe  into  France, 
promifing  to  doe  good  fervice  in 
Marching  and  difcovermg  themoft 
fecret  plots  of  the  fugitives,  for 
the  Queene  of  Scotland*  He  com- 
manded the  purpofe  of  the  young 
man,  and  promised  him  not  only 
a  licence,  but  many  and  great  mat- 
ters if  he  performed  it  :  Yet  he  de- 
laied  from  time  to  time  the  matter 
C which  they  thought  that  not  fo 
much  as  the  Sunne  had  knowne) 
having  gotten  it  ont  by  the  cun- 
ning wit  of  his  owne,  and  of 
others,  but  efpecially  by  the  intel- 
ligence of  Gilbert  G'ffrrda  Prieft* 

This  man  borne  at  CbeU'mgtonin 
Stajfordfliire,  not  for  from  Chart- 
ley,  where  the  Queene  of  Scotland 
was  kept,  and  fent  about  this  time 
by  the  fugitives  into  England,  un- 
der the  counterfeit. name  of Lufinl 
to  remember  Savage  of  hrs  oMh  he 
had  taken,  and  up  lye  hid  to  fend' 
the  letters  to  a_ndfro  between  them 
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and  the  Queene  of  Scotland  :  when 
they  could  draw  neither  the  Coun- 
teffe  of  ArunM,  nor  the  Lord 
Lumky^  nor  Henry  Howard,  nor 
Getrge  Sherky^  into  fb  dangerous 
abufineffe. 

The  fugitives,  to  try  whether 
the  conveying  of  letters  by  Gif- 
fard  was  fafe,  firft  fen t  Blanks  made 
up  like  packets,  which  when  they 
underftood  by  an  fivers  to  be  deli- 
vered, they  being  more  confident, 
fent  alfo  others  in  ziffres  of  their 
affaires,  now  and  then.  But  Gif- 
fard,  whethec  tormented  in  con- 
ference, or  corrupted  by  bribes, 
or  terrified  with  feare,  came  fecret- 
ly  unto  Wdfhig}).wty  and  told  him 
who  he  was,  and  for  what  jurpofe 
he  was  fait  into  E^giW,  and  of- 
fered all  his  fervice  out  of  his  love 
towards  his  Councrey  and  Prince, 
and  promifed  to  communicate  un- 
to him  all  the  letters  he  received, 
either  from  thefu^itives  or  from 
the  Queene  of  Scotland.  fValJm^ 
bam  embracing  the  occaiion  oh%- 
Q_2  red. 
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red ,  ufed  the  man  courteoufly, ' 
(ent  him  into  Stajfordjbire,  and 
wrote  unto  Towkt  that  he  mould 
differ  fomc  of  his  iervants  to  be 
corrupted  by  Gijf&rd  and  to  winck 
thereat.  He  as  unwilling  (as  hee 
(aid)  that  any  of  his  fervants 
(hould  be  made  a  Traitor  in  adi£ 
{cmbling  manner,  yet  as  loth,  hee 
fuffered  him  to  corrupt  the  Erew- 
ec9  ortlieman  that  kept  theprc- 
vcnder3who  dwelt  hard  by :  Gijferd 
quickly  corrupted  the  Erewer  for 
a  few  Angels  of  gold,  who  by  a 
hole  in  the  wall,  into  the  which 
a  ftone  was  put  (b  that  it  might  be 
taken  out,  fecrctly  fent  in  and  re- 
ceived back  letters,  which  by  pofts  ! 
appointed  came  to  the  hands  of 
fPaifingham9  who  unhealed  and 
wrote  them  out  :  and  by  the  rare 
skill  of  Thomas  Tbillfs  he  found 
out  the  ziffres,  and  fo  fealed  them 
agaiue  by  the  skill  of  ArthurGrego- 
ry3  that  none  could  judge  them  to 
have  beene  unfealed,  and  ^b  fent 
them  unto  thofe  men  unto  whom 
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they  were  dire&ed.  So  werethoft 
former  of  the  Qaeene  of  Scotland 
unto  Btb'mgton^  and  the  anfwers  ofT 
him  unto  her,  and  others  unto  him 
(in  the  which  was  craftily  added  a 
poftfcript  in  the  fame  character, 
bidding  him  to  fend  the  names  of 
the  fix  Gentlemen  (if  not  the  o- 
thcr)  and  alfb  the  letaers  fent  the 
fame  day  unto  Muidoza  the  King 
oftyzi«e/EmbafIador,unto  Charles 
P>*get9  the  Lord  Faget,  the  Arch- 
BiSiop  ofGlafeo,  and  to  Fra.  In~ 
glefield,  every  one  of  which  were 
copyed  out,  and  afterward  con- 
veyed as  tkey  were  dire&ed. 

Queene  Elizabeth,    as 
fbone  as  fhee  underftood  by  thefe 
letters,  that  fucha  terrible  florae 
hung  over  her  head,   on  the  one 
fide  from  her  fubje£ts  at  home,  and^ 
on    the     other    fide    from    for*- 
raine  enemies,  commanded  Ballard 
to   be  apprehended,   thereby   to 
fupprefle  the  confpiracie  betimes. 
So  on  a  fudden  hee  was  taken  in  the 
houfe  of  B'ab'l/Jgto^  in  the  very  in— 
Q_3  ftant 
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(tint  when  he  was  ready  to  go« 
upQn  his  journey  into  France* 
Hereat  Babington  was  wonderfully 
perplexed,  and  was  in  a  thoufand 
mindes,  and  went  to  ?ichhurmy 
and  asked  his  advice,  what  was  to 
be  done  :  his  counfell  was,  that 
theconfpirators  (hould  feat cer  and 
ffyfundry  waves,  but  his  owne 
was,  fecretly  to  fend  Savage  and 
€bamock^  and  that  fpeedily  to  di£ 
patch  the  Queene,  yet  that  they 
might  come  with  m$re facility  un- 
to her, to providefonae  rkherand 
more  courtlike  futes  for  S#uagcy 
and  of  this  matter  he  talked  with 
them  in  Fanls  Church  :  but  by  and 
by  changing  his  minde,  and  con- 
cealing his  inward  cares  flinging 
his  heart ,  he  urged  Walfingham, 
being  then  abfent  and  at  the  Court, 
that  his  licence  to  travell  into 
France  might  be  now  at  length 
granted  ;  and  withall  intreated 
^him,  to  let  BaUard  free,  whom  he 
fhould  have  great  occafion  to  ufe 
in  tte   nego tiatio  n.  Walfi?7gham. 
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delayed  and  held  him  on  with  faire 
promifes  from  day  to  day,  and  as 
concerning  BaU*rd->  and  taking  of 
him,  he  layeth  it  upon  Young,  that 
cunning  hunter  out  ofROmaniftsy 
and  ask  were  in  friend/hip  fecretly 
advifed  him  to  take  heed  of  fuch 
feilowes,  and  eafily  perfwadeth 
the  young  man  to  lye  all  night  in 
his   boufe  in  London,  untill  the 
Qneene  flgned  his  pafle-port  and 
he  himtelfe  returned  to  London, 
that  they  might  talke  of  fuch  im- 
portant affaires  with  more  feereey4 
and  left  the  fugitives  wheahecame 
to  Trance,  mould  gather  any  man- 
ner of  fiiipicion,  Out  ofhUofteri 
going  to  and  fro  thither. 

In  the  meane  time  Scndamore, 
one  of  Wdfinghams  men  was  com- 
manded to  warch  him  very  dili- 
gently, and  to  accompany  hire  in 
every  place,  under  the  colour  that 
he  might  be  the  ftfer  from  the  Pur- 
fevants.  Hitherto  had  Walfing- 
ham  contrived  and  wrought  the 
bufinefle,  the  other  Councilors 
Q^4  of 
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of  the   Qneene  being  ignorant 
thereof ;  and  would  have  procee- 
ded harther  and  lengthened  it,  but 
the  Queene  would  not,  kfly  as  (he 
&id?  in  not  taking  heed  of  a   danger 
wbm  flit  might,  foe  fhoMfieme  more 
to   tempt  God  than  to  hope  in  bim. 
Therefore  out  of  the  Court  from 
Wdfingham  a  fcroll  was  Cent  unto 
his  man,  to  watch  Babingm  with 
more  care  :  This  being  not  fealed> 
was  fb  delivered,  that  Babiagton 
fitting  next  to  him  at  the  TMey 
read  it  alfb.  Hereupon  being  guil- 
ty in  coufcience,  and  fu/pe&ing 
that  all  things  were  difcovcred,the 
next  night  whea  he,  Scudimorey 
and  one  or  tw®  more  oiWalfing* 
hams  men  had in  the  Tavern  Tupped 
with  good  cheere,  he  (as  if  he 
would  have  paid  the  reckoning) 
arofe,    leaving  behind   hira    his 
fword  and   cloake,  and  got    to 
fPtftmmfler  by  the  darknefle  of  the 
night,where  Gage  chaaged  clothes 
with  him,  who  torth-with  put  on 
Chamocki  clothes,    and  together 
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got  clofely  into  S.  hhns  wood 
neereantothe  Cicie,  unto  which 
place  came  alio  BjmmH  and  Dun, 
Im  the  meane  time  they  were  pro- 
claimed Traytors  thorow  all  Eng- 
land. They  lurking  in  woods  and 
by-waves,  .when  they  hidln  varae 
requeued  money  of  the  French 
EmhafTidor,  and  horfes  of *Ticb~ 
htrney  they  cut  oRBMngtovs 
hake,  and  disfigured  his  face  with 
the  greens  ihels  of  walnsts  ,  but 
being  compelled  by  famine,  went 
to  the  Bellamys  houfe-neere  to 
Harrow  on  the  Hiff,  who  were  much 
addi&ed  to  the  Romaa  religion  : 
there  they  wete  hidden  and  relec- 
ved  with  victuals  in  the  b.irnf  s,and 
apparelled  in  -husband mens*  appa- 
Fell5  and -being  found  after  ten 
dayes,  w7ere  brought*  to  hmdon^ 
the  citizens  witnefllng  their  pub- 
like joy,  withf  ringing  of~bels, 
making  of  bonfires  in;  the  ftreetsy. 
and  finging  of  Fialmes,-  lb  much" 
that  the  citizens  received  .great; 
commendaxionS' and  thanks:  of  ther 
Q2l>      Q^cene 
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Queene  for  the  fame. 

The  other  confpirators  were 
fooiae  after  taken,  moft  ef  them 
neere  unto  the  Gitie,,  Salisbury  inJ 
Cbejhir€i  his  horle  being  thru  ft 
thorow  with  a  halbard,  and  Tra— 
verfe    with  him,  after   they  had 
fwommeover  the  river  oiWvuer  -y 
and  in  Wales  was  taken  lories,  who 
being  acquainted  with  the.  inten- 
ded invafk>n,had  alfo  hidden  them 
in  his  houfe,  after  he  knew  they 
were  proclaimed  tray  tors,  and  had. 
moreover  furniflied  Salithwry  in  his 
flight  with  a  horfe,  and  his  man 
(who  was  a  Brieft)  with  a  cloake 
he  lent  him.Onely  Wrndfoi't  was  not 
founds.  Many  dayes  were  (pent  in., 
the  examination  of  thefe  men,  who 
in  their  confcifions  appeached  one- 
another,,  concealing  nothing,  that 
was  true.. 

All  this  time  the  Q^cene  of 

Scotland  and  her  fervants  wcrefo 

tmrrowly  kept  and  watched  by  Pqiv^ 

if,  that  thefe  things-  were  kept 

[from  her  knowledge,  though  pub- 
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likely  knowne  in  alf  England.    As 
{bone  as  thefe  men  were  taken, 
TV;*?.  Gorge,  was  lent,  who  in  few 
words  {hould  certifie  her  of  thefe 
things,  which  hee  purpofely  did 
unto  her,  nothing  dreaming  there- 
of, even  as  (he  had  taken  horfe  to 
goe  on  hunting  ;  neither  was  (he 
fuffered  to  returne,but  under  (hew 
of  honour,  lead  about  to  Gentle- 
mens  houfls  that   dwelc  there- 
abouts. In  the  meane  time  I.  Ma- 
nery  Ed.  AftonyRkh.  Bagot,   and 
WlUiamWaady  by  comnMion  from 
theQueene,  kepi  Navttt  andCW- 
Im  her  Secretaries  and  other  fer- 
.vants  feveraHyP  that  they  (hould 
have    no   communication     with 
themfelves  nor  with  the  Qaeene. 
And  breaking  open  the  dooresof 
her  clo&t-,  {entail  her  cabinets  and 
deskes  wherein  her  "papers  were 
lay d,  iealedup  with  their  feales 
unto  the  Court.  Then -;P<rwlet  fo 
commanded,  feazed  on  all  the  mo- 
ney, left  ftie  fbould  corrupt  any 
body  with  bribes^  and  gave  h»s 
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iword  to  reftore  it.  The  caskets  and 
deskes    being    fearched     before 
Queene  'El.izab.etji,    there 
were  found  die  letups  of  many 
ftrangers^the  copies  alfb  ©Betters 
unto  mmjy  about  <5o;.  kinds  of 
•Ciphers^  and  alio  the  letters  of  ma- 
ny noblemen  <of  E«gJW,.  ofering 
their  love,  and  iervice,  which  yet 
-Qneene  Elizabeth  diilem- 
bledinfilence  ::bnt  they  iinellmg 
it  out,  did  afterward  allthey could 
againft  her3  that-fo  they  might  not 
fceme  to  have  favoured  herv 
•    Now  Giffird    having    ferved 
their  purpofe  in  this  manner,  was 
ifem  into  France  as  a  maivbani£hed5. 
lea v i ii  g  *firlk  w  i  tb  the  F-renckEm-  \ 
baiTidor  iftEngland  a  paper  inden 
ted. with  this  charge,  not  to  ddi 
ver  any  letters  from  the  Queene  of 
Sc&land^ox  from  thefugkiv^and  ?■ 
came  to  his  hands  unto  no  other 
man  but  -hinr  that  brought  the 
counterpaine  thereof .iwhkh  hee 
iecrctly  lent  to  Walfcrgham-j  Being 
ratwrnecLiiuo,  j^^o^  after  ^fonae 
monetbs 
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moneths  he  .was:  oft.  into  prifon 
for  his  wicked  life,  and  fbfpeclei 
of  thefe  things  dyed  wretchedly,- 
confeiSng  moli  of  thefe  things  to  be 
true,  which  were  alfb  found  robe. 
kruc  out  of  the  papers  in*  the  desks. 
On  the  XI M.  day  of  Septem- 
ber, feven   of  the    conf|>irators 
-were  brought  to  the  barre  and  ar- 
raigned, and  acknowledged  ther&- 
felue^guilty,  and  had  .-Judgement-, 
of  rreafoi,   Qn  the.  next  day  the 
other  (even  were  brought  to  the 
barre,  and  pleaded  not- guilty  unto 
their  indkement,  and  put  them- 
(elves  to  be  tried  by  God  and  the 
iountrey^wbo  were  proved  guilty 
by  their  owne   confeffions,   and. 
were  likewile  condemned.    Porff 
only*  though  he  was  privy  to  all,: 
fok  that  he  affirmed  that  he  hid  told 
:  fome  things  unto  v/aJfingfpam,  was- 
not  at  all  arraigned.   On  the.XX. 
day  oftheiame^monechj  the  fir(§£ 
(even  were  on-a  paire  of  gallowes 
•iet  uporta  feafibld  m  Saint  Giles 
his  ficld^  where  they  had  uiedto 
meet*,  .hanged^  .and  cat  downe,  and 
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their  privities  cut  off,  bowelled 
and  quartered  as  they  were  even 
alive,  not  wichont  the  note  of 
crue/ty,  that  is  to  fay,  Baliard  the 
contriver  of  the  wickednefle,.,  af- 
king  pardon  of  God  and  the 
Queene,  with  this  condition ,  if 
he  had  offended-  her.  Babmgton 
(who  without  feare  beheld  the 
execution  o^Ba4Lrdy  whiles  the 
other  turning  their  faces  away,  and 
.on  their  knees  were  earneftat  their 
prayers,  ingenuouily  acknow- 
ledged his  fault,  and  being  Jet 
downefrom  the  gallowes,  fundry 
times  plainly  cryedout  in  the  La- 
tine  tongue,  Farce  mih'i  Domint 
■  Jejk.  Savage  ( the  rope  breaking) 
fell  from  the  gallowes,  and  was 
ftrait  pulled  away,  and  his  privy 
members  cut  off,  and  bowelled 
alive. .Barnwell,  extenuated  the 
fault  with  the  pretext  of  Religion 
and  confeience.  Tichbwm  humbly 
acknowledging  his  wickednefle, 
moved  all  the  multitude  to  com- 
panion, and  lb  likewise  did  T#wy, 
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being  a  very  proper  man,  and  mo- 
deil  in  behaviour.  Ab'mgton  being 
of  a  turbulent  fpirit  and  nature,  ca- 
lling out  threats  and  terrors,  of  the 
'  bloud  that  was  ere  long  to  bee  died 
in  England,  On  the  next  day,  the 
other  {even  were  drawne  unto  the 
fame  place,  butu  fed  with  moremer- 
*  cy  by  the  Queenes  commandemenr., 
who  hated  the  former  cruelty  5  for 
every  one  of  them  hung  till  they 
were  quite  dead,  before  they  were 
cr«t  downe  and  bowellexL  Suliiki- 
^thefirft,  was  very  penitent,  and 
advifed  the  Catholikes  jiot  to  at- 
tempt the  Reftitution  of  Religion 
by  force,  or  amies,  and  the  time 
didZ>//#  who  was  the  next,  hms 
•pro tefting  that  he  had  diffwaded 
Sdiihiv/y  .from  this  enterprise,  and 
that  he  utterly  condemned  and  dis- 
liked the  haughty  and  rafh  fpiat  of 
,  Babingtov^znd  the-  purpofe  of  inva- 
ilon,  Cbarneck  and  I'raverfe  fixed 
;  wholly  to  their  prayers,  commen- 
ded themselves  to   God  and  the 
I  Saints.  Gage  extolling  the  bounti- 
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full  liberality  ©ftheQiieene  to- 
ward his  faiher,  and  detefVmgMs 
ewne  treacherous  ingratitude  to- 
ward a  Princeffe  fo  well  defer  ving. 
Wicrom  Bellamy, who  had  hidden 
Babington  after  he  was  proclaimed 
traytor  (whoie  brother  privy  to 
the  £mie  offence  had  Wrangled  him- 
fclfe  in  prifon)a(hamedandlilent 
was  the  laft  of  this  company. 

Thefe  men  being  executed,  Nf~> 
vvu  the  Frenchman y  a»d  Curlm  the 
Scoty  who  wese  Secreu  r  ies  to  the , 
Qjeene  :of  Scotland, ..  being  exa-| 
mined  about  the  letter.*,  copies  of? 
letters,  and   little  notes  andCi-] 
.phers  found  in  the  Qaeenes  doler^l 
of  their  owne  will  acknowledged  j 
by  their  fubfctiptronf,   that  the.; 
hand-writings  were   their  o wire,  j 
endued  by  her  in  French,  taken  by ' 
KivMy^nd  turned  inro  EngUfbby 
Curlm  :  Neither   did  they  deny 
that  (ho-  received  letters  from  Ba- 
k'mgto*?.,.. and  that  they  wrote  baclc 
by  her  comimnierhent  in  flich  d 
ienfe  as  is  afcrefaid.  Yet  this  isi 
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certaineout  of  letters,  that  when 
Cwlm  did  at  this  time  aske  Wd- 
fingham  for  what  he  pronaifed,  that 
Walfingbam  did  reprove  him,  a-s 
one  forgetfull  of  an  extraordinary 
grace,  as  that  he  had  not  confe&d 
any  thing  but  that  he  could  not 
deny,  when  Nwnt  charged  him 
therewkhall  to  his  face. 

The  Councellors  of  England 
could  not  agree  what  fhoald  bee 
done  with  the  Queene  ofSeotlmd  :

The  iroft  of  thefe  came  to  Fo- 
dringhay  Caftle  in  Nortbamptonpire^ 
on  the  xi.  day  of  October,  where 
the-  Qucene  of  Scotland  was  then 
kept.  On  the  next  day  the  Com- 
niiffioners  lent  unto  her,  Sir  Walter 
Mildmay,  Sir  A 'my as  P owlet,  and  Ed- 
ward Barker  ^  pnblike  Notary,who 
delivered  into  her  hands  the  letters 
of  Queene  Elijabet  s^which 
when  (he  had  read  over,  fee  with  a 
Princely  countenance  and  quiet 
mindefaid :  1  am  much  aggrieved  that 
the  Qucene  my  mofl  dean  jifter  it 
wrong  informed  of  me ,  and  that  I,  who 
havefi  fraitly  heme  keftfo  manyyeeres, 
and  king  now  lame,  after  I  have  offe- 
red fommy  equall and fair e  conditions 
.for  my  liberty,  have  laine  fo  kng  time 
negleffed  :  Although  1  have faUyfr re- 
warned  her  of  many  dangers }  yet  Iwas 
notbdteved,  but  was  alrvayes  defyifed, 
although  I  am  mofi  mere  to  her  m  Mend. 
When  the  AJJoeiatim  was  made,  and, 
when  it  was  cm  firmed  in  the  ParL- 
ment,  Ifirefm>  that  wbatfoevtr  dm- 
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gtr  befell,  either  by  forraine  Princes 
abroad,    or  any  harebrame  feBowes  at 
home,  or  for  the  cauft  of  Religion,  J 
fhouldpay  dearefir  the  fame,  J  having 
Jo  man}  deadly  enemits+at  the  Court,  1 
may  tah^  it  ineviUpart,  and  J  have 
cauft  for  it,  that  a  league  was  made 
with  my  fonae,  without  my  privity  or 
knowledge,  but  fitch  lih^  things  I  pre- 
termit. But  to  come  unto  theft  Utters  $ 
It  feemetb  ft  range   unto  me  that  the 
Queem  commandeth  me,  as  if  1  were 
berfubjetf,  to  come  mito  a  try  all ;  /  ant 
anabjohtte  Queene,  neither  will  I  doe 
or  commit  any  thing,  which  may  etn- 
flirt  or  wroug  the  Koyall  Majeftj  of 
Kings  and  Pr'mctsi  of  my  place  and 
ranfy,  ormifinne  ;  My  mindeisnot 
mo  dejdffed  neither  will  lyeeldaiidftnl^ 
wkwne  under  calamity,  Ireferre  my  felfe 
junto  thoft  things  which  Iprotefiedbe- 
fore   Bromly   and  the  Lord  Dela 
Ware.  The  lawei  andftatutes  0/Eng- 
md  are  to  me  utterly  unknowne,  lam 
-kpitute  of  councillors,  li el! you  plaint 
thgew  not  who  mty  be  my  P  ceres  :  my 
apers  and  notes  of  remembrances  are  to- 
R2  \n 
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hen  from  me,  tfare  is  none  that  darepkad 
or  ffeake  in  my  caufe.  I  am free  j rom  all 
offence  agxinft  the  Qneeney  neither  am 
I to  he  called  in  quejium,  but  upon  mine 
owhc  word  or  writings  which  cm  never 
be  brought  again  ft  me  ^  But ye~t  ]  cannot 
deny  but  that  I  have  commended  my 
felfe  andmy  caufe  toforraine  Princes. 

On  the  next  day  returned  unto 
"her  in  the  name  of  the  Gommifiip- 
ners,  Fowlet  and  Barker }  who  (hew- 
ed this  anfwer  put  into  writing, 
andthey  asked  her  if  (he  perfifted  in 
the  fame   $  After  fhe had  heard  ic 
diftinftly  read,  fee  commended  it  as 
truly  and  rightly  conceived;,   and 
iaid  (he  would  perfift  in  the  fame : ! 
"But^  (aid  fhe,  I did  not  remember  one  I 
thing  which  I  wifh  may  he  put  in :  \ 
Whereas  ths  §hice??e  hath  written  lam  j 
]ubje&  and  liable  unto  the   lawes  of 
England,  and  am  to  bejudgedby  them, 
% caufe  Hived  under  the  prote&ionof 
them  :  I  anfwer.  That  I  came  into 
England  to  askl  an&  cra%,e-  a^  and 
helpe.from  which  time  I  hat  e  beene  hgpt 
and  detained  in  prifir?9  and  could  not 
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enjoy  the  frote&fon  and  benefit  oftl* 
hives-  of  England  y  and  bitbemj 
CBuldnotunderftandly.  any  body  what 
the  lawns  of  'England  were. 

In  the  afternoone  many  chofen 
out  of  the  Cortimiffioners  y  with 
men;skilfoll  in  the  Canon  and  Ci- 
yilllawes,  came  unto  her  :.butthe 
i  Chancellor  and  the  Treasurer  de- 
clared their  authority  out  of  the 
letter^rpatentSj  and  (hewed  her  that 
neither  captivity,  nor  the  preroga- 
tive of  Royall  Majefty  could  ex- 
empt her  from  an/wering  in  this 
kingdome-and  mildly  hee  admo- 
nished her  to  heare  the  objections 
made  agairift  her:if  not3they  threat*-  j 
ned  they  both  might  and  would 
proceed  againft  her  by  the  aathori- 
ty  of thelaw.  She  anfweeed,  -'that 
(he  rvasmtafitbjelf^andbad  rather 
■dic-atkeuJaTidtimeSy  tlj.mae!>gon?ledge 
berfilfi  afubjtB  :fer/ce  that  by  ac!$non> 
kdging  ity  f: eep.ould dot  prejudice  and 
rvronguntothehiglwefje  if  the  Mijo- 
fiy  of  Kings  iandrAtk.iUjhouldconfc£l 
kerjclfe  to  be  bound  unto  al\tht  fatyes  of 
R  3  Eng- 
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England^  even  in  matters  of  Religion, 
KcvtrtbeieJJi  jhee  w*f  ready  to  anjwer 
unto  all  things  in  a  fxB  and  fret 
Parhment,  fince  that  fhee  is  ignorant 
ifonelyfor  afafbion  and  ajhew0  this  af- 
femhly  wot  appointed  again  ft  her  already 
condemned  with  their  fore-judgments  ; 
therefore  fhe  chfelj  admenifheththem  t& 
kok^unto  thiir  oonfeiences,  and  to  re- 
member that  the  Theater  iff  the  whole 
world  wot  fane  mtorefpaciojif,  than  the 
fyigdome  0/England.  Laftly,  fhee  be- 
gan to  coraplaine  of  the  injuries 
done  unto  her,  and  the  Treafurer 
to  rehearfe  the  benefits  of  Qaeene 
Elizabeth  beftowed  upon 
her,  viz.  that  fhee  had  punifhed 
many  who  did  impngnc  the  right 
fhee  challenged  unto  England,  and 
had  hindred  that  (he  was  not  con- 
demned by  the  Efta*es  of  the 
Realme,  for  thepurfuing  the  ma- 
nage with  the  Duke  ofNorfilkg,  the 
rebellion  in  the  North,  and  other 
things :  which  things  when  fhee 

j  feemed  to  make  flight  of t  they 
went  away.

After  a  few  honres,  by  7*«rifef 
and  the  Solicitor  they  Shewed  the 
heads  of  the  letters  Patenb^and  the 
names  of  the  Commiflioner^  that 
(hee  might  fee  that  they  were  to 
deale  formally  and  in  good  fafhion, 
uprightly  ,and  not  according  to  the 
quirkes  of  la  w,and  extraordinarily, 
Shee  made  no  exception  againft 
theCommii!ioners,but  a  bitter  one 
againft  the  new  or  late  Aft  upon 
which  all  rhe   authority  of  the 
CommiTioners  depended,  that  is* 
to  wit,  that  it  wa6  iinjaitly  devifea 
purpolely  a^inil  her,   and  that 
there  was  no  exampb  of  the  like 
proceeding,  and  that  (lie  would  ne- 
ver fubrnit  her  felfe  to  trbll  upon 
that  A&.  Shee  asked  by  what  law 
they  would  proceed  again  ft  her :  It 
by  the  Civillor  Canon  laweSj  Hie 
faid  the  exponnderswere  to  fee  fent 
for  to   Tavy  or  Topics^   and   o- 
ther  outlandifo  Univerficies,  fince 
that  fit  men  were  not  to  bee  found 
in  Ewfrfmd.   Moreover  mee  added 
that  it  was  evident  bv  plaine  words 
R    4 
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in  theletters,thatftieewas  accoun- 
ted guilty  of  the  fault,  although 
fheewasnot  heard,  and  therefore 
fhee  had  no  reafon  to  appeare  be- 
fore them,  and  flie  required  to  bee 
Satisfied  of  many  (cruples  in  theie 
letters, which  flie  had  noted,  cenfu- 
iedly  and  in  hafte  by  her  felfe  alone, 
but ilie  would  not  deliver  them  in 
writing,  for  that  it  did  not  befeeme 
a  King  or  Prince  to  play  the  Scribe, 
About  this  matter  thofe  Gom~ 
miffioners  fele&ed  came  to  her  a- 
gaine,  unto  whom  fhee  fignified 
that  Ghee  did  not  underftand  the 
meaning  of  thefe  words,  Since pee 
if  in  theprote&ion  of  the  §>ueme.  The 
Chancellor  anfwered,  'this  to  bee 
apparant  enough  to  any  one.  of  under- 
flmdmg)  htt  yet  it  is  not  the  duty  gf 
Subje&s  to  expound  what  the  Queene 
meant fieither  were  they  made  Commijji- 
oners  for  that  eaufi.  Then  Hie  reqtieft- 
ed  that  the  proteftation  which  fhee 
had  made  in  former  times,to  be  Shew- 
ed &  to  be  allowed,  ft  was  anfwered  , 
that  k  was  never  allowed,  neicher 
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that  It  was  to  be alldwed  row,  for 
that  k  was  a  wrong  tothe  Gr  owne 
otEnghrid.  She  asked  by  what  au- 
thority'they  would  proceed.  It 
was  anfwered,  by  the  authority  of 
the  letters  Patents,  and  the  law  of 
England,  ButyoHy  iaid  (hee,  make 
lawes  as  you  lift,  unto  which)  it  is  ns 
reafon-why  J  fhouldfubmit  my  filfep 
fince  that  the  Englifhmen  informer 
times refufed 'to fuhmit  themj 'eivts Unto 
the  Salicke  law  of  the  Frenchmen. 
But  if  they  proceeded by the  Inv  of  Eng- 
land, they  jbmld  bring  -a  prefideni 
■fir  their  doings  ^  fince  «*b*3  that  Uw  for 
the  mop  fart  confifed  upon  examples 
andcufkQWesjBut  if  by  the  Canon  Lar?^ 
then  no  ether  men  ought  to  expound  the 
famey  but  the  majors  of  them.  It  was 
anfwered,  that  they  would  proceed 
neither  by  the  Civill  nor  Canon 
lawes,but  by  the  lawes  of  England: 
Butyetthat  by  the  Civill  and  Ca- 
non lawes.  it  might  be  (hewed  that 
rliee  ought  to  appeare  before  theiu, 
if  fhee  did  not  refute  to  heare  this-, 
neither  did  fhee  refute  to  heare, 
R  5  „  but 
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Was  in  way  of  communication -, 
bac  not  by  way  of  Juftice  or 
trial!* 

Hereupon  flic,  fell  into  other 
fpceches,  viz,  tbat  (hee  never  com- 
pared or  devi  fed  any  thing  to  hurt 
or  kill  the  Queene,  that  (hee.  had 
beene  offended  at  the  wrongs  and 
indignities  done  to  her,  that  tee 
mould  be  a  (tumbling  blocke,  ifChe 
;were  difcourteoufly  ufed ;  that  (he 
did  by  Navus  offer  her  labour  and 
beft  meanes  for  the  revocation  of 
the  Ropes  B^thsit  Oiee  would  have 
defended  her  innocency  by  letters, 
neither  was  this  permitted :  And 
to  conclude,  that  all  her  offices  of 
good  will  for  this  twenty  yeeres 
feave  beene  reje&ed,  with  fuch  like 
imall  digretfions,  her  going  on  fur- 
ther they  called  bicke,  and  bade  her 
to  fay  in  plainetermes, whether  fce* 
would  anfwer  before  th#  Com-] 
miifioners ;  (hee  replied,  That  thk 
their  authority  wot  given  to  them  by  the 
mm  a&  made  t  a  injhare  her :  Sfsfestf  fee 
muld .  mt  endure-,  the  l&rves  of  the 
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Queent,  which  fhe  ttpon  good  nafon 
fufpcEfed-.Tbat  fxe  havingbm  hiiberty 
tf  good  courage,  rvouldnot  now  w*ong 
her  ancefiorrtbe  Kings  of  Scotland,  by 
xkttowkdging  thatfhee  u  a  fibj:&  of 
the  Crowne  of  England^  for  thit  is  no 
other  thing  than  ope  ily  to  confiffe  tbtm 
thereby  to  h.ive  hem  Rebels  and  trai- 
tors. Yet.tb.it jhe refufedmt to  mfwery 
fiflxbe  not  reduced  unto  the  ranhe  of  a 
[ubjeB :  and  thatfhee  bad  rather  die  a 
tboiifaidtimesjhan  to  anfwer.as-a  CrU 
minall^ffmder.  . 

Uicothefefpeeches  Hatton  the

'femes'  IWiUnutfuhmitmyfdje  unto  the 
j  udgment  ofmln  e  adve  '"juries^  by  whom 
I  know  all  the  dfemt  lean  mahipfnmit 
innocency  will  not  he  allowed  and  reed- 
zed.  The  Chancellor  asked  her  if 
(he  would,an&er3  if  her  protecti- 
on were  admitted:  She»anfwered3 1 
will  never  fubmit  me  to  the  new  law 
mentioned  in  theletters  Patents*  Here- 
upon the  Treafurer  replied.,  Yet  we 
will  proceed  to  morrow  though 
you  be  abfenr,  and  continue  obfti- 
hate  in  the  caule.Shee  &'idr  Search 
and  examiueyour  consciences^  have  re- 
gard to  sour  honour  fiod  willrequiteyou 
and  your  heires  for  your  judgement 
upon  me. 

On  the  next  da^  being  the  four- 
teenth day  of  October,  (he  fent  for 
fome  of  the  GommillionerSj  and 
requeued  that  the  protection 
ini^ht  bes, admitted-  and  allow- 
ed* 

The 
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TheTreafurer  asked  her  whether 
(he  would  come  to  triall3if  the  pro- 
teftation  were  onely  received  and 
put  into  writing  without  allow- 
ance. At  length  (he  condescended, 
yet  with  anevill  will,Ieft  fhe(as  (he 
(aid)might  ieeme  to  derogaee  from 
her  predeceflbrs  or  flicceflbrs,  but 
that  me  was  much  deiirous  u  cleare 
the  crime  objected,  bsing  per  (wa- 
ded by  the  reafbns  oiHatton^hkh 
(he  had  better  thought  on.

When  (he e  was  come  and  h^d 
let  her  ielfe  in  her  fc.n,  file  nee  be- 
?ag  made,;  Bromley  the  Chancellor 
turning  to  her,  made  a  (hort  (peech 
to  this  piirpofe  r  The -map  bigh-  and 
mghty  Quunt  of  England  being  certi~ 

fed 
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fieri  1 3  her  great  griefe  and  anguifh  of 
minds,  thai  you  have  -plotted  both  the  j 
de  fruition  of  her  and  of  En  gla  nd,  and 
alfo  of  Religion ;  according  to  the  dutf 
due  unto  God^  her  fife ,  and  people,  m 
the  which  leflfhejhouUfaite^  and  out  of 
ho  malice  of  mine,  hath  appointed  theft. 
Commifficmrs,  who  may  heare^  what 
things  are  ohjc&cdagiwftyou^andbow 
you  can  chare  your  fife  from  the -crimes 
laid  againft  you,  „mid  fjnvjmr  imto- 
ccncy  ;  ShearifingupfakLj  that  pee, 
came  into  England  to  (eefy  andreqtiefk* 
aid,  which  was  promijed  her,  nevertbc*- 
lejjcthatjhe  was  detiimdiyiprifon  ever 
pice  that  time.  Shee  preceded.,  that 
pee  was  not  fitbjeB  to  the  Queene^  but, 
was  a  free  andabfokte  Queene,  neither 
was  to.be  forced  or  compelled  to  be 
brought  in  or  tried  before  the  Commiffi* 
oners  or  any  other  Iudzeyfor  any  caufe 
wbatfocver,  but  only  God  alone  the  So- 
zeraigfje  ludge  of  all,  lefi  tbatfhe  (hould  > 
doe  wrong  and  injury  unto  her.  owne  \ 
■E.o),dlA£ijcfy,  her.femie  the  King  of\ 
Scotland,  berfucctfjrs,  or  any  other  i 
abfolute  Frinces;  but  now  jhee  <was  J 
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there  in  per  (on  to  refill  the  crimes  olj>~ 
tted  againft  her.  And  fhe recj-uefted 
her  friends  or  fervants  to  wit- 
nefle  thefe  things.  The  Chancellor 
not  acknowledging  that  helpe  was 
promifed,  anfwered,  That ibis fw-\ 
inflation  was  to  nofmfofe^br  that  who- 
foeveryofwbatfoezerrank^or  efiate  kel 
were  in  En  gland,  did  offend  ogam  ft  the 
latves  0/England,  may  be  madefttbjeU] 
to  the  fame,  and  may  be  examined  'ma\ 
judged  by  the  late  new  law.  And  thai 
therefore  that  proteftatiori-  made  to  ihe) 
prejudice  of  the  hives  9  and  of  tJ?e: 
.  Queene  of  England,  was  not  to  be  ad- 
mitted.   Yet    the    Commiifi oners ; 
commanded,  as  well  her  protesta- 
tion, as  the  anfwer  of  the  Chan- 
cellor to  be  recorded.  Then  the 
letters  Patent?,  which  as  Ihave 
often  laid,  were  founded  upon  the 
.A3:  of  Parlament,  being  read  a 
loud,  fhee  with  a  great  courage; 
made  a-  protection  againft  that 
Ac%  as  made  directly  and  purpoie>.t 
ly  againft  her,  and  in  this  matter 
put  it .  to  their  confcience  :'  and 
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when  the  Treasurer  anfwered,  that 
every  man  in  this  Realme  was 
bound  to  the  obiervation  ©f  the 
lawes,though  never  fo  lately  made. 

I  and  that  (he  might  not  fpeake  in 
dugraceofthelawes,  and  that  the 
CommilTioners  would  Judge  by 
vertue  of  that  law,  whatsoever 
proteftation*  or  appellations  fhee 
made:  At  length  (he  laid  fhec  was 
ready  and  prepared  to  anfwer  of  a- 
ny  aft  whatfoever,done  againft  the 
Queene  of  England. 

Then  Gaudy  expounded  and 
made  plaine  the  A&  in  every  point, 
and  affirmed,that  fhee  had  offended 
againU  the  fame,  and  then  hee 
made  an  Hiftoricall  Narration  of 
Bibrngtons  confpiracie,  and  con- 
cluded, that  fkee  tyiw  of  it,  allowed 
its  promifed  help*  ,  and  fhemd  the 
waies  and  the  mines.  She  with  an 
undanted  courage  anfwered,  that 
fhe  kgew  not  Babington,  never  recti- 
ved  letters  from  him 9  nor  never  wrote 
untobimy  never  plotted  the  defiruUton 
i  of  the  Quetm  :  jfnd  that  to  prove  it  ef- 
fort* 
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fe&uaiy  fix fill fcfiptim  under  her  ewne 
hand  was  to  be  produced.  She  never 
heard fi  much  as  any  mmjpeake  It:  that 
pee  knew  not  Ballard,  never  maintain 
nedhim^  hut  that  Jhee  had  hard  that 
the  Cztholikes  were  much  agrieved  with 
many  things,  and  that  jhe  certified  the 
§hieme  therewith  in  her  letters  yand  bad 
eamefily  de fired  her  to  have 'fifty  of 
them:  And  that  man),  utterly  to  hertm- 
kgvv/iybad offered their  firvice  unto  htr^ 
yet  that  jhe  never  moved  a:.y  to  any  wic- 
kgdnejfe  :  and  that  Jhe  being jhttt  up  in 
frijhn,  could  neither  know,  nor  hinder 
the  things  which  they  attempted. 

Up  >n  this,  out  of  the  confeffi- 
on  ottiabmgtonftiee  was  urged  that 
there  pafled  an  cntercourle  of  let- 
ters betweene  her  and  Bibmgton. 
She  acknowledged,  that  fhe  had 
Speech  with  many  by  letters,  ne- 
verthelefle  it  could  not  be  gathered 
thereby,  that  fhee  knew  of  all  their 
naughty  practices:  Shere-qucfted, 
that  a  fublcription  with  her  owne 
hand  might  be  produced,  and  fhee 
asked,  who  could  have  harme  by  it, 
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iffhee  had  reqaefted  to  have  letters 
detained  almoft  a  who?e  year 
Then  the  Copies  of  the  letters  o 
Babington  unto  her  were  read3in  the 
which  all  the  plot  was  described 
She  faidj  As  concerning  thefe  letters y 
it  may  be  that  Babington  might  writey 
httt  lei  it  he  proved  that  I  received  them :, 
if  Babington  or  others  havt  affirmed' 
this,    I  fay   in  pfaine  termes  they  He,. 
Other  mens  faults  are  not  to  be  laid  on 
rny  bach  A  packet  of  Utters  y    which 
was   detained  almofl  a  yeere,"  came 
about  that  time  to  my  hands y  but  truly 
Ikgowtiotby  whom  it  was  jent  to  mee.. 
To  prove  that  (he  had  received  Ba- 
&?zg#07z.f  letters^there  was  read  out  of 
the  confeTicn  -ot  Babington  the  heads 
of  the  letters  which  he  had  volunta- 
rily conftfledthat  foe  had  written 
back. 

la  like  manner  things  taken  out 
of  the  confeflions  of  Ballard  and 
Savage  were-  read,  ivho  confefled 
that  Babington  had;  communicated 
unto  them  letters  received  from  the  I 
Queene  oi  Scotland*  She  affirmed;,.. 
that  Babington:  had  received  none  from 

her 
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ber9  yea  rather  that  fie  hadbeene  angry 
with  them  tbatfecretly  -fitggefied9  and 
gave  comfeil  about  tbe    invading  of 
England,  and  warned  tbent  to  beware 
mil  take  heed.  Then  were  {he wen 
the  Letters.,  in  the  which  the  plot 
of '  Babmgtonvns  commended  and 
approved.  She  asked  to  have  the 
copy  of  them  3  and  affirmed  that  they 
came  not  from  hery  but  perhaps  out  of 
bet  Alphabet  of  Cyphers  in  France,  thai 
fie    bath  laboured  to  get  her  liberty 0 
which  is  a  thing  naturall  to' allmen^ind 
to  have  treated  with  her  friends  to  ufe 
meams  to  deliver  her  :    NevertheJeffe 
unto  many  whomjbe  was  net  diffojedto 
name  who  offered  their  fervite,  fiee  had 
not  anfwe re-da  word 9  hut  that  fie  much 
dt fired  to  turne  away  the  forme  &fperfi~ 
cutionfrom  the  Catholics  y  and  that  fie 
mtreated  the  §)ueene  thereunto^  that 
fie  would  not  get  a  hjngdome  with  the 
blond  of  the  meaneft  of  a  lithe  Commons. 
That  there   are    many   who  attempt 
things  pernicious  without  her  know- 
ledge\  and  in  fome  letters  which  fiee 
bath  re  ce  wed  very  lately 5  fome  bad  beg- 
ged pardon  of 'her ,  if  they  attempted  any 
_____  thing 
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thing  without  her  frivity.  That  it  wot 
an  eafie  matter  to  counterfeit  the  Cha- 
racters and  Cyphers y  as  a  young  man, 
who  had  boified  himfelfe  to  be  th* 
baftard  brother  to  her  fonne,  did  very 
lately  in  France.  That  fie  alfo  feared 
left  this  was  contrived  by  Walfinghamj 
who  (  at  fhe  had  heard  it  muttered) 
had  plotted  again fl  the  life  of  her  and  her 
Sonne,  She  p rote feth  that  fhee  never 
thought  to  hurt  or  kUl  the  Qunene,  but 
that  fie  had  rather  more  willingly  be- 
flaw  her  life,  than  that  the  Catbok\s 
fhouldbeaffi &cdfoofie?iy  andkje  their 
lives  with  fuch  grievous  torments  for 
he  rfa  ke3   and  m  hatred  of  her. 

But,  ftid  the  Treafiirer,  none 
who  was  an  obedient fubjett  wot  put  to 
death  fir  Religion,  but  many  were  for 
Treafin,  maintaining  the  Popes  autho- 
rity and  BhU  again  ft  the  Queene .  But, 
foid  ftiee  ,  I  haw  heard  otherwife, 
and  I  have  read  it  alfo  in  printed  boofy. 
The  writers  of  fitch  hookas,  replied 
he,  wrote  alfo  that  the  Queene,  was 
deprived  of  her  KoyaM  dignity. 

Walfingham,  who  even  now 
perceived

perceived  himfelfe  nipped  and  tou- 
ted, rofeup,  and  protefting  that 
hisrainde  was  not  pofleffed  with 

Iany  evill  will3(aid5  J  call  God  to  wit- 
Kit)  that  Iy  as  a- private  many  have 
done  nothing  not  befieming  an  honeft 
and  upright  man^  neither  fir  the  pub- 
Uk^pe r fin  which  I  bear c  have  done  any 
thing  which  doth  not  belong  unio  my 
phce.  I  confejfe  thai  I  have  leene  care- 
full  of  the  fafetyofthe  ^ueene  and  the 
Realm?  0  and  have  eurionjly  fought  to 
finde  the  plots  againfiher.  If  Ballard 
had  offered  me  hisfervicey  I  had  not  re- 
fufid  it,  and  hadtecompatced  him  fir 
his  travell  and  pain  e  taken.  If  I  have 
plotted  any  thing  with  him,  why  did  he 
not  tell  it  out,  that  he  might  have  faved 
his  life  ?  She  (aid  that  (he  remained 
contented  with  this  anfwer  :  (he 
requefted  him  not  to  be  angy,  for  that 
fhefi  freely  $>ohg  what  pee  hadheard^ 
and  that  he  would  not  beleeve  more  them 
that  jlandered  her,  than  fie  didthem 
that  defamed  him  :  That  fiies  were 
men  not  to  be  trufiedy  fir  they  difjemble 
one  things  and  fay  another,   That  he 

would 
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would  by  no  mimes  belcsve  thatfhe  con* 
fitted  w  hurt  or  hall  the  Queens.  And 
then-weeping  araaine,  laid,.  IwiU 
never-  csfi  away  my  pule  in  confyiringto 
kill  my  moft  deare  Jtjler.  The  Law- 
yers made  anfwe'r,  that  it  would  be 
[  fbundiy  proved  by  testimonies  pre- 
!  fen tly.  Thefe  things  were  done 
j  before  noone. 

|  In  the  afternoone,  for  the  more 
•  fubffcantiall  proofe  thereof  the  -co- 
I  py  of  the  letters  which  CharksPaA 
get  wrote,  was  brought  forth  and 
fhe  wed,  and  Curlns  one  of  her  Se- 
cretaries, witnefled,  that  fhee  re- 
ceived, of  the  conference  betweene 
Me?idaza  and  B*%ard  about  the 
counfell  of  invading  England.  She 
a  a  fwered.  This  U  nothing  to  the  mat  - 
ter^  neither  doth  itprvve  that  1  confcn- 
tedtohurt  or  hill  the  Queene.  More- 
over, the  Lawyers  went  forward, 
to  prove  that  fhe  was  privy  of  the 
confpiracie,  and  alio  con fpired  to. 
kill  the  Queene,  out  ofthecon- 
feifion  oiBahmgton,  and  the  letters 
betweene  her  and  Babwgtm  $  in  the 
I  which 
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which  he  had  falated  and  ftiled  her 
hU  high  and  migjity  hadjand  Qutene. 
And  by  the  way  they  rehearfcd3that 
•there  was  a  Councell  holden  of 
affigniag  and  conferring  over  the 
Kingdome  of  England  unto  the 
King  ofSpaine.She  acknowledged, 
that  a  Prieft  came  to  her,  and  /aid, 
if  wee  did  not  flop  it,  that  both 
fhe  and  her  fonne  mould  be  exclu- 
ded from  their  inheritance :  but  (he 
would  not  tell  the  name  of  the 
Prieft.  And  moreover,  fliee  faid, 
that   the   Spaniard  challenged  a 
right  unto  the  Kingdome  of  £«g- 
land^  and  w©uld  not  give  place  un- 
to any,  bat  unto  her.  Then  they 
prefled  her  with  the  teftimonies  of 
Navm  and  Curlufhci  Secretaries, 
out  of  the  confellion  ofBabmgton, 
and  the  letters  that  pafled  berweene 
Bab'mgion  and  her  ;  and  all  the  cre- 
dit of  their  proofes  depended  upon 
the  teftimony  of  them  3  and  yet 
they  were  not  brought  forth  face 
toface.  She  did  acknowledge  Cur- 
Ins  to  be  an  honeft  man,  but  not  a 
S  fuffieient 
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fufficient  witnefle  againft  her.  That 
Navus,  fbmetimes  Secretary  to  the 
Cardinall  of  Lorraine,  commended 
to  her  by  the  French  King,  might 
be  eafily  induced  either  by  bribes, 
or  hope,  or  feare,  to  beare  falfe 
witnefle,  as  one,  who  fundry 
times  had  made  raft  oatbes,and  had 
Curlut  fc  tradable  and  at  his  beck, 
that  hee  would  write  whatfoever 
hee  bade.  And  it  may  be  that  they 
might  pat  into  the  letters,  fuch 
th ings  which  fhe  had  not  indited, 
ancHlfo  that  fuch  letters  came  to 
their  hands,  which  yet  flie  never 
iaw.  And  broke  out  into  fuch  or 
the  like  words  :  The  Majefty  and 
fafety  of  Princes  will  he  of '[mall 'autho- 
rity, and  be  contemned ,  if  they  doe  de- 
pend on  the  writings  and  teftimony  of 
their  Secretaries,  I  did  indite  unto 
them  nothing  hut  that  which  nature  hath 
taught  mee  *  that  I  might  recover  and 
get  my  liberty  at  Lfi  ;  neither  am  ]  to 
be  convinced,  hut  out  of  mine  owne 
words  or  writing.  If  they  have  written 
any  thing  that  May  he  hurt  and  dam- 
magi 
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mage  id  my  mo  ft  deareffer%  unwitting 
to  meCyJtt  Went  be  punifbed  fir  their 
inemfiderate  boldnejfe.  I  certa'wlj 
hgoxv  if  they  vcere  here  prefent,  they 
would  in  thk  caufe  aequite  me  of  this 
fault.  And  if  I  bad  my  papers  here  ^  I 
could  anfmr  unto  theft  things  in  par- 
ticular, 

Amongft  thole  things,  the 
Treafarer  objected,  that  the  had 
determined  to  lend  her  fbnne  into 
Spaine,  and  to  afligneover  unco  the 
Spaniard,  the  right  that  me  chal- 
lenged in  the  Kingdome  of  England. 
Unto  whom  (hee  anfwered,  That 
foe  had  no  Retime  that  fie  could  give 
awiy^  hut  yet  it  wot  lawfall  to  give  a* 
way  her  orvne  things  at  her  will  and 
pleafitre.  When  the  Alphabets  of 
Cyphers  conveyed  unto  Babington, 
the  Lord  LodovicL  and  to  the 
Lord  of  Fefnihurfl,  were  objected 
unto  her  out  of  the  teftimony  of 
GurlM)  (hee  denied  not,  but  thai  [he 
had  fit  downcmore,  and  amoi^  the  reft, 
that  fir  the  Lord  Lodo\ick5  ttt  fiieb 
time  asjhee  commended  him  and  am~ 
S  2  ther 
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tber  unto  the  dignity  ofaCardmall^and 
**  Jbee  hoped  without  ojfe?7ce9  for  of 
much  that  k  war  no  lejje  Uwfdlfer  her 
to  have  commerce  of  letters y  and  treat 
of  her  affa  ires^  with  men  of  her  Religi- 
onjban  it  w  of  for  the  ^neene^with  the 
profejforsofthi  other  Religion  f ;  Then 
they  prefled  her  thicker,  with  the 
agreeing  teftimonies  of  Navtts  and 
Curlus,  repeated  againe^-ahd  fhee 
alfb  repeated  her  former  anfwers  • 
or  elfe  repelled  them  withpreeife 
denials.,  proteftrng  againe,  that  (he 
neither  knew  Babingtonuot  Ballard, 
Among  thefe  Speeches,  when  the 
Treafurer  put  in  his  verdifr,  fay-  ' 
ing,  that  (bee  knew  well  M~>rgatis 
who  fecretly  fent  parry  to  kill  the 
Qgeene,  and  had  given  himan  an-1 
nuall   penfion,  (he  replied   ftee 
kfiew  that  Morgan  had  left  forhercaufe 
all  that  he  had,  and  therefore  (hce  was. 
bound  in  honour  to  rekeve  him,    and 
that  f&ee  was  not  bound  to  revenge  an\ 
injury  done  by  a  well  deferring  friend 
unto  thcQftcene,  but  yet  that  pee  had 
terrified  him  from  making  any  fttch  at- 
tempts J 
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temps.  But  yet  penfionsy  faid  (hee, 
were  given  mt  of  England  unto  Pa- 
trick Grey^  and  to  the  Scots  that 
were  mine  enemies y  at  lihgwife  to  my 
fonne.  The  Treafurer  anfwered  : 
At  fiicb  time  as  the  revenues  of  the 
Kingdom*  0/ Scotland  were  much  di- 
minifhed  and  impaired  by  the  negli- 
gence oftlx  yiceroyeSy  the  Qucenegave 
feme  liberality  unto  the  Kingyourfonne, 
far  meft  mere  allied  Coujin.  After- 
ward'was  (hewed  the  contents  of 
the  Letters  unto  Ingle  field,  and  to 
the  Lord  Eaget,  and  unto  Bemar di- 
ne de  Mendoza,  concerning  for- 
raine  aid.  And  whea  to  thoie  fliee 
had  made  anfwer ;  %hefe things  touch 
notjUor  conceme  the  death  of  the  §htecne-, 
and  if  Jo  be  that  fi  rangers  de  fired  and 
labouredto  deliver  hery  it  was  not  to  be 
objected  again fi  her  •■  and  that  jhee  had 
fundry  times  figni fed  unto  the  Queene^ 
that  fie  would  feeke  for  her  liberty  : 
The  nutter  was  adjourned  unto 
the  next  day. 

On  the  next  day  (he  repeated 
againe  her  former  prote£lation,and 
S  3  requcfted 
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requefted  that  it  might  be  recor- 
ded, and  a  copy  thereof  delivered 
unto  her,  lamenting  that  the  tnoft 
reafonable  conditions  which  fhe  had 
propounded  oftentimes  unto  the  Queene, 
werealwayes  rejected,  yea  when  fhe  pro* 
mifed  to  give  her  finney  and  tbtfonm 
oftbeDukgofGuifefir  ho f  ages y  that 
the  Queen  e,  or  the  kjxgdome  of  Eng- 
land fiould  takl  no  barme  by  her.  That 
fie  jaw  long  ere  mw}  that  all  wajes  of 
liberty  were  flopped^  butnowtbitfhee 
ifmojl  bafelyujecL)  to  have  her  honour 
and  eflimation  called  into  que  ftimr  be- 
fore Fetifbggers  and  Lawyers  9  who 
draw  evey  circum fiance  into  confe- 
rences by  their  quiddities  andtrickgs, 
ftnce  that  anointed  and  confecrated 
Princes  are  votfubjeff,  nor  under  the 
fame  lawes  that  private  men  are.  More- 
over when  they  have  authority  and  com- 
migion  given  them  of  examining 
Things  tending  to  the  hurt  of  the 
Q^ieenes  Per/on  ;  yet  notwithftan- 
ding  the  can fe-  hfo  handled  and  letters 
wrefted,  that  the  Religion  which  fbee 
profejfetb,  and  the  immunity  and  Ma- 
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jefly  offorraine  Privets,  and  the  pri- 
vate commerces  bctmene  Princes,  are 
called  into  queflion,  and  fee  below  her 
Royail  dignity  if  brought  to  the  barre, 
as  it  were  to  be  arraigned,  and  to  no 
other  puipoft,  but  that  fee  may  be  whoVy 
excluded  from  the  favour  of  the  Queeaey 
and  from  her  right  in  the  Succeffon, 
when  jhee  appeared  voluntarily  to  con- 
fute aUobjt&fonSy  kftfiee  might Jeeme 
to  havebeene  ftachjin  the  defe?zceofher 
honour  and  credit.  Shee  alfb  called 
to  their  memory ,  how  Eliza- 
beth her  felfthadbeene  drawneinto 
qttefion  for  the  conspiracy  of  Wy at y, 
whenyetfhe  was  moji  innocent,  K'efi- 
gionfly  affirming,  that  although  Jhee 
wiped  the  good  and  welfare  of  Catbo- 
lihgs,  yet  foe  would  not  have  it  to  he 
done  by  the.  death  and  bloudof  any  one. 
Tjbat  (he  had  rather  play  the  p.i-rt  of 
Hefter5  than  of  Judith,  make  inter- 
eejjion  unto  God  for  the  people,  rather 
than  to  takg  away  the  life  ofthemeanef 
of  the  people.  And  then  appealing 
unto  the  Majefty  of  God,  and  un- 
to the  Princes  that  were  allied  un- 
S  4.  to 
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to  her ;  and  repeating  againe  her 
protection,  (he  requeued  that 
there  might  be  another  afiembly 
about  this  matter,  and  that  fhee 
might  have  a  Lawyer  affigned  unto 
her,  and  that  fince  (he  was  a 
Prince,  that  they  would  give  cre- 
dit to  the  word  of  a  Prince,  for  it  was 
extreme  folly  to  fiand  unto  their  judge- 
ment, whom  flee  mo  ft  plainly  faw  to 
be  armed  with  fore- judgements  againft 
her. 

Unto  the/e  speeches  the  Trea- 
surer (aid  :  Since  that  Ibeare  a  two- 
fold perfon3  the  one  of  a  Delegate  or 
Commijfiomr^  and  the  other  of  a  Coun- 
fellor  5  Firfty  tahp  of  me  a  few  things ',  at 
from  a  Commiffioner  :  Tourprateftati- 
on  is  recorded,  and  the  cope  thereof 
flail  he  delivered  mtoym..

hefaluted  her  as  his  high  andfove- 
raigne  Ladyy  and  fignified  that  the 
hufinelfe  was  commended  unto  the 
care  of  the  Prince  ofParma*  As 
thefe  were  rareading,.fhe  interrup- 
ted them,  faying  :    that  Babing- 
ton  and  bet  Secretaries  acenfi  her  to 
excufe  themfikes ;  that  pee  never  heard 
of  the  fix  Ruffians  ^tbat  the  other  things 
were  not  to  the  matter  •-  that  fik  efiee- 
filed  Allan  to  bee  a  reverend  Prelate  ; 
that  (bee  din  acknowledge  no  other  head 
of  the  Cburchy  than  the~P  ope  of  Rome  $ 
that  pee  was.  not  ignorant  in  what  re- 
gard and  efiimation pee  mas  with  him 
and  with  forrame  Princer^  nor  could 
pee  binder  it5  if  they  in  their  letters 
called  her-  Qitcene  ;  that  her  Secreta- 
ries fince  they-  did  againft  their  office^ 
faithy  and  fidditiey  confirmed  by  oath 
unto  Ixr0  deferred no  credit  5  that  there  J 
was  no  credit -to-be  given  to  them  that  \ 
were  once  fir fivorne^  tbotfgb  they  (wore 
afr  tine  by  all  the  oathes  of  God  ;  ne  itbkr 
iiiatlhey  did  ibinhg- tbemfelves  tyed 
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with  any -oath  wbatfoeze?  in  confcience^ 
Jincethai  they  haze  Jworne  unto  her  be* 
fore  that  loyaltie  and  Jecreciey.  neither 
fir  that  they were  noifubjcU-s of ^Eng- 
land i.that  Navus  had  written  often" 
'times  otherwifethan  jhe  had d: Uai ed, 
and  that  Curlus  had  written  all  what- 
fiever- Navu s  badhiddeny  but  thatfn 
wmldmainPaine.and  uphold their  faults 
in  all  things ',  but  thofe  that  might  Ue- 
mifi  her  honour.  Tcrhaps  alfo  thefe 
fellowes  did  confeffe  to  doe  themfeh  es 
a  benefit^,  wbiljl -they  might  thinly  not 
to  hurt  hery  with  whom,  4*  with  a 
ghteene,  they  thought  inddnefe  fiould 
be  ufed  $  -that  fine  heard  nothing  of 
Ballard,  but  of  one  Mallard,,  who  had 
offered  his  fevvice^  which  yet  fie  had

Afterward,  w hen  the  notes  cue  of 
the  letters  unto  -Mendo&a,  which 
Curbs  had  acknowledged  that  he 
wrote  out  in  a  private  charter, 
were  read  before  her,  and  (he  was 
urged  out  of  them,  as  if  flie  bad 
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compafled  to  transferee  the  right 
in  the  Kingdom  unto  the  Spaniard^ 
and  that  AUan  and  Farftus  ftaied 
now  at  Romeiot  that  purpofe  and 
intent:  She  complaining  that  her 
(ervancs  had  broken  their  fidelity 
confirmed  by  oath3.anfwered:  what 
I  being  inprifon^  andl.mgitifhed  with 
carey  withsut  hope  of  liberty  ^  and  time 
was  not  any  more  hope  kfi  of  ever  brin- 
glng  to  paffe  thofe  things 3  which  very 
mmy  expeffcdefme  in  my  fickveffe  and 
declining  age.  M.any  thought  it  fit  that 
the  Sucmffion  cfthe  Realme  of  Eng- 
land fhould  he  eflablifeed  in  ^Spa- 
niard, or  in  a  C^holikg  Englishman: 
and  a  booke  was  brought  to  prove  the 
right  of  'the  Spaniard  •  which  being  not 
admitted  by  mee0  J  offendtd  many, 
But  allmyhpe  in  England  being  now 
defperate,  I '-am  refolved  not  to  reje& 
firreh?e  belpe. 

The  Sollicker  adrnonifhed  the

done,  the  Aflembly  or  meeting 
was  adjourned  unto  the  five  and

:  Searre-chamber  at  Wcftmhtfke.t.Tlms 
much  of  ihismatceroutof  the  com- 
mentaries oiEdrvard  Barker,  frwci- 
$t!l  Regifter  tv  the  &>ueenes  Majefj3 
and  of  Yhomas  •  Wheeler  a  NoUrte 
ptblike_y  Regifler  of  the  Audience  of 
Canterkirk,  and  of  other  credible 
pcrfons  that  were  prefent.  And  in 
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this  manner  the  Queene  thought 
good  to  have  her  tried,  although 
the  Lawyers,  who  are  fo  curious 
in  the  examining  of  words,  and 
following  of  formes,  rather  than 
in  the  expounding  of  the  Lawesi 
themfelves,that  according  to  their 
forme  of  Law,  (hee  was  to  be  cal- 
led to  triall  in  the  Countie  of  Sufi. 
fbrd9and  to  be  brought  to  hold  up 
her  hand  at  the  barre  publikely  be- 
fore the  ..Bench  j-.  and  to  be  tried  by 
twelve  men,  faying  this  indeed  was 
a-ftveet  and  goodly  forme  of  judg-» 
mem  againft  a  Prince.But  to  avoid 
and  pat  away  fuch  abfurdities,  fhee: 
thought  it  better  to  referre  fo  great 
a  can  fe  unto  the  Noblemen- of  the

were  produced  before,  to  be  moft 
true  upon  their  oathes,  viva  voce, 
voluntarily  without  hope  or  re- 
ward ,  the  (entence  again  ft  the 
Queene  of  Scotland  was  pronoun- 
ced and  confirmed  with  the  Seales 
and  fubfcriptions  of  the  Gommifli- 
oners,  and  recorded  in  thefe  words; 
By  their  affent,  conjent  and  accord,  they 
doe  pronounce,  give,  and  fay  their  fen- 
tence  and  judgement,  at  the  day  and 
place  lafi  rehear  fed,  that  after  the  end  of 
the  aforefiid  Sejpon  of  Parliament,  (pt- 
cifiedin  the  aforefaid  CommiJJion,  viz. 
after  the  aforef aid  fir Jl  shy  of  June,  in 
the  ijyeere  aforefaid,  and  before  the 
date-  of  the  faid  Commijjion^  divers 
things  were,  imagined  and  compaffed 
within  this  Realme  of  England,  by 
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Anthony  Babington   and  ethers 
with  the  privhie  oftbeJaidM  A  rie, 
pretending  title  unto  the  Crowne  of 
this  Realme  of  England,  tending  to  the 
hurt)  death  anddeflmEtianofthe  Roy- 
ill  perfon  of  ota faid  Lady,  the  ^ueene. 
And  to  wit)  that  after  the  aferefaidfirft 
day  0/Fune,  in  thefeven  and  twentieth 
ye'ere  abovefaid^  and  before  the  date  of 
the  afurefaidCommijjiorty  the  faid  M  A" 
K  Y  pretending  title  unte  the  Crown* 
of  this  Realme  of    England,  com- 
faffed  and  imagined  within  this  Realm 
of  England  divers  things  tending  to  the 
bnrtjieath)  and  defim&ion  oftheRoyal 
perfin  of  ourLadj  the  Qneen ^againfi  the 
form  of  the  Statute  fpccifiedm  the  afore- 
faid  Commiffian*    01  this  fentence 
which  depended  wholly  on  the  cre- 
dit of  the  Secretaries,  neither  were 
they  brought  face  to  face3according 
tothe  firft  Statute  of  the  13  yeere  of 
Qneene  E  l  i  z  a  b  e  t  h  her  felfe, 
was  very  much  fpeech  and  diffe- 
rent amongft  men ,  Tome  }ac!ging 
them  unworthy  of  credit,  and  o- 
thers  agaiae  thought  them  wor- 
.  thy 
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thy  to  be  beleeved.  I  have  feene  the 
Apologie  of  Now*  written  unto 
King  lamesjn  theyeer  i6o5>in  the 
which  he  doth  laborioufly  excufe 
himfelfe,  in  protefting  thathee  was 
neither  the  Author,  nor  perfwader, 
Borfirft  discoverer  of  that  plot  or 
device,  neither  that  hee  failed  at 
all  in  his  d^tie  through  negligence 
ot  incircumfpe&ion  5  but  rather 
that  he  ftoutly  did  impagne  the 
heads  of  the  accufuions  againft 
his  Lady  this  day.  Which  thing  yet 
doth  not  appeare  by  the  publike 
tecords.But  the  fame  day  it  was  de- 
clared by  the  Commiflioners,  and 
by  the  Judges  of  the  Realme?  That 
that  Sentence  didder  agate  nothing  from 
Iames  King  of  Scotland  in  hi* 
right  or  honour 3  but  him  to  be  in  the 
fame  place 3  efl ate  and  right 3  as  if  that 
Sentence  had  not  beene  given  at  all. 

In  a  fhort  time  after  there  was.  a 
Parlament  holden  at  Weftminfterr 
in  the  which  the  Eftates  of  the 
Kingdome  who  had  approved  and 
confirmed  by  their  voices  the  (en- 
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tence  pronounced  againft  the 
Qusene  of  Sc&tlandyby  one  content 
and  accord  delivered  by  the  Chan- 
cellor unco  the  Qneene  a  fappli  ca- 
tion, in  which  they  moft  earneftly 
befbughther,  that  for  the  confer- 
vation  of  the  true  Religion,  the 
tranquillity  of  the  Realme,  fafety 
of  theQaeene,  the  good  eftate  of 
them  and  of  their  pofterity,the  (en- 
tence  given  againft  Mary  Queen 
otS^otlmd  according  to  the  Law 
might  he  publifhed.  They  feccht 
their  reafbns-frorh  the  dangers  han- 
ging over  the  heads  of  their  Reli- 
gion, her  Royall  Perfon,  and 
Realme,  by  her  who  nurfed  up 
in  the  Religion  of  the  Papifts,  and 
(worne  one  of  the  Holy  League  to 
root  out  the  Religion  of  the  Pro- 
teftants,  had  challenged  long  the 
Realme  as  due  to  her,  and  had 
thought  it  a  moft  juft  thing  to  op- 
pugne  a  woman  excommunicate, 
and  meritorious  to  deprive  her  of 
her  life.  She  had  fubverted  and  o- 
vertbrowne  the  flourishing  families 
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of  the  Realme,  and  kid  fewell 
unto  all  plots  contrived  and  tu- 
mults in  England.  To  fpareber^was 
no  other  thing  but  to  undoe  the 
people,  who  will  take  it  in  evill 
part  if  lhe  be  fuffered  toefcape 
without  punifnment,  and  will  not 
beleeve  themfelves  freed  from  the 
oath  of  the  Affectation,  except  (he 
were  put  to  death.  Laftly,  they 
called  to  her  remembrance  what 
fearefull  examples  of  Godspunifh- 
men  t  there  were  againft  King  Sml 
for  that  he  killed  not  Agag9  and 
upon  Acbah,  for  that  he  killed  not 
Benadad.  Thus  ftid  the  States  of 
Parlament. 

TheQneene  with  a  raajefticali 
countenance  and  voice  anfwered 
cc  unto  this  effect :  The  benefits  of 
cc  Almighty  God  arefb  great  and 
ic  fo  many  toward  mee,  that  I  doe 
"not  only  acknowledge  them 
cc  moft  humbly,  but  doe  admire 
cc  them  as  miracles,  for  as  much  as 
£C  I  cannot  expreffe  them  in  words. 
cc  Although  there  be  no  mortal

cc  man  more  beholding  to  the  Ma- 
cc  jetty  of  God  than  I  my  felfe^fo 
ic  oft  times  delivered  from  dangers 
cc  not  without  miracle  -y  yet  I  am 
iC  not  indebted  more  than  for  this 
"  only  thing,  which  I  account  as 
€€  a  miracle  5  that  is  to  (ay,  That 
cC  as  I  received  and  tooke  npon  mee 
<c  the  government  of  the  Realms 
cf  with  the  full  con  fen  t  and  good 
cc  will  of  all,  fo  I  fee  perfectly  the 
tc  fame,  if  not  your  greater  love 
u  and  goodwill  toward  me,  after 
cc  that  XXVIII.  yeeres  beex- 
"  pired;  andiflfhouldfailetherin 
€C  now,  and  that  it  did  not  con* 
cc  tintie  (till,  I  might  perchance  be 
cc  perceived  to  breathe,  but/urely 
c«  not  to  live.But  now  although  at- 
f*  tempts  be  made  againft  my  life, 
"  never thele fie  nothing  troubleth 
<c  me  more,  than  that  (hee  who  is 
<c  of  the  fame  fex,or  the  fame  ftocke 
"  and  linage,  and  alfo  of  my  bloud 
u  and  kindred,  hath  bin  accefliry 
u  to  the  fame.  And  I  am  fo  ferre 
cc  ofFfrom  being  malicious  toward 
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cf  her,  as  thac  when  fome  plots 
* c  againfl:  mee  came  to  light ,  I 
<c  wrote  unto  her,that  if  flie  would 
cc  eonfefle  them  in  her  private  let- 
<c  ters  unto  mee,  they  fhould  bee 
<c  wrapped  up  in  filence.  Neither 
"did  I  write  thus  with  this  mind, 
cc  to  inmare  her,  for  that  what- 
c€  fbever  ftie  could  eonfefle,  was 
<c  knowne  to  me.  Yet  neverthe* 
cc  lefle  though  things  are  come  to 
this  pafle  that  they  are,  if  fhee 
cc  would  truly  repent ,  and  that 
cc  none  would  undertake  her  came 
"  againfl:  mee,  and  that  hereupon 
c<  my  life  only,  and  not  the  fafe- 
cc  ty  of  all  the  people  did  depend 
€C  (I  would  not  have  you  thinkel 
cC  faine)  I  would  truly  moft  wil- 
*  lingly  forgive  her :  yea  if  E»g- 
c<  gland  by  my  death  might  flourifh 
<c  more,  and  have  a  better  Prince, 
cc  I  would  moft  readily  lay  downe 
e<  my  life  r  for  I  doe  defire  not  to 
cc  live5butfor  the  good  of  the  peo- 
cc  pie,  and  not  of  my  felfe.  Nci- 
cc  ther  is  there  any  caufe,  having 
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Uved  in  that  manner  as  I  have, 
why  I  mould  defire  to  livc^  or 
feareto  die.  lam  not  ignorant 
of  all  kinda  of  lifes,  for  I  have  o- 
beyed,  and, I  have  governed  ^  I 
have  had  good  neighbours,  and 
alfb  evill$  I  have  found  treache- 
rie  where  I  trufted:  I  have  e- 
vill  beftowed  benefits,  and  I  have 
bceneevill  reporced  of  when  I 
have  done  well. When  I  call  thefe 
things  paft  to  minde,  fee  and  be- 
hold the  things  pre  fen  t,  and  ex- 
pect future  things,!  thinke  them 
moft  happie  who  die  ibone :  a- 
gainft  fuch  evils  as  thefe  I  put  on 
a  manly  minde,  that  whatfbever 
befall  unto  me,  death  may  Hot 
take  and  finde  me  unprovided. 
As  concerning  thefe  treafbns,  I 
willnot  fo  prejudicate  my  felfe, 
or  the  lawes  of  my  Kingdome, 
that!  doe  not  thinke,  but  that 
(kee  the  author  and  contriver  of 
this  treafon  is  a  fubjeft,  and  lia- 
ble by  the  ancient  lawes,  aU^ 
though  this  new  law  had  never! 
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u  beene  made ;  the  which  never- 
cc  thelefle  was  not  enacted  directly 
<c  to  entrap  her,  as  many  rblkes  that 
ct  favour  her  doe  fufpec"tanc(  ima- 
cc  gine.  It  was  fo  farre  off  from  be- 
c<  ing  made  to  infhare  her,  that  it 
Cc  was  rather  done  to  premonifh 
cc  and  detetre  her  from  attempting 
"anything  againtt  it.  And  ilnce 
,c  that  it  hath  the  force  of  a  law,  it 
r  was  thought  meet  to  proceed  a- 
c  gainft  her  by  the  fame.  But  yoa 
Lawyers  be  fo  curious  ckprecife 
r  in  examining  the  words  and  let- 
ters of  the  law,  and  following 
your  formalities,  rather  than  in 
cc  the  expounding  thelawes  them- 
ielves,  that  by  your  formes  mee 
was  (as  is  faid  before)  within 
the  Gountie  of  Stafford  in  per- 
Ion  to  be  arraigned,  ftanding  at 
the  barre3  and  holding  up  her 
hand  ,  and  to  bee  tried  by  the 
verdict  of  twelve  men.  Aduredly 
it  xvere  a  goodly  forme  of  judge- 
ment upon  a  Prince.  To  avoid 
u  iueh  like  abfurdiries,  I  thought 
T  *  it 
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cc 


it  moft  fit  to  referre  fo  great  a 
;c  caufe  to  be  examined  by  the  No- 
bilitie  and  Judges  5  and  this  is 
fcarce  fufficient,   for  that  the 
eyes  of  all  men  are  fixed  on  us 
that  are  Princes,  ftanding  aloft 
(  as  it  were  )  on  a  Theater  or 
"  Stage,and.inustheleaftblemim 
cc  isfeene,  belt  never  fo  farreorT  : 
"  fo  that  wee  are  very  carefnll  ro 
<c  provide  and  beware  that  wee 
■c  commit  and  doe  nothing  unwor- 
cc  thy  of  our  felves.But  you  by  this 
cc  new  law  have  brought  mee  into 
u  a  very  great  (Irak,  that  I  mould 
c  fet  downe  the  determination  for 
cC  the  punilhment  of  her,  who  is  a 
"  Princelfe  moft  neere  to  mee  in 
iC  blaud,  and  whofe  attempts  and 
a  plots  have  fo  grieved  my  heart, 
C  that  not  to  increafe  it  by  hearing 
"  the  fame  rehearfed,!  willingly  ab- 
cc  fentedmy  felfe  from  this  affembly 
Cc  ofParlament,  andnotforfeareof 
fome  lying  in  wait  to  kill  mee,  as 
fome  imagine  :  yet  I  will  utter 
this  fecret^(though  I  be  no  blab) 
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cc  I  faw  with  thefe  eyes,  and  read 
*c  the  oath  wherein  Tome  have 
"bound  themfelves  to  kill  rcee 
cc  within  a  moneth  fpace.  From 
Cc  hence  I  fbrefee  your  ~danger3  and 
:c  I  will  take  a  great  care  to  refell 
cVthe  fame. 

cc      Your Aflbciation  for  my  fafe- 

fc  ty  I  have  not  forgotten, yet  I  ne- 

cc  ver  fb  much  as  thought  of  fuch  a 

<c  thing  before  rhe  fame  was  ftiew- 

cc  ed  mee  under  their  hands  and 

iC  feales.  The  fame  hath  tied  mee 

iC  unto  youin  flrong  bonds  of  good 

r  will  for  your  love  unto  me,  who 

feeke  for  no  other  folace  and 

comforts  than  from  the  love  of 

you,and  of  the  common-wealth. 

Q  But  forafmuch  as   the   matter 

'-vhichisnow  treated  of,  is  fel- 

:<[dome  feer.e,  and  for  that  there  be 

c  few  examples  thereof,  and  is  a 

c  matter  of  very  great  moment,  I 

c  intreatyounot  to  expect  that  I 

*  (hould  make  an  anfwer  and  fet 

c  down  my  certaine  determination, 

c  for  it  is  my  uie  and  cullome  even 
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<c  m  finaller  matters,  to  beadvifed 
CQ  agood  fpace  in  things  which  are 
*c  but  once  tai}edetermined.I  will 
cc  defire  earneftly  Almighty  God  to 
iC  power  the  mining  beames  of  his 
**  light  into  my  minde,  that  I  may 
u  perfectly  fee  and  behold  what 
cc  may  be  beft  for  the  good  and  pro- 
cc  fie  ©fthe  Church,  the  Common- 
cc  wealth,  and  your  fafety.  Yet  left 
"delay  may  £>ring  danger,  I  will 
€C  in  convenient  time  fignifie  unto 
"  you  whatmynainde  is. 

And  ib  the  twelfth  day  after, 
when  mee  had  confidered  more  ad- 
vifedly  on  the  matter,  fhee,  as  it 
were,  in  her  doubtfull  minde  di- 
ftra&ed ,  and  not  able  to  refolve 
what  to  doe,  requeued  them  (fen- 
ding the  Chancellor  unto  the  No- 
&ilitie,  and  Puckering  unto  them 
of  the  Lower  houfe  )  more  dili- 
gently to  advife  and  confaltof  Co 
weighty  a  matter  3gaine3and  to  de- 
vife  feme  more  wholfome  remedy^ 
[  whereby  the  life  of  the  Queene  of 
Scotland  might  be  (pared,  and  her 

fe- 
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(ecuritie  procured. 

When  they  had  deliberated  and 
amfolted  much,  and  a  long  time., 
and  had  judged  both  the  good  and 
the  ev  ill  of  the  Prince  toconcerne 
all  men,  they  fall  againe  to  the  &me 
opinion  with  one  voyce,  and  for 
thefe  caufes  :  For  that  the  glutene 
could  not  he  in  fafety,  as  hng  as the 
Qiiwmtf  Scotland  lived,  except  fht 
repented  ferimfly  ^  and  acknowledged 
her  crimes,  oreljtwas  tyed  and  kept  in 
0  ftrayter  fnfiny  and  with  deeds  of 
writingunderberhmd,  or  hyeatk,  or 
fbould  give  hofiages,  or  depart  out  t>f 
the  Realme.  They  hoped  form  repen~ 
tance  in  her,  fince  tbatjhec  kadeviU 
requited  the  Queene,  who  bad  given 
her.  life  unto  her,  and  had  not  yet  ac*- 
fyowledged  her  crimes.  They  held  and 
accounted  flraiter  cuftody  ,  writings 
ftnder  her  hand,  oath  and  hoft ages  as 
nothing, ,  for  as  much  as  theft  things 
vanifhed  irefmoake,  prefently  as  foone 
at  the  §hieenewas  dead  or  made  away* 
hut  if  free  departed  out  of  the  Realme, 
'hey  feared  pee  would  forthwith  ad- 
T  3  vance 
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vance  her  Standards  to  invade  the 
Kingd&me.  When  the  Chancellory 
and  Puckering  ,  Speaker  of  the 
Lower  houfe,  had  declared  thefe 
things  at  largCj  urging  to  have 
the  ien  tence  pu  t  in  execu ti©n ,  Far 
at  much  as  it  was  injH-ftice  to  deny  the 
execution  of law 3  if  it  wen  to  any  one 
tf  her  fkbjeUs  that  de fired it  ,  much 
more  to  all  the  Englifhmen  ejfiagiu- 
ting  it  Jo  much  with  one  voyce  and  one 
heart,  £[nto  whom  the  Qoeene 
made  a  Speech  in  this  manner. 

<c  ThatjourHey  is  very  grievous 
€f  by  the  which  both  whileft  it  is 
"going,  and  when  it  is  ended,  ne-^ 
*c  thing  is  gotten  bat  trouble  and 
"vexation,  lam  very  much  trou- 
ccbled  and  vexed  this  very  day, 
cc  as  much  as  at  any  time,  whether 
<CI  fiiould    fpeake  or    hold  my 
cc tongue:  Iflfhallfpeakeandnot' 
<c  complaine,  ftarely  I  mail  faine  $ ' 
cc  If  I  hold  my   tongue,  your  la- 
cc  bour  is  loft  5  but  if  I  complaine, . 
<c  it  may  feeme  ftrange  :  yet  I  con- 
"fefle,  I  have  much  wiftied  that 
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a  for  your  fecurity,  and  withall 
cC  for  ray  fafety,   fome  other  way 
ccmigm;  have  beenedevifed,  than 
ccthat  which  is  now  propounded. 
u  So  that  I  cannot  but  coraplaine 
cc  before  you,  though  not  of yeu5 
cc  fince  that  I  underfhnd  by  your 
^petitions,  that   ray  fafety  de- 
"  pendeth  wholly  on  the  death  of. 
cc  ano:her.  If  any  thinke  that  I 
"  have  prolonged  the  time  ,   to 
cC  procure  vaine-glorioufly    the 
cC  commendation    of   clemencie, 
*  they  doe  me  much  wrong,  which 
cc  thing  God  who  fearcheth  the. 
cC  fecrets  of  all  mens  hearty  know- 1 
"  eth   beft.  If  there  be  any  that 
cc  thinke  that  the  Commiffioners 
cc  durft  not  pronounce  any  other 
iQ  lentence,  left  they  ftouid  feeme 
cc  to  difpleafe  me,  or  to  have  beene

fC  as  they  thought  in.theirmindes, 
cc  and  that  they  mould  privatly 
cc  impart  unto  mee  thofe  things 
cc  which  they  would  not  utter 
cc  publikcly.  It  was  oat  of  my  a* 
cc  btradant  good  will  toward  her, 
cc  to  defire  to  have  another  courfe 
cC  or  meanes  deviled  for  this  mi£ 
°*  chiefe.,  But  now  fince  if  is  molt 
cc  certaine,  that  I  and  my  fofety 
*  arc  in  a  deplorable  eftate,  ex- 
cc  cept  fheebe  rid  and  made  away, 
c<  I  am  ferry  at  my  heart,  that  I 
cc  who  have  pardoned  and  given 
K  life  to  fb  many  Rebels,  and  have 
"  negle&ed  (b  many  Treafons,  by 
cc  conniving  or  holding  my  peace, 
cc  may  feeme  now  at  the  length  to 
cc  ufe  crneltie  and  feverity  toward 
cc  Co  great  a  Prince.  Since  the 
cc  time  I  came  unto  the  Crowne, 
Cc  I  have  £ene  many  Libels  icatte- 
cc  red  abroad  againft  me3as  againft  a 
cc  Tyrant  :God  /end  the  writers  of 
cc  them  good  luck.  Ibeleevethat 

they 
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Cc  they  would  fay  fbme  new  things , 
"  and  trnly  it  feemeth  ftrange  to 
cc  mee,  xo  be  noted  for  a  Tyrant,  I 
cc  wifti  it  were  asitrange  roheare 
cc  of  tkeir  impiety. 
cc  What  will  not  they  publim  in 
cC  their  writings,  when  they  fliall 
cC  hearethat  I  have  contented^  that 
cc  the  hang-man  mail  erabrue  his 
}c  hands  in  the  blond  of  my  next 
C€  Coufin  ?  I  am  fo  farre  from 
*c  crueltie, ;  that  to  confarve  my 
cc  life,  I  would  not  ufe  any  vio- 
*c  lence  again  ft  her,  neither  have- 
cc  I  beene  fo  careful!  to  lengthen 
cc  out  mine  owne  life,  as  I  have 
cC  laboured  to  conferve  the  life  of 
fc  us  bothy  and  Ianrimmeafurably 
tc  fbrry  that,  now  it  cannot  be 
cc  done.  I  am  not  fo  voyd  of  w% 
5C  but  that  I  fee  the  dangers  that  be 
cc  neere  me,  nor  cf  that  peevith 
cc  folly,  to 'whet  and  ftiiirpen  the 
cc  fword  wherewith  to  have  my 
c-  throat  cut,  nor  of  that  careleffi 
tc  floth,  that  I  will  not  ftirre  to 
Ci  fave  mine  .owne  life.

a  fo  Icann©t,  nor  (hail  not  give 
cc  you  equail  thank%  if  I  had  as] 
u  many  lives  left  as  every  one  of

cc    Mbone  as  T  tooke  the  Crown 
ic  on  ra?,  not  forgetting  God  the. 
*c  eiver    thereof,    I    began    my 
a  Pi  eigne  T.ich'  his  worfhip  ana 
^Religion,   in  the  which  I  was- 
"  brought  up,  and  in  which,  as 
**  I  'bope?  J  (hall  dye  ..-though  T-be 

not 
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Cc  not  ignorant  what  dangers  en- 
;C  vironed  me  at  home  for  the  alte- 
*<  ration  of  Religion,  and  what 
iC  potent  Kings -of  the  other  pro- 
<c  feffion  abroad,  fhewed  them- 
! cc  (elves  my  enemies  5 yet  neverthe- 
c;  leue  I  was  tm.  moved  :  for  I 
cc  knew  that  God,  whom  I  chiefly 
cc  refpe&ed,  would  defend  me  and 
tCmycaufe.  Upon  this  proceeded 
u  and  grew  fo  many  plots  and 
tC  confpiracies  againit  mee,  that 
tC  I  might  have  wondered. how  I 
<c  fhould  efape,  if  God  had  not 
<;  hoi  pen  me  beyond  my  hope. 
c-  Then  that  Imh»ht  make  greater 
cc  progreffe  in  the  art  of  -Govern-' 
cc  merit,  I  (ludied  much  and  long 
iC  what  rhinos  were  the  fit  parts 
iQ  for  a  King,  and  I  found  out  by 
cc  {carch,  that  it  was  very  necefTi- 
u  ry  that  they  (hould  be  furnifhed 
cc  with  thofe  Cardinal!.  vertue?3.

u  dome  you   would  not,  if  you 
cC  coafider  thorowly  the  places, 
6i  the  times,  and  the  manners  of 
"men.

£C  the  AiTernbly  of  the  Eftates  of 
f  Parliament  was  prorogued. 

About  the  fame  time  the  Lord 
Buchjdufft  and  Beak  are  fcnt  to  the 
Q^eene  of  Scotland  to  iignine  the 
fentence  given  againft  her,,  and 
that  the  lame  as  moft  juft  was  ap- 
proved and  confirmed  by  the  au- 
thorise of  Parhment,  and  that  the 
States  dki  verv  much  urge  the  fame 
in  reafbnof  In  fixe,  Sec?uitiey  and. 
Neceffitk  ;  and  therefore  mould. 
perfwade  her  that  acknowledging 
her  finnes  againft  God  and  the 
Qtoeenes  ^he  might  by  this  repen- 
tance 
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tance  before  her  death,  purge  and 
cleanfe  her  from  her  (innes  ;  in- 
sinuating, that  as  long  as  (he lived' 
the  Religion  received  in  England 
could  not  ftand  firme.  Hereupon, 
(he  with  an  unwonted  alacrity  and 
cheerefulnefle  feereed  to  triumph , 
giving  thanks  to  God.,  andrejoy- 
cing  to  her  felfe5.  that  (he  was  ac- 
counted an  inftrument  for  there- 
eftablifhment  of  Religion  in  this 
Ifland  :  And  vehemently  befbugfot 
them  that  fine  might  have  a  Catho- 
like  Prieft  to  dire&  her  confidence 
and  adminiiler  the  Sacraments  i 
and  utterly  rejefted  theBilhop  and 
Deane,  whom  they  commended  as 
fit  men  for  that  purpofe,..  and  gave. 
theEngliih  nation  a  bitter  taunt, 
in  faying  often-time?,  that  fhcWg? 
l>jh:-?ie?i  lud  njed  crmltee  tow \ird their 
Kings  mhjMin^  them  vow  andihm^  [0 
]tkit  now  it  was  not  ft  rang?  if'jilf.)  ihtf 
ext'CJJtd  tyro7mk  on  me  home  and*Gom&, 
aljdofihth'bkud. 

U'ji(kfpL}?ew  the  Erench  Em- 
^affiddr  flopped  and  flayed  a  little 
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the  publication  of  the  judgement  • 
but  fame  Courtiers  diligently  la- 
bour ng  in  ita  in  the  rnoneth  of-, 
December  it  was  publikely  pro- 
claimed chorow  the.Gity  ofL<?«- 
don,  the  Maior,..  the.  Aldermen^ 
and  principall  Citizens  being  pre- 
fent,  and  afterward  thorow  all  the 
Pvealme.In  the  preface  the  Qaeene 
did  in  earneft  manner  proteit  that 
this  Proclamation  was  wrung  out 
and  extorted  from  her5  not  with*  j 
out  great  anxiety  ofmiiid,by  great 
neceilrie,  and  the  molt  vehement.'; 
ob  reflations  okthe  Eftates  of  the! 
Rcalme,.  though  there  werefbme^ 
who  thought  this  to  be  fpoken  by 
a  woman's  policie3  who  defire  id  \ 
feeme  aiwayes  to  doe  -that  whicto  j 
.  they  doe  by  coaction,-  though  they 
\defire  it  never  fo  much. . 
I     The  divulging  of -this,  direcali: 
and ■  ..'doleful!  Proclamation  being  j 
"told  unto  the  Qaeene  of  Sc;iti.mdj\ 
Thee  wa&Io&rre  o  if  from  being  de— 
gifted,  that  rather  with  a  resolved 
and  frayed  . countenance-  [he  gave 

thanks 
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'  thanks  unto  God3  with  liftiagup 
her  hands  unto  heaven.   And  al- 
though Towkt  her  Keeper  depri- 
ved her  of  all  dignity  andrefpeft* 
and  flie  was  no  more  accounted  of 
but  as  a  meane  woman  of  the  ba* 
feftrai)ke3  yet  (lie  eadureditwith 
a  moft  quiet  minde.  But  having 
gotten  leave  of  him  with  too  much 
adoe,  by  letters   onto    QueeRe 
Elizabeth    dared  the  nine- 
teenth day  of  December,  Jhee  de- 
clareth  herfelfe  free  from  all malice  and 
hatejuli  minde   agamfi  her ,  giveth 
thankgs  unto  God  fir  that  fintence  of 
death j  who  would  have  the  end  of  her 
forrowfull  life  to  come.   She  intreateth 
her  that  Jhee  may  be  obliged  and  beholden 
unto  ker  only y  and  not  unto  others 9  fir 
thefe  benefits  thatfiUowy  fince  that  fee 
could  egpe&.  and  look^for  no  good  from 
the  hotrminded  puritans ',  who  camm- 
edall  away  in  England.    Firfi3  that 
when  her  enemies  were  glutted  and  fa- 
tit  fed  with  the fheddingrfherr  innocent 
blond,  that  her  bodymay.be  carried  by 
her  Jprv ants  to  be  burud  injome,  hil- 
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lowed  ground,  efpeciaUy  into  Franc?, 
where  her  mother  reftetb  in  peace  ;fince 
that  violence  bath  be'ene  offered  tmte4he 
ajhes  of  her  forefathers  amhmceflors  in 
Scotland,  and  the  Churches  either 
pulkd  downe  or  prophaned  $  neither 
cmldjhe  hope  fir  a  buriaE  with  Catbo- 
lify  rites  in  England,  amongH  the  am 
dent  Kings  the  anceftors  to  both  of 
them  :  fa  that  at  lafi  her  body  may  refry 
which  conyoyned  to  her  fouk  did  never 
refi  nor  had  quiet.  The  fecond  was 
( forafmticb  as  Jbee  feared  the  ftcret 
viUanie  of  many  men)  that  foe  might 
not  be  put  to  death  ftcretfy:  without  the 
knowledge  of  Queent  Eliza- 
beth, but  in  thefrefence  of  her  fir-. 
vants  andvthers,  who  might  beare  trrie- 
witne^e  of  her  faith  toward  Chrifi,  her 
obedience  to  the  Church,  and  the  end  of 
her  life, again fl  the  falfe  rumourswhich 
her  adver fanes  might  fpread  and  de- 
vife.  The  third  was,  that  her  fervants 
might  freely  and  peaceably  depart,  and 
might  gee  whither  they  would,  an  d  en- 
j  ay  the  legacies  (bee  had  be  queathed  un- 
to   them  vi  her  Tef anient,   Thefe 

things^ 
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things  fhe  requeued zery-eameflly  in  the 
nmmof  hfw  Chrifl ^by  the  Joule  &  me- 
mory of  Henry  the  ftventh,  proge- 
nitor to  them  both ^  by  the  roy  all  honour 
that  fhe  had  borne.  Then  file  com- 
plained, that  all  roy  all  furniture  was 
violently  takgn  away  by  fix  commands 
ment  effome  of  her  Counsellors^  and 
firebodeth  that  their  malice  would  break 
out  unto  greater  matters.  And  addeth, 
if  they  hadfhewen  the  letters  and  papers 
taken  away '^without fraud  and  fencer  ely^ 
that  it  would  have  plainly  appeared^ 
that  there  was  no  other  caufe  of  her 
death y  than  the  too  fcrupuUus  care  of 
fime  men  of  the  fecurity  efQuetne 
Elizabeth.  La  fly  y  fhe  ear- 
nefily  de fired  her  to  write  a  few  words  , 
with  her  owne  hand  concerning  tfafe~l 
matters.  But  whether  thefe  letters 
came  ever  to  the  hands  ofQueene 
Elizabet  h,  I  cannot  %. 

But  fundry  men  talked  in  fun- 
dry  manners  according  to  their 
fundry  wks5  of  this  matter  ;  pot. 
to  fpeake  of  the  Clergy  men  of  both 
fides,  who  are  for  the  rnoft  part 
vehement 
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vehement  in  their  opinions. 

There  were  ibme  plaine  and  m* 
differen  t  weighers  of  matter  s,  who 
thought  they  dealt  very  rigoroufly 
with  her,  for  that  (he  was  a  free 
and  ahiblute  Princefle,  above 
whom  none  had  any  authority  but 
God  alone,  for  that  the  waafo  very 
neere  of  kinne  unto  Queene  E  l  i- 
hbetSj  who  alfo  had' promi- 
sed very  liberally  in  the  word  of  a 
Prince,  unto  her  driven  out  of 
her  Realme,  as  foonc  as  (he  was 
arrived  in  England,  by  HmrjJldid^ 
dkntmy  all  hnmanitie,  courtefie, 
and  rights  of  hofpitalitie  5  and 
yet  on  the  other  fide  had  deteine4 
her  in  prifba,  and  had  violated  the^ 
facred  bonds  of  friendly  familiari- 
tie.  That  flie  could  be  ia  ho  other 
eftate  than  of  one  taken  in  the  war, 
and  that  all  the  meanes  of  getting 
fakty  and  libertie  is  lawfull  to 
them  that  be  taken  in  the  warre*. 
That  (he  could  not  offend  in  the 
cafe  of  treaibn,  in  thatfhewasno 
fubjeft,  and    the  like  hath   no 

power 
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power  over  the  like  5  and  that 
thereupon  the  judgement  of  the 
Emperour  againft  Robert  King  of 
Sicilie  was  voyd  and  of  none  effeQ:, 
for  that  he  was  not  fubjeft  unto  the 
Empire.  That  the  Embafladors  of 
Princes  9    if  they   (hall  confpire 
againft  the  King  unto  whom  they 
are    (ent  Erabaffadours,  are  not 
touched  asTraytors,  much  lefle 
the  Princes  themfelves.  And  that 
the  AfFcft  is  not  to  be  puni(hed3 
except  the  Effect  follow.  And  it 
was  never  heard  that  a  Prince  was 
put  to  death  by  the  hand  of  an  exe- 
cutioner. Moreover,  that  The  was 
condemned  againft  the   Law  of 
God,  the   Civil!  Law  of  the  Ro- 
man/t  and  the  Lawes  of  England -y 
yea,  againft  the  firft  Statute  of  the 
Parlament  in  the  XIII.  yeereof 
Queene  E  l  i  z  a  b  e  t  h  h&  felfe, 
in  the  which  it  was  enacted,  that 
venefkonU  be  arraigned  for  confptring 
tgainft  the    Queene*  life,  hit  by  tie 
teftimonie  and  oath  of  two  lawfuU  wit- 
neffesytobe  brought  forth  face  to  face 
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again jk  the  forth  arraigned  :  and  in 
this  judgement  no  witnefle  was 
produced,  but  fhee  was  opprerTed 
and  caft  by  the  teftimony  of  her  Se- 
cretaries, who  were  abfent.  Men 
alfo  diiputcd  of  both  parts  of  the 
credit  of  fervants,  men  in  prifbn, 
and  the  teftimony  of  them  of  ones 
boufhold.  And  that  word  of  the 
Emperour  Hadrian  was  commen- 
ded,, Credit  is  to  be  given  unto  mt- 
nejjh,  andnoimto  teflirnonics.  Thefe 
men  alio  to  themfelves,  or  their 
aflured  friends,  complained,  that 
bune  fellowes  were  (uborned,  who 
by  diiilmulation,  counterfeit  let- 
ters, and  contrived  devices,  had 
cunningly  deceived  a  wornan  eaiie 
to  be  wronged,  and  greedy  of  li- 
berty, fpied  out  and  prevented  her 
purpofeSj  and  haddrawne  her  into 
the  worfer,  which  jhe  had  never 
thought  on,  if  ftie  had  beene  kept 
with  fitting  c  ire,  and  fuch  like 
(ecret  and  crafrie  plotters  lent  on 
pnrpofe  :  That  it  is  an  ordinary 
thing  for  Courtiers  in  all  ages,  to 
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urge  and  drive  them  that  be  hated} 
even  againft  their  will,  into  the 
crime  of  Treafbn,  and  craftily  to 
breed  trouble  unto  unwary  Inno- 
cence that  is  once  imprifbned. 

There  were  others  who  thought 
free  was  not  a  free  and  abfblute^ 
but  only  a  Titulary  Qaeene,  be- 
eaufe  (nee  had  made  a  Seflio;n,  and, 
paffed  away  her  Kmgdome  to  her 
fonne,  and  had  fiibmitted  her  felfe 
unto  the  protection  of  the  Queene 
ofEnghnd,  when  fhee  came  firit  in- 
to England,  and  as  by  well  doing 
me  had  and  enjoyed  the  benefit  of 
the  Lawes  •  fo  in  doing  evil!,  me 
might  be  fubje&  unto  the  equity 
of  the  fame  lawes,  according  unto 
that  faying  of  the  Lawyers,  Bee 
that  offcndetb  againfktheLawy  defer-* 
veih  not  the  benefit  of  the  Law. 
Otherwise,  the  condition  af  a 
Forraine  Prince,  offending  in  the 
Realme  of  another  Prince,  mould 
be  better  than  the  condition  of  a 
King  reigning  well.  They  alfc 
thought  her  to  be  a  Subject,  al- 
though 
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though  not  Originary,  yet  Tempo* 
-*ryy  tor  that  two  abfolute  Kings, 
(  as  concerning  Royall  authorities 
cannot  be  at  one  time  in  one  King* 
dome.  That  this  is  a  received  and 
rnled  opinion  of  the  Lawyers,  The 
King  mt  vfbk Territory  ("except it 
be  in  a  voyage  ofwarre)  is  a  pri- 
vate man,  arid  therefore  can  neither 
beftoiv  -nor  exercife  any  Regalities. 
Moreover,  that  ftie  hath  loll  by  her 
fault  abfolute  Government,  and 
that  fubje&s  even  in  their  habitation 
orfauje  may  commit  treafbn.  And 
as  for  kindred,  tnere  is  no  Alliance 
neerer  unto  any  one,  than  their 
Countrey,  that  is  to  be  unto  us 
another  God,  and  our  prime  and 
deareft  Parent.  And  as  for  the  pro- 
mi  fes  of  human i tie  and  courteous 
entertainment  promifed,tbat  they 
be  not  privileges  to  commit  wic- 
ked fads  afterwards  without  pu- 
nifhment.  That  promiiesaretobe 
underftood,  Things  remaining  in 
the  fame  fate,  and  not  changed.  He 
that  hath  committed  a  fault,  de- 
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fcrvcth  not  to  enjoy  the  iecuritic 
promifed  :   And  indeed  that  the 
law  and  right  ofa  gueft  entertained 
are  holy,  but  that  the  right  of  our 
Country  is  more  facred  :  Princes 
doe  never  binde  their  pwne  hands, 
and  chat  all  are  bound  and  obliged 
more  ftrongly  unto  their  Countrey, 
than  to  their  owne  promile. 
And  if  (he  were  tobe  dealt  withall 
as  with  one  taken  in  the  war,  they 
objected,  Iknownot  out  of  what 
Author,  Thefi  captives  are  only  to  be 
fparedy  front  whom  xve  doe  not  feare  any 
vexation  or  trouble^  and  not  any  others. 
That  the  equall  hath  power  upon 
the  equall,  as  ofcen  as  hee  doth  fub- 
mit  himfelfe  unto  the  judgement 
of  his  equall,  either  exprefledly  in 
words,or  covertly  incontraetition, 
or  in  offending  wichin  the  juris- 
diction of  his  equall.  That  the  Pofs 
did  adnull  and  abrogate  the  fen^ 
tenceof  the  Emperour  agairift  -Ro-. 
ben  Ring  of  SidVti^  for  that  the  fjcY 
was  aot  committed  in  the  Territo- 
rie  of  the  Emperour,  bat  in  the 

Fominion  of  the  Tope.  That  Am- 
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bafladours,  becaufe  of  theneceflity 
of  Ambafladcs.,  arc  favoured  and 
allowed  to  be  inviolate  by  the  law 
of  Nations,  but  not  Kings  pra&i- 
finginthe  Dominions  of  another 
King.  Furthermore,  that  in  trea- 
ion  the  affeft  without  the  efTe&is 
to  be  punimed.  And  that  to  plot 
to  kill  the  Prince,  yea  to  know  it, 
and  to  conceale  the  plot,  is  ac- 
counted treafbn.  That  many  Kings 
have  beene  condemned  and  put  to 
death,  namely  RJjefcftpow  King  of 
Tfoacia^  by  Tjbcrittf  ;  Lyclniw^  and 
Mjxlmhnus ,  by  Coriftantme  the 
Great  j  Bernard  King  of  Ital)>,Con- 
rjidmus  King  of  Sic'iiy,  &o.  More- 
over, which  may  ftand  in  ftead  of 
all,  That  the  fafetyof  the  people 
h  the  chiefeft  law,  and  that  no  law 
,is  more  fkred  than  the  &fety  and 
welfare  of  the  Common-wealth. 
I  That  Cod  himfelfe  hath  crafted 
f  this  law.,  that  all  things  that  were 
|  for  the  good,  profit,  and  beneflr 
of  the  Common-wealth,  mould  be 
accounted  lawfulland  juft.  More- 
over, that  Secretaries  were  not  to; 
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bee  reckoned  amongft  bond-men, 
and  that  the  tcftimonie  of  ones 
houfliold  is  to  bee  received  about 
tho&  things  which  were  done  fe- 
crecly  at  home.  But  it  was  argued 
more  narrowly,  whether  accusers 
voluntarily  fworne,  and  acceflary 
in  -crifflinall  matters  are  to  be  pro- 
duced £^cq  to  face3  to  defend  and 
prove  their  acculation.  Laftly,  it 
W35  granted  that  there  is  no  great 
example  extant,  which  hath  not 
Come  iniquitie  therein.  Theft  and 
fuch  like  were  debated  and  ar- 
gued to  and  fro  in  every  mans 
mouth. 

In  the  meace  time  the  King  of 
Scotland fo  great  was  his  pietie  un- 
to his  mother,  laboured  ail  that 
poffibly  he  could  by  WMiam  Keith, 
neither  did  hee  omit  any  thing  fit 
for  a  good  and  pious  fbnne.,  and  a 
moft  prudent  King,  but  with  no 
fucceue  at  all,  forafmuch  as  the 
Stitf  were  torne  in  pieces  wi  th  fa- 
ctions amongft  therafelves,  &  more 
favoured  Queene  Elizabeth 
than  the  captive  Queene,,  info- 
V  2  much 
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much  that  many  of  them  did  privi- 
ly folicite  Queeric  Elizabeth 
by  their  letters,  to  haften  her  pu- 
nifliment,  and  the  Scottifb  Mim&ers 
being  commanded  by  the  King  to 
commend  the  fafety  of  his  mother 
unto  God,  in  iheir  prayers,  in  all 
their  Churches ;  fuch  was  the  ha- 
tred unto  the  Religion  fhee  profek 
fed,  that  they  obftinately  refuied  fo 
to  doe:  yet  hee,  as  he  had  before 
with  often  raeflengers,  and  almoft 
continuall  letters,    made  requeft 
unto  the  Queene.   Now  he  plied 
ker,  exceedingly,  with  more  of- 
ten and  moft  vehement  merges 
j  and  teeters-:  Tn  which   hee  com- 
'  plained,   That  it  rv&  m>fk  unj*ft 
and  unfit  for  the  Nobility  ,  Comtel- 
krfj  and  Subjects  of  England,   to 
gtvefmtehce  upon. a  Qiuene  of  Scot- 
land, and fhe  borne  of  the  Royittbloud 
efEnghna9and'a  thing  wkjfewijuft 
even  but  to  tbi?i}$  tlut  tin  Parhwwta* 
rit  Efiates  of  England,  hy  their  au- 
thority,  had  power  to  exclude  the  true 
and  certaine  Hews  of  their  rigfot  offuc- 
cefjion  and  lawful!  inheritance  (which 
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many  men  now  and  then  threatned 
to  feare  him.) 

Hee  lent  alfo  Tatrify  Gray,  and 
Robert  Melvin,  who  fignified  to  tffe 
Qtieene,  T bat  bee y  for  tbt  great  love 
andfamiliaritie  httweene  them,  cannot 
beleeve,  but  (be  would  conserve  hcrfifr 
moHS  renotvne,  jhee  bad  acquired  in  e- 
veryflace  by  ber  vertuesjmt  efieciaUy  by 
ber  clemency  ,  tmfpotted  without  all 
ftatne  oferudty  y  and  would  not  by  any 
meanes  defile  and poHute  the  fame  with 
tbobkudof  bit  mother,  who  was  of  the 
fame  RoyaU  condition  ff the  fame  blond, 
and  of  the  fame  fix ,  and  the  which  bte 
(ferapmcb  at  the  bhudoftbe  mother  did 
fofjeffe  in  bint  a  great  reverence  J  could 
not  leave  unto  tbe  tyranny  of  them,  who 
for  a  long  time  fince  bate  tbirfledfor  tbe 
deftruWonofbim,  as  welt  asforbh  me» 
tbers  deftruUhn  now. 

In  other  letters,  after  hee  had 
at  large  di (courted,  how  hee  was 
grieved  and  tormented  in  minde, 
and diitrafredj  concerning  fo  great 
matter  that  touched  and  bound l 
him  both  in  refpeft  cf  n.mire  aud;

If  Honoar,  fhe  might  acquire 
more  honour  by fparingker^  firfi  with 
the  eternallpraije  of clemency  5 fhe  might 
b'mde   him  andaUthefrwcts  ofChri- 
fiendeme  with  a  benefit  9  whom  other* 
wife  fie  could  not  but  alienateywith  Ufje 
of  her  good  report  y  andtnark^ofcrmhj. 
But  if  Utility  moved  her,  fie  war  te

moreover  ^that  they  have  abfokttely  fpokg* 
fucb  like  ivofdf,  as  if  tbey  came  from  the 
French  King,  very  in  confident  elyjn-t- 
hfngfktw  that  thyrvonldfeare  with  their 
threats  and  menaces  jbe  ^ueme^&  tbe 
Eftatesofthe  Realm.  That tht >Eng- 
lifn-wetf  are  not  aecufiomedto  be  terri- 
fiedmtb  threats  ef  tbe  French-men, 
from  iakjzg  a  cmrfiand  mtanes  U  efia- 
klifb&fkttli  their  fccurity^fer  as  much  as 
thy  in  tbe  me  me  time -did tidtfbt&  nor 
demmfirate  any  fit  or  tomeriierit  way  or 
pieams  of  averting  or  putting  away  the 

in  ft  ant 
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inflant  and  imminent  dangers  of  Eng- 
land. 

But  the  malicious  and  fpightfull 
enemies  of  the  Queene  otScothnd, 
tookc  occafions  ail  they  eould  of 
flattening  her  death,and  caafed(the 
more  to  affright  Queene  Eliza- 
beth, knowing  well  that  in  the 
greateft  danger  of &fety,  feare  doth 
exclude  all  mercy  )  falfe  rumours 
to  be  Spread  in  every  place  of  Eng- 
/Wdaily^wi  th  fearefull  out^cryes, 
viz.  That  the  Spanifh  Fleet  were  al- 
eady  arrived  in  the  Haven  of  Milford, 
that  th  Scots  bad  invaded  England, 
that  the  Dukg  of  Guife  was  landed 
with  a  ft  rang  army  in  Suflex,  that  the 
Queene  <?f$c©tland  was  efcafed  out  of 
prijon,  and  had  levied  manyfnddkrs^ 
tk-it  the-Northerne  men  were  up  in  rebel- 
Vwij.  that  there  were  other  Ruffians , 
who  bad'eoxfpiredto  kill  the  ^mene^md 
toburne,  the  Ciiy  ^London,  yea  and 
hat  the  gkieene  w,ts  deid^  and'  other 
hings  of  like  kinde,  which  either 
rafty  people5or men  ifraid,  uie  to 
Jt'mc  ia  their  owne  conceits ,  or-to 
incxeafe  out  c£an  inbred  defire  or 
. hum  o  u  r, 
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humour,  to  nourifh  and  uphold  ru- 
mors •  and  Princes,  who  arc  upon 
curiofity  credulous,  take  quickly 
hold  of. 

By  fuck  like  bugges  and  formi- 
dable arguments,  the  Quecnes  I 
minde  wavering,  and  in  great  care,  I 
was  by  them  drawne  fofarre,  that 
fhee  (igned  letters,  by  which  the 
mortal!  fentence  of  death  was  com- 
manded to  be  put  in  execution,  and 
one  of  the  chiefeft  perfaader  (as 
the  Scots  foy)  was  FatrkkGrayy% 
Scoty  feat  by  the  King  ofScotlandta 
diffwade  the  Queene  from  putting 
his  mother  to  death,  who  often- 
times would  beat  into  the  Queenes 
eares  that  old  word  (I>ead  men  doe 
notbite. ) 

But  (hee  being  by  nature  flow  in 
her  doings,  began  to  ballance  ii 
hermiade,  whecher  itwerebetier 
to  take  her  out  of  the  way,  or  to 
ipare  her.  Not  to  put  her  to  death, 
thefe  things  moved  her :  Her  inked 
ckmenciey  left  jbe  JJxmld  feems  toufi 
cruelty  agzhift  a  woman,  and  pee  a 
frmcepy  anddjo  her  fyifwomdttftsrt 
-  °f 
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of  infamy  with  the  ptjltrity  mt  of  the 
biftories,  and  the  dangers  hanging 
thereon,  as  mttfrom  the  King  ofScot- 
hxi&ywho  fiotildtben  comeaftep  merer 
unttthe  hope  of England,  affirm  the 
Catholikg  Princes,  and  defperate  feU 
lowes,  rpbo  then  would  adunture  m 
any  thing. 

But  if fhee  fpared  her,  fhc  fore- 
fa  w  n  o  lefli  dangers  at  hand,  Hbttt 
the  Noblemen,  who  bad  given  fentence 
again  ft  the  ^ueemefScotlmd^mtld 
ekjejy  pu-rchaje  favour  with  htr,  and 
berftmie,  not  without  her  danger,  that 
the  reft  oflxr  (uhje&s  that  were  very 
carefu  U  and  defirous  of  her fafety, would 
tah^itm  eviU  party  when  thty  faw 
tbtmfelves to  have  loft  their Ubmtr,  and 
thenceforth  would  negle&  her  fafetU  , 
many  moi'e  wouldjoyne  tbemfelves  unto* 
the  prof ejjion  efthe  H  apifts,md  conceive 
greater  hope,  when  they  faw  her  cotp> 
fervedyM  it  werej>y  the  decree  ofheaven9 
unto  the  hope  nftbs  Kingdime  ;  that  the 
hfuits  and  Seminarifts,  when  they  fie 
her  ftchjy,  and  feare  fhee  will  not  live 
long,  would  beftirre  tbemfelves  to  acce- 
lerate the  death  of  §>ueene  E  L I  Z  A-» 
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Beth,  that  their  Religion  may  foe 
rejtored. 

The  Courtiers  alfb  without 
any  incermiflion,  fuggefted  thefe 
things  and  the  like.  Why  doft  thou 
Jfare  her  that  it  faulty  and  juftly  con- 
demntd,  who  fkbfcrihed unto  the  A'flb- 
ciation  for  tbyfafety,  jet  forthwith  re- 
filved  to  ufe  cruelty again  ft  theei  being 
innocent  3  and  hy  thy  deftm&ion,  to  ty- 
rannize over  Religi&n3tke  Nobility  and 
Commens  ?  That  mercy  i*  a  rojallier- 
tuey  hut  is  not  to  befhewedto  them  that 
have  no  mercy.  Let  thevaine  and  idle 
fhew  of  mercy  give phce,  andyeeid  unto 
whole jbme  feverity .  Tour  ckmenck  hath 
fufficient  caufe  of  commendation  in  thai 
it  hath  pardoned  her  once  before  :  toJpare> 
heragjine,  if  no  other  thing  but  to  pro- 
nounce her  not  guilt  :e  9  and  to  condemn e 
the  Eftates  of  the  Realme  of  mjitftice ; 
to  encourage-  the  hearts  of  her  agents  to 
J  haftm  and  accelerate  the  accomp\ifb~ 
\  men*  of  their  wichpd  defignes^  and  to 
difkearten  the  fahhfuU  Sub  > Jeffs  to  cm* 
firvethe  Common-wealth.  Religion, 
the  Common-wealthy  thy  owne  meoiu* 
mityy .  fie  Jove  of  thy  Comtrey,  tbytotb 
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of  Aflociacion,  and  the  care  of  the 
Pofleritjy  with  eonjoyned  prayers  dee 
befetch  thee,  that jhee  who  overtbroweth 
and  jkbvertetb  all  theje  feverall  things, 
may  with  allfpzedbe  ridanddijpatched 
out  of  the  wayymdifthzj  cannot  obtain* 
their  requeji  at  thy  bands  £  afetie 
itfelfe  cannot  fave  and  preftrve  this 
Ctmmon-wealtb  :  and  the  Hiforians 
wiUpublifh  to  the  fucceeding  age,  that 
the  moft  ckerefbinmg  dajes  afEngland 
under  Ghteene  ElizabeT  upended 
in  ahathfome  evening,  or  rather  into 
an  eternall  darfy  night.  The  poflerity 
wiM  finde  lacl^of  our  prudence,  who 
(  which  thing  doth  accumulate  out  ml- 
fcriej  could  fee  our  evils^  andeouldnot 
prevent  tbem,and  will  impute  the  maffe 
of  our  miferits  not  fo  much  toihe  malice 
of  our  adver fanes,  as  to  t\ye  carekffe  and 
floth full  negligence  ofjhefe  times.  Lit 
not  the  life  of  one  Scottifh  woman  pre- 
ponderate and  be  of  more  weight  with 
tbte,  than  the  mrctrfall  fafetie  of  Eng- 
and.  Let  there  be  no  fiay  nor  deity  ufed 
n  fog-eat  a  matter, for  that  forbearance 
d  delay  proem eth  danger  :  neither  let 
face  and  time  be  given  unto  thefe  wictyd 
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plotters  and  contrivers  ofntifihiefiy  who 
new  wtilfecfy  tUir  la  ft  fuccout  and 
helpe  by  btld and  audacious  adventures ', 
and  be  fides  tfoir  impunitiey  will  hope 
fir  a  reward  fir  their  tmjchirvous  aft'*- 
on.  He  that  dgtb  not  beware  to  avoid 
a  danger  as  much  at  he  can,  doth  tempt 
God  more  than  truft  m  God*  All  the 
dangtrs  whatfoever  hang  over  our  heads 
ffomforraine  Princesy  by  her  death  wiU 
be  taken  away,  neither  can  they  hurt 
England,  but  by  her.  What  mil  and 
power  fiever  fta  Pope  hath  to  dot  httrty 
will  ceafe  and  come  to  nothing  when  fixe 
ii  gone.  The  King  of  Spaine  hath  no 
re  ifin  to  be  angry  y  fir  that  he  himfdfey 
for  bit  owne  ftenrity y  made  away  bit  on- 
ly fin  Charles.,  and  at  thit  time  doth  lye 
in  wait  to  tal\t  away  the  life  of  Don 
Antonio  the  Portugal,  to  ferve  hit 
owne  ambition*  'the  French  doth  re* 
ligioujiy  obferve  and  kgefe  the  amitie 
with  England,  and  it  alfi  much  con* 
cerneth  hit  god^  that  by  thefpeedy  death 
of  the  Scottifh  Qtecene>  the  hopes  of  the 
Guifes,  whordyingand  tmftingupon 
the  fapdrnd  f**UK  power  tf  their 
Kinfwomany  dot  now  mm  infikntm^ 
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infidt  over  their  King.  The  King  of 
Scotland,  both  by  natwall  affc&hn, 
and  in  refpetf  of  bit  honour,  may  indeed 
be  grieved  or  dif quieted,  yet  in  bit  wif- 
dome  bet  will  expeff  rather  to  have 
things  lotig  after  with  ficurityy  than  to 
have  things  in  over-much  hafie  with 
danger.  And  the  neerer  he  is  to  bis 
chief  eft  bopejbe  farther  firraim  Princes 
will  hold  off  from  jiyning  tn  helfe  him 3 
for  as  much  as  it  it  familiar  and  ordi- 
nary for  them,  by  onemeanes  or  other 3  to 
ftop  atiAbinderthe  increafing  fower  of 
anther  Prince  at  the  beginning. 

They  let  before  her  eyes  alfo  do- 
mefticall  examples,(fbr  as  much  as 
that  which  is  done  by  example,  de~ 
fervech  the  mere  to  be  excufed) 
How  the  Kings  of  England  carried 
themfekes  toward  their  Ceufins  and 
Competitors  for  their  ewm  fecuri- 
ty  5  namely  Henry  tie  fir  ft  toward  Ro- 
bert hiseldeft  brother^  Edward  the 
third j  or  rather  his  mother ^  toward  Ed- 
ward  the  ficmd^  Henry  the  fourth  to- 
ward Richard  the  fecond,  Edward 
the  fourth  toward  Herjry  the  fixP,  and 
hkfonne  Edward  Prince  0/ Wales,

and  toward  his own e  brother  GeoreC 
Duty  0/Clarence ,  Henry  tbefiventk 
toward  theEark  tfW  armckytkeyciitrg 
faint  of  the  Duke  of  Clarence,  Henry 
the  eighth  towa-td  De  la  Pole  Earle  of 
Suffblkc,  Margaret, Cowitejfe  */Sa 
risburie,<»z<?/ Courtney  Marqueffe  of 
Exccter  •  who  evexy  ontf&rfimller  mau 
ters9  if  the  crimes  be  compared,  were  pit 
to  death  and  made  away,  ^either  did 
the  Courtiers  alone  Jbuzze  thefe 
things  into  the  Qaeeneshead,  but 
alio  (orne  Preachers  very  eameftly, 
and  many  of  the  Commons  alfb  out 
of  hopeorfeare3€xercifcd  the  fan- 
tafie  of  their  brains  &  wits  too  fau- 
cily  &  malapertly  in  this  argument. 
Araongft  theie  penftve  thoughts 
which  made  the  Qnecne  fo  carefull 
and  doubtfull,  that  fte  delighted  in 
folitarinefle,  and  fate  without  any 
cheere,  and  ibmetimes  without 
fpeaking  a  word,  and  oftentimes 
fighing,  would  mutter  to  her  felfe, 
Either  bean  itforflril{e  home ;  and  out 
of  fome  obfcureEmbleme,  Kill,  left 
thou  he  fytied ,  flic  delivered  to  Vavi- 
jov^  one  of  her  Secretaries,  letters 
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fignedwith  her  hand,  that  a  Man- 
dace  fhould  be  made  binder  the  great 
Seale  of  Engkndfat  the  putting  of 
'her  unto^xecutio,  which  might  be 
readie,if  any  danger  were  ready  to 
fall,  &  commanded  him  not  to  com- 
municate the  matter  to  any  man. 
But  on  the  next  day  fliee,  whileft 
.feare  did  not  allow  her  owne  conn- 
lell  changing  her  mind,commanded 
Vavifin^by JFiSUm  KiUigrevp^  that 
the  Mandate  fhould  not  be  made  up. 
He  forthwith  came  to  theQueene, 
and  told  her  that  the  Mandate  was 
made  and  (ealed  with  the  great  (eale : 
She  chafing,  reproved  him  for  ma- 
king (uch  hafte  -7  neverthelefle  hee 
communicated  the  Mandate  and  bu- 
finefle  unto  the  Queenes  Counci- 
lors, &  pcrfwaded  thera,who  quick- 
ly beleeved  that  which  they  defired, 
that  the  Queen  commanded  that  it 
fhould  be  put  in  execution  without 
delay :  Jfeafe,  than  whom  there  was 
none  more  evill  affected  unto  the 
Queene  of  Scotland  for  Religion, 
is  fent  with  one  or  two  executio- 
ners and  letters-*  in  the  which  au- 
X  the- 
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thoritie  is  given  unto  the  Earles  of 
Sbrewsburie9Kcnt,  Darby  ymd  £um~ 
berlmd,  with  others,that  flic  (herald 
be  pat  to  death,  according  t®  the 
Lawes,(unkn©wing  to  the  Qaeen) : 
and  although  at  that  very  time  free 
had  rlgnified  unto  Davifonfhtt  fhee 
would  take  another  way  and  courfe 
about  the  Qoeene  of  Seatland9  yet 
he  did  not  call  Beak  backe. 
As  fbone  as  the  Earles  came  to  Fo~ 
tbermgh *y,they  came  to  her,  with; 
AmiasPouki  and  Dr.ea>gb&rury9  itf 
whofe  cuftody  Che  was ;  and  fignifi- 
ed  thecaufe  of  their  comming,  rea- 
( ding  the  Mandate,  &  in  few  words 
admonifhed  her  to  prepare  her  felfe 
unto  death,  for  that  (he  was  to  die 
the  next  day  .She  without  feare^and 
with  a  fetled  rainde,  anlwered, I  did 
not  thinkjbat  j$hicen  Elizabeth 
my  fifter  would  bave  confented  unto  my 
death  y  for  lam  not  Jkbjeff  unto y out 
Ltvpjnit  fiizce  it  is  othirwifejkatb  fball 
be  mtememojl  welcome  ^  neither  is  that 
foule  wortloy  of  the  heavenly  &  everlafl- 
ingjoyes9whofebody  canmt  endure  on* 
blow  of  tht  hangman.  Shee  requeued 
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that  fhee  might  conferre  with  her 
Almoner,  her  Gonfeflbr,  and  with 
Mthin  her  Steward.They  in  plains 
terras  denied  her  confeflor  to  come 
unto  her ;  and  the  Earles  comtnen* 
ded  the  Bifhop  or  Deane  of  Feter* 
burgh  for  to  comfort  her ;  whom 
when  (he  had  rejected,  the  Earle  of 
Kent  being  fiery  hot  in  Religion, 
turned  unto  her,and  amongft  other 
words,  broke  out  into thefe  \Thy 
life  mil  be  the  dt$m&ion  of  our  Religi- 
on^  as  on  the  other  fidey  Thy  death  will 
be  the  life  efthe  fame.  Mention  being 
made  of  Babingtonjhe  conftantly  and 
utterly  denyed  that  (he  knew  of  his 
plots;  left  the  revenge  unto  God. 
And  being  demanded  of  that  which 
was  done  by  Hav m  and  Cnrlm,  fliee 
asked  if  ever  it  was  heard,  that  the 
fervantswere  fubornedand  admit- 
ted as  witnefTes  to  the  death  of  their 
Mafters.  When  the  Earles  were  de- 
parted ,  ftiee  commanded  them  to 
makehaile  with  her  fupper,that  me 
might  fet  things  better  in  order. 
She  flipped  fpariogly  and  ibberly, 
as  her  manner  was.  In  ftpper  time, 
X  2  be- 
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beholding  her  mm  and  maid-fa- 
vants  mourning  and  weeping,with 
an  undauted  mind  (he  bade  them  be 
qfgoodchcere,and  to  abftuine  from 
ibrrow,  but  rather  to  rejoyce*  for 
that  (he  was  to  depart  prefently  out 
offlnabyfleofevill,and  turning  ub- 
to  Bttrgon  herPhy  fit  ian3  asked  him  if 
he  did  not  obicrve  that  the  force  of 
.truth  was  gtext.Tbryfaid  Imuft  die, 
for  tbatlve&sofcemfeUo  h^tbe^uem^ 
veverthehffe  the-Eark  <?/Kent  infinua* 
teth  that  there  is  no  other  caufe  of  my 
death9  hit  that  they  fear e.  their  Reiigimy 
by  reafm  of  me.  Neither  is  my  offence  a- ) 
gainji  the  Queene,  but  their    feare 
they  have  of  mey  hath  battened  and 
grocuredmy  death 9  while  ft  many  (e-e^t  \ 
privately  their  event  ends  and  furfofes  \ 
under  the  borrowed  doafa  of  Religion  and) 
the  fublihi  good.  Toward  the  end  of 
(npper  flfiee  drinketh  unto  all  her 
fervants^who  pledged  her  on  their 
knees  in  their  ©rder,mingling  their 
reares  with  the  wine,  &  asking  par- 
don for  the  neglect  of  their  duty^s 
fcee  alfo  of  them.  After  fupper  (hee 
read  over  her  tcftament,  readeth  o- 
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ver  the  inventory  of  her  goods 
and  moveables,  and  writ  oh 
them  the  names  of  them  uato 
whom  fhee  appointed  them  :  unto- 
fbme  (bee  gave  money  with  her 
ewne  hand.  She  writeth  unto 
herConfeflbr,  to  pray  unto  God 
for  her,  and  alfo  (he  wrote  let- 
ters of  commendatiou  unto  the 
Fnncb  King,  and  unto  the  Duke  of 
Guifejo*  her  iervants.  She  went  to 
bed  at  her  ordinary  houre,and  flept 
cerraine  hourcs  ;  being  awaked,  me 
fpemthe  reft  of  the  night  inprar- 
ers. 

The  Fatall  day  beginning  to 
brcake  (viz.thc  vi.  Ides  of  Febru- 
ary) (he  apparelled  her  fclfe  neat- 
Iier  and  finer,  as  fte  ufed  to  be  on 
Feftivaftdaies,  and  calling  her  fer- 
vants  together*  read  over  her  will, 
and  requefted  them  to  take  in  good 
part  the  legacies  fliee  gave,  fince 
that  her  ability  was  not  to  beftow 
any  more,  and  then  letting  her 
mind  all  upon~God,with  allhemi- 
lity,  in  her  CHappell,  beibught 
him  to  give  Jier  his  grace  and  fa- 
: X  3  vour, 
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vour,  with  fighs,  teares  ,  and 
praiers,  untillthe  time  that  Tho- 
mas Andrems ^heriffe  of  the  Shire, 
told  her  that  fhe  was  to  come  fofth* 
Shee  came  forth  Majefticalfy,  in 
ftatare,  beautie  and  (hew,  with  a 
cheerefull  countenance ,  matron- 
like apparell ,  and  very  rnodeft, 
her  head  being  covered  with  a  Hn- 
nen  veile,  and  the  fame  hanging  ve- 
ry low,her  beads  hanging  downe  at 
her  girdle,  &  carrying  a  Crucifix  of 
Ivory  in  her  hands.  In  the  gallery 
the  Earles  and  other  Gentlemen 
received  her,  where  Mdvin  her 
fervant  on  his  kneel,  and  with  tears 
inhiseyeSj  lamented  his  fortune, 
that  he  (hould  carrie  this  heavie 
and  fad  newes  of  the  wofull  death 
©f  his  Lady  kito  Scotland.  Shee 
comforting  him,  laid,  "Doe  not  la- 
ment 0  bnt  rather  be  glad ,  thou  Jb  alt 
firrigbt-waies  fee  Mary  S  T  v- 
ART  delivered  and  freed  from  all  cares. 
Ton  may  tell  them  that  I  die  confiant 
in  my  Religion^  andfirmt  in  fidelity 
towwd  Scotland  and  France*  God 
forgive  them  wb&  havz  thirfied  for  my 
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blond,  m  the  Hart  doth  after  the  firing 
of  water,  'thou  our  God  who  art  truth  it 
Jelfe,  andperfeUly  &  thorowly  doft  kgow 
the  moftfecret  corners  of  my  heart,  ds ft 
kgow  h$w  much  1  defir*  that  the 
Ktalmu  of  England  and  Scotland' 
might  bee  united  in  one.  Salute  my  Son, 
andcertifiehim,  that  I  have  done  no- 
thing that  may  be  prejudicial!  unt§  the 
Kmgdsme  of  Scotland  ;  will  him  to 
kpepe  friendpip  with  the  Ghtemi  of 
England}  and  fee  that  thou  ferve  him 
faithfully. 

And  then  teares  fallingfrorn  her 
eies,  (hee  bade  Melvin  farewell  a- 
gaine  and  againe.  And  turning  to 
the  Earles,,  (hee  requeued  that,  her 
few  ants  might  be  courteoujly  ufe  d,  and 
that  they  might  enjoy  ihofe  things  which 
fhehad  bequeathed  tbem,that  they  might 
flstnd  by  at  far  death,  and  be  fent  into 
their  Countrey  with   a  faft-awdfiff :. 
They  promifed  the  former  things3 
buttheEarleof  Kent  fhewed  him- 
iilfeftrange,  fearing  fome  fuperili- 
tion . Shee Md, Fea.c not^ thefe  wre> 
chts  defire  to  give  me  their  LifrfarewelL 
I  know  my  fifler  Elizabeth  would 
X  4  not 
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not  deny  tm  ft  final!  afavoury  at  to  have 
my  maids  to  beprejtntr  if  it  be  but  fir 
woman-hood fak^.  J  am  mop  mere  of 
kjnne  pinto  her,  I  come  from  King 
Henry  thefiventb>  Jam  ghttme 
Dowager  ofFrmcCy  andtheavnointed 
QuemeofScotUnd. 

When  flic  had  fatdthus,and  tur- 
ned away  ,  (he  was  permitted  to 
have  tho(e  of  her  iervants  prefect 
whom  fhee  would  name.  She  nomi- 
nated Melviny  Buffpme  her  Phyfi- 
cian,  the  Apothecarie  and.Chirur- 
gion,  and  two  maids,  and  others, 
of  the  which  Melvin  bore  up  her 
traine.  So,  the  Gentlemen  >  two 
Earles,  and  the  Sheriffe  of  the  Shire 
going  before  her,  (he  came  to  the 
feaifold,  which  was  (et  up  in  the 
upper  end  of  the  Hall,  in  the  which 
was  a  chaire,  a  cufliion,  a  blocke, 
and  all  covered  with  blacke  cloth. 
As  (bone  as  (he  (ate  downe,  filence 
being  made,  Boole  read;  the  com- 
million,  and  (he  heard  attentively, 
as  if  it  had  bcene  another  matter. 
Then  Fletcher,  Deanc  of  Petcrlwrgh, 
began  a  tedious  fpeech  unto  her  of 
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thecondition  of  her  life  formerly 
paft,  andtheprefent,  and  that  to 
come.  Once  or  twice  ftjee  interrup- 
ted his  fpeech,  and defired him  not  to 
troubk^hery ,  and f  rote  fled 'that pi  was 
fetkdin  t  he  ancient  Catholikg  "Religi<>nw 
and  was  ready  to  end  her  life  in  the  fame. 
And  when  he  perlwadcd  her  ear- 
neftly  to  do  true  penance , and  with 
a  firme  faith,  to  put  her  hope  ir> 
Ghrii%flieaniwered,rto/&*  was  borm 
and  bred, .  andwould  now  end  hz?  life  hi* 
that.  Religion.  And  unto  the  Earles, 
%ing  that  they  would  pray  for  her, 
thee  fa  id,  fhee  would  give  them  many 
thanks  if  they  would  pray. with  herjwt  3> 
fhould  offend Imneh Jj I did [communicate  • 
in  praierwithyou  who  are  of  another  fro- 
fejpon.  Then  they  bade  the  Deane 
to  pray,  and  when  the  whole  com- 
pany there  aflonbled  praied  toge- 
ther, ihee falling  on  her  knees, car- 
rying the  Cmcijix  before  him  in  her 
hands  together  with  her  fervants, 
prayed  in  Latine  out  of  the  Office  of 
our  Lady, 

After  the  Deane  hadended.his 

prayers  ^  •  Shee    in  the  -  Englifh 
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tongue  commended  unto  God  the 
Church,  her  fbnne,  and  Que^ne 
Elizabeth,    and    beioughc 
him  to  avert  lib  indignation  from 
this  Ifle,  and  prefe0ed  that  fhee  re- 
posed her  hope  in  the  blond  of 
Chrift,  (and  lifted  up  the  Crucifix) 
and  defired  all  the  company  of  hea- 
ven to  nuke  interceflion  unto  him 
for  her  ;  (he  forgave  all  her  enemies, 
and,  killing  the  Crucifix,  and  fig- 
ning  her  felfe  with  the  Grofle,  fee 
foid^ds  thy  armsfl  Chrift  ,n?ercfpread 
abroad  on  the  CrojJhjfiymth  the  ft  ret- 
ched out  armes  of  thy.  mercy  receive  mee^ 
and  forgive  me  my  fihnts*  Then  fhee 
forgave  the  Executioners^  who  a£ 
ked  pardon.  And  when  her  maids 
had  taken  off  her  upper  garments, 
fliee  hafteniqg  them ,  they  cried 
out  axnaine,  (hee  killing  them  and 
figning  them  with  theCrofle,  and 
fmiling  bade,  them  farewell.  Her 
kce  being  covered  with  a  linnen 
doth,  lying  on  the  blocke,  (hee 
laid  the  Pialine,  In  te  Domine  con- 
jidri)  necmfundjitin  ttemum.  Then 
^s-iheeflretched  out  her  body, ...  and 
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:  oftentimes  repeated,  In  manus  tuM 
Domine  commmdo  (piritum  meiim,  her 
head  was  cut  off  at  two  blowes. 
The  Deane  faying  aloud,  So  let  the 
-enemies of  Greene  Elizabeth 
perife,  theEarle  of Kent  faying  the 
&me,  and  the  multitude  iigh- 
ing  and  grieving  thereat.  Her 
body  was  embawmed,  and  was  af- 
ter buried  like  a  Prince  in  the  Ca- 
thedrall  Church  of  Petvktrgh.  And 

_her  funerals  were  kept  molt  mag- 
nificently at  Park,  at  the  charges 
of  the  Guifcs,  who  performed  all 
the  beft  offices  of  kindred  for  their 
Coufin,  both  alive  and  dead,  to 
their  great  commendation. 

In  this  lamentable  manner  en- 
ddd  her  life  Mary  Qweene  of 
Scotland )  the  great  grand-daugh- 

5  ter  ofHemy  the  ieventh,  by  his  el  - 
deft  daughter,  in  the  X  L  V  I.  yeere 
of  her  age,  and  the  XVII  I.  yeere 
of  her  captivity.  A  woman  moft 
conftant  in  her  Religion,  adorned 
with  a  wonderfull  piety  toward 
God,  wiledome  above  her  fex,  and 
was  alfo  very  faire  and  bearatfull ; 

And 
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And  is  to  bee  accounted  one  of 
thoie  Prince^  whofe  felicity  was 
changed  into  adverfity.  In  her  in- 
fancy (he  was  with  ftrifc  defircdfor 
wife,  by  King  Henry  the  eighth  of 
Erighffity  for  his  fonne  Eifew^and 
by  Henry  the  fecond^King  of  France. 
for  Francifthc  Dolphin.  At  the  age 
of  five  yeeres  Ihee  was  carried 
into  Frwcej  and  at  the  age  of  fjf- 
teene  yeeres  married  unto  the  T)oU 
pkin.She  flonrimed^and  was  Qjieen 
ofF*wzc*oneyeerc  and  foure  mo- 
neths.  Her  husband  being  deady 
fhee  returned  into  Smla?:d3  and 
was  married  againe  untoHeffry  Stu- 
art Lord  Dar!ejy  and  had  by  him 
I -A  m  e  Sjtheflrft  Monarch  of  great 
Bdtaine:  Tolled  and  turmoiled  by 
Murrey,  her  baftard  brother,  and 
other  her  ungrate  and  ambitious 
febje£ts5  depofed  from  her  King* 
dome,  and  driven  to  flic- into  E?/g- 
ldndbmd  circumvented  and  ^entrap- 
ped (as  men  fpea ki  ri  g * ifidifferen  t- 
ly  thinke)  by  fondpy  Englifimen, 
careful!  of  the  confecvation  of  their 
Religiorrj  and  of? 'the    fafety  of 

Queen  [ 
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Queen  Eli  z  are  th,  and  thruft 
-forward  by.  others,  defiring  much 
to  reftore  the  Romane Religion : 
and  opprefied  by  the  teftimonies 
of  her  Secretaries  who  were  abtenr^ 
and  (as  it  feemed)  corrupted  with 
rewards.  Neeretothe  grave  an  E- 
pitaph  in  the  Latine  tongue  was 
affixed3andiorthwith  taken away0 , 
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Maria  Scotomm  l^eqina^ 
Regit  fili a,  Regis  G alUrum  vi- 
dim,  Regin£  Angli&  Agitata,  & 
b&res  proxima ,  virtutibm  re- 
gii$&  ammo  Regio  omata,jure 
RtgiOy  fruftra  fdpim  imphraxo, 
barbara  &tjrannicacrudelhate^ 
ornamentum  noftti feculi^  (y  lu- 
men vere  Return  extixguhurtee- 
demque  nefario  judicio  &  Maria 
Scour  um  Retina  merte  nature 
liy&  omnesfuperfiues  R*ges,pk- 
beiifaBi,  mom  civili  mulBan-. 
tur.  Novum  &  inaudhum  tu- 
muligenus^  in  quo  cum  vivis 
mortui  includu*  tur^  htcexta  t :

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Which  may  be  Engtifiedtbut: 

Mary  Queene  of  Scotland,  daugh- 
ter of  a  King,widow  of  the  King  of 
France,  kin  (woman  and  next  heire 
to  the  Qneenc  of  England,  adorned 
with  Royall  Vermes,  and  a  Prince- 
ly fpirk^having  often,  but  in  vaine 
\  implored  the  right  of  a  Prince ;  the. 
ornament  of  our  age,  and  the  true 
princely  light  is  extinguiftied  by  a. 
barbarous  and  tyrannicall  cruelry. 
And  by  the  fame  wicked  judgment, 
both  Mary  Queen  of  Scotland  is  pu- 
nimed  with  a  naturall  death,  and  all 
Kings  living  are  made  common per- 
fbns,8c  punifhed  and  made  liableun- 
to  a  civill  death.  A Grange  and  un- 
heard kind  of  grant  is  here  extanrr 
in  which  the  living  are  included 
with  the  dead,  for  with  theames  of 
this  bkfiedMiry,  know  thou  that 
-the  Ma  jelly  of  al  Kings  and  Princes 
lye  here  deprefled  &  violated ;  and 
becaufe  the  Regall  fecret  doth  Ef- 
ficiently admonifh  Kings  of  their 
dutie,  O  Traveller  I  fay  no  more. 
1  Out 
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Out  of  this  lamentable,  fortune 
:offb  great  a  Prince,  the  dilpofition 
of  the  divine  providence  mod  evi- 
dently appeared  (as  fbrae.wife  men 
have  obferved.)  For  thofe  things 
which  the  Queens*  Elizabeth 
and  Ma  ry,  chiefly  wifhedand 
ftadied  to  procure,  by  this  meanes 
came  to  pafle.  Qneene  Mary 
(which  alfo  (heeiaid  at  her  death) 
defired.  nothing    more    earneft** 
ly,  than  that  thedivided  Kingdoms 
of  England  md  Scotldndmightbc  u- 
nited  in  the  perfbn  of  her  deare  foh. 
And  the  other  wiftied  for  nothing 
more^han  that  the  Religion  by  her 
eftablifhed  in  England,  might  bee 
keptand  conserved,  with  theiafe- 
tyand  fee  uri  tie  of  the  people.  And 
that  Almightie  God  did  heare  their 
prayers,  England  to  her  unexpected 
felicitie  doth  now  fee,  and  with 
great  joy  acknowledge. 

As  fbone  as  word  was  brought 
to  Qneene  Eli  z  ab  eth^  that 
the  Queene  of  Scotland  was  pu  t  to 
death,(he not  thinking  thereof,  (he 
heard  it^witb  great  indignatio^e, 
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looked  heavily  and  could  not  (peak 
a  word^and  ready  to  (wound  for 
(brrow,  in  fb  much  that  (he  put  on 
mourning  apparell>and  grieved  ex- 
ceedingly,and  lamented  very  much. 
She  caufedher  Councellors  (being 
reproved  &  forbidden  her  pretence^ 
to  bee  examined,  and  commanded 
Davifin  to  be  brought  into  the  Star- 
Chamber.  And  as  (bone  as  her  dolour 
would  permit  her,fhe  in  great  hafte 
wrote  this  letter  following  unto 
the  King  of  Scotland  with  her  owne 
hand,  andfcntit  byMr.  Robert  Ca+ 
ry9  onc-©f  the  Lord  of  Hmfdant 
fonnes. 

J)  core  brother \  1  would  to  Go  Ay  on  did 
hgow^  but  notfeele,  with  what  incompa- 
rable griefe  my  mind  if  tormented  and 
vexedy  by  reafon  of  the  lamentable  event 
which  hath  befaUen  contrary  to  my  mind 
andml^hkhyoupaU  underflandfitl- 
lytytny  fiufin  ^focafmuch  as  I  cannot 
abide  and  endure  to  jet  it  downcby  wr't- 
tmg.Fbefiecb  you  that  at  Godandmany 
others  can  heart  witnejfe  unto  my  inno- 
cency  in  this  matter  ^  fo  Fdefireyou  to 
bekevoy  thatiflbad  commanded  ity  I 
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wouldnever  have  denkdtbefime.  lam 
not  of  that  bafe  mind f bat  for  any  terror ^ 
Jfhouldfeare  to  dee  that  which  U  jufii 
or  to  deny  it  bang  done.  I  do  notfi  dege- 
nerate from  my  Ancefiors,  nor  am  I  of 
fitch  an  ignoble  mlnd.But  at  it  is  not  the 
part  of  a  Prince  to  cover  and  oha\e  the 
finfi  of  bis  mind  with  words  $  will  I 
never  diffemble  ufrglofe  mine  anions-. 
but  I  wiB  perform*  that  they  jhall  come 
to  ligfo3&  app^are  to  the  world  in  their 
colours.  I  would  have  you  bee >  ajfuredly 
perfivaded,tbat  as  I  know  that  this  was 
;  dose  upon  defirt,fi  if  I  had  imagined  itr 
:  /  would  not  have  put  it  over  upon  any  o- 
ther9neitheryet  will  I  impute  that  to  my 
jelfe,  which  I  did  notfi  much  as  thinly 
j  Hee  who  Jhall  deliver  you  thefe  Letters, 
fhaU  acquaint  and  impart  other  things 
untoyou.  As  for  mee,  I  would  have  you 
to  bekevejhat  there  is  none  other  who  k- 
vethyou  better,  andheareth  better  ajfe- 
uim  to y  you 9  or  that  will  have  a  more 
friendly  care  of  you  &your  affairs.  If  any 
me  fitggefietb,  or  putmh   ether  things 
into  your  head5  I:  would  have  yon  to 
.  thinkjhat  he  btareth  more  goodwill  and 
ajfe&wn  to  others  than  toy  on.  God  Al- 
mi^hrie 
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mightiekeepe  yoain  health,  and 
preferve  you  alwaies. 

In  the  meane  time  that  Mr.  Csry 
was  in  his  journey  with  thefe  Let- 
ters, Davifon  was  brought  into  the 
\  Star-chamber  ,before  the  Commiifi- 
oners  appointed ,  viz,  Cbrijlepker 
fVray^  Lord  Chiefe  Juftice  of  the 
Kings  Bench,  made  for  that  time' 
Lord  Keeper  of  the  Privie  Seale,the 
Archbifhops  of  Canterbury  and 
Torkg,  the  Earles  ofWofceftzrfium- 
berlandyznd  Lmcolnejhe  Lords,^*? 
and  Lumley-  lames  Cnft  Knight, 
Controller  of  the  Queenes  Houfe, 
Sir  Walter  M'ddmayy  Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer,  Sir  Gilbert  Gcrrard^ 
Matter  of  the  Rolles,  Edmund  An~ 
derfon^  Lord  Chiefe  Juitice  of  the 
Common  Pleas,  &  Roger  Manhood,* 
Lord  Chiefe  Bsron  of  the  Exche 
quer.  Before  thefe  ConimidloBers, ; 
Popham  the  Queenes  Attorney, 
charged  Vavifon  with  contempr 
againft  her  Majefty,  violation  of  his% 
faith,  andnegleS  of  his  duty$  thac| 
whereas  theQueene  out  of  her  in- 
ured clemency,  would  not  have  the 
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Queen  of  ScwJWthough  condem- 
ned to  be  pnt  unto  death,  for  cau- 
fes  knowne  to  her  felfe,  and  not  to 
be  fearcbed&  pried  into  by  others, 
could  not  be  brought  thereunto, 
neither  by  the  eftates  of  the  King- 
dome,  nor  by  her  Councilors  ear- 
neiliy  urging  her  thereunto5  never- 
thelefle,had  commanded  a  Mandate 
to  be  made  for  her  execution,  to 
prevent  dangers  that  might  enfue, 
and  had  committed  it  unto  the  fide- 
litie  and  iecrecie  of  Davifan  ;  He  be- 
ing her  fworn  Seeretary^ibigetting 
craft  and  dene,  and  in  contempt  of 
her  Majcfty,contra*^  unto  which 
the  Queene  had  commanded,  had 
imparted  it  unto  the  Counfellors, 
and  put  it  in  execution,  feee  being 
utterly  ignorant  thereof. 

Davifin  with  great  modefty,  and 
quietly,  yet  with  a  good  courage 
anfwered,  that  hte  wasforrie,  that  in 
a  mofljxft  cat* ft  of  the  gheeeue  of  Scot- 
land, and  mo  ft  weigbtie  judgment  a- 
gainft  hery  ifevtt  there  was  any9  that  be 
fbouldtrovblt  agabu  the  Commiffimers% 
if  not  mth  the  kjfe3  jet  at  the  leaf  with 
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the  impairing  of  his*  refutations 
which  bee  ejieemed  above  all  ether 
things :  But  het  was  tnoft  agrecved 
that  hee  was  charged  to  have  offended 
mofh  eontemftuoufly  againfi  her  Ma- 
jejly,  who  the  more  fie  had  bin  boun* 
tifullto  hkny  and  he  more  hound  for  her 
bounty  y  his  offence  might  feme  more  bai» 
nous.  If  he  Jhould  acknowledge  himfiife 
guilty  of  the  crimes  ob]e&ed,  he  Jhould 
wrong  his  credit ,  which  was  dearer  un- 
to him  than  his  life,  If  he  Jhould  contefi 
in  his  owne  defence  with  theQueeneJjee 
Jhould  does  thing  unworthy  of  the  obedi- 
ence ofajubjetf,  the  duty  of  a  fervant, 
and  the  fidelity  of  a  Secretary.  He  pro- 
tefted  before  God  and  the  Gommifc 
fioners,  'that  wittingly  or  willingly  hee 
had  done  nothing  in  this  things  but  that 
which  hee  was  ^erfwadtdin  his  cmfci- 
ence  the  Qutene  wilkd :  In  the  which 
if  he  had  carried  himf elf e  to  dee  any  hurtf 
either  by  unskilfitlnejfe3  or  by  negligence, 
be  could  mtcboojc  hut  be  grievoujty  Jor- 
rie9  andundergoe  willingly  thecmfun  of 
the  Commiffmers. 
As  concerning  particulars :  when 
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the  Queene  reproved  hira  thathc 
had  fealedthe  Mandatum  with  the 
great  Scale  in  fueh  great  ha#e  ;  he 
affirmed,  That  Jhee  infinuated,  hut 
did  not  expnjly  bid  him  to  h^efeitto 
himfelfe.  Neither  did  he  thinks  that  he 
committed  any  fattk  again  ft  the  trnftof 
fileneeputonhim,  Jincehe  never /pake 
word  of  this  matter^  hut  nnto  the  Pri- 
vy GounfeUors.  Unto  that  he  did  not 
callback  the Mandatum^  after  that 
the  Qaeene  had  fignified  unto  him, 
that  fhee  had  changed  her  minde  Jie 
affirmed,  That  it  was  agreed  that  it 
fhopddbefent forthwith^  and  exectttim 
denc^  left  the  Comimn-weahk  or  the 
Ghieene  might  takg  feme  harme. 

Hereupon  Egertm3  the  Solici- 
tor, began  to  prefle  J>avifon  out  of 
his  owne  confeffion ,  reading  a 
pcece  thereof,  bnt  he  requeued  him 
to  read  it  all,  and  not  this  peece  and 
thatpeece  5  but  ye  thee  had  rather 
it  fhould  not  be  read  at  all,  for  that 
therein  forae  fecrets  not  to  be  ut- 
tered were  c6ntained$and  now  and 
then  interrupting  him,  he  faid, 
That  at  h$  would  not  tmteft  mtjotkt 
Queene , 
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Queem^  fo  be  could  not  endure  that  bis 
modeftjjhouldbe  any  detriment  unto  tbe 
truth  md  bis  integritie.  Gaudy  and 
Fueling,  Sergeants  at  Law  ,  re- 
proved him  fharply  with  many 
words,  that  craftily  hce  abufed  the 
wifedome  of  the  Councilors,  and 
that  out  of  the  confeffion  of  Burgb- 
iey  the  Treafurer,  unto  whom! 
doubting  whether  the  Queene  had 
aflaredly  determined  of  the  execu- 
tion to  be  done,  he  aiirmedic  ve- 
ry earneftly,  as  he  did  alfb  unto  the 
reft,  who  fet  their  hands  unto  the 
letters  of  the  manner  of  the  execu- 
tion. Dovifon  with  teares  in  his 
eyes,  required  the  Lawyers  not 
topreflehimfovehemeatly  :  And 
wimed  them  to  remember  tb*t  bee 
would  not  eontefl  wiib  the.  J£ueexeyHn- 
to  vobofe  cmjciencey  and  unto  tbe  cm* 
fun  of  the  Commifiontrs bee  committed 
bbnftlfewboty. 

To  conclude,  by  the  generall 
cenfure  of  them,  hee  was  fined  at 
ten  thoufand  pound,  and  impri- 
(onment  at  the  Queenes  pleafur£.  I 
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mifli  oners  to  make  intercefti-on  un- 
to  the  Queene  for  him,  not  for  the 
honourable  plaee  of  Secretaries  which  he 
had,  or  hisUhertk9  or  for  the.  dimi- 
nijbingofthefi*iimpefed}  but  that  he 
might  be   reftored  unto  her  favour^ 
which  yet  hee  never  recovered, 
though  fhe  oftentimes  releevcd  his 
wants.  SoDavifenan  honeft  man 
without  policie,  and  not  skilrull 
in  affaires  of  State,  was  brought, 
as  raoft'  men  thought,  upon  the 
Stage  amongft  the  States-men,  to 
play  his  part  a  while  in  this  Trage- 
die,  andftraight  had  his  difguife 
pulled  off,  and  as  if  he  had  failed 
inthelaft  A&,  tbrufifrom  oft  the 
ftage,  and  kept  long  in  prifon,  but 
not  without  the  commiferation  of 
many.  Now  I  have  told  what  was 
publikely  done   againft  T)avifon9 
but  how  he  excufed  himfelfe  pri- 
vately, take  briefly  put  of  his  cre- 
dit, and  his  A  pologeticall  Narra- 
tion VLXiloWalfingham. 

He  faith,  after  the  departure  of  the 
French  and  Scottish  Amhaffad§rs9 
the  Queene  ofbtr  emu  minde  c&mman- 
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ded  me  to  flew  unto  her  the  Man- 
date of  the  execution  of  the  finance 
againfl  the  Queene  \of  Scotland. 
And  it  being  flewen,  flee  willingly 
Jigmd  with  her  hand,  and  common- 
ded  it,  being  thus  figned,  to  he  fiakd 
with  the  Great  Stale  of  England,  and 
jcfling,  fiid,  Sigmfie  tbii  thing  unto 
WalSnghanijW^  wasfic^yetlfeare 
much  that  bee  wlU  dye  for  forrow  there" 
of.  Moreover,  fhe  faid  that  the  canfes 
of  the  delaying  thereof,  were,  kjl  pee 
fhmldfeeme  to  be  thought  to  be  drawne 
thereunto  upon  violence  or  malice,  when 
yet  flee  kgew  that  if  wot  very  neceffa* 
rie.  Moreover,  fhe  blamed  Powlec 
and  Drury  that  they  bad  not  freed  her 
of  tbif  care,  and  wifled  that  Wal- 
fingham  would  try  their  mtndes  in 
this  matter.  On  the  next  day,  when  it 
was  fealed  with  the  Great  Seale,  flee 
commanded  by  Killegrew  that  it 
floidd  not  be  done  5  and  when  I  bad 
told  her  it  was  already  done,  fhee  repre- 
hended fo  much  haftt,  infinmting  that 
fomt  wife  men  thought  another  way 
miyjpt  be  tahjen.  J  anfivered  that  the 
cmrfe  which  was  mofl  yifl,  was  al- 
Y  wayes 
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wayes  the  beft  and  mefi  fafe.  But  fea- 
ringfhee  would  lay  the  fault  upon  me  (at 
fhee  laid  the  death  oftbeDuk£ofNor- 
folkea^BurghleyJ  Icermnmica- 
ted  all  the  matter  unto  Hatton,  pre- 
teflingtbat  I  would  not  thru fi  myfelfe 
into  fo  gnat  a  bufinejfe  ;  he  frefently 
imparted  it  unto  Barleigh,  Burleigh 
unto  the  refi  of  the  CeunfeBors,  who  all- 
gave  their  cenfint  to  the  quie\difpatcb 
of  the  execution,  and  every  one  vowed  to 
fland  to  it,  and  to  ftickg  one  to  ano- 
ther :  and  fent  Reale  with  the  Man- 
due  and  Letters.  The  third  day  after, 
when  I  perceived  thai  her  m'mde  wa- 
vered, hearing  her  tell  a  dreamt  of  the 
dea;th  of  the  gueene  of  Scotland,  / 
asktdiffhe  had  changed  her  m'mde  >yfrce 
faidno,  but,  fiidfhe, another  way  might 
[have  heme  invented  :  and  withaU  ashed 
if  any  anfwer  were  come  from  Powlcc. 
And  when  I  had  fhewed  hit  letters, 
wherein,  itiphhutermes,  he  refufedto 
I  tak^  upon  him  that  whid)  was  neither 
honorable  notjafi ;  (hee  chafing,  [aid, 
that  beyond  others,  wfo  had  taken  the 
oath  of  the  AiTociation^  mreper fared 
andforfwomt  nun,  as  they  who  hadpro- 
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ml fed  many  things ,  but  would  per~ 
forme  nothing.  But  Ifhewed  her  box? 
unJHJl  and  infamous  this  would  bey  and 
into  wbaP  danger  pee  brought  Powlet 
and  Drury.  For  if  Jhee  approved  and 
allowed  the  fa& }  fieejbould  draw  to  her 
ftlfe  both  dawer  and  difkonour,  with 
the  note  of  injuftice  ;  but  if  pee  difa~ 
vowed  and  dtjalkwedtfa  fa&7  (he  over- 
threw utterly  thofe  wdl  defervingmen 
and  their  posterity.  And -afterward fie  3 
en  the  f ami  day  the  Queene  of  Scot-  t 
land  was  put  to  death,  fiigbtlf  checked] 
mee  9  that  the  txtmtim  was  not  donet 

What  griefe  and  anger  Soever 
Queene  Elizabeth  concei- 
ved, or  made  fhew  ©f?  for  the  death 
ofthe  Queen  of  Scotland,  I  am  fure 
theKing  of  Scotland,  her  only  fbn, 
tooke  it  wonderfali  heavily,  who 
with  the  moft  admirable  piety  that 
could  be  in  a  fonne,  reverenced  his 
moft  deare  m©tfcer,  and  mourned 
and  lamented  for  her  exceedingly. 
For  he  did  not  thinke  that  Qqeene 
Elizabeth,  in  regard  ofthe 
tnutuali  love  that  was  betweene  them9 
and  the  league  of  ftri&er  fricndfiiip 
^  Y  2  lately 
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lately  made  betweene  them,  neg- 
lecting the  fomanyintercejlionsof 
Princes,  would  have  delivered  his 
mother,  a  Prince  of  cquall  eftete, 
and  herueereft  Coufin  of  the  Roy- 
all  blood,  into  the  hands  of  a  bafe 
hangman.  He  fafFered  not  Mr.  £0- 
fort  Cory,  Co n  to  the  LoxdHmfdon 
(who  was  fentfrom  England  to  ex- 
eufe  the  Qaeenejby  laying  the  fault 
upon  her  Councilors  and  Vavifin) 
to  come  into  Scethnd,  and  hardly 
wonld  heare  him  by  another  man, 
and  with  much  fuit  received  the  let- 
ters he  brought :  Called  his  Ambafc 
iadouroat  of  England,  &nd  threat- 
ned  revenge.  And  Come  there  were 
thacperrwaded  him  that  otherPrin- 
ce&  ofChriitendome  would  not  let 
fuch  an  injury  done  unto  the  Maje- 
fty  and  Royall  name  of  a  King,goe 
unpunished. 

The  Eftates  oi  Scotland  who  were 
aflembled  in  great  number,  profe£ 
fed  that  they  were  moft  ready  to  re- 
venge the  death  of  his  motherland 
to  defend  his  right  to  the  Crowne 
of  England,  yea  and  to  fpend  their 
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lives  and  goods  in  the  quarrelled 
that  they  could  not  diigeft  the  in- 
jury d  >ne5  not  enly  unto  the  King, 
but  alfo  unto  the  whole  Nation  of 
'the  Scots. 

Some  there  were  •who  perfwa- 
ded  the  King  to  require  aid  of  (hips, 
and  of  a  Navie  of  the  King  of  Vcn- 
markgy  unco  whofedaughter  he  be- 
gan then  to  fuefor  mariage. 

Some  who  were  addicted  to  the 
R^nane  Religion,  fuggefted  unto 
him,  that  he  Should  rather  joyne 
with  the  Kings  otSpairie  and  France, 
and  with  the  P^  and  fa  he  might 
with  eaie  get  the  pofieffion  of  £a- 
giiW.' And  above  all  things  to  give 
no  credit  onto  the  Proteftants  of 
England j  who  now  ruled  all,  and1 
clofely  plotted  todeftroy  him  aifc  e 
whifpering  this  in  his  earcs,i^e  that 
hath  hjjledtbe  mother  3  wittdfo  kail  tfa 
children  if  he  can.  ■ 

Some  there  wejewhofeeretlyad- 
vifed  him  to  keepe  himfeife  as  New- 
teropcnly,8cto  hold  both  the  Pro- 
tectants and  Romanics  in  fafpence. 
For  if  that  he  (hewed  himfelfe 
Y  3  ODenly 
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openly  for  the  Proteftams,tfre  Fvo- 
manifts  of  Europe,  will  lay  all  their 
plots  againft  him,and  would  iet  up 
another  prop  and  ftay  in  Bngfandto- 
his  great  danger. 

Some  alfo  there  were  -who  advi- 
ted him  to  keepe  afirrae  peace  with 
England^nd  not  to  put  hiseertaine 
hope  upon  the  uncertaine  fortune  i 
of  war.  And  to  be  confront  in  his  re- 
ligion, in  the  which  if  he  once  wa- 
vered, he  mould ;  neither  get  nor 
purchafe  friends,  nor  leflen,  nor  di- 
nainifh  his  enemies.Thus  every  man  I 
as  their  fancie  gave,  or  their  profit 
lead  them,  fpake.  But  the  King  be- 
ing more  provident,  and  more  wit- 
tie  than  his  age  gave  him,  ufed  no 
hafte,  which  is  alwaies  blinde,  but 
weighed  their  connfels  in  his  minds 
confiderately  and  maturely  a  long 
time,  both  with  himfelfe  and  a  ve- 
ry few  others. 

But  Qtfeene   Elisabeth 

by  laying  all  the  fault  on  Davifcn, 

and  the  rafh  credulity  of  her  Coun- 

I  fellers,  lb  to  mitigate  his  griefe 

/  and  forro w  by  little  and  little ,  left 
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the  comfort  given,  out  of  ieafbn, 
might more  exafperate  him3  and  fo 
ftayed  untill  his  forrew  leflened  by 
length  of  time,  would  differ  it  ielfe 
to  be  handled.But  when  (he  law  the 
Trench  eggepn  the  King  to  revenge^ 
(he  fearing  left  heby  their  policies 5 
■&  upon  a  burning  heat  of  revenge 
fhould  be  dra  wnaway  from  the  Rer- 
ligion  of  the  Protcftants,,and  the 
friendship  of  the  Eftg/i/f^fhe labou- 
red with  all  her  power  to  pacme  his 
minde5exulcerated3and  in  a  manner 
,  alienated  from  her^  by  all  meanes 
not  unworthy  of  a  Prince.

-  Agents3and  after  by  theLord- Hmj- 
■don^  Gavernour  of  Berwick^,  fhee 
;propo(eth  thefe  weightie  and  im- 
portant Reafbns  moil  diligently.  | 
Firfi0  what  a  dangeretts  thing  it  maj  he 
fir  him  to  brealnvto  of  en  wane  agai  nf 
England  for  thUcmSt^  wbkb  fiemed 
mtotbc  Efiates  of  England  to  bee  as 
wellnecejfarjprthe  fafety  of  the  whole 
Ijland^as^lfo  moftjxft.  Then  let  him 
confidtr  if  he  be  ofabilith  to  tak^fuch  a 

I  wane  in  bandar  as  much  as  England 
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was  never  better  furnifhedwith  Mill  A 
tary  men  and  Leaders,  with  forces  arid 
riches ;  and  Scotland  exbaufied  with 
intefline war 'res, never  more  weafy.  If 
he  depended  upon  forraine  aid,  with 
what  great  difficulty,  and  hove,  long  it 
would  be  ere  he  cm  get  it,  and  if  he  doe 
ohtaine  it,  what  piece jfe  can  he  hope  for, 
fince  that  England  having  the  fleets  of 
Holland  and Zealand  joyned thereun- 
to, hath  no  caufi  to  fear  e  the  mo  ft  migh- 
tie  and  potent  Kings  of  Europe?  What 
hope  can  he  place  in  the  French  King, 
or  the  King  <?/Spaine  ?  For  as  much  as 
his  power  much  mcreafed  and  augmen- 
ted by  the  accejfion  and  addition  <?/Eng- 
gland,  may  crofeor  impeaeh  their  de- 
jrgnes  andpHrpfJes,for  that  his  Religi- 
on may  befoappofedunto  their  prefifjion, 
that  they  cannot  helpe  and  aid  him,  hut 
with  their  owne  ■  loffe  and  detriment. 
Neither  can  the  French  King  fee  with 
a  content edminde,  the  King  of  Scot* 
land  to  he  augmentedwith  the  Kingdom 
of  England;,  for  feare  left  bee  fhmld 
with  warreprofecute  the  ancient  right  of 
the  Englfh-raen  in  Fraece^r  elfegive 
helpe  or  fuccow  mio  the  Guiles,  his 

Coufnfj 
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Coufins^  who  at  this  time  gape  after  the 
Realme  of  France.  But  the  Kingof 
Spaine  without  all  doubt  will  doe  all 
things  to  firve  his  aymbltlous  humour y 
firafimteb  as  he  vauntctb  bimfblfi  to  be 
the  firfl  Catholike  Prince  of  the  bloud 
Roy  all  of  England,  and  the  ftocl{e  of 
LancatterjboHgh untruly.  In rejpe&of 
which y  feme  hfuits  and  others  alfo  en- 
devoured  td  advance  bim^  wbikfi  the 
Q&een  0/ Scotland  wasy$t  livingjin- 
to  the  Growne  of  England,  as.  a  man 
moflfit  to  reftoreJbe  Roman  anihoritit 
hi  England  (the.  mother  and  the  finne 
being  not  tefpeUsdnor regarded. )More- 
overy  they  perfwaded  himythatpe,  deter- 
mined in  her  loft  Will  and  Tefiament, 
to  bequeath  the  Kingdome  of  England 
unto  this  King  of  Spaine,  if  her  (mm  i 
continued  in  the  Religion  of 'the  Prote-  \ 
fiants* 

What  mty  h.  the  meaning  oftbefe 
things ,  and  wbmunto  they  may  tend-, 
and  what  aid  and  kdpecan  be  hoped  for 
from  the  King  0/Spaine,  the  King 
may  thereby  fee  and  perceive  :  And 
wit  ball,  if  bee  jball  remit  and  fall 
from  kk  Religion ',  in  the  which  he  hath 
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beene  brought  upr  with  what  great  ig- 
nomink  he  may  precipitate  and  caft 
bead-long  hisfonle  into  eternal  damna- 
tion^ and  the  whole  Hand  of  Brit- 
taine  into   danger   ana \  defimftion. 
/Moreover  y  be  is  to  confider  a?idbe  ad- 
vifed3  left  the  Eftates  ofEns.hnd^who 
have  given  fintence  again  ft  his  mother^ 
doe  net  exclude  him  altogether  from  the 
right  of  S*ccejfion9.  hy  a  newfentence^ 
whofibvtj  by  yedding and givingplace 
unto  mceffiiy  ^andreftrawmg  the  pa f- 
fionate  motions  ojhis  mwdeyhe  may  to- 
pi] whme  and  purchafe  unto  him7firafi 
much  as  thai  which  k  dene,  cannot  bee 
undone.  And  at  his  time  he  maypof- 
feffe  and  en  joy  quietly  the  moft  jlourijh- 
ing  Kingdome  of  England.  In  the 
meant  time,  he  may  enjoy  feeuritie,  and 
mayfeeme  wiih  al  men, indifferent  men, 
that  have  under  landing  and  confedera- 
tion of  things  Jo  have  received  no  hlemifh 
in  his  honour  7 for  as  much  as  when  time 
was,  he  omitted  no  part  of  a  mo  ft  f  bus 
andvertuem  fonne  toward  hii  mother, 
and  let  him  ajfuredly  perjwade  himfelfe, 
that  the  Queen e  of  'England  would  ac- 
count and  ufe  him  mo  ft  lovingly  and  of- 
fetfionatejy,

fi&imatefy^s  ifjbe  were  hit  own  mother. 
Thefe  things  fbe  can  fed  to  bee 
beaten  into  the  head  of  the  King  of 
Scotlmdfii  that  he  fhoulcfoiot  doubt 
but  that  his  raotherwas  put  to  death 
without  her  knowledge  ;  and  to 
con  fir  me  him  in  that  opinion,  fliee 
determined  to  fend  unto  him  the 
(entence  given  againft  Vavifon  in 
the  Starre-cbamber,  under  the  hands 
of  all  the  Commiflioners  3  and  alio 
under  the  Great  Sealeof  England: 
And  alio  another  inftrument  (to 
pleafe  him  the  more)  figned  with 
the    hands    of  all    the   Judges 
of  England,  wherein    they  con- 
firmed that  the  fentence  given  a- 
gainft  his  mother,was  no  hurt 
unto  his  right  in  fuccefc 
fion3  nor  could  be 
any  prejudice 
unto  the 
fame. 

And  thus  an  end  of  this  Hijlory.
